The Eighth General Convention of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of Amer- 
ica convened at 9:00 A. M. on Thursday morning, May 31, 1928, in Central Lu- 
theran Church, Grant Street and Fourth Avenue South, Minneapolis, Minnesota. 

The audience sang in Norwegian the first verse of “Praise to Thee and 
Adoration,” and President Aasgaard greeted the members and visitors with 
words of welcome and declared the eighth convention ready for its business.

SECOND SESSION, THURSDAY AFTERNOON, MAY 31st 


Devotion led by Pastor T. C. Thompson, of Des Moines, Iowa. He read 
Ist Cor. 3:6 Et. Seq. 

The meeting was called to order by President Aasgaard. 

As the Secretary’s minutes and the report from the Credentials Committee 
were not ready, the President read the following greetings: 

Lutheran United Missicn of China. 

Lutheran Mission of Madagascar. 

President Aasgaard called to attention the fact that the Lutheran Church of 
China was gathered for convention at our Seminary in Shekow, China, and sug- 
gested that the Church send greetings to the convention. It was resolved that 
greetings be sent to the Chinese Lutheran Church and our Madagascar mission 
and that the officers of the Church be instructed to transmit the greeting. 


First Vice President Presiding. President’s message was read. 


When the president had finished reading that part of his message in which 
he mentions those who have died, the Convention rose and sang: “From All 
Thy Saints in Warfare.” 


Decennial Celebration 


Since no Decennial Celebration was possible in 1927, as district conventions 
were held that year, the program committee had made provisions for proper ob- 
servance of the occasion at the General Convention. 

After singing the hymn, “Built on the Rock the Church Doth Stand,” Pres- 
ident Aasgaard introduced the first speaker, Dr. H. G. Stub, who spoke on the 
theme “Den Norsk Lutherske Kirke i Amerika ned gjennem aarene.” The 
second speaker, Rev. C. J. Eastvold spoke on the theme ‘Samlingstanken, som 
virkeliggjort i 1917.” Due to the lateness of the hour, the address by Dr. L. W. 
Boe was postponed until Friday morning.

Report from Committee on Finance 


Committee No. 6 presented a report dealing with the finances. The report 
was submitted in printed form. After the reading of the report the Committee 
on Ballots reported as to the election of General Secretary, the following result:

Dr. L. W. Boe, President of St. Olaf College, gave the Centennial address on, 
"Has the Union in 1917 Been Justified?” 


President J. A. Aasgaard expressed the appreciation of the Convention to 
the three men who had addressed the Convention, and thanked each of them for 
tkeir valuable contributions. 

In conclusion the Convention sang, “Tak vor Fader i det høie.” 

It was resolved that the three addresses be printed in the Annual Report. 
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President Aasgaard introduced Pastor N. B. Thvedt of Oslo, Norway, who re- 
sponded to the greeting of welcome, and stated that he would present the of- 
ficial greetings later in the Convention. 

By resolution Pastor Thvedt was invited to be the guest of the Convention. 

President Aasgaard responded to the greeting, and introduced Rev. Taylor of 
Naskatoon, Sask., the representative of the British and Canadian Bible Society, 
who spoke of the work of the Bible Society in the home and the foreign field. 

In closing the Convention sang the last verse of “A Mighty Fortress Is Our 
God.” The meeting adjourned. 


FOURTH SESSION, FRIDAY AFTERNOON, JUNE Ist 


Devotions led by Rev. M. B. Quill. He read the 46th Psalm and led in prayer. 
Solo by Mrs. Mildred Romsdahl Bruns. 


Terms of Membership on Boards 


Secretary Lohre’s recommendations made in his report were read, likewise 
the actions in this question on part of the Board of Pensions and the Board of 
Foreign Missions. They were referred as recommendations to the Committee 
on Hlections. 

President C. C. Hein, D. D., of the Joint Synod of Ohio was introduced to the 
Convention. He spoke of the cordial relation between the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church and the Joint Synod of Ohio, and pleaded for further co-operation and 
invited a representative to the Conyention of the Joint Synod of Ohio. In his 
reply, Dr. Aasgaard illustrated the practical application of the co-operation at 
Spokane College. In this connection he read a communication from the students 
at Spokane College. 

Pensions 

The order of business for the session, Pensions, was taken up for con- 
sideration. 

Herman L. Ekern of Chicago, representing a Laymen’s Committee of 100, 
spoke on the question of pastors’ pensions, and presented a set of resolutions 
which reads as follows. 

1. Majority Report 

Resolved by the Laymen’s Committee of One Hundred, that we recommend 
to the General Convention the adoption of the following resolutions: 

“Resolved by the General Convention: 

A. That we adopt the proposed Amended Rules of the Pension Fund as modi- 
fied and attached hereto and made a part hereof, such Amended Rules to take 
effect on the first day of January, 1931; 

B. “That priority shall be given hereafter to a campaign for gifts to the 
Accrued Liability Fund of the Pension Fund; that the Laymen’s Committee of 
One Hundred is given authority and blessing by the Church to make prepara- 
tions for such campaign to be undertaken only upon approval hereafter by the 
General Convention. 

C. “That there be included in the General Budget for the purpose of the 
Pension Fund, the sum of $75,000 for the next ensuing year, and the sum of 
$85,000 for the following year, and 

D. That the Board of Pensions, in co-operation with the Laymen’s Commit- 
tee of One Hundred and the Trustees and officers of the Church, are authorized 
and directed to continue the work preparatory to putting into effect the Amended 
Rules of the Pension Fund and to report thereon with recommendations to the 
General Convention of 1930.”

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2. Minority Report 


In behalf a Minority of five, Mr. Jas. O. Berdahl of Sioux Falls, 8. Dak. 
spoke on the question and presented the following Minority Report : å 

Recognizing the principle that a system of pensions is advisable, but feeling 
that the Church is not ready to accept without further information the plan 
proposed by the Pension Board, and feeling that financial conditions do not war- 
rant the adoption at this time of a system which will require increasing the 
budget by $220,000.00, besides the raising of a large endowment fund, 

Therefore be it resolved: 

That the Board of Pensions in co-operation with the Laymen’s Committee of 
One Hundred and the Trustees and officers of the Church are authorized and 
directed to continue the work preparatory to putting into effect the Amended 
Rules of the Pension Fund and to report thereon with recommendations to the 
General Convention of 1930. -

The question was discussed by laymen during the rest of the session. The 
time for each speaker was later in the discussion, limited to five minutes. Pas- 
tor Nummedahl moved that these reports be referred to the congregations for 
consideration pending final action in 1930.

The General Secretary presented the following statement which was referred 
to Committee No. 6. 

To the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 

In reply to my election as General Secretary for the fifth time, permit me to 
place before you the following facts and petition: 

When the undersigned in 1917 had the honor of being elected General Secre- 
tary, he accepted, although the salary was only $100.00 a year, or one third of 
the salary paid to the General Secretaries in two of the former synods. He 
could assume this task under those conditions as he had salary as pastor. 

To edit the annual reports of the three former synods for 1916 and for the 
new body for the first great Convention was a tremendous task, but subsequent 
reports—especially the nine district reports on the years when no General Con- 
On was held—with the growth of the Church has given an ever-increasing 
task. 

In 1918, the Church gave a bonus for 1917, and voted an increase of salary; 
the increase was sufficient to compensate him for the extra out-lay necessary to 
do the work in his call. Then the Church imposed on him the work of editing 
two reports—one all English and the other all Norwegian. A couple of years 
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later the work of collecting and compiling the statistics was transferred from 
the district secretaries to the General Secretary. With the increased demands 
for statistics on the part of the Federal Government, and the task of archivist, 
the work in the General Secretary’s office requires the attention of a man’s full 
time with the assistance of stenographic help. 

The present salary of the General Secretary is $1,500.00 a year. He is allowed 
$750.00 a year for stenographic help, and $150.00 for office rent—a total of $2,- 
400.00 a year, of which $1,500.00 is for salary. He has been able to exist on 

Å this and do the work since he has served as executive Secretary-treasurer for 
the Lutheran Orient Mission Society from the time he gave up his pastorate in 
May, 1925 to September 30, 1927, when he,—principally on account of failing 
health—was released from his official duties in the society. Since October 1, 
1927, he has given all his time to the work of General Secretary of the Nor- 
wegian Lutheran Church. In addition to his work as Secretary, in order to 
supplement his income, he has served a Mission congregation. By doing this he 
has relieved the Mission treasury from out-lay, and brought to the Church an in- 
come, as the congregation has paid its full assessment both to General Budget 
and to the Budget Deficit. 

But this is only a temporary call, pending the arrangement for a full-time 
pastor in the future. 

Since the Church has again expressed the wish to have him continue in the 
work, your servant desires to thank the Church for the appreciation of his work, 
expressed by the past elections. 

If the economic conditions can be so arranged that it will be possible for 
him to serve, he is willing and desirous to continue in the work, and he hopes 
by the grace of God to serve faithfully in the kingdom.

Substitute for Sec. I to IV (1-4) of B, The Budget 


Sec. 1. la. Whereas, the Board of Trustees, the Budget Bureau and the 
Finance Committee, together with the Boards of Foreign Missions, Education, 
Charities and Home Missions, are submitting an annual budget of $1,150,000 for 
the biennium of 1929 and 1930 allocated as follows: (See page 133 of Messages 
and Reports.)

With the proviso, that the Church guarantees only 85% of said amount or 
$987,499.99 and with the further proviso that tbe usual 15% margin be omitted 
when allocated among the several congregations of the Church. Your commit- 
tee having in mind the difficult financial conditions in our Church, and having 
made a careful investigation of the budget as submitted by the various boards, 
finds that the budget as submitted will exceed the actual receipts of the last 
fiscal year by over $90,000 (the actual receipts being $1,060,806.36). It is fur- 
ther the opinion of your committee that the 85% proviso as regards the guar- 
anteed amount together with the usual margin will cause confusion and em- 
barrassment in the respective departments and make it practically inoperative, 
and that by voting a budget with these provisos, a great reduction in the 
amounts received would be the natural and logical outcome. 

It is further the opinion of your committee that the budget adopted by the 
Church should not exceed the amount the Church may reasonably expect to re- 
ceive and whereas $1,060,806.36 was the amount raised during the last fiscal 
year for the various activities, 

Therefore, be it' resolved that the Church do and hereby votes an annuy! 
budget of one million sixty thousand dollars for the biennium 1929-1930. 

1b) Be it further resolved that the Board of Trustees and Finance Com- 
mittee be and hereby are authorized and directed to continue the practice of 
adding a margin of 15% when allocating the budget, said amount not to be con- 
sidered a part of the budget of the Church. i 

1c) Be it resolved that the Board of Trustees be directed to make the 
necessary reductions and adjustments to make an approximate reduction of 
10% in the prorated amounts. 

Report Considered 

Pastor Nummedal moved that the Church again elect a Committee on Hffi- 
ciency and Economy to present to the next General Convention a proposition 
for reduction in the various departments. 

In this connection Rev. G. A. Peterson presented the following resolution: 

Instead of pt. d under IV, page 3 of printed report from Committee No. 6, I 
offer the following as a substitute motion: 

That the matter of appropriations for our Junior Colleges and other sub- 
sidized schools shall be referred back to Committee No. 6 for a separate recom- 
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mendation for each institution to be brought before this Convention and made 
the first matter of business. 

Referred to Committee No. 6 and Board of Education. 

The following report by Dr. L. M. Gimmestad on the Schools in the Eastern 
District was also referred to Committee No. 6 and Board of Education: 

In view of the fact that nothing definite has been done in the Eastern Dis- 
trict to complete the Endowment Fund of $150,000 voted at the district meet- 
ing at Stoughton in June, 1919, to be raised for the three academies, namely, 
Gale College, Central Wisconsin College and Pleasant View College for the sup- 
port of these schools and 

Whereas, it is conceded that our Secondary Christian Schools are an im- 
portant branch of our Home Mission activities in our Church, and are doing a 
work of inestimable value to our young people in keeping them in the Luther- 
an Faith and as active workers in our Church, and 

Whereas, the support and appropriations by the Church at large are de- 
creasing instead of increasing, and it has become evident that these institu- 
tions cannot survive and continue their good work unless some substantial aid 
or support is given them immediately, therefore, be it resolved, that the Eastern 
District in biennial convention, at this time petition and recommend that the 
three academic subsidized secondary schools be granted by the Norwegian Lu- 
theran Church of Amerca, twenty-five per cent of the total amount paid in, in 
the district towards the educational budget, and that said twenty-five per cent 
be equally divided among the three schools and be it further, 

Resolved, that in case this appeal or demand is granted, in that event 
these schools shall make no demand for financial support from the educational 
budget of the Church, and it is understood that the arrangement shall be ef- 
fective until an adequate endowment is provided for these schools, or some other 
means of supporting them is effected, which will give them an equal amount 
to what is demanded herein.

“Be it further resolved that the constitution, by-laws, rules and regulations 
of the Church and the several departments thereof, be amended so that the term 
of office of the several officials expires at and during a regular convention 
year.” Annual Report 1926, page 50. Note also three resolutions defining how 
elections must be made so as to avoid arbitrary lengthening or shortening of 
terms for those elected under the system of the triennium. 


B. Adopted by 1928 Convention 


1. By Committee No. 1 


In order that uniformity in all Departments may be secured both as to the 
membership in the Board and as to the time and term for which elected, be it 
resolved: : 

1) That the term of membership in all Boards be six years. 

2) That an equal number, as far as possible, be elected at every biennial 
convention. : 

3) That all elections made in 1926 be counted as made for six and not for 
four years. : ; 

4) That the date for ending term of office for those serving until 1929 
(N. B. Board of Trustees not included) be set at June 30th, 1929; and that the 
ones elected in 1928 to take their places become members of the respective 
boards on that date. ; , ‘ 

5) That the Committee on Election for 1928 be instructed to nominate for 
each board composed of six members, two members to serve for a term of six 
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years, term expires 1934; and one member for one year from 1929, term expires 
1930. 
2. By Board of Pensions 

All other matters pertaining to the Fund shall be administered by Board of 
Pensions (hereafter referred to as the Board), consisting of seven members, 
of which the treasurer of the Fund shall be ex-officio a member. The other six 
members shall be elected for a term of six years, excepting that at the synodical 
convention in 1928, one member shall be elected for a term of one (1) year 
and two for five (5) years, all of whom shall take office in June, 1929; that at 
the synodical convention in 1930 one shall be elected for six (6) years; in 1932 
one shall be elected for four (4) years and two for six (6) years, and thereafter, 
two members shall be elected for six (6) years at every biennial convention. 

In the case of a vacancy, the Board shall temporarily fill the vacancy until 
the Church fills the vacancy by election.

He also cited from page 159 of the Annual Report for 1920, that an emergency 
increase in the Budget was granted on account of the post-war conditions, to 
the following amounts: Home Missions $21,643.00; Foreign Missions $17,729.00 ; 
Charities $16,298.10; Education $27,902.33; or a total of $83,572.43. 

The fiscal statement for the year showed that the Church that same year 
raised not only the original budget but also the increase added by the Board 
of Trustees and had a surplus of $12,900.80. At the following General Conven- 
tion the Board of Trustees gave detailed explanation of this action, and said 
action was approved by the General Convention. i ; 

Altogether the Board of Trustees, together with the budgeting bodies of the 
Church, have actually expended $101,578.72 less than the amounts voted by the 
General Conventions for appropriations from 1917 to 1926.

GENERAL OFFICERS MESSAGE 
AND REPORTS — 


General President’s Message 


Last year marked the tenth anniversary of the organization of the Norwe- 
gian Lutheran Church of America. As there was no General Convention at that 
time, the event was briefly touched upon at the different District Conventions. 
It is fitting and proper that we should set aside some time in remembrance of 
this event that has brought the blessing and the opportunities to us thru this 
union by the grace of God. In addition to being the tenth year of the union of 
our three former respective synods, this year also marks the 75th anniversary 
of the official organization of the Synod for the Norwegian Lutheran Church 
of America. This body became one of the three constituent parts of the present 
Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, and The Norwegian Lutheran Church . 
of America is the inheritor of the honorable and blessed history of those 75 
years. It is fitting that we also at this time take note of this event and com- 
memorate it as well as the development of the 75 years of Lutheranism among 
us as a people, whether it was in this synod or in other component parts of our 
Church. 

Dr. H. G. Stub has been asked to express these sentiments. The others who 
will take part in this tenth anniversary occasion will be the Rev. C. J. Hastvold, 
former president of the Hauge Synod, and afterward for ten years president of 
the Southern Minnesota District in our Church, and Dr. L. W. Boe who took an 
active part in the organization of the Church in preparation for and during the 
time of union. As we approach this occasion there should come to us a deep 
sense of gratitude to God for His guidance and direction, not only thru these 
ten years, but reaching back these 75 or more years, His grace and His Spirit 
have guided and directed our people. Under God there should be a lasting re- 
membrance of the fathers who laid the foundation so well and who during the 
pioneer days of hardship and suffering ever sought to maintain for themselves 
and their children the true Word of God and its teachings. We honor these 
men most in remaining true to our God, and to our Church. These events are 
not only intended by God to be used as an occasion to look back upon the past, 
but that we also should with hope and courage face the future, trusting in the 
God of our fathers, who is our God still, to be with us in the days to come, 
so that we, too, by His grace will continue building on that great spiritual temple 
of which the chief stone of the corner is Jesus Christ Himself. ‘ 

We do not know what the future has in store for us as individuals or as an 
organization; but we will trustfully and cheerfully put our future in the hands 
of the living God, and we will pledge fidelity and loyalty, trusting to the grace 
and strength which He will give us, to be true to this promise. 

The next ten years will require great things of us. It will require, possibly, 
an entering into the land with the message of our Church as never before, bring- 
ing it not only to the people of our own national descent, but also to many 
others with whom we come in contact. In this varied and changing life of 
America today, we must remain faithful to the truths of our Church and her 
Confessions and her very best traditions so that we transfer into American 
spiritual life that leaven which God has entrusted us with, His Word and the 
Sacraments as the inheritance received from ‘the fathers. A tremendous task 
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faces us in the coming years. Voices will be crying here is Christ, and there 
1s Christ. Enticing and attractive forms of religious worship and seemingly 
religious and Christian systems of truth and doctrine will be pressed upon us. 
The cry is already abroad in the land to discount that which is old and to ac- 
cept the newest and the latest, based upon that old fallacy that reason and 
understanding are above revelation in the realm in the Kingdom of God. We 
have no sure guide but God’s own Word. Instinctively as it seems, guided by 
the Spirit Himself, the Church has clung to the doctrine of inspiration. It found 
this stated in the words of prophet, apostle, yea even the Lord Himself, Their 
words were called the very Words of God. The tremendous Word, “the oracles 
of God,” is used about Scripture. The Church in spite of all opposition, in spite 
of all vagaries of thought and reason, has clung to the truth and the doctrine 
that the Bible is the God-breathed word of life. True, correct, safe and depend- 
able whether it speaks on the primary truths of salvation or it enlightens them 
from a historical or temporal angle. We, too, trust to this Word and this Word 
alone to guide us and direct us in our Church in the years to come. We know 
no other guide. We know no other star by which to set our course. Those who 
accept this Bible as the inspired and inerrant Word of God and as the only in- 
fallible authority in all matters of faith and life, and the Confessions of our 
Evangelical Lutheran Church as a true and correct presentation and explanation 
of the pure doctrine of the Word of God and a summary of the faith of our 
Church, we invite to work with us in the fellowship of the truth to the glory 
of Jesus Christ and His Father. This respect, this attitude toward the Word 
of God we received from our fathers by the grace of God, and to this, by God’s 
help and Spirit, we will be true. 
May God bless The Norwegian Lutheran Church and make this Church an 
efficient and useful instrument, in the building up of His Kingdom to His glory 
and for the salvation of souls. 


- CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


Our schools report that the work has been carried on successfully and con- 
scientiously during the past year. Most of our schools show an increase in at- 
tendance, and from all of them come reports of interest in spiritual and church 
activities by a great number of their students. The Students’ Union, which is 
a part of the Young People’s League, holds its regular meeting every year in one 
of our schools, and the greater part of the time is set apart for the consideration 
of devotional and spiritual themes. Professors from our Seminary have visited 
our colleges and presented the cause of the ministry in the respective institu- 
tions. These visits have been met with a hearty response, and the necessary 
arrangements should be made to carry on this type of work. In our Seminary 
we find that the students entering are practically all of them graduates of our 
colleges. The Church is receiving a steady flow of trained young men, who have 
felt the call of the Lord to serve Him in the Christian ministry. We thank God 
for these young men, and our prayers are that He may ever keep them true 
and loyal to Himself by His Holy Spirit thru the Means of Grace. 

The Board of Education recommends that graduates of our colleges who enter 
our Seminary should be given a refund of an additional year of college tuition, 
making in all, refund of the tuition paid for three year at one of our colleges. 
This will carry out the idea that our Church has always had in mind, to lighten 
the burden, as much as possible, for those who intend to enter the Christian 
ministry. Such tuition is refunded to the students one year at the time during 
their stay at the Seminary. 

We note with deep regret the death of the Rev. Prof. E. Hove, D.D., who 
passed away on December 18, 1927. At the Seminary a year ago, at the Com- 
mencement exercises, Prof. Hove was especially honored by his many friends in 
commemoration of his twenty-five year anniversary as theological professor and 
forty years as pastor in the Church. Luther College conferred on him at this 
time the degree of Doctor of Divinity. We thank God for the service that our 
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departed brother was given grace to render to his Church during these many 
years. May God bless his memory for us. IP 

The faculty, Church Council and Board of Education have united at this time 
in recommending to the General Convention the election of an additional pro- 
fessor of theology. In case this recommendation is approved by the Convention 
it will be necessary for these bodies jointly to suggest to this meeting a candi- 
date for this position. 

The Seminary also at this time comes before the General Convention with a 
renewed request that careful consideration be given to its building needs. The 
request concerns especially a building that can be used for library, classroom 
and other general purposes. 

Dr. M. O. Béckman returned last summer from his year’s stay for rest and 
study in Norway, and took up at the beginning of the year his work as pro- 
fessor and president of the Seminary. We thank God for the influence of his 
life and his teaching, and pray that God may still grant him years of useful- 
ness in our midst. As will be noted by his report, he calls attention to the fact. 
that his term as president expires in 1929 and places the disposition of this 
matter in the hands of the Convention. In this connection the Board of Edu- 
cation has taken no other action than to suggest that the term of office for all 
the presidents of our schools which in 1929, be continued until 1930. 


In connection with the school program of our Church it was decided at the 
last Biennial Convention that a Committee on Survey be appointed to study our 
present school situation and come with recommendations to this Convention. 
The Board of Education gave careful thought to the selection of this committee 
to make it as representative as possible. This committee’s report is presented 
to the Convention for careful consideration and action. The original resolution 
joined the Board of Education with this Survey Committee, but, on careful con- 
sideration, the Board of Education felt that the best interests of our schools 
would be served by the Board not joining with the Survey Committee in any 
recommendations, as it would be the duty of the Board to carry out such 
recommendations as the Church might decide, and this report should rather be 
an independent statement from a committee outside of the Board as to the 
way in which they see the situation. 


We express gratitude to God and thanks to the many who took part in the 
campaign for raising an endowment for Pacific Lutheran College at Parkland, 
Washington. A number of our men from the middlewest, together with the 
friends of the school on the coast, succeeded in raising over $290,000 in endow- 
ment pledges. In the meantime, however, while these pledges are coming in, 
this school needs the generous support of our Church to make it a factor for 
building-up our Church on the Pacific Coast. Dr. O. A. Tingelstad has given up 
his work as professor at Luther College in order to accept the presidency of this 
school. We express to Dr. Tingelstad our hearty support and cooperation in his 
work for our Church at Pacific Lutheran College. 


Dr. C. O. Solberg has resigned as president of Augustana College at Sioux 
Falls and has been called to the deanship of the Chicago Lutheran Bible Insti- 
tute. Dr. Solberg has served faithfully thru the foundation-years of building-up 
a college in South Dakota. i 

Dr. L. W. Boe, president of St. Olaf College, submitted to serious operations 
last summer, but God spared his life. After a brief rest on the Pacific Coast 
he returned to take up his work again the first of the year. May God give him 
the strength and health that is needed in this responsible position. 

Our Church is mindful, without mentioning by name, the consistent, faith- 
ful and loyal work accomplished by her teachers in academies, colleges and 
the Seminary. We realize that their lot, especially on account of needed in- 
creased financial income in many situations, makes their sacrifice so much the 
greater. The Church should give careful attention to the possibility of increas- 
ing In many cases the salaries paid our teachers, as there is no way by which 


their salaries can be increased except by the recommendations and decisions 
of the Church. 
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At Spokane College, during the past two years, our brethren in the Joint 
Synod of Ohio have appropriated the sum of $3,700 a year toward the main- 
tenance of this institution. We appreciate the endorsement and support of our 
brethren in the faith and sincerely hope that we may be enabled to maintain this 
missionary institution for the building-up of the Lutheran Church in that part 
of the field. 


CHARITIES 


The Board of Charities has carried on the work with the funds allotted to 
it to the best of its ability and understanding. With the great number of insti- 
tutions constantly needing repair and improvement, it is sometimes difficult 
with the limited amount at hand to carry out the plans and the work as it 
should be done. 

During the past year the attention of our Church has been called to the 
need of building and organizing an institution for the training of deaconesses 
and women workers in our Church. An ingathering of funds has been going on 
under the direction of Mrs. I. D. Ylvisaker. Together with the pledge of Dr. 
Henderson of $25,000.00, between $65,000.00 and $70,000.00 have been raised. 
The matter has, thru publicity and speaking, been brought to the attention of 
our congregations, and it is to be hoped that thru this foundation work our 
congregations may be interested in bringing their gifts to this cause, so that 
we may have a place in our own Church for our women who wish to take up 
specific work in our congregations and Church Body. The Deaconess Hospital, 
thru the careful and efficient management of Mr. E. E. Hanson, and with the 
assistance of its Board of Directors, has been placed on a footing where the 
hospital will take care of its interest and bonded indebtedness, as well as its 
running expenses. 

The Board of Charities comes to this Convention with the recommendation 
that the welfare work as now carried on from our central office in Minneapolis, 
beé turned over to the Lutheran Inner Mission Society in this city. This work 
deals especially with the placing of children in homes, juvenile delinquents, and 
the social problem as it comes to us in these larger cities. The reason for this 
recommendation is that a great deal of the work which we have been compelled 
to carry on has often been for members of other synods and denominations. In 
this work one cannot refuse the poor and needy, and yet it seems as though 
the different synods should be interested together in this social work. For this 
reason the Board recommends that this type of work be transferred to the Lu- 
theran Inner Mission Society, in which the different synods are represented. 
This does-not involve the transfer of any institutions or property owned by the 
Church, but the general activity as to receiving of children from Juvenile Court, 
taking care of unfortunates who may be turned over for guardianship and 
guidance to our Church. For the coming year our Church would appropriate a 
certain sum for this work as recommended by the Board, but within the next 
two or three years this would be eliminated as the Society receives its support 
from membership fees, private gifts, and the Community Chest in the city of 
Minneapolis. 


HOME MISSIONS 


This year our Seminary is sending out a class of forty young men, of whom 
many have been called to our Home Mission fields. It is a source of joy that 
there is an awakening interest in the problems of Home Missions in our midst. 
There is a growing realization that, if our Church is to grow and maintain it- 
self, it will be necessary for us to give constant and increasing attention to 
this work. The work in the cities and even larger villages is increasing in its 
demands. Our people are moving in to these centers, and if they are to be 
kept for our Church there must be a regular and continued pastoral care in 
such congregations. The great problem is to secure the necessary funds to carry 
on this work which is so fundamental for the maintenance of our Church. If 
other activities are to grow strong and develop, this activity must be cherished 
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and nourished. May there be an increased interest also in that handmaiden of 
Home Missions, the Church Extension work. Offerings are being lifted in a 
great number of our congregations either on Sexagesima Sunday or the Ninth 
Sunday after Trinity. If this could become a practice in every congregation 
in our synod, we would be enabled to do far more in the work of supporting 
struggling congregations where we now are compelled to neglect them because 
we have not the funds for this particular purpose. We note that other synods, 
as well as denominations outside of our own Church, are bending every effort 
to giving their attention to the great middlewest. It wouldsbe a pity if this ter- 
ritory, which from the beginning was settled by such a great number of Lu- 
therans and a large number affiliated with our synod, should be lost to us be- 
cause of lack of attention to the needs of this problem. The motive is not 
a desire for large numbers or strength and power, but the conviction that God 
thru His great mercy has given us His Word and Sacraments undefiled, and that 
the message of sin and grace is the outstanding need of this as of all other times. 
It is our solemn duty to be faithful watchers on the walls of Zion. God grant 
more power and more vision to our Church in its work of Home Missions. 


FOREIGN MISSIONS 


The past year has not been marked by any particular change in the situation 
_in our China field. A few missionaries are remaining out there, ready to be of 
assistance and carry on wherever there is opportunity. Some of the women 
workers have remained at certain stations and have been able to do a blessed 
and good work. But as to any return of the missionaries in large numbers, this 
is in God’s hands, and we can only pray that He will show us the way in this 
difficult and trying situation. At the present it looks as though China again 
will become the center of a world turmoil. It is hard for us to understand the 
purposes of the Almighty dealing with the different nations, but we do know 
and believe that He holdeth the people in His hands and that the hearts of 
kings are in the hand of the Lord as rivers of water. y 

While it seems as though the door of opportunity is closed for the present 
in China, a new door is opening for us in South Africa. Dr. Birkelund, as the 
representative of the Board, spent some time in the Mission to the Zulus. He 
investigated and inspected the entire field, and made the proper arrangements 
as to transfer of property from the Norwegian Society. He has brought back a 
detailed report to the Board as to the needs and the situation. The Board has 
already called the Rev. and Mrs. J. E. Farup of Reeder, North Dakota, and 
Missionary J. E. Grønli and wife. They have in God's Name accepted the call 
and will be on their way this fall. Dr. K. 0. Lundeberg who was not permitted 
to take up the work in Madagascar because of colonial laws and restrictions, has 
accepted a call to go to South Africa as surgeon and physician for this field. 
It is a cause of rejoicing and thanksgiving to God that we are permitted to aid 
and further this oldest mission among our people, a mission that may become 
a base of operations for further extension of the Gospel into Africa, if the Lord 
points the way. 1 

The missionaries who sailed to Madagascar last year have arrived safely 
in the field and taken up their work. This year one of our candidates, Frederick 
S. Hallanger, has offered himself and has been accepted as an additional mis- 
sionary for Madagascar. May God bless him and give him the courage, wisdom 
and grace to bring that Gospel which is a power unto salvation, to those who 
have not heard it. 


THE BOARD OF ELEMENTARY CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


comes with a proposal to extend its work. They have given much thought to 
this plan and to their needs. Our Convention should give careful attention and 
study to their recommendations. It may not be possible at this time to adopt 
this entire program. Yet this points out for us possibilities in the work which 
should be carefully considered. It concerns the very life of the Church, that we 
give attention to the instruction of the young. We need to exhort each other 
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both as pastors and congregations that every opportunity be used to bring to the 
youth that saving truth of God's Word before the evil days come when they 
shall say: I have no pleasure in them. Our thanks are due to Almighty God 
for the quickened interest in this work. 

In connection with the work of the Board of Elementary Christian Educa- 
tion, according to a resolution which we have adopted at a previous Convention, 
they have had representatives on a joint committee to prepare a Standard Eng- 
lish Translation of Luther’s Small Catechism. The joint committee has finished 
its work, and the finished product has been printed in the Lutheran Church 
Herald. Representatives were present from all the Lutheran synods with the 
exception of the members of the Synodical Conference. This translation is 
recommended to the serious consideration of our pastors and congregations. 
The joint committee desires to receive suggestions and criticisms for its con- 
sideration. As to the final disposition of the matter, where representatives 
of so many synods are concerned, the proper resolution would be that when 
the committee agrees on the text, that such a book be published as a Standard 
English Edition of our Catechism. 


PENSION FUND 


The Secretary of the Pension Fund, working on the basis of resolutions 
adopted two years ago, has worked out the plans with regard to annuities and 
adequate pensions. He has enlisted the interest of one hundred laymen in this 
cause and he asks that this matter be considered on Friday afternoon when 
these men can be present. A wise and definite solution of this problem will 
mean much for the future work of our Church. The present plan is recommend- 
ed to our meeting for a sympathetic and fair consideration. The Church Coun- 
cil has endorsed the plan but does not feel competent to recommend as to the 
time when this proposal shall be put into effect, a matter that would have to 
be decided by the Church itself. 


BOOK MISSION 


Our committee on Book Mission has also this year distributed a great number 
of tracts and booklets. It is worthy of special mention that the Book Mission 
is making preparations to publish in tract form Luther’s Small Catechism in 
English. This, indeed, will be a worthy contribution to the 400th anniversary 
of the Catechism. It will then be possible to distribute this book as a mission 
tract. This decision of the committee should receive whole-hearted support 
from our Church. It does its work thru voluntary contributions, and a whole- 
hearted support will make it possible to distribute effectively such tracts and 
booklets as will be of great importance for the spreading of the Gospel and 
God’s truth. 


THE WOMEN’S MISSIONARY FEDERATION 
THE YOUNG PEOPLE’S LUTHER LEAGUE 
THE CHORAL UNION 
and the 
NORWEGIAN YOUNG PEOPLE'S SOCIETY 


have all in their way contributed to the work of our Church. The Women's 
Missionary Federation and the Young People’s Luther League, because of their 
larger number and organization, have been especially effective in creating in- 
terest in their respective constituencies for the different activities of our 
Church. We wish to express our appreciation and thanks to all of them, as 
well as to their respective members, for the loyalty and faithfulness shown by 
them during the past years. May God bless them and strengthen them in every 
good work thru His Holy Spirit. 
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NATIONAL LUTHERAN COUNCIL 


During the past year, thru special appeal for offerings, our treasurer re- 
ceived about $7,000 which was remitted to the National Lutheran Council for 
relief work. It should have been more, but with the balance in the treasury, 
together with receipts from other synods, the work was carried on the past 
year. This year, however, there is no balance in the treasury of the National 
Lutheran Council, and whatever relief work is to be carried on must be done 
by direct contributions received this year. In view of this emergency, let me 
urge upon the Convention that it endorses the plan which"was used last year 
of urging each congregation to take up an offering or a collection one of the 
last Sundays in June for this purpose. The Council, thru its constitution, which 
was carefully revised two years ago, makes it simply a joint agency to carry 
out for Lutheran Synods such work as each synod delegates to it. It assumes 
no authority nor principle of organization in any way to function as a federa- 
tion or affiliation of the respective bodies. It is an agency to carry on that 
work where no synod individually would be in a position to take care of it. 
This work, may I call attention to it briefly, is found at present to a great 
extent in Russia. The Lutheran Church in Russia numbers over one million 
souls, with less than one hundred pastors. Three years ago a Seminary was 
established in Leningrad. This year sixteen young men will be graduated. 
Not many among such a great number of people, and yet it is a beginning. This 
institution which stands as a witness in that country where Christ and God are 
denied officially, will perish if we Lutherans in America do not give it sup- 
port. It is controlled and directed by men who stand firmly and squarely on 
the Confessions of our Church, old-time conservative Lutherans. The money 
needed for this work is approximately $20,000 as a minimum. In 12 of the 
smaller countries of Europe where Lutherans are weak thru the impoverish- 
ment of war or minorities, about $25,000 is needed. It would truly be a calamity 
if, thru the lack of means to continue, they would be forced into that combina- 
tion of Church and State which means in that part of Europe the wiping out 
of the Protestant and evangelical witness. The forces that oppose them are the 
same ones that will also oppose us. As the Church of the Reformation, we 
should not let the Reformation truth die among these struggling peoples. 
There is neither time nor place to give a rehearsal of the heroic and sacrificial 
stand taken by many of the pastors and teachers in these south European 
countries. 

In addition to these two items, there is still required for this year relief in 
India, China and Africa for missions that are gradually coming back to their 
own supporters. This Foreign Mission relief will gradually be eliminated as 
it is being cut down by one-third each year for the next three years. These are 
Lutheran missions that would have to have been turned over to Reformed Mis- 
sion societies in case American Lutherans had not been giving their continued 
support. The total amount asked for by all of our Lutheran synods interested 
in this work of the Council is approximately $100,000. Our part, on the basis 
of our membership, is about $17,750. Aid and relief have been given in these 
cases only to our Lutheran constituencies. As to the care exercised by the rep- 
resentatives of the Council, permit me to mention a fact that may be of interest, 
that a large group of Galicians in Russia declared their eagerness to affiliate 
with the Protestant Church and their need of support in this movement. It 
was not clear to the representatives of the Council that this was a Lutheran 
movement, but rather a general Protestant movement. The only action that the 
Council took was to send them a number of copies of Luther’s Small Catechism 
and the New Testament. No attempt was made to give any financial support 
to this movement. I mention this to show that the men charged to represent 
the Lutheran synods in the Council are ever mindful of the position which their 
own synods have taken in these matters, 


LUTHERAN WORLD CONVENTION 
The Lutheran World Convention Executive Committee consisting of six mem- 
bers, of which two, Dr. Morehead and Dr. Boe represent the American Luther- 
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ans, has decided to call this general conference of Lutherans in the latter part 
of June, 1929, in Copenhagen. It is six years since the first meeting of this 
kind was held. This meeting is called especially with the 400th anniversary 
of Luther’s Small Catechism as a background. From time to time there are 
those who are conscientiously concerned as to representation in such a con- 
vention. It has been clearly understood and definitely settled, that this con- 
ference partakes of no legislative character. It is a free conference of Lu- 
therans representing their respective synods, to give testimony of their convic- 
tion and their faith. If there is anything that is needed in Burope today, 
it is a testimony as to the truth that our Church holds. Associated with us 
in the last Convention and also in this Convention will undoubtedly be repre- 
sentatives from such conservative synods as the Joint Synod of Ohio, and 
others. The conservative synods of our Lutheran Church have a distinct con- 
tribution to give at such a conference, and it is the recommendation of the 
Chureh Council of our synod that we should be properly represented at this 
Convention. As a personal suggestion in order that there may be a larger rep- 
resentation, as we are entitled to six representatives, I suggest that instead of 
voting larger sums for one or two, that possibly the sum of $2,500 be allocated 
to the six who may be appointed. It may not cover the entire expense, but will 
at least express the willingness of the Church to assist in such a representation. 
The selection of this representation is not intended to limit the attendance at 
the conference to only these representatives, but it is hoped that a great num- 
ber of our pastors, aS well as lay members, will avail themselves of this oppor- 
tunity to be present. As all proceedings and addresses will be translated by an 
interpreter into English and possibly Danish, there will be no difficulty in fol- 
lowing the proceedings. The limiting to a definite representation becomes neces- 
sary because of the confusion that would arise, especially in Huropean consti- 
tuencies, if there should be no responsible delegations. Otherwise our members 
are urged to make use of this opportunity to visit their home lands and at the 
same time be at this general conference. 


THE CHURCH IN NORWAY 


It was a matter of great rejoicing and encouragement when the papers 
brought the news that the Minister of Church and Education in Norway had 
taken a firm stand against the ordination of a candidate who denied the deity 
of Jesus Christ, as well as other fundamental truths in our Confession. The 
constitution of the kingdom of Norway provides that its ministers shall con- 
fess the teachings and the confessions of the Evangelical Lutheran Church. 
There could be no question but what this candidate’s confession, even according 
to his own statements, was at great variance with our accepted Confessions. 
It is indeed a hopeful sign when those who are charged with the care of the 
Church in a country where state and church are so closely bound together, feel 
the serious responsibility as to creeds and confessions. It is our prayer and 
our wish for our brethren in the fatherland, that God may give strength and 
conviction to all charged with authority in the Church, that they may not be 
ashamed of the Gospel of Jesus Christ, and that they will truly confess Jesus 
Christ as Son of the living God, come in the flesh for the salvation of men. 

A year ago I received an urgent invitation from a committee composed of 
representatives of the Church and especially of the Nordmandsforbundet, to 
visit Norway during the summer of 1927. I suggested that such visit should be 
postponed until after this General Convention, but was informed by members 
of the committee that this would be an impossibility as the arrangements had 
been effected for this visit at this time. After conferring with representative 
men in our synod and official boards, I took the responsibility to accept this in- 
vitation and spent three months visiting mainly Norway. In connection with 
this visit, however, I was charged by the Foreign Mission Board to go to Paris 
to see what could be done in the case of securing permission for a missionary 
physician to practice in Madagascar, and also to confer with the officials of 
the Norwegian Mission Society at Stavanger. By the Home Mission Board of 
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our Church I was asked to take up with the directors of the Seamen's Missions 
in Bergen certain common problems in this work. 


Two months were spent mainly in Norway preaching in different parts of 
the country. By the grace of God, I attempted to make plain to them that that 
which had been our strength and advancement as a people in this country was 
the Word of God, the Catechism, Bible History and Explanation, which our 
fathers had brought with them when they came to America. The building-up 
of our people in this country had been accomplished on the foundation of God’s 
Word in the Confessions, and that whatever we had to show as a people had 
been accomplished thru the Church and her guiding influence. Our task today 
was to hold fast to that conservative Confession which we had received from 
the pioneers, and especially to make this Confession a living factor in the life 
of the individual. : 


Many greetings were received from pastors, bishops and societies. The tone 
and the content of all of these greetings breathed a deep and warm sympathy 
for our people in this country. I realized that whatever kindness and hospitality 
was shown me was not on account of my person, but because of that Church 
which I represented; and their deep interest in our work and our people can 
hardly be understood unless one receives these impressions by personal contact. 
Greetings to the Church were sent by Bishop Lunde, asking God's great bless- 
ings and gifts of grace to rest upon us in the years to come. The Norwegian 
Home Mission Society, thru its Secretary, Rev. Wisløff, sent greetings with 
these words: “Hold fast that which thou hast, let no one take thy crown.” He 
emphasized, hold fast to the Word of God, to the truth we have received, and 
hold fast in a living faith until we attain that crown in eternal life. The 
*Menighetsfakultet,” Bible School, Norwegian Missionary Society at Stavanger, 
the Seamen’s Mission at Bergen, the Oslo Inner Mission Society, as well as a 
number of other groups, asked to be remembered in greetings in the fellowship 
of faith in Jesus Christ. They assured me that their prayers go up for our 
people and our work when they pray for themselves. I want to take this oc- 
casion to express my gratitude to the many in Norway who received me, on 
your behalf, as a friend and brother. From the officials, pastors and mem- 
bers of the church, we received the most whole-hearted hospitality, considera- 
tion and kindness. It has given me for my work a better understanding of 
some of their problems, as well as some of the problems that we have received 
thru our fathers, from the land of our fathers. I also wish to express my ap- 
preciation to the Vice President of our Church, Rev. T. F. Gullixson, as well 
as the District Presidents, who made it possible for me to feel that the work 
would be carried on without hindrance during my absence. This visit was 
made possible thru the courtesy of the Norwegian-American Line and the Direc- 
tor of the State Railway of Norway for the transportation needed, as of course 
there was no appropriation for this purpose by the Church. 


In considering my impressions of the land of my fathers there comes to me 
one institution which I feel should, from time to time, receive support from 
such of our people as send gifts to Norway. The particular institution that I 
have in mind is the "Menighetsfakultet” and I would at this time call attention 
to the work that they are doing. At present there are nearly 300 theological 
students at the “Menighetsfakultet,’’ while there are less than 100 at the Uni- 
versity. It is often the case that gifts are given in gratitude and appreciation 
by our members to different interests in Norway; but the one institution that 
will bring the greatest blessing and benefit to the people as a whole, at present, 
is the conservative “Menighetsfakultet,” sending out pastors and preachers thru- 
out the length of the land. Let us remember them in our gifts and in our 
prayers. 


We have the pleasure of having with us at this Convention the Rev. N. B. 
Thvedt of Oslo, who comes as the representative of the Nordmandsforbundet to 
take part in the Norse Celebration at Winnipeg to be held in July. He was a 
former pastor in our Norwegian Lutheran Church for many years, and it is 
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with great pleasure that we welcome him in our midst as a representative of 
our mother church. 


ANNIVERSARIES 


Three anniversaries of interest to our people will take place within the next 
two years. The first is the 400th anniversary of Luther’s Small Catechism. 
The year 1929 should especially be set apart for Christian Education thru ser- 
mons, programs, publicity and above all, much prayer that God will give us 
renewed purpose to hold fast to the Christian instruction of our youth. Our 
Church taking its stand upon baptism as the Means of Grace thru which the 
child enters the Kingdom of God, will stand or fall by the attention and care 
we give to the instruction of the young. The Sacrament of Baptism places upon 
us the responsibility that we must teach them to keep all these things which 
He has commanded us. It is to be hoped that circuits, districts, pastoral con- 
ferences and as well our different Church papers, will not neglect this year to 
bring home to the American people the crying need of training the youth in the 
way of God, so that when they become older they will not depart from it. 

In 1980 another of the great Reformation anniversaries takes place, the 
400th anniversary of the Augsburg Confession. This anniversary marks truly 
the definite separation of the Evangelical Church of the Reformation from the 
Roman Catholic Church. The Augsburg Confession has been the distinguishing 
mark of our Lutheran Church down thru the centuries. It states clearly the 
reasons for our separation from both the Roman Catholic as well as the Re- 
formed churches, and at the same time it sounds the true and full note of the 
Gospel as it is found in the Word of God. It has been stated by theologians 
outside of the Lutheran Church that it is the noblest confessional document 
penned by man outside of the three ecumenical creeds, and that it is the one 
confession upon which, if there is to be church union, such union must be 
founded. For us this anniversary marks an opportunity by preaching and teach- 
ing, to make plain what our Church stands for, and to make clear the great 
deposit of truth that we have in this noble Confession. 

A third anniversary which will be celebrated in 1930 is the 900th anniversary 
of the introduction of Christianity into Norway. It is true that in some parts 
of the country Christianity came somewhat earlier than this, but the year 1030 
has become the official date for this momentous event. This was the year that 
King Olaf the Saint fell at Stiklestad, and it marked the turning point in the 
national life of Norway from heathendom to Christianity. We have received 
thru our fathers who crossed the seas, this priceless heritage of Christian truth 
as it has come down thru the ages. It is proper and fitting that we commemorate 
this event. It is of more than nationalistic significance. It is one of the great 
events in spiritual and ecclesiastical history. It is, indeed, fitting that we 
should set aside time for the commemoration of this event at our next Gen- 
eral Convention. 

. In addition to the historical event as such, this year will mark a peculiar 
significance for the land of our fathers, as it is the intention to re-dedicate 
the restored cathedral at Trondhjem, that church which down thru the cen- 
turies has been the symbol not only of the national but of the spiritual life of 
Norway. We would be ungrateful and fail in our opportunity if we did not 
in some way signify our unity with them in the faith once delivered to the 
saints, and in some outward way express our gratitude to God for this price- 
less heritage that has even been transmitted thru our fathers to us in this land 
across the seas. A significant opportunity has been opened to our people to 
take part in this restoration. A great altar to be used by the congregation every 
Sunday will be placed in the center of the great cathedral. This altar will 
cost approximately $25,000. There could be no more fitting memorial or gift 
from our people to their great national church than to place this altar in the 
very heart of the congregation. As the 29th of July, which is the anniversary 
of the death of St. Olaf, falls on Sunday this year, I would recommend that a 
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collection or an offering be received in all of our churches this year to go to 
this purpose, and that such offerings be remitted to our treasurer, the Rev. H. 
O. Shurson. As we are moving more and more into English work and becoming 
more and more grafted into American life, we are anxious at the same time 
to keep those contacts and those memorials which will, for all time, point to the 
rock from whence we were hewn. 


THE ZION SOCIETY 


which carries on Christian work among the Jews, is celebrating this year its 
50th anniversary. This society is composed to a large extent of members of 
our synod. It has done a 'blessed and good work thru these many years and 
has been an agency thru which we have also been permitted to carry out that 
part of the Lord’s command that we should not forget His own people. May 
God hasten the day when the veil, which has blinded the children of Israel, 
may be taken away and they shall see Him, whom they pierced, as their true 
Messiah and Savior. May God give the workers and supporters of the Zion 
Society the grace and guidance of the Holy Spirit to do their part toward bring- 
ing this about. 


BIBLE SOCIETIES 


During the past two years we have contributed to the American and Cana- 
dian Bible Societies the sum of $1,800, of which $1,500 has been given to the 
American Bible Society and $300 to the Canadian or British Society. These 
societies publish the Word of God without comment or commentary and seek 
to distribute them in all parts and places of the earth. And as the Church that 
has the open Bible, it is our prayer and our hope that the Word of God may 
truly multiply among the nations of the earth. From this Holy and inspired 
Word comes the only light that can guide us here on earth and lead us into life 
eternal. 


THE CALLING OF PASTORS 


Last year in this message the attention of the districts was called to the 
question of pastors’ salaries. Permit me at this time to mention another phase 
of the pastor’s life. Briefly there was touched upon in the last message the 
problem of securing places for older men in the service. Let me at this time 
call the serious attention of the congregations to the whole procedure of calling 
pastors for a vacant congregation. The eternal welfare of many a soul in a 
congregation depends upon the receiving of a true and faithful shepherd for 
their souls. It is true that God gives His Spirit and God saves us thru Jesus 
Christ; yet He has entrusted to men the bringing of this message and guiding of 
men into the Kingdom. A congregation should proceed to the calling of a 
pastor as the most serious work entrusted to it. Truly, there should be a call 
to much prayer both privately and as a congregation when this matter is to be 
considered. The thought should center about the primary qualifications and 
needs required in the Biblical office of a minister of the Gospel. By surround- 
ing the calling of a pastor with this most serious and important background 
possibly some of the minor qualifications that are so often thought of and 
insisted upon, would not,be found quite as necessary. A pastor accepting a call, 
realizing the prayer and meditation that had been given to the issuing of such 
a call, would feel charged with a very deep sense of responsibility on his side, 
that it was a thing not lightly entered into. We must not in this busy and 
materialistic age let the selection and calling of men into the ministry sink 
to such a level that it becomes, at least seemingly, a business proposition. Truly, 
a man needs to believe that the Lord has put him in the place and that it is 
not his own interest or desire that has caused him to select or reject a certain 
call. What will it profit a congregation if it secures a lot of external qualifica- 
tions as to organization, efficiency and other things, which in themselves are 
well and good, if the gift of God to present the Word of God with its convinc-

ing and convicting truth to saint and sinner is lacking in the pastoral office? 
We thank God for the many faithful and loyal pastors whom He has given us, 
and for the congregations that realize the seriousness and the responsibility of 
the congregation in its relation to the pastor and the securing of pastors. At 
the same time we also would admonish and warn those who may take these 
things lightly and look upon outward things as more essential, whether they 
be pastors or congregations, that they must one day give an account for their 
stewardship to Him who knows the very hearts of men. 


THE CHURCH COUNCIL 


The Church Council recommends that, in view of the fact that the member- 
ship on the Committee on Union with other bodies, which was elected some 
years ago, has been decreased by death, it is suggested that a new committee 
of nine be elected at this convention. “This committee shall have power to meet 
with similar committees of other Lutheran Church Bodies in America, and en- 
deavor to come to complete understanding and agreement regarding doctrine 
and practice, and to make such proposals to future conventions of our Church 
as the committee may find expedient and to the best interests of the Church.” 

It is further recommended that a committee of three be appointed to recom- 
mend to future conventions such matters as may be of practical value in coopera- 
tion with such synods with which we have established altar and pulpit fellowship. 

In view of the fact that the greater part of the business of the Church is 
now transacted at the Biennial Conventions, leaving very little to be transacted 
at District Conventions, it is suggested that the Board of Trustees and the 
Church Council take up for consideration and recommend to a future convention 
such practical problems and business as should be turned over to District Con- 
ventions and to districts. In the meantime it should be considered whether 
there should be during the intervening years, when there is no General Conven- 
tion, any special reports prepared and submitted to individual District Conven- 
tions. 

At the last General Convention it was voted to refer the question of change 
of the name of our synod to the Church Council and it was requested of the 
Church Council that it report to this Convention. In accordance with this reso- 
lution the Church Council has followed out these instructions and a report in this 
matter is submitted as an appendix to this message.

RESIGNATIONS 


In addition to other vacancies which will occur in the different boards, it is 
suggested that, because of the change to biennial conventions, all membership in 
boards for the future be arranged so that two will be elected at each Biennial 
Convention for a term of six years. 

In the Church Council, Dr. O. E. Locken of Crookston, Minnesota, has re- 
signed as member because of inability to take care of these added duties. The 
American Lutheran Conference will be called upon to select a successor to Dr. 
Locken at this meeting. 

The Rev. OC. J. Hastvold, who served as President of the Southern Minnesota 
District from the time of the union until last summer, in June, 1927, resigned 
as President of that district. He gave in these first ten years faithful and help- 
ful service. With his loyalty and love for the union and the new Body as it 
was formed, by his Christian personality, wisdom and experience, he will ever 
be regarded as one to whom our gratitude is due for his share in the results 
attained in this union. He has taken up work as pastor in South Dakota, and 
we wish him many years of blessed work for the Master in this, the most im- 
portant of all work in the Church, the care of souls in the congregations. 


INSTALLATIONS 


In addition to officiating at several church dedications, as well as meetings 
of boards and committees during the past biennium, I have inducted into the 
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office of district president the following men who were called to fill the re- 
spective vacancies: 

The Rev. David Stoeve, President of the North Dakota District, successor 
to the late Rev. I. D. Ylvisaker, was installed at the First Lutheran Church, 
Fargo, North Dakota, on August 8th, 1926. 

The Rev. A. J. Bergsaker, as President of the South Dakota District to 
fill the vacancy caused by the resignation of Rev. N. N. Boe because of ill 
health. He was installed at the First Lutheran Church, Sioux Falls, South 
Dakota, on September 26, 1926. 

The Rev. N. Kleven, called to fill the vacancy caused by the resignation of the 
Rev. C. J. Eastvold, was installed as President of said district at Our Savior’s 
Church, Minneapolis, on December 11, 1927. 

May God shed His Holy Spirit upon these brethren who have been called 
to these responsible positions, so that they may truly be an example and a guide 
for the flock entrusted to them. May they ever present the testimony of the 
Church to our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ in all our work, and that the Word 
of God may be the rule and norm in all their duties and their responsibilities. 

The Rev. B. J. Rothnem was by me installed as Principal of Augustana Aca- 
demy, Canton, South Dakota, on January 15, 1928. 

Members of the Church Council met in colloquim with the theological can- 
didates, and a report of those recommended for ordination to the ministry is 
submitted for approval by this Convention. As a number of these men are to 
be ordained on Sunday, action on this report should be taken before that time. 


IN MEMORIAM 


Since the last General Convention in 1926 the following have departed this 
life : 

The Rev. J. Nordby, President of the Eastern District who was present at the 
last General Convention but entered the hospital at the close of the Convention 
where he died July 29, 1926. 

The death of the Rev. Prof. F. A. Schmidt, D.D., which took place May 15, 
1928, should also be noted. He served in the Norwegian Lutheran Church fifty 
years as a professor and teacher, and at the time of his death which took 
place at the age of 91, he had been an ordained minister of the Gospel for 
seventy years.

Just preceding the Convention, 
word was received that Mr. N. O. Skauge had died at Fargo, North Dakota. 
Mr. Skauge served for twenty-seven years as superintendent of the Wild Rice 
Children’s Home, and his service will long be remembered by the Church. 

In the passing of these brethren we are reminded that we, too, each day and 
each year are nearer the bounds of life. We are reminded that we must work 
while it is day, for night cometh when no man can work. In this group are 
found both older as well as younger servants of the Lord. Some of them were 
given a long life of service from pioneer days until the present, others a shorter 
time. For the Lord it is not how long we labor, but how faithfully and how 
well we do the work by His grace entrusted to us. The Church at this time 
‘remembers each one of these faithful workers with gratitude, and thanks God 
for the gift of their life. It remembers with sympathy and love the families and 
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friends that they have left. We speak to them today a word of sympathy and 
understanding love. May God give to them the consciousness that His ever- 
lasting arms are about them in their hour of trial, and so to sanctify to them 
their deepest distress. May the memory of these departed brethren be blessed 
among us. May light eternal shine upon them! 


MISCELLANEOUS 


A former Convention appointed a Committee on Convention Procedure. 
Among things recommended by this committee is the suggestion that a registra- 
tion fee of one dollar be charged each voting delegate and pastor. The payment 
of such fee would entitle members to needed convention supplies, as hymn- 
book, reports and a complete copy of the report of the General Convention 
mailed to their address when same is printed. ; 

We have for the first time the pleasure of meeting as a General Convention 
in a church of our own synod. Central Lutheran Church was dedicated Palm 
Sunday and has an enrolled membership at present of about 2,000, where the 
charter membership nine years ago was some eight families. The pastor and 
congregation have with a vision and a courage granted to few, set out to do 
a great and needed work in Home Missions. We wish to express to them our 
appreciation in granting us the use of their church, and especially our sympathy 
and God’s blessing upon them in the work which they are doing in this city. 

Among the many churches in this city doing good and faithful work, there 
is another church that should be mentioned because of its peculir position. 
It is the Memorial or “Minde” church, which is devoted exclusively to the use 
of the Norwegian language in its services. This church also has in proportion 
to its size and field met with remarkable success, and the pastor, the Rev. Chr. 
S. Munson, together with the many workers in the congregation, are doing a 
great deal for our Norwegian people. At present they are engaged in the 
problem of securing a larger church auditorium, and we join also in our prayers 
for them that God may open the hearts of men, so that they will receive what 
they need to do the work of the Lord. 

As a personal note I wish to express my gratitude and appreciation to the 
many congregations and pastors in our synod, as well as the Board of Trustees 
of the Church, who made it possible for us to secure a home. The Board of 
Trustees gave much thought and time in carrying out this resolution by the 
Church. 

In conclusion, we are ntindful of the work carried on by our pastors and 
congregations both in home and foreign lands. We thank God for the oppor- 
tunity given to them to preach the Word in season and out of season, to rightly 
divide the Law and the Gospel, to warn the sinner, to comfort the penitent, and 
to edify God’s children in their holy faith. We are thankful for the oppor- 
tunity to bring the children into the Kingdom thru Baptism. We exhort each 
other to give much attention to the instruction of these children in their Chris- 
tian faith. It is our hope and prayer that the need of the Lord’s Supper will 
come home to increased numbers, so that there may be many more hungering 
and thirsting with the rest to hear the words, “given and shed for you.” We 
would remind each other of bearing our burdens together, so that as a band of 
Christian congregations we will care for the needy, child and aged. We will 
bring the Gospel to those who know it not in home and foreign lands. We 
will strengthen and build up the foundations of our Church by nourishing and 
caring for our Christian schools; and in all this work thank God that we may 
be permitted to be co-laborers with Him thru His grace in Jesus Christ. When 
we consider the goodness of the Lord to us in both spiritual and temporal things, 
we are moved to confess in deep humility, “not unto us, O Lord, but unto Thy 
Name be the glory.” And so let the note of every church meeting, and the ex- 
pression of every individual be: “Glory be to the Father and to the Son and to 
the Holy Ghost, As it was in the beginning, is now and ever shall be, world 
without end. Amen!”

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Supplement to President's Report 


LETTER FROM DR. H. G. STUB REGARDING CHANGE OF NAME 


OF THE CHURCH 
Dear Brethren: 


At our general convention in 1926 the question concerning the change of 

name of our Church was referred to the Church Council. The Church Council 
1g reporting the matter for consideration at this convention. Invited by the 
Church Council, I was as customary present, and took part in the deliberations. 
If should have preferred that this question might have been postponed. But 
as it was brought up at the last convention it is expected in our Church that 
we shall arrive at a decision in the matter. 
. Where can be only one opinion concerning the change of name, namely that 
it is not and cannot become a matter of conscience for anyone, but is an 
adiafora, i.e. not an essential. If it had been resolved to strike the name 
Lutheran” this would have been a confessional question; if such a resolution 
had been adopted the Church would naturally have been split. 

Our experience teaches that it cannot be a matter of conscience whether or 
no we have the word “Norwegian” in the name of our Church. In 1918, the 
year after the Union, when many minds in our country were so confused that 
scarcely any foreign name was tolerated, our Church organization as also others, 
was thought to be open to suspicion of not being entirely loyal, we on account 
of the word “Norwegian” in our name, decided to strike it therefrom. Only 
four voted against it. If it had been a question of conscience the Church could 
never have agreed to it. The reason for the decision was a desire to serve 
the best interest of the Church under these peculiar circumstances. When there 
came a reaction in 1920 it was decided that there should be no change of name. 
In the meantime there has been a strong movement in our Church for changing 
the name on account of the Americanization of our people. 

At the meeting of the Church Council we were naturally agreed that it is 
the object and aim of the Church, and therefore also of our Synod, to bring 
the Gospel of Jesus Christ to as many immortal blood-bought souls as we can 
reach. Further, it is our aim to gather them into congregations and to cause the 
congregations to unite with our Church for our great common work. We must 
seek to remove everything that in any degree hinders the attainment of this aim. 
The question comes: What are some of these hindrances? One great hindrance 
for the attainment of this goal which is also a source of constant and increasing 
dissatisfaction among both pastors and congregations, was mentioned by the 
members of the Church Council, both District Presidents and laymen, namely, 
the present name of the Church. Even such members of the Church Council who 
might be considered more Norwegian than American as far as language is con- 
cerned, stated definitely in their surroundings and elsewhere the general opinion 
favored the change of name. The growth and welfare of our synod was in no 
small degree dependent upon this change since our Church because of its name 
was looked upon as a foreign church. 

I have always maintained that the Church Council composed of twenty-one 
members: the General President, ten District Presidents and ten lay-members, 
is the most representative organization within our Church. Our Church has 
shown its Church Council the confidence of referring to it the matter of re- 
porting in this case. After conscientious investigation the Council has come 
to the conclusion that the present name is a hindrance for the future growth 
of our Church and is a source of constant dissatisfaction in many congregations. 
Must I not therefore consider it wrong of me to cling to a word in the name 
of our Church, which though a truly much-loved word, is nevertheless not an 
essential, and which must therefore be subordinated to the best interests of 
the Church? Before my God and my conscience I would not be able to defend 
my insistent clinging to something which a number of the church’s most repre- 
sentative men, who have wide knowledge of and acquaintance with pastors and 
congregations, have declared as a hindrance for the work of the Church. 

The Church Council after deliberating the matter has requested me to accom- 
pany its report with the result of my consideration in the matter. This is 
hereby submitted. It is superfluous to remark that it has cost me much personal 
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effort to state my views in this matter as I have here done. I ask all brethren 
to consider seriously what I have here said. Final action can only be taken in 
1930. It must also be added that changing the name of our Church must have 
no effect upon the language in use in any congregation. Each congregation 
must decide for itself the question of language, according to its own best judg- 
ment and in fraternal consideration for those whom it served. Love and 
respect for the Norwegian language and for Norway, as well as for all good 
Norwegian literature published here or in Norway, must be entirely independent 
of whether or not the word “Norwegian” is retained in the name of our Church. 
May the Lord give us all the mind that we strive only to do that which ac- 
cording to our conviction is for the best interests of our Church.

Church Council 


To the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America : 

At the last general convention it was decided to refer the question of change 
of name of the Church to the Church Council, with instruction to report to the 
next general convention (see page 54, annual report 1926). In compliance with 
this resolution the Council at its meeting held in Minneapolis on March 23, 1928, 
took up this question for serious consideration. After carefully considering what 
was deemed the best interests of the Church in its work, every member of the 
Council, both lay and clerical, expressed that no matter what their own sym- 
pathy and sentiments might be, they felt that the time had come when there 
should be a change of name. Therefore it was unanimously voted to recommend 
to the general convention of 1928 that Article 1, Paragraph 1 of the Constitu- 
tion be and is hereby amended and changed so as to read: The name of this 
organization shall be (name to be inserted in case change is approved). And 
further, that said resolution be voted on at this meeting, and if carried at 
this convention, that it will be referred to the next convention of the Church, 
two years from now, at which time it must be adopted by a two-thirds majority 
vote to make such change and amendment effective. This resolution expresses 
no change in our sentiment or feelings toward the land of our fathers nor our 
fathers’ people, and we would respectfully urge that during all consideration 
of this matter it be taken for granted by all concerned that all have primarily 
only one interest in view, that which is to the best interest and advancement of 
the Kingdom of God. 

No matter how dear and how strong might be the feelings and bonds that 
would urge us to keep a name that otherwise is dear to us, we are convinced that 
in our Home Mission work today and in many places in self-sustaining con- 
gregations, it is necessary for us to use such a name for our Church as shall 
not make it be considered by many a church foreign to this land. 

The adoption of this change of name shall not in any way affect the use 
of the name Norwegian Lutheran Church of Canada as the official name for 
the Canadian District of our Church.

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General Secretary’s Report 


To the Norwegian Lutheran Church assembled for the Highth General Convention. 
Greetings ! 

: Eleven years have passed since the merger in June 1917. As the Church 
did not meet for General Convention last year, it could not in 1927 celebrate 
the tenth anniversary. For this reason we desire to place an “Ebenezer” and 
say with Samuel: “Hitherto hath the Lord helped us!” 

As secretary and statistician I shall place as addenda statistical tables that 
will show the work of the Church for the ten years from 1918 to 1927. The 
Secretary has asked the department secretaries to summarize in statistical form, 
as far as possible, the work of their respective departments. These summaries, 
together with the addresses given at the “celebration” on the first day of our 
convention, will present to our Church today and also preserve for posterity a 
brief review of the activities of the Church during the first decennium. 

The Secretary desires to call attention to the many suggestions that come to 
his office in regard to the parochial report rubric for confirmed members. I 
shall cite a few: “My congregation insists that I must enter into this rubric as 
confirmed only those that contribute.” “Our apportionment has been so heavy 
that we have been forced to leave out from rubric of confirmed members those 
Se do not pay.” “Contributing members only,” is a footnote in several 

anks. 

The Secretary regrets that he can not now give the 1927 statistical sum- 
mary, as there are still over 150 pastors to be heard from. This summary will 
be completed before the Annual Report is published. 

The Census Bureau has put forth heroic efforts in getting reports from all 
pastors in America. It is with deep regret that your statistician must report 
that our Church is holding back the government report, due to the failure of 
some of our pastors to send in report on the blanks sent them from Washing- 
ton. On April 20th President Aasgaard and the Secretary sent a joint appeal 
to about 20 pastors, whom the census bureau reported as having failed in re- 
turning to the Bureau the schedule submitted to them. 'The Secretary has co- 
operated with the Bureau, but our joint efforts have failed to bring in all the 
reports. 

In my report to the Annual meeting in 1926 I had as addenda a series of 
resolutions which were intended to adjust all our affairs to the system of the 
biennium. From these resolutions I shall quote: “Be it resolved, that the 
Constitution, By-Laws, rules and regulations of the Church and the several 
departments thereof, be amended so that the term of office of the several offi- 
cials expire at and during a regular convention year.” (Report for 1926, page 
50). The resolutions preceding the one here quoted stipulate how that may be 
done. But there is one fact that is not clear, which the Secretary desires to 
place before the convention. 

in the old By-Laws, rules and regulations we operated under the triennial 
period. Members on all boards were elected for six years. (The Board of 
Trustees for nine). Six years are two periods marked off by general conven- 
tions. As the By-Laws, rules and regulations now stand, the members of all 
boards must be elected for a period of six years. That will include three periods 
of two years. The Secretary is of the opinion that the intention of the reso- 
lution quoted above, was that all terms of board members should be made four 
years, so as to conform to the biennium. That was the Secretary’s intention 
when he asked that this resolution be drafted and adopted. As this inten- 
tion is not set forth clearly your Secretary begs to submit for adoption the 
following resolution: 


86 Eighth General Convention of the Norwegian Lutheran Church 


1. Be it resolved, that the various Boards operating under the Church be 
requested to present resolutions suggesting all necessary changes in the By- 
Laws and regulations of their respective departments, so as to make them con- 
form with the biennial period. 

2. Be it resolved, that in anticipation of these changes to be made by this 
meeting, the Committee on Election be instructed to make all nominations for 
Board membership (the Board of Trustees not included) for a period of six 
years, so as to make the term of board membership conform to the biennium. 

In order that the uniformity in all Departments may be secured both as to 
the membership in the Board and as to the time and term for which elected, be 
it resolved: 

1) That the term of membership in all Boards be six years. 

2) That an equal number, as far as possible, be elected at every biennial 
convention. 

3) That all elections made in 1926 be counted as made for six and not 
for four years. 

4) That the date for ending term of office for those serving until 1929 
be set at June 30th, 1929; and that the ones elected in 1928 to take their places 
(N. B. Board of Trustees not included) become members of the respective boards 
on that date. 

5) That the Committee on Election for 1928 be instructed to nominate for 
each board composed of six members, two members to serve for a term of six 
years, term expires 1934; and one member for one year from 1929, term ex- 
pires 1930. 

6) That the Committee on Election for 1980 will nominate only one can- 
didate to serve for a term of six years, term expires 1936. 

7) That the Committee on Election in 1932 will nominate two candidates 
to serve for six years, term expires in 1938; and one candidate for a term of 
four years, term expires in 1936. 

8) That all persons elected to membership in the board become members of 
said board as soon as elected; and that term of office of person whom the 
electee succeeds, terminates as soon as the electee qualifies. 

The statistician’s report is given under section, “Statistics” near end of 
book.

President’s Report 


“He hath shewed thee, O man, what is good; and what doth the Lord require 
eee ey to do justly, and to love merey, and to walk humbly with thy God?” 
ica 8. 


Our Privileges 


The Lord reminds Israel of the years that have passed by and of the bless- 
ings that have come to them. “For I brought thee up out of the land of Egypt, 
and redeemed thee out of the house of servants; and I sent before thee Moses, 
Aaron, and Miriam.” The Lord had protected them against the evil designs of 
Balak, the king of Moab, and again and again made manifest to Balaam the 
son of Beor the words that he should speak in behalf of God, the protector of 
His own Israel. And as long as Israel remembered the Lord and His will and 
laid their course as directed by Him, they were blessed in power, in wealth, 
in knowing and doing "what is good.” 

When we pause to look back upon the history of our Church abroad and, 
more particularly, here in our own country, we, too, must acknowledge that God 
“hath shewed thee, O man, what is good.” He has graciously protected us from 
the great calamities that have befallen others. As individuals, in our respective 
homes as well as in our congregations, He has indeed shewed us “what is good.” 

All that we need for this body and life has been ours. He has permitted us, 
in leaving the old home abroad that cradled our forefathers, to come to a land 
of milk and honey where there is room enough and opportunities untold for us 
and for our children under the Stars and Stripes and under God’s protecting 
care to see and enjoy and distribute in all the world “what is good.” He has 
to that end blest us also with a synod in which we may have His Word and 
Sacraments pure and unadulterated. 


Our Responsibilities 


Great responsibilities must necessarily follow upon great privileges. To be 
God’s chosen people, to have Moses as their God-inspired law-giver, Aaron as 
their High Priest and Miriam as their sweet singer, were indeed wonderful 
privileges; but with these privileges came also grave responsibilities. "What 
doth the Lord require of thee, but to do justly, and to love mercy?” 

Upon us is laid the same great responsibility “to do justly and to love 
mercy.” Woe be to us whom God has so greatly exalted if we fail as individuals, 
as a Church, ah, may I not extend it even a little farther and say, as a nation 
—if we fail “to do justly.” In this is embodied a requirement to do justly by 
yourself, to give yourself and your own household, your due, that you labor 
faithfully to provide for this body and life, that you practice “moderation in all 
things” having your life adorned with temperance, sobriety, chastity, industry 
and all Christian virtues, that you make your life an asset to your community 
through Christian stewardship and Christian citizenship in its widest sense; 
but also that you provide for your own soul and for the souls entrusted to your 
care that food which alone can nourish and sustain them, God's own Word. 


The Family Altar 


O that the family altar might be found in every home! O that we might 
“do justly’ by ourselves and our children and meet together daily in the quiet 
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of our own homes before the throne of grace in prayer and meditation upon 
God’s Word. If we fail to build Christian homes, there is no hope for our 
Church and no hope for our country. And a Christian home cannot be built 
without God’s Word and prayer. 


Extending Our Borders 


To do justly and to show mercy requires also thought for our neighbor, that 
we do to him as we would have him do to us. Having been blest beyond measure 
and beyond many of our fellowmen, it is surely "just” that we as Israel of old 
should go to our neighbors, the Egyptians, the Midianites and the Moabites of 
our day and tell them, “Thus saith the Lord!”, warn them against the impend- 
ing destruction that will surely come upon the wicked and tell them of the 
open door to the forgiveness of sins and eternal life found in Jesus Christ. 

To that end we build our churches and our schools, that we and our child- 
ren may live; but also that we may invite our neighbor to come in and exper- 
ience the goodness of God and how blessed it is that brethren dwell together. 


The Sermon 


In carrying on this work we need constantly to be reminded that the Lord 
requires of us “to do justly.” We pastors are required to do justly, in prayer, 
meditation, and diligent and constant study to prepare for that supreme moment 
of the pastor’s life when we ascend the pulpit to speak, as dying men to dying 
souls of their sins and of the grace that is in Christ Jesus. There is a danger 
and a noticeable tendency in our day to preach on the former (sins) and almost 
forget the latter (grace). Or, prevalent sins and vices and resultant social de- 
cay may be justly denounced in the sermon, while the total depravity and lost 
condition of the individual man may be forgotten. Again, a so-called "social 
gospel” may be preached in which Jesus Christ is held up only as the perfect 
example to follow in social service, while the voice proclaiming the blessed 
complete atonement, and justification by faith without the deeds of the law, 
which alone can bring solace to the poor robber on the cross and to every other 
repentant sinner, is well-nigh stilled. 

I am not accusing any pastor of our Church nor making a confession in 
behalf of our pastors, but merely reminding myself and all pastors whom these 
words may reach, that herein lies the weakness of many of the sermons preached 
in the pulpits of America today, judging by some of those that are published; 
and herein lies the weakness of much of the sermon material of Reformed ex- 
positors found in the shelves of Lutheran preachers. O for sermons filled with 
the Gospel spirit of Luther! Where shall we hear them if not from our Lutheran 
pulpits? 

Elementary Christian Education 


“To do justly and to love mercy” we must not ask faithful work on the 
part of the pastors alone. We are all to be workers. And I wish to stress par- 
ticularly the work of instruction. Our congregations must not forget to do 
justly and to show mercy to all of the children of the congregation and as 
many others as may be reached. With the increasing demands of the public 
school upon the time of our children, the systematic and thorough indoctrination 
of our children in the fundamentals of our Christian religion as taught in the 
Lutheran Church is becoming increasingly difficult. It is, therefore, one of the 
paramount duties of the congregations to use the time and means still ours 
to provide the very best instruction in the Christian religion. The pastor will 
realize that he must make the most of the catechetical instruction in pre- 
paration for confirmation. He will also endeavor to have general supervision 
over all of the instruction in his charge; but I plead with all members of the 
congregation to lend their aid as teachers in the Sunday school, as special can- 
vassers, to look up the unchurched children as well as older people, as aids 
with the “car” to bring in those who are at a distance from church, ete. Without 
wishing in any way to interfere with the prerogatives of the common school and 
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its authorities, let us remember that our children do not belong to the State, 
as the old Spartans taught, but primarily to God and, under Him, us fathers and 
mothers. The responsibility for their temporal and eternal welfare falls with 
tremendous weight upon us. We are happy that they are made citizens of 
God’s Kingdom by adoption when born again in holy Baptism, and that they also 
are permitted to be under the protection of our flag as citizens of the state. 
But since the chief responsibility of bringing them up in the nurture of the Lord 
rests upon us, fathers and mothers, we must also have the right to determine 
what part of the child’s time shall be devoted to religious and what part to 
secular instruction. It is a good omen that no one will interfere with a con- 
gregation which succeeds in the operation of a regular full time parochial 
school. We are also thankful that the school authorities nearly everywhere 
willingly give their cordial co-operation where a portion of the school day is 
desired for religious instruction. 

In passing, permit me to warn against two things where a so-called “week- 
day” school is to be established. Do not start a week-day school until you are 
prepared for it with proper school room, heated and equipped, competent teach- 

‘ers, Lutheran books of instruction, ete. Do not enter into any agreement with 

other churches according to. which our Lutheran children will be instructed in 
non-Lutheran religious schools. And, in general et us daily bring our chil- 
dren and their instruction in the essentials of our Christian faith before God in 
prayer; and may we all willingly and diligently give of our time and efforts to 
make the most of the agencies at hand, whether it be Sunday school, summer 
parochial school, Saturday school, week-day school, full time parochial school, or 
other agency. 


I shall not stop to enumerate all of the opportunities that I can see in the 
normal life of a congregation where the average church member can by positive 
act “do justly” and show that he “loves merey.” They are legion. I have merely 
mentioned this one which is fundamental and which I feel impelled to stress. 


Loyalty to Synod 


May I not also apply this same admonition of the Lord to our relation to 
our synod. We have united into a Church body in order to do certain things, 
that cannot be done effectively by the individual congregation alone, to fulfil 
Christ’s command to “make disciples of all nations.” In order to do justly to 
God, ourselves and our neighbor and to show that we love mercy we have built 
schools, to prepare our future pastors, teachers, missionaries and other leaders 
in the Church. We have built institutions of mercy for the orphaned, the aged, 
the fallen and the sitk. We have established missions among the seafaring men, 
the Indians, the Eskimos, the Chinese, the Malagassi and the Zulus. We 
distribute tracts and send workers into the slums, hospitals and prisons of the 
large cities. We endeavor through extensive home mission work to reach some 
of the millions of unchurched people in the United States and Canada. It is in 
our power to stop much of this work, to call our workers home and close up the 
missions enumerated, just aS we can close our churches and gradually return - 
to a state of heathen ignorance and darkness. But if we love mercy; we cannot 
do this awful thing. We must “carry on,” rescue the perishing, work while it is 
day. But this work requires constant and loyal support, prayers, workers and 
money. The Lord will judge as to our diligence in prayer. Workers have re- 
cently been forthcoming as they were needed. But we are “short” on money. 
You know the story, bringing in our contributions too late in the year, many 
congregations failing to contribute and many others failing to contribute a 
reasonably large amount. Result: a deficit. Now we are happy to note that 
many congregations have responded promptly and liberally to the call to wipe 
out the deficit, and many have done this even though the deficit has in no way 
been caused by negligence on their part. Others, however, are even in this crisis 
slow and apparently not stirred to action. And here is the point that I wish 
* to make at this time. Can we as pastors and congregations truly say that we 
are trying “to do justly” and to “love mercy” if we are indifferent to this work 
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that we as a synod have agreed to do to “make disciples” and glorify the name 
of our blessed Savior? Is it just and fair to our sister congregations if we let 
them pull the whole load or our share in addition to their own? It isa challenge 
to our fairness, our sense of justice and our love of mercy. I am not trying to 
hold any allotment up before you. I know that this is only an attempt to suggest 
an amount which, nevertheless, may in its specific amount be out of proportion 
to our ability. But I am trying to hold up before the pastor and representative 
of every congregation of our district the justice, the fairness and the impelling 
urgency of the appeal therein and the obligation which rests upon us collectively 
and individually as well as the glorious privilege offered to us to be Christ’s 
Ambassador in bringing good news to the broken-hearted. I trust that our dis- 
trict will in the future be able to provide its reasonable share of the Budget 
and not stand humiliated in the knowledge that it has helped materially to bring 
our entire synod into debt. 


å District Financial Secretary 

It may be wise for our district to petition for a full-time financial secretary 
for a couple of years, at least, to help in the raising of our budget. But I also. 
believe that our present machinery, especially that of the circuit, can be made 
to function much more efficiently than hitherto. 


Our Strength 


I have touched upon the goodness of the Lord and what He requires of 
us, “to do justly and to love mercy.” Can we hope to meet His requirements? 
Yes, He suggests a way, “walk humbly with thy God.” To walk humbly means 
that we acknowledge with sorrow our own sinfulness and weakness. We 
acknowledge that all of our difficulties and disappointments as individuals and 
as a Church are due to this inherent depravity of our own natures. Let us 
seek no alibi but face the truth in sincere repentance. And yet, at the same 
time, we are invited to “walk with God.” And therein lies our salvation. In 
Jesus Christ our atoner we find forgiveness, and in Him we find strength both 
to will and to do. He meets us in His Holy Word. There we will constantly 
seek Him and call on Him in prayer to abide with us, to give us willingness 
of heart, wisdom and courage to go once more to our task, knowing that “I can 
do all things through Christ which strengtheneth me.” 


Our Pastors 


-In general, I wish to say that the pastors in the district have, as far as 
my observation goes, worked ably and faithfully. It is an inspiration to see 
the unselfish devotion to the cause of Christ manifested by many of our pastors 
and their faithful helpmeets. Some have, naturally, made unfortunate mistakes, 
but they have been mistakes of judgment and not of will. There is perhaps a 
little too much of restlessness apparent. Too many seem to want to move, 
which is unfortunate. Some practices which are very strange to me have 
also appeared. I have particularly in mind that of applying to members of 
vacant charges for the position of pastor, offering to come and preach trial 
sermons, etc. : 

There may be reasons why a pastor may feel that he ought to move and 
he may justly confide this to an official of the Church or to another pastor. 
But to run where one is not called or to ingratiate oneself with a call committee 
seems indeed a strange practice. I am happy that it is a rare occurrence; but 
it ought, to my mind, never to occur. 


Our Congregations 


We have many splendid congregations of wonderful Christian men and 
women, consecrated and loyal. But I regret to note also that some of our 
congregations have arrived at some peculiar notions regarding the office of the - 
ministry, which come to the surface when a pastor is to be called. Rarely will

anyone ask whether a pastor is a pious man and able to expound the Word 
of God. The question of prime importance is, how old is he? Only a real young 
man will do. And then he must be a good mixer. Here some of the Reformed 
churches seem to possess much better judgment in that they as a rule choose 
men of some experience to be the pastors in the more important places. There 
is also an element of fairness to be considered here by congregations and by 
the younger pastors toward those who are “more deserving,” because of their 
years of service and their increased needs. Let us also remember that we who 
are young to-day will be the old men of to-morrow.

Home Missions 


The work in the Home Mission field has gone forward. For this we thank 
God. We also owe a debt of gratitude to those untiring workers who have 
labored for us as pastors and parish workers. We are also grateful for the 
help extended by the Church Extension. At Worchester, Mass., Rev. Theo. 
Ringoen’s charge, a beautiful parsonage has been added to our equipment. At 
Providence, R. I., Rev. E. A. Grefthen’s charge, we hope that the congregation 
may soon be similarly equipped. At Hempstead Gardens, Rey. R. D. Brandt’s 
charge, the basement of the new church has been dedicated by the circuit presi- 
dent, Rev. S. O. Sigmond, and used for some time. Rev. J. O. Valtinson has 
accepted the call to become the permanent pastor here and at So. Hempstead, 
now served by Rev. E. E. Lee. At St. Albans, Rev. Chas. Crouch, pastor, the 
church auditorium has been enlarged to accommodate about 300 people. This 
congregation expects to be self-supporting in a few months. In Gary, Ind., 
Rev. B. C. Swenson’s charge, the congregation has bought a lot in a good loca- 
tion and hopes to build a church soon. This is true also of the Nazareth Church, 
Chicago, Rev. Omar Brenne’s charge. The Belmont Park Mission, Rev. K. G. 
Nilsen, pastor, has acquired a splendid building lot and hopes to have a large 
church basement under construction very soon. The Faith Lutheran Church, 
Rey. W. A. Turnquist, pastor, needs a meeting place very badly; the pastor’s 
home is the present house of worship and Sunday School rooms. Central Church, 
Chicago, Rev. L. Johnson’s charge, expects to become self-supporting at the end 
of another year. Bethany, Chicago, Rev. A. M. Rusten’s charge, will perhaps 
follow closely upon Central, and then will follow the congregations served by 
Rey. Edw. Risty and Rev. R. Teslow. The Edison Park Mission, Rev. R. Har- 
risville’s charge, are laying plans for a new church, unless they decide to buy 
the “Portable” now used. At West Allis, Wis., the church dedicated recently 
has already become too small. At Park Falls, Wis., we hope to station a man 
in the course of the summer to relieve the faithful old Home Mission worker, 
Rey. J. E. Nord. At Cornell, Wis., another promising field temporarily served 
by Rey. J. N. Midtlien, Rev. R. D. Brandt will take up the work in a few 
weeks. Ladysmith, Hawking and Hayward, Wis., we hope will soon be self- 
supporting charges. 

I sincerely hope that the people of our Church will realize the importance 
of building-up the work on the Home Mission field. To that end we need a 
larger appropriation for our district in order to open new fields. At Pontiac, 
Mich., Detroit, Mich., New York, Chicago, and many other places, untouched 
fields lie ripe for the harvest.

M. Borge, one of our oldest pastors, who had served with ability and 
faithfulness as pastor, finance secretary, and later as superintendent of the 
Martin Luther Children’s Home, was laid at rest in the old Spring Prairie 
Cemetery, Wis., on March 30th, 1928. 

Appropriate resolutions will be adopted at this meeting. 


Elections 

It will be necessary at this Convention to elect a vice president, a secretary, 
a finance secretary, a member of the committee on Elementary Christian Educa- 
tion, a member of the Church Council and an alternate, men to fill vacancies 
that occur on the Home Mission Committee. A resolution ought to be adopted 
which will settle definitely the time of expiration of the terms of the incum- 
bents on this committee in order to relieve them of unnecessary embarrassment. 
The many changes caused by removals out of the district, etc., has caused some 
confusion which may just as well be eliminated. 


Pacific Lutheran College 


In order to keep a promise made long before I came into my present office, 
and to give my assistance to another of our institutions, I went out to the 
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Pacific Coast with a group of other pastors and professors last summer and 
helped to raise an endowment fund for the Pacific Lutheran College. I con- 
sulted a number of pastors in the district and also the general President of 
the Church and other officials and they were of the unanimous opinion that 
I ought to go. Accordingly I gave about a month of my time in this mission 
district. Our efforts were crowned with success and I hope the Hastern District 
approves of the part that your district president played to bring an endowment 
to this important institution. 


Mission Conference 


At the request of our Home Mission Secretary and upon invitation of the 
Rocky Mountain Pastoral Conference, I assisted at a mission conference at 
Great Falls, Mont., during February, 1928. This conference with programs and 
services during several days was very inspiring and encouraging. I recommend 
that we try to have two or three of these mission conferences in various parts of 
our district each year. 


Circuit Unit 


It seems to me that a great deal more can be made of our cireuit unit than 
heretofore. Unless a man shall hereafter be elected "Visitator” for each cir- 
cuit, I would like to use much more extensively than heretofore the president 
of the circuit in doing my work. I wish, therefore, that the circuits would bear 
this in mind when the election of circuit president takes place. 


Institutions 


The various institutions in the district will be given attention in other re- 
ports. I may say that I have visited most of them and have been exceedingly 
well impressed with improvements made and the greater efficiency displayed 
in the work. I deplore that the financial situation in our Church does not per- 
mit us to admit all of the Indian children who apply at our Bethany Indian 
Mission. We are, of course, similarly limited to some extent at some of our 
institutions of mercy. 


Our Schools 


A special problem is confronting our district in regard to our three schools. 
They have done fine work, but the attendance is a sad commentary upon the 
attitude of many of our people toward Christian education. May God awaken 
in our hearts a little more of the spirit of heroism that actuated the pioneers 
who built our schools. In this spirit may we receive and consider the recom- 
mendations of the Survey Committee. 


In Conclusion 


I wish to thank the pastors and congregations for the prayers and the good 
will with which you have supported me. My prayer is that I may have both 
God’s and your forgiveness for my many shortcomings, that I may in some 
measure be worthy of your kindness and that I may render a service in some 
measure worthy of our beloved Church. And may the Lord of the Church guide 
us and bless us also during this Convention and the coming year that all of our 
deliberations, resolutions and work may please Him, glorify His Name and en- 
able us to be instruments in His hand to save some immortal souls.

President’s Report 


“Glorious things are spoken of Thee, O city of God.” Ps. 87:3. 

Thus God Himself speaks about the Church to which we belong. True, 

these words are first spoken of Zion; but Zion represents the Church, the true 
Church, the Communion of Saints, the congregation of all that believe on Jesus 
Christ as their Savior. 
‘This Church is glorious because its “foundation is in the holy mountains.” 
“The gates of hell shall not prevail against it,” because it is built on Christ. 
What a comfort to know and believe this in our day! When all the powers of 
this world and of hell attack the Church, we need not fear; its foundation is 
the love of God and the atonement of Jesus Christ. “Christ loved the Church 
and gave himself for it.” When we, with anxious and troubled hearts, consider 
the condition of the Church in our day, and its mighty enemies who are assail- 
ing its very foundation, then remember: “The Lord loveth the gates of Zion 
more than all the dwellings of Jacob.” The true member need have no fear for 
himself or for the true Church. Let us lift up our eyes, “unto the hills from 
whence cometh our help.” 

The Church is glorious because it is the dwelling-place of God. He said: “I 
am with you always, even to the end of the world.” “For where two or three 
are gathered together in my name, there am I in the midst of them.” In His - 
Church God reveals His glory, even “all the glory of the Godhead, in the face 
of Jesus Christ.” In His Church He communes with His people, who come to 
Him with their needs. There He comforts and strengthens His children. There 


“Bis merciful kindness and grace He revealeth, 
He pardons our sins, and our sorrows He healeth.” 


“Glorious things are spoken of thee”—the Church—because it is the birth- 
place of all the children of God. 

“And of Zion it shall be said, This man and that man was born in her: and 
the highest shall establish her.” 

On that first day of Pentecost the Spirit was poured out in rich abundance, 
and thousands were born again and became the children of God and members of 
His Church. Today, also, wherever the Gospel is preached in its truth and 
purity, children are born to God. God is with His Word. He has promised: “It 
shall not return unto me void, but it shall accomplish that which I please, and 
it shall prosper in the thing whereto I sent it” And again: “Being born 
again, not of corruptible seed, but of incorruptible, by the word of God, which 
liveth and abideth forever,” "The highest shall establish her”; under His pro- 
tection and blessing the Zion shall grow greater and more glorious and “multi- 
tudes that no man could number, of all nations, and kindreds, and people, and 
tongues” shall be numbered in the Church triumphant. 

Where the Cross of Christ is exalted, there will be found ‘a stir among the 
dry bones” and many will be born to God. 

But let us not forget that the important thing is to find out if we can verify 
this by our own experience. Can we confess that once we were dead in tres- 
passes and sins with no love of God and His Zion, but though the Gospel of 
the Crucified Savior, our souls were turned from “darkness into His marvelous 
light,” and from the power of Satan unto God. Can we confidently say: “I 
was born there,” then “the gates of Zion” will become more lovely in our eyes 
than all the palaces in the world. 

If we are born in her—the Zion, the Church—,then we “are come unto 
Mount Zion, and unto the city of the living God, the heavenly Jerusalem, and to 
an innumerable company of angeles, to the general assembly and Church of the 
first born, which are written in heaven, and to God the Judge of all, and to 
the spirits of just men made perfect, and to Jesus the mediator of the new 
covenant, and to the blood of sprinkling, that speaketh better things than that 


of Abel.” (Heb. 12 :22-24.) 
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Such is the glory of Zion. The Zion here on earth is the same as the heav- 
enly Zion. Here in weakness and sin, yonder triumphant and in glory. Both 
the “family of our Lord Jesus Christ.” (Hph. 3:14-15.) 

There is then the best of reasons why we should love the Church and seek to 
advance her glory. God is revealed there in all His love and mercy. It is the 
only place where sinners are made the children of God. Truly we have reason 
to say with David: “I would rather be a doorkeeper in the house of my God, 
than to dwell in the tents of wickedness.” If it should be our lot to suffer 
hatred, contempt, persecution, or even death, it should be considered an honor 
and happiness rather than a cause of fear and despair. But thank God, we are 
not called on in our day and in our country to suffer persecution as in the days 
of old; but we certainly are called on to love the Zion, to pray and work for the 
spreading of her message at home and in foreign fields. God does not forget 
the faithful worker: "Pray for the peace of Jerusalem: they shall prosper that 
love thee. Peace be within thy walls and prosperity within thy palaces.” (Ps. 
122 :6-7.) 

The love of our Church must be shown in deeds and not in words alone. 

A minimum of work that God has commanded us to do has been decided on 
year by year. But we did not love the work enough to be able to “pay as we go.” 
In ten years we accumulated an indebtedness equal to a dollar for each member. 

In our district we did not reach the amount we were asked to give this last 
- year. We can not justify ourselves by saying that God had not prospered us 
so we were able to give the amount required. More love to God and His Zion 
is what we need. Let us go to Him and ask; let us continue to pray and work 
that the Gospel of the Crucified Savior shall go out to all our countrymen and 
in the heathen lands declaring the glad tidings of the coming of the King. 


Home Mission 


The most important work in our district is to take care of our Home Mis- 
sion work. Let me remind you again of the words of the President of our 
Church, Dr. J. A. Aasgaard. “Closely related to the question of Christian Educa- 
tion is the work of Home Missions. The possibilities for this work are grow- 
ing day by day. Other Synods are realizing how much is at stake; activities 
and boards in this field are being reorganized and carefully planned programs 
are being decided upon to carry out their Home Mission activity.” (Report 
1927, page 13.) 

If the Norwegian Lutheran Church is not aroused to the full realization of 
this important work its future will be dark and gloomy. People are constantly 
moving from older settlements and cities to newer fields. It is the holy duty 
of the Church to ge with them. 

Home Mission work affects all the activities of the Church. Education, - 
charity, and Foreign Missons do not add to the growth of the Church. Shall 
we be able to support the work of these activities, we must grow in faith and 
love—inwardly ; but also in numbers—outwardly, as new congregations are or- 
ganized and begin to share in the work God has given us. 

The ablest men are needed on the Home Mission field. A living wage should 

be given them, so there would be no motive for them to seek the older and bet- 
’ ter paying calls. 
The budget for the Home Mission should be greatly increased. But the at- 
- tention of pastors and congregations must be called to the fact that there are 
some congregations that year after year contribute nothing to Home Missions. 
Also you must be reminded of the fact that even this, the most important 
activity of our Church, has for years suffered a budget deficit. 

With the men and money at our service the work of our Home Mission in 
the district has progressed ‘satisfactorily as far as we have been able to reach. 
But we need more men and larger appropriations if we shall man the field. 

Three mission calls became self-supporting during last year, namely, Green- 
bush, Morris N. Peterson, pastor; Glyndon, B. J. Blikstad, pastor, and Central 
Lutheran, Duluth, Verne Giere, pastor. Two of these calls had received mission 
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aid for less than two years and one for a few months. We are thankful to 
these pastors and congregations that they had the ambition to give up all aid 
from the Home Mission. 

There are a number of calls receiving a small mission support. It is to be 
hoped that they will be able to become self-supporting after this year. If a mis- 
sion call is of such a nature that instead of decreasing the aid from the Home 
Mission an increase is requested, then the pastor must be moved to a more 
promising field and the travelling missionary asked to visit such places. 

The Mission Committee called Rev. L. J. Jerdee as travelling missionary to 
serve vacant mission calls. He commenced his work, Nov. 1st, 1927.

Uniting Our District Work 
A new president naturally feels the need of bringing the work of the dis- 
trict closer together. Southern Minnesota comprises ten circuits, about 400 
congregations and 150 pastors. Numerically, it is one of the strongest districts 
of our Church. A definite system of cooperation should be developed, so as to 
work more effectively, and realize a greater district consciousness. A two-day 
meeting of the circuit presidents and the executive ‘officers of the district was 
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held in Minneapolis, May 8 and 9. The purpose of the conference was to try 
to knit the work of the district closer together. It was a splendid meeting. 
As a result, more definite work will be assigned to the circuit presidents. They 
will assist the district president in making official visits in the congregations, 
as well as, when necessary, perform such official acts as may and can be dele- 
gated to them. They will also endeavor to keep in constant touch with the 
district president and make regular reports to him on conditions within the 
circuit. In our opinion, a meeting of the circuit presidents and executive of- 
ficers of the district should be an annual event. Such emphasis of the circuit 
units, we believe, will bring the work of the Church closer to both pastors and 
congregations. 


Official Visits and Inspections 

Since taking over the duties of office, I have visited 62 congregations in some 
official capacity or other. Many of these visits have been inspections, while 
some have been made in connection with other official and festive events. Nu- 
merous conferences, council, board and committee meetings, together with a heavy 
correspondence and office work, make frequent inspections by the president 
impossible.

Home Mission Work 


A special report will be given by the secretary of our District Home Mis- 
sion Board. 

Southern Minnesota District has a large Home Mission field. It is extremely 
vital that this be realized now. Opportunities are calling everywhere, and if 
some of these are not met soon, they may pass away from us forever. Our 
general Home Mission Executive Secretary, as well as the members of Dis- 
trict Board are keenly aware of the necessity of prompf action. Pastors and con- 
gregations are embracing, with growing zeal, the cause of Home Missions. This 
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will not lessen our love for the other great departments of our Church work, 
but will increase it. 

We must emphasize the building of the Church in the larger cities, where 
thousands of our people are teeming. We really need one Home Mission Field 
Organizer for the Twin Cities, and another for the rest of the district, the 
smaller cities, towns and country. Just now, the “Open Door” is certainly placed 
before the Lutheran Church, and we cannot afford to neglect any part of the 
field which God has given us.

300 committee, so as to allow a subdivision of the committee for specialized 
work. : 

Our Home Mission Board will report, through its secretary, on the splendid 
work in our mission congregations, at our state schools and in the Deaf and 
Blind Mission at Faribault.

Hach circuit should 
earefully list the penal institutions, hospitals, asylums, state orphanages, county 
homes, sanitariums, etc., within its borders, and report to the District Board 
of Charities, which should arrange for a systematic spiritual care of the in- 
mates, unto whom we should properly minister.. This recommendation is made 
after consultation with the Executive Secretary of the General Board of 
Charities. 

We wish to thank the many pastors who have done much work at the kind 
of institutions mentioned. Especially are we grateful to the venerable Rev. 
N. Lunde for his loving Christian service among the inmates of our state penal 
institutions and asylums. 

Let us not forget, either, that the Book Mission is rendering a blessed 
service in the work of charity. 


Elementary Christian Education 

Here, indeed, we have Home Mission work. Hlementary Christian Educa- 
tion must be the very foundation upon which we build. It is encouraging to 
note the earnest efforts being put forth by our Church to bring the importance 
of this work home to the hearts of our people. Just now, there is an unusual 
activity in the interest of more effective instruction of our children. The secre- 
‘tary of the District Board of Elementary Christian Education will give a report 
at this meeting. ) 

Important Organizations 


AS we review the activities of the past year, we are again impressed with 
the work done by the women of the Church. 'Theirs is a loyal service, indeed. 
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The Women's Missionary Federation has meant much to Southern Minnesota 
District, as well as to the other districts. Splendid meetings are spreading 
enlightenment as to our Church work, and lending encouragement unto greater 
effort for the Master. We are glad to extend a greeting of appreciation through 
this report. 

The Young People’s Luther League is establishing itself, more and more, 
in the affections of our people. It is one of our most important organizations. 
The young people are eager to link themselves definitely to the regular work 
of their Church. May we ever be ready to meet this desire for service. AS a 
part of the membership of the district, we greet the young people in Jesus’ 
Name. : 

Circuit Meetings and Pastoral Conferences 


The ten circuits have held regular meetings. These meetings constitute a 
mighty factor in the upbuilding of the spiritual life of our people and creating 
a greater interest in Church work. Let us always emphasize them as big 
Church events, in the circuit, and in the community where the meetings are 
held. 

The circuits are urged to set aside one session at their meetings for the 
purpose of discussing Elementary Christian Education. 

Perhaps something could be done to coordinate the dates for the holding 
of the various district meetings, so as to avoid holding them at the same time. 
Often, matters should be brought to pastors and congregations, before conven- 
ing at the district or general Church meeting. The most convenient and proper 
piace for such presentation is the circuit meeting. Arrangement of time, so as 
to avoid conflict, would make it possible for church officials to visit all the 
circuits, if necessary. The district president could also be present at more of 
the meetings. 

A district pastoral conference was held at University Lutheran Church of 
Hope, Minneapolis, Jan. 24, 25, 26. A splendid meeting and a good attendance. 
Time will not permit at this convention, but we recommend that a definite 
session be set aside at our next district meeting for a discussion of the im- 
portance of our pastoral conferences to our pastors and congregations, and the 
relationship of these conferences to the progress of our Church. 

The circuits also report successful pastoral conferences. 


Amalgamations of Congregations and Rearrangements of Charges 

In several places, pastors and congregations are seriously considering the 
bringing together of congregations and the better arranging of charges. These 
situations must be carefully handled, and, in every case, the will of the con- 
gregations concerned, must prevail. The present conditions, however, are, in 
many instances, weakening the influence of our Church. Opportunities for 
negotiations are open in some places. To bring about a desired change of this 
kind, may require what seems to be a present sacrifice, but, if called for, how 
good it is to be permitted to sacrifice for the greater things of God’s Church. 
Then, too, sacrifices made in Jesus’ name, somehow, always turn into won- 
derful blessings. 


Our Own Church Schools 

We are interested in our Church schools. God bless them all. 

Southern Minnesota District has several of them within its borders. We 
congratulate the young people of the entire Church, who are receiving this 
emphatic Church training. We thankfully greet the many teachers who are 
giving themselves that our youth may better know the reality of Christ in 
their lives. There is, perhaps, greater competition between the denominational 
schools in the effort to secure students, than there ever has been. We love 
our Church. We would have our children grounded and happy in our own * 
faith. Parents, if your children go away to school, send them, if possible, to 
our own Church schools. 


The Deficit and Budget 
We have confidence in our pastors and congregations.

Presidents Report 


“Rejoice with them that do rejoice, and weep with them that weep.” Rom. 
Peay 

Dear brethren: When I have taken 5 minutes of your precious time to read 
this 12th Chapter of Paul’s epistle to the Romans, I have done so with a 
urpose. 
V I started to write a few introductory remarks to my yearly report, call- 
ing attention especially to the 15th verse of this chapter: “Rejoice with them 
that do rejoice, and weep with them that weep.” But after I had read the 
chapter through and found such a summary of what I intended briefly to call 
attention to, I changed my mind, erased the most of what I had written, and 
decided in place of that to have the apostle speak to us for a few minutes. 

You ‘all certainly did notice, how Paul in this chapter exhibited and con- 
firmed the prime, fundamental doctrine of Christianity—"justification by faith” 
—and unfolds the principles of the Christian duty that rest upon every mem- 
ber of the Church. Read this chapter often and very carefully, and pray God 
for grace and strength to put it into practice. 

The exhortations are brief, but very pithy. It is a summary of what the 
Lord expects and requires of us—especially love—love to God, love to our- 
selves, and love to our fellowmen. 


The Pastor 


Without love our service will not be recognized and accepted. When Peter 
was to pass his final examination as a shepherd of the flock, he was repeatedly 
asked by the Lord this all important question: “Simon, son of Jona, lovest thou 
me?” And Peter answered: “Lord, thou knowest all things; thou knowest that 
I love thee.” 

Blessed be the pastor that by the grace of God ventures conscientiously to 
give the same answer that Peter did. 

By the blessed assurance of a daily forgiveness of our sins and shortcom- 
ings, it is our greatest pleasure and desire in life to serve the Lord in any 
capacity whatsoever that might be intrusted to us. 

What an honor, and what a blessing to be a faithful messenger of the Lord. 
Though we daily feel our incapability, it does not relieve us from complying 
with the call of the Lord: “Thou shalt go to all that I shall send thee, and 
whatsoever I command thee thou shalt speak. Be not afraid; for I am with 
thee to deliver thee, saith the Lord.” This promise ought to give us courage. 
Paul looked upon his calling of the Lord as something very great. He says: 
“T count not my life dear unto myself, to that I might finish my course with 
joy, and the ministry, which I have received of the Lord Jesus, to testify 
the Gospel of the grace of God.” 

But without faith in God and love to our Lord Jesus, the service we are 
rendering will not be of any real blessing to ourselves. 

We read in 1 Cor. 13:1-3 as follows: 

“Though I speak with the tongues of men and of angels, and have not 
charity, I am become as sounding brass, or a tinkling cymbal. i 

And though I have the gift of prophecy, and understand all mysteries, and 
all knowledge; and though I have all faith, so that I could remove mountains, 
and have not charity, I am nothing. 

And though I bestow all my goods to feed the poor, and though I give my 
body to be burned, and have not charity, it profiteth me nothing.” 

Brethren, we live in a very difficult period. In spite of all activities of 
the Church there seem to be comparatively small results. What can be the 
reason? Do we as pastors tarry in the City of Jerusalem until we are endowed 
with power from on high? If there ever was a time, when the servants of the 
Lord need to walk circumspectly it is today. If there ever was a time when 
the pastor needed to be strong in the Lord, and in the power of His might. 
and to put on the whole armor of God, it is today. 
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The slogan seems to be: “Let us break their bands asunder, and cast away 
their cords from us.” 

A desperate attack is made to destroy proper relationship between God and 
man, Church and State, husband and wife, parents and children, and all other 
ordinances instituted by the Lord. Infidelity and lawlessness on one hand, 
and indifferentism and man-made church polity on the other hand are like a 
mighty wave making inroads everywhere. Be on your guard. Watch and warn. 

“I have set thee a watchman unto the house of Israel says the Lord, there- 
fore thou shalt hear the word of my mouth, and warn them from me. 

And if thou dost not speak to warn the wicked from his ways, that wicked 
man shall die in his iniquity, but his blood will I require of thy hand. But if 
thou do warn the wicked, and he do not turn from his way, he shall die in 
his iniquity, but thou hast delivered thy soul.” 

It is certainly an honor and a blessing to hold the office of a pastor, but let 
us never forget the fearful responsibility resting upon us as ministers of the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ. 

“Take heed unto thyself, and unto the doctrine, continue in them; for in 
so doing thou shalt both save thyself and them that hear thee.” 


\ 
The Congregation—Rejoicing 

We find that the duties and responsibilities resting upon us as pastors are 
very great. Now how about the congregation? 

We look upon the Church as the household of God. The more the Church as 
a whole and as a local congregation measures up to the standard of a Chris- 
tian home, the more it will answer to its God-given calling. In a Christian 
home we find mutual love, sympathy, care and willingness to serve. “If one 
member suffer, all the members suffer with it, or if one member be honored, 
all the members rejoice with it.” 

O, that wonderful mother, whose love and care never ceases. Landstad 
sings: "Kirken er til moder kaaret, Har sin Gud og herre baaret, Mange søn- 
ner, døtre smaa, Som Guds øie hviler paa.” 

Mother loves her children, and obedient children love their mother, too. 
May there by the grace of God be manifested more love, sympathy, and willing- 
ness to serve in the Church. More joy and gratitude for the bountiful blessings 
that He has showered upon us through the Christian Church. In baptism we 
were adopted as His children. Through its teachings we have learned to know 
the way of salvation. By the Means of Grace we are daily receiving nourish- 
ment and strength to lead a Christian life in obedience to the gracious will of 
God. And when our days are numbered and our work finished, we shall by 
the infinite love and mercy of the Lord be permitted to enter that celestial 
home, and enjoy the fulness of salvation through all eternities. 

“Bless the Lord, O my soul, and forget not all his benefits.” We certainly 
have reason to rejoice. 


The Congregation— Weeping 

Weep with them that weep. Is there any cause and reason for weeping and 
tears in our congregations? Ask the faithful and conscientious pastor. We read 
in the second chapter of Joel: 

“Let the ministers of the Lord weep between the porch and the altar, and 
let them say: Spare thy people, O Lord, and give not thy heritage to reproach.” 

Jeremiah says in chapter 9:1: “O that my head were waters, and mine eyes 
a fountain of tears, that I might weep day and night for the slain of the 
daughter of my people.” 

Jesus wept over the City of Jerusalem and said: “If thou hadst known, 
even thou, at least in this thy day, the things which belong unto thy peace, 
but now they are hid from thine eyes.” 

When the Lord saw the doomed city, He wept over it. The reason why we 
do not shed tears of sympathy is because we do not see the real true condi- 
tion. Jerusalem was deceived. Many nominal members of the Church are like 
the congregation at Laodecia, who said: “I am rich, and increased with goods. 
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I have need of nothing.” But the Lord said: “Thou knowest not that thou art 
wretched, and miserable, and poor, and blind, and naked.” Selfish delusion was 
the main cause of destruction. This causes sorrow, grief and tears. So many 
like a Jonah have paid the fare and sailed away from the face of the Lord 
and are found shipwrecked at many shores. And like the prodigal son, who 
demanded his portion, they have journeyed away from their father’s home, and 
wasted their substance with riotous living. 

O, that unsaved members of local congregations would come to themselves, 
reflect on their lost condition and return to their father’s home! 


Calling Pastors 

“There is a tendency growing in the congregations to place things that mat- 
ter ‘least as important’ qualifications of a pastor, while some of the qualifica- 
tions that are of ‘most importance’ in a pastor’s calling are less emphasized.” 

The candidate must be young in years, not so much said about his exper- 
ience as a Christian. He must be a fluent speaker, not so much said about his 
ability of rightly dividing the Law and the Gospel. He must be a popular 
man and a good mixer, not so much said about his doctrine and as an example 
for the flock. 

I am asked to recommend pastors to vacant calls, but I am ata loss. I do 
not know any pastors who are qualified to comply with all demands stipulated. 
It reminds me of what took place at a business meeting: 

One man said: “I am so sorry, that our pastor does not seem to take well 
with the young people of our church. Our young people are leaving the church, 
and joining other churches.” 

Another man said: “No brother, you are mistaken, that is not the trouble 
in our congregation. The pastor pays entirely too much attention to the young 
people, and neglects the elder members of the church, and furthermore, they 
do not think the pastor is sincere, and they are threatening to leave our 
church.” 

A young trustee sprang up and said: “I do not know much about the sin- 
cerity of the pastor, but one thing I do know, if we can’t get a pastor that 
can draw a full house and swell the collection, our church will soon go into 
bankruptcy.” : 

Finally the old pastor said: “Brethren, when I was listening to your re- 
marks, I was reminded of a merchant, who went out in the country, to buy a 
horse. He wanted a trusty horse that could be depended on. His wife was to 
drive that horse, but at the same time it must be a speedy horse, that drives 
up on the bit, and carries well, because the boy wants to drive the horse, too. 
And it must be a pacer. His daughter is so fond of riding horseback, and she 
wants a pacer. The farmer looked at the merchant and said: ‘You fool, there 
never was such an animal.” 

Don't demand too much of your pastor. No man can be everything, nor do 
everything. If your pastor preaches the Word of God in full accordance with 
the doctrine of the Lutheran Church, is faithful in his service, and conducts 
himself as a Christian, you have a good pastor. You ought to be thankful, and 
encourage and assist bim all you can in his responsible and strenuous service. 


Public Service 


; Do not take up too much time with liturgy, solos, duets, quartets and choir 
singing. Give the congregation a chance to sing their good old Lutheran hymns. 
I find all kinds of Reformed hymnbooks in our churches. Let the pastor select 
all hymns and songs to be sung in the church. Encourage pastor to attend 
Sunday school, prayer meetings and Young People’s Societies. Don’t have too 
many socials in church. Do not open your church doors for all kinds of pro- 
grams and entertainments. There is a tendency of the time to change the 
Christian church into a social club. 

If people cannot be induced to attend church by preaching the Word of 
God that is a power unto salvation, do not resort to chicken dinners, oyster 
suppers and lutefisk. Å 
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Institutions 


Ås the managers of the different institutions in our distriet report to the 
general convention this year, I see no need of any report here; still if any direc- 
tors of institutions in the district wish to call attention to any particular fea- 
ure of their work, we would be pleased to hear from them, such as Board of 
Elementary Christian Education, Orphans’ Home, Old People’s Home, Luther 
League, Colleges, Home Mission, Seamen’s Mission and Evangelistic Work. 


Home Mission 


In my estimation this is one of the most important activities of the district 
and of the Church in general, especially city mission. Thousands of our peo- 
ple are moving to towns and cities, and if we do not follow them up with 
Home Mission work, many will be lost for our Church. If we do not look 
after them, others will. One new missionfield in Iowa district has been added 
this year: Rio Grande Valley, Texas. The field has been thoroughly inspected 
and Rey. M. B. Quill of Waco, Texas, has been called to take charge of this 
promising field. 


Seamen’s Mission 


In Galveston, Texas, has been carried on the Seamen’s Mission in rented 
quarters for many years—before the Union in 1917 by the Norwegian Synod, 
and after the Union by the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America. Money was 
raised by the Norwegian Synod—mostly in Texas—to buy a very suitable lot 
for a Seamen’s Mission Church, but the building was not erected until this 
spring. 

A fine Seamen’s Mission Home in Galveston was dedicated by vice-president 
Rey. D. C. Jordahl, March 25th, 1928. 

Rey. E. B. Kluver is the mission pastor, and beside taking care of this 
Mission Home, he serves our congregation at Galveston, Texas. 


Evangelistic Work 


Judging from what we read in our Church papers, there seems to be a strong 
demand for evangelistic work in our Synod. But in order to get any help from 
an evangelist, the pastors and congregations have to extend an invitation. The 
evangelist does not take up work in any congregations until he is called. Rev. 
Johan Olson is the evangelist for Iowa district. As long as he lived in Galves- 
ton, he took care of the Seamen’s Mission there, and also served Normanna 
Congregation, and did not have the time needed for evangelistic work. After 
Rev. Olson moved to Decorah, Iowa, he has not been serving any local con- 
gregation, and could devote his whole time for the mission to which he was 
called. We trust that pastors and congregations in Iowa district will see to it, 
that Rey. Olson is kept busy, and liberally remunerated for his strenuous work. 


Laymen’s Activities 


There has been so much private taJk and so much public writing about the 
standing of our Church on this question, that I consider it proper for once to 
state and call attention to what the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America 
has decided concerning this very question. 

In the Articles of Agreement adopted 1917 we read as follows: 

“For at undgaa enhver misforstaaelse i saken erklerer de konfererende 
samfund at de anerkjender den kristelige legmands-virksomhet saaledes som 
den er bestemt i fellesrapporten derom, og vil opelske den. 

Det skal saaledes ikke ansees som ukirkeligt eller svermeri at folk kommer 
sammen til fælles bøn og kraftigt arbeider for vækkelse og aandeligt liv.” 

I trust that no one, who has read this paragraph will have the courage to 
continue spreading the rumor, that the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America 
opposes the activities of laymen. And when the decision of the Church Council 
is misconstrued to the extent, that a layman in Iowa district is not allowed to 
visit a sick person, read the Word of God and pray with him, and for Chris- 
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tian men to come together for devotion without having asked the pastor and the 
congregation for permission to do so, it is a total misunderstanding of the 
paragraph adopted by the Church Council. 

This is what the Church Council says: “Besluttet at ingen fremmed person 
under normale forholde har ret til — ifølge Guds ord — at optræde som præ- 
dikant i en menighet uten paa indbydelse av menigheten selv, og i samraad med 
menighetens prest og diakoner.” : 

The reason for this advice given by the Council was, that pastors and con 
gregations were complaining, that men from other congregations and other 
synods without invitation and without consulting pastor and deacons started 
church work in opposition to pastor and local congregation. This is what we 
are trying to stop, and it must be stopped, or it will ruin the blessed and much 
needed layman’s work in our Church. å 

I deplore, however, that a committee report at our district meeting last year 
did not give a verbatim quotation of the paragraph adopted by the Church 
Council. 

I wish to state and give credit to the officers of the Inner Mission in Iowa 
district that they—as far as I know—have conducted the layman’s work in 
Iowa district in full accordance with the paragraph adopted by Church Council. 


Budget 

You all know that I personally have always been of the opinion, that it is 
the Christian duty of the congregations to raise funds necessary to carry on 
the activities of the Church, and that the local pastor can do more in this 
respect than any other man. I don’t mean, that it can be expected of the pastor 
to personally carry on a house-to-house canvass, but to see to it that a budget 
committee is elected at the beginning of the fiscal year, and that the work is 
properly carried out. Don’t wait until all kinds of solicitors have canvassed 
the field. If this is done, and done properly, I am still of the conviction that 
the budget can be raised without accumulating a deficit every year. “Pay as 
we go.” If we can’t pay, don’t go. 

Of course, every congregation has the privilege to adopt any respectable 
method of raising funds for Church purposes. 

Without boasting I venture to say, that Iowa district has comparatively done 
well. It has for years raised the amount asked for by the Synod, and done so 
without increasing the deficit of the Church by calling in outside help. For this 
I wish to extend my sincere thanks to pastors and congregations of Iowa dis- 
trict. 

Where our district has come short, and is partly responsible for the deficit, 
is that we have put off raising the budget until the last part of the fiscal year. 

Let us get into the habit of raising the budget at the beginning of the year 
and stop paying this enormous interest on borrowed money for running ex- 
penses.

President’s Report 


In my report of the work in our district during the year I should like to call 
your attention to a word spoken by St. John in his first general epistle, 3:16: 
“Hereby perceive we the love of God, because He laid down His life for us; 
and we ought to lay down our lives for the brethren.” In this passage St. John 
emphasizes the love of God. We may say that this was always his great 
theme. Therefore, he has been called the apostle of love. “God is love,” he 
says. This is probably the greatest sentence that was ever written; and this 
love is really the keynote to all our Church work, both at home and abroad. 
Everything revolves around this central truth. The love ef God is the subject 
of the first chapter of Genesis. It is the subject of the last chapter of the book 
of Revelation, and it is the subject of every chapter that lies in between. There 
is great power in this love of God,—power to break the hardest heart, power 
to reach individual men and women who are sunk down in sin, and to lift them 
until they are fit for a place beside the Lord Jesus Christ upon the throne. 


But can it be true that God loves so greatly and so intensely? Yes, He laid 
down His life for us. God shows His love by the sacrifice He has made for us. 
Sacrifice, after all, that is the great test of love. People tell you that they love 
you, but you cannot tell whether they really love you until the opportunity 
comes for them to make a sacrifice for you. God has proved His love. He laid 
down His life for us. God so loved the world that He gave—gave what? 
His only begotten Son,—the best He had, the object of His eternal love—gave 
Him to suffer and die upon the-cruel Cross for you and me. And look at Jesus 
as He walked the path of suffering and the way of the Cross. Hear His last 
cry: “My God, my God, why hast Thou forsaken me?” Behold how He 
loved us! 


Therefore we ought to lay down our lives for the brethren. This love of 
God should beget love in us. “We love Him because He first loved us.” And 
if we love God, we love our brethren also. “If any man say, I love God and 
hateth his brother. he is a liar; for he that loveth not his brother whom he 
hath seen, how can he love God whom he hath not seen?” 1 John 4:20. This 
our love is to extend not only to our brethren in the faith, but to all men. 
“Do good unto all men,” is the divine command. 


“We ought to lay down our lives for the brethren.” What does this ad- 
monition imply? Not that all of us must in a literal sense lay down our lives 
for our fellowmen. Even the Apostle John did not do that. We are told that 
he alone of all the apostles died a natural death. Life is a precious gift of 
God, which we are to cherish and nourish. But sometimes God does call on 
us to lay down our lives for our fellowmen. Missionaries are often called to 
lay down their lives among cruel savages and in disease-breeding countries. 
Thanks be to God that there always have been men and women whose love 
for humanity was great enough to move them to make the supreme sacrifice. 
Not only was this true in that Apostolic day of fervent love. The history of 
modern Missions also records the names of many noble men and women who 
died out of love for perishing souls. 

But God does not always ask us to die for our brethren. He usually asks 
us to live for them. In that case these words of St. John call for the largest 
measure of unselfish service and devotion of which we are capable. It means a 
life of self-surrender and consecration. It must be evident to every thinking 
Christian that the boundless need of this world which lieth in wickedness and 
death calls for the largest measure of service of which We are capable. What 
we all need is a larger vision of the world’s need and more concern for the 
perishing and the dying, more passion for souls. 

- Our service is needed and needed badly in the field or our own congrega- 
tions. Mission work, like charity, begins at home. Within the limits of our 
congregations there are too many waste places, many people who are un- 
churched and many members who need to be revived and converted. How 
about the Church in the city and in the country with all the local problems 
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and perplexities of pastoral support of the unchurched, of the Sunday School 
and young people's work, of how to keep the confirmed within the fold of 
the Church, of how to meet the local and general expenses, of how to stay 
the worldly, godless and materialistic spirit creeping into our Church life 
everywhere, of the necessity of a spiritual awakening? And what can be done 
that the spiritual life may grow stronger and deeper? Friends, here comes 
the cali to us to place our lives upon the Altar of God. 

This unselfish service is needed for the training of the children. It is evi- 
dent to us all that no period in a man’s life is so important and so fraught with 
future possibilities as the period of childhood and youth. It is the time when 
the foundation of life is laid, upon which the later structure of character is to 
be erected. At no other time is the soul so capable of deep and abiding im- 
pressions, the affections so easily touched and moved, and we so susceptible 
to the influences of the truth. “And these words which I command thee this 
day shall be in thine heart; and thou shalt teach diligently unto thy children, 
and shalt talk of them, when thou sittest in thine house and when thou walkest 
by the way, and when thou liest down and when thou risest up. And thou 
shalt bind them for a sign upon thine hand, and they shall be as frontlets be- 
tween thine eyes. And thou shalt write them upon the posts of thy house and 
on thy gates.” Deut. 6:6-9. Morning, noon and night the Israelite was to 
be the teacher of his own children. St. Paul says, “Bring the children up in 
the nature and admonition of the Lord.” 


Nothing seems to be so important in the eyes of the Lord as the instruction of 
the young, and we ought to approach it with deep concern. In this age of 
skepticism and much evil, the children need to be grounded in the Christian 
faith. We Lutherans have indeed been blessed in respect of Christian training. 
We have not only the Bible, and all of the Bible, but also, thanks to the great 
Reformer, that efficient children’s Catechism. The Boards of Elementary 
Christian Education, both the general board and that of the district, have done 
much for this cause. We are thankful to God that there is a new awakening 
and a new interest in this vital and fundamental work. A tremendous effort 
ought to be put forth in this branch of our Church work. Teachers’ training 
classes, Sunday School institutes, Sunday School, week day-, Saturday- and 
vacation-schools and Bible classes cannot be emphasized too much. Con- 
firmation instruction is of vital importance. The pastor who slights this work 
is unfaithful and unworthy of his high calling. Sufficient instruction of the 
confirmed is fundamental to the future welfare of the congregation. 


Augustana College and Academy 


Our school has had a good year. Reports have come both from the col- 
lege and from the academy that work has gone on through the year without 
any hindrance through serious illness or like difficulty. Hundreds of young 
people have attended and a good number graduated. A Christian education for 
our young people is worth much more than many realize. It is absolutely 
necessary for the future of our Church. The endowment fund subscribed two 
years ago is being paid in almost better than expected and the income from 
this generous gift on the part of our people will help and strengthen our 
school. The teachers and students have worked earnestly and faithfully. We 
have a good and promising field for our school. Multitudes of our young 
people seek an education. Pastors and parents should direct and urge them 
to go to our school. We should be loyal to our school and to our Church. 
Augustana College and Augustana Academy are great factors in the develop- 
ment of our Church in this part of the country. These schools need our whole- 
hearted loyalty, our sacrifices and prayers, if they are to succeed. This is our 
responsibility. Dr. C. O. Solberg, after many years of hard work and valuable 
service as President of Augustana College, has resigned and accepted a posi- 
tion as Dean of the Lutheran Bible School of Chicago. This means a great 
loss to us. His loyalty and self-sacrificing efforts for the school and the district 
are greatly appreciated, and we do hereby express our sincere thanks for 


services rendered. 
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Home Mission 


We have a large field. The harvest truly is plenteous. There is probably 
no department in our Church that needs our attention more than the work of 
the Home Mission. If our Church is to grow and increase, our best efforts and 
our prayers are necessary here. American life is characterized by great rest- 
lessness. People are continually moving from one section to another. And 
when they move, many do it in the spirit of Lot, being more concerned about 
pastures for their cattle than about pastures for their souls. Often a Lutheran 
will move away from a place where the Means of Grace are found to a place 
where there is no church or only sectarian communions. His only motive may 
be to make more money. When a Christian has thus severed his connection 
with his Church, he is in great danger of losing his spiritual life. This has 
happened to thousands. If possible, the Church must follow these with the 
Means of Grace. 

The unchurched masses also have a claim upon us, and you know that 
these masses are great. God has placed them at our very doors. Shall we act 
the part of the rich man and let them starve? Shall we do like Cain and ask, 
“Am I, my brother's keeper?” Or shall we be as cruel and heartless as the 
priest and the Levite and pass by on the other side? God forbid! We will 
break the Bread of Life to these hungering multitudes. Our district extends 
over four states. It often makes a person sad at heart to see the many places 
both in the cities and in the country, where our Church should have been 
active for many years. People are drifting away from God and are dying 
spiritually. 

Over thirty parishes in our district received more or less support from the 
Home Mission treasury this last year. The Home Mission pastors are work- 
ing hard. Often the fields are very difficult. The spirit of the world rules 
supreme and all Church interest seems to have died out. The salary is small 
and many are working under difficult circumstances. Let us remember the 
Home Mission in our prayers. It is a cause that is worthy also of our love and 
devotion and our liberal contributions. There are really many more fields where 
Home Mission pastors should be stationed. But since the treasury would not 
allow this, the committee has called several students from the Seminary to 
work in these fields during their summer vacations. 

The Annual District Home Mission Conference was held at the Nidaros 
Church, Rev. H. Solem’s charge, Sept. 29-Oct. 2. It was a blessed and in- 
spiring meeting. It is our plan to have a similar one also this year. 


The General Condition of Our District 


Reports from nearly all of the circuit presidents have come to me as to 
the condition of the various circuits. I have also traveled through the district 
quite extensively.and have held many visitations. The information gathered 
in this way assures me that church attendance is good, in some cases all that 
can be expected. We should therefore expect good attendance at the Lord’s 
Table. While many of our pastors are encouraged by the large number com- 
muning, some complain that this number is small. The importance of the Lord’s 
Supper must be emphasized. Full and complete instruction as to the blessings 
received at the Lord’s Table and how this Sacrament can be received worthily, 
should be the aim of every faithful pastor. 

As to the real and genuine spiritual life, God only knows. In this field our 
own judgment is not dependable. A few of the pastors have reported awaken- 
ings in their congregations, especially among the. young people. This is a hope- 
ful sign, and let us pray for more awakening and a deeper spirituality. Our 
pastors are working hard. They do not spare themselves either on the Home 
Mission field or in the older congregations. Greater demands seem to be made 
on the pastor all the time. Perhaps at no time in the history of our Church 
has his work been so hard and difficult as in our day. We must look with con- 
cern upon the practice of some congregations, seemingly becoming more and 
more prevalent, of placing an age limit upon pastors that are to be called. 
When a pastor has reached the age of 45 or 50 years he is often considered 
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too old for some parishes. Can we expect our young men to enter the ministry 
when there is a possibility of being shelved in their best years? Friends, this is 
very serious and it should not continue. Let us remember that experience 
counts just as much in this calling as it does in any of the professions. 

The South Dakota District is divided into eleven circuits. These have 
held their regular meetings, counseling together concerning the things per- 
taining to the Kingdom of God at home and abroad. Good reports are being 
received concerning these meetings. Let us try to work up more circuit con- 
sciousness. It will be worth while. 

. The various organizations within the congregations, especially the ladies” 
aids and the young people’s societies have worked faithfully and deserve the 
gratitude of the Church. 

_We find that family devotions are greatly neglected in many places. The 
spirit of materialism is getting stronger and stronger. The Church papers do 
not find their way to many of our homes as they should. Next to the preach- 
ing of the Gospel and the administration of the Sacraments the pastor will find 
that these Church papers are very capable assistant missionaries in doing 
Church work. They create interest in the Church and enrich our Christian 
knowledge. 

It is difficult for pastors serving several congregations to be able to attend 
mid-week meetings. You may call them Bible hours or prayer meetings. But 
these should be encouraged. 

Our congregations have done well for the 1927 Budget. Our district raised 
over 99 percent of its quota. This is encouraging. Many congregations con- 
tributed more than the full amount expected. In some cases negligence has 
been shown. Little or nothing was done for the activities of the Church. This 
should be remedied. At this writing our district has raised 71 per cent of its 
allotment for the Deficit Drive. Friends, let us all put forth our best efforts 
to raise both the Deficit and the 1928 Budget. But in order to do this, much 
prayer, faithfulness, sacrifice and hard work on our part is needed. 


THE WORK OF THE CHURCH ORGANIZATIONS 


Luther League 

Our age is one of organization. In every congregation there are several 
societies organized for various purposes for the upbuilding of the Kingdom of 
God. The Young People’s Luther League of the district had a very success- 
ful convention at Huron, May 3-6. The program was both edifying and in- 
structive. Regular meetings have been held in the local congregations, and 
larger circuit meetings have taken place in every circuit. These have been the 
means of much instruction and inspiration. The best is not too good for our 
young people. They will inherit the land. To them belongs the future. 


Women’s Missionary Federation 
This organization has done very good work for our Church in the local 
congregations and in the district in general. The ladies’ aid and mission so- 
cieties meet regularly, and larger circuit meetings have been held. This organi- 
zation deserves our gratitude for the effort it has made to create interest in 
the difficult activities of our Church. 


The Work of Evangelism 


Our district at its meeting in Mitchell last year decided to elect an evan- 
gelist, and that this evangelistic work should be under the supervision of the 
district president and the Home Mission committee. Rev. A. M. Mannes was 
elected to do this work, but he declined. As no authority to call anyone else 
was given, nothing more could be done. But our general Church body has 
four evangelists in the field, and many congregations in our district have been 
able to secure their services. Their work has been productive of much blessing. 
I would urge upon pastors and congregations to invite some of these men, 
and you will find it is worth while. Some of the pastors have carried on 
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this work by exchanging with one another and found this plan to be very 
profitable. 
Work at the State Schools 


A large number of Lutheran students attend our state schools. Later in life 
many of them will become leaders of our people. Youth is the period when 
habits are formed, character molded and religious foundations laid. At this 
critical period, therefore, and especially because of the atmosphere necessarily 
prevailing on the campus, the Church should throw round about her young 
men and women attending these institutions her best spiritual influences. At 
some of these institutions we have neglected this both too much and too long, 
for which we must stand ready to be held accountable. May we realize more 
fully our obligations to the Lutheran students at our state *schools, so that our 
Church may extend a helping hand wherever possible. Rev. L. A. Roseland, 
Vermillion, S. D., Rev. B. A. Benson, Brookings, S. D., Rev. A. Elmer Moe. 
Aberdeen, S. D., Rev. S. C. Eastvold, Madison, S. D., and Rev. O. G. Malmin, 
Rapid City, S. D., have worked earnestly and faithfully in this field. We can 
assist these pastors materially by sending them the names of our young peo- 
ple attending institutions reached by these men and by urging the students 
to be loyal to our Church. 


E The Pastoral Conference 


The Pastoral Conference of our district convened at Canton March 12-15. 
It was better attended than any previous conference. The program was edify- 
ing and instructive. Several circuits have such meetings of their own, where 
splendid programs are offered. These, too, should be encouraged.- In our 
opinion the annual Pastoral Conference is a necessity in creating a district 
consciousness and means much in furthering the work of the Church at large. 
The programs are always very good, bringing to the pastor needed encourage- 
ment, help and inspiration. It results in a larger vision and a stronger faith. 


Bible Institutes. 


Two Bible Institutes are to be held in our district as far as we know. One 
will be held in the Black Hills, and splendid instructors have been secured. 
This will mean much for our Church in that region, and I hope that it will 
be largely attended from all parts of the district. The other one meets in Can- 
ton, as in former years. A good program has been prepared. Let us make use 
of the opportunity. Bible Institutes for the purpose of enriching the Christian 
life ought to be very helpful, and we should take a genuine interest in them. 


Institutions in our District 


Besides Augustana College and Academy already mentioned, I wish to call 
your attention to the Bethesda Homes in Beresford. The manager writes as 
follows: “‘The year 1927 has come to a close; and in looking back over the 
past twelve months, we are glad to note the hand of God guiding and pro- 
tecting the inmates of our Home as well as those who are engaged in the 
work. We feel indeed grateful for the privilege of serving this noble cause.” 

The Home for the Aged has taken care of 40 inmates the past year, 19 men 
and 21 women. Four died in thé course of the year. The Children’s Home 
cared for 42 boys and 28 girls, a total of 70 children. Thirteen children left 
the Home during the year. Of these, four were adopted into private homes; 
four placed permanently but not for adoption, and five were sent back to their 
parents or guardians. Health conditions have been good in both homes and 
the Lord’s blessing has rested upon them. 

The House of Mercy of Sioux Falls has done a noble work in helping the 
unfortunate and the helpless. The institution had an indebtedness of $10,000 
to $12,000. As you know, an appeal has been made through the Women’s Mis- 
sionary Federation and the ladies’ aids for this amount in accordance with the 
resolutions passed by our district in Mitchell last year. Many have responded 
nobly. We have hardly reached halfway yet, but we trust that all these organi- 
zations will extend a helping hand, in order that we may wipe off this debt. 
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Prof. B. J. Rothnem has sent the following report of his work for the 
deaf-mutes at the state institution at Sioux Falls: “I have carried on the work 
during the winter about as before. I have lost a few Mondays on account of 
other duties, but that also happened when I was in the ministry. 

“IT have met with two classes at the school, about thirty times, on Mon- 
days after 4:30 p. m. One class of ten is confirmed and has been study- 
ing the Life of Christ and the early Christian Church according to the Gospels 
and The Acts. 

"The other class, now numbering eight, was smaller at the beginning of 
last year, but four new pupils have joined it since that time. These study the 
Catechism and the Explanation, preparatory to confirmation. I have not lost 
any pupils except those who have graduated from the school. May God bless 
the work done this year also, so that it may bear fruit acceptable to Him.” 
The work among these unfortunate children is surely a blessed work.

Grace and Peace! 

Another year in the history of our district has run its course. We believe 
it can be said that it has been a good year for our Church in North Dakota. 
A spirit of brotherly co-operation has prevailed among our pastors, and in 
general there has been peace and harmony in our congregations.

The District Home Mission Committee has also this year held regular quar- 
terly meetings and given the Home Mission work of the district serious and 
earnest attention.

Accordingly at the last quarterly meeting held April 10th a letter 
of call was issued to Rev. E. C. Tollefson to be travelling missionary in the 
district, stipulating that he is to serve vacant Mission parishes, survey and 
establish new work, and in general further the cause of Home Missions under 
the supervision of and in co-operation with the district president. Rev. E. C. 
Tollefson has accepted the call and is at present serving the vacant Mission 
parish at Hazen. We are confident that this is a wise move on the part of 
our Home Mission Committee and will result in greater progress on our Home 


Mission field.

'The members of our congregations deserve praise for their great 
willingness and efforts put forth to support the local work of their church as 
well as the general work of our Church body at large. It is perhaps true that 
some of our church activities have not received a commensurate support. This 
is, often times, due to a lack of information on the part of the donor. We find 
that the branches of our church activities that suffer most in this respect are 
Home Missions and Christian Education. 

Foreign Missions and Charity have already been sold to our Christian people, 
as they should be. We have not much trouble to gain the proper support for 
these activities. But why should not our Christian people take, at least, an 
equal interest in the fundamental activities of our Church—Christian Education 
and Home Missions. Are these less important or less appealing? Not accord- 
ing to the Word of God. It is a challenge to every pastor in our Church to so 
present the truth by the preaching of the Word that he shall be able to interest 
his hearers not only in a part of God’s Kingdom, but in all the activities belong- 
ing to it, as the Lord has commanded. 

Flementary Christian education is of such fundamental importance in Chris- 
tian life and church work that we dare not pass it by without giving it due con- 
sideration at a convention such as this. It can not be denied that the tendency 
of the times is to consider this part of our Christian work rather lightly or 
superficially, when, to the contrary, it ought to receive our sincere and conscien- 
tious attention. We ought to devote more of our time, efforts and means to 
this part of our Christian work, than to any other activity. 

It is my firm conviction that if we as pastors and Christian congregations de- 
sire to succeed in the Lord's work, we must do the work according to His will, 
and that means to do a more thorough and conscientious work in inculcating a 
true and living Christian knowledge into the hearts and minds of our children. 
If we neglect this important work, our Church can have no promising future. 

Dear pastors, do all that you can to have efficient Sunday schools with well 
qualified teachers; do all that you can for summer parochial school and teach it 
yourself, if possible, or, secure a good teacher. If you live in a state where the 
law permits you to have the children for religious instruction during the week 
day school hours, I would urge you to make use of the opportunity, or, to conduct 
Saturday school. Secure the best help possible. 

I want to make this appeal to you for the instruction of the children and 
the youth as strong as possible, because it means so much to the Kingdom of 
God and the salvation of souls. 

The district committee on Christian Education will report at this conven- 
tion. 


Home Mission 


This branch of our Church work will in a measure succeed in proportion as 
we succeed in our work in Christian Education, and the Foreign Mission and 
Charity work should be the natural fruit of an active work for Christian edu- 
eation and Home Mission work. As true Christians we should love all these ac- 
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tivities with an equal love, because it is all for the glory and extension of the 
Kingdom of God. 

Conditions on our Home Mission fields are improving in many ways—only 
that we lack men and means. I know at this time of a number of places where 
Home Mission work should be started at,once, and I think we could get the men, 
if we had the means. Shall the Lord's work continue to suffer for the lack of 
means? . 

I appeal to you, Christian members of our Church who have the means to 
give. Will you deny the Word of God to these people any longer, who ask you 
for the Bread of Life? 

My sympathy goes out to the many mission pastors who to-day are render- 
ing faithful service to the Lord and His Church on almost starvation salary. 
Is it right that such conditions should exist in a land of plenty? 

I want to thank all the mission pastors who are making such heroic efforts 
to become self-supporting in order that our mission might be enabled to reach 
out a helping hand and serve the many others who are asking for help, but 
are yet without the services of the Church. 

A serious handicap in our Home Mission work is the fact that most of our 
pastors have too many places to serve. One of our pastors has aS many as 
nine places. No pastor can do justice to the work in so many congregations. 


Shall we not pray the Lord of the harvest for men and means? 

Self Supporting: 'The Glendive charge, Glendive, Mont., Rev. O. K. David- 
son, pastor, has become self-supporting this year. May many others follow this 
example and do likewise very soon. 


Budget and Deficit 


Our district has done well financially, comparatively speaking, these last two- 
three years, both for the Budget and the Deficit. But no doubt, some could 
have done much better, and a few have done very little. For the future let it 
be a matter of honor for both the pastors and the congregations to fulfil their 
Christian obligations also in this respect. “The Lord loveth a cheerful giver.” 

The every member-canvass and envelope system has been found to be the 
best. Let everyone give as God has blessed him. The pastor should preach and 
teach Christian giving as well as the way of salvation by grace through faith. 
Christ gave Himself. It is Christian to give and to give liberally—yes, even to 
give ourselves. 


Book Mission 


Rev. Olaf Guldseth, secretary for the Book Mission, informs us that the Book 
Mission intends to publish Luther’s Small Catechism for free distribution in the 
near future. What a fine thing it would be to be able to distribute this wonderful 
little book free—a real mission work, indeed. To make this possible, funds 
are needed. Why not ask your congregation for a collection or offering for 
such a good cause? 


Institutions in Our District 


We have in our district two institutions—Spokane College and the Old Peo- 
ple's Home at Coeur d’ Alene. Both these institutions need our prayers and 
support. As far as I can ascertain, both these institutions are doing splendid 
work. The presidents of both these institutions will, no doubt, be given 
an opportunity to report at this Convention of the work they are doing. 

Spokane College, especially, will need due consideration at this time. We 
hope that steps will be taken to put this college on a firmer financial foundation 
in the near future. 


Evangelistic Work 


Very little has been done along this line of work in a special sense, except by 
the work of the regular preaching of the Gospel by the local pastors. Rey. J. 
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O. Trontvet has devoted some weeks to this special work at Hingham, Joplin 
and Lewistown, Mont., and also in his own charge. We are thankful to Rev. 
Trontvet for these special efforts on his part and pray that his efforts may re- 
sult in much blessing. 


There is a great demand for this kind of work in our district and special 
appeals have been made for help from the evangelists of our Church, but so far 
without much result. It would certainly help the mission work in every way in 
many places. Shall we not pray more earnestly for a spiritual awakening among 
us? We need it. 

The Y.P.L.L. work in our district should receive a more considerate atten- 
tion than before. I know the distances are a serious obstacle in our way for 
this work as far as the larger conventions are concerned, but would it not be 
possible for each charge to do more local work for the young people? 


I would also urge upon every pastor to assist our young people in deciding 
to attend our church schools, if possible, and if they do attend the state uni- 
versities, to send their names to the university pastor of our Lutheran church; 
also write and urge them to attend the Lutheran church while away at school 
and urge the parents to write to them also. 

Altogether too many of our Lutheran young people, and other members as 
well, are lost to our Church for lack of proper connection when they leave their 
home congregation. Why not make the proper use of the letter of transfer ob- 
tained at our publishing house? 

In connection with our Y.P.L.L. work permit me to urge upon all of you to 
do your part to make our next district Y. P. L. L. convention a success. It will be 
a wonderful opportunity for all our young people to hold this convention at Yel- 
lowstone Park. 


Necrology 


Rey. J. E. Madson, Absarokee, Mont., died January 6, 1928 and was buried 
January 10. The district president being unable, on account of illness, to attend 
the funeral, requested vice-president Rev. A. Lunde, and district secretary, Rev. 
A. Holbeck, to officiate at the funeral. They were assisted by the other pastors 
of the Billings Circuit. Interment was in St. Olaf’s Cemetery, ten miles south 
of Absarokee, Mont. He was seventy-one years and eight months at the time 
of his death. His wife preceded him in death by eight months. He leaves to 
mourn his departure eight children. His son, William, is pastor of our congre- 
gation at Savage, Mont. 

Rey. Madson was one of the pioneer pastors of our Church in Montana and 
had organized a number of our congregations in that state. He was a faithful and 
tireless worker in the Kingdom of God. We honor and respect our departed 
friend and thank God for what service he was permitted to render. Blessed be 
his memory—God comfort the sorrowing. 


Societies 

A word of appreciation to our many Ladies’ Aid societies throughout our 
Church is not out of place. They can always be depended upon when it comes to 
the support of our Church work. I often feel that they should receive more en- 
couragement and recognition than they often do. 

In some of our congregations the men’s societies are also doing a splendid 
work which should be duly recognized and the same can also be said of our 
young peoples’ societies. They all have their place to fill in the work of the 
Church. 

Circuits 

The circuit meetings the last year throughout the district have been well 
attended as a rule and we have had good programs. I feel that we should 
make much more of our circuit meetings than we have done in the past, es- 
pecially so in our district where only comparatively few of our people can 
attend our district meetings.

As Christians and members of congregations we must 
solemnly remember that obligations rest upon us for bringing Christ crucified 
to the thousands of the unconverted who are dead in trespasses and sins and 
must come to a heartfelt knowledge of God’s saving grace in Christ. 

To this end every pastor and member of our Pacific District have infinite 
obligations resting upon them. 

Thru our prayers, contributions and consecrated efforts we are to lead men 
to the “open door” of grace and salvation. 

The open door has been set before us thru which we may reach out with 
the Means of Grace to our many lost and unchurched brethren in Alaska, 
British Columbia and the Pacific Coast states. 

This opportunity is here today. 

No one can shut the dodr, as stated by the Lord, but the opportunity of 
reaching this lost world may pass from us to other denominations unless we 
stress the cause of our home mission work in the cities and rural communities. 


Our District 


Let us not forget the geographical, social and spiritual elements that enter 
into the work of our district. Geographically we are a district extending from 
the Mexican border on the south to the extremes of Alaska at the north. 
Into this district are flowing thousands of our faith and national extraction 
annually, who hail from the eastern states or from the shores beyond the 
ocean. It is apparent that a vast number of these are decidedly disinterested 
in the Church of today. 

How to reach this great mass of unchurched from California to Alaska is 
of no small concern. It means a Sincere consecration of energy and personality 
in our work by the grace of God. 


The spiritual life of our congregations can only be judged by the Lord who 
sees and knows all things. But we form some opinion by the results which we 
are permitted to witness. In many instances we are thankful to God for the 
increasing interest and activity manifested in so many congregations and com- 
munities, and pray that our Christian people may not lose courage, but remember 
that in due season we shall reap,—and let us hope and pray for a blessed 
abundant harvest by the grace of God. Our pastors work hard and faithfully 
and are confronted with many difficult problems peculiar to the spirit of the 
times, the language situation and many other problems which enter into & 
progressive program of church work. Our people must be praised for the in- 
terest and willingness manifested by contributing to the support of the schools 
and Christian activities of our Church. 


There are some congregations that have not contributed to the Budget as 
much as could have been given, and the only remedy is a prayerful and earnest 
educational campaign placing before the people our duties as Christians and 
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giving more enlightenment relative to the need of our Christian activities and 
the blessings we as God's children derive from a consecrated Christian work 
for the saving of souls. 


Our Home Mission Field 


Our district has been called a Mission District and perhaps correctly so. 
We have succeeded in reducing the number of mission congregations supported 
by our Mission Board; but there are still a great many vacancies and prospec- 
tive fields where we might possibly build up parishes if we had the funds for 
doing a more extensive work. More money is needed in the Church Extension 
Fund treasury. 

Help from the Church Extension Fund is needed in many of these places 
to aid in building churches, but the limitation of funds makes it impossible. I 
would urge the pastors to present the Chureh Extension Fund cause to their 
congregations more emphatically, and solicit contributions in the form of smaller 
gifts, offerings or legacies. 


The Endowment Fund 


Two years ago our district decided to put on a Drive for an Endowment Fund 
for Pacific Luth. College. During the summer of 1927 with the aid of several 
pastors and teachers from the eastern states this drive was launched and ter- 
minated successfully by the raising of $290,000. We are truly thankful to God 
and to our people for this noble response. 


Pacific Lutheran College 

The work conducted at our College the past year has been very gratifying 
both in regard to the student attendance and the harmony prevailing between 
students and teachers. May God bless our Christain institutions where the 
students and teachers. May God bless our Christian institutions where the 
God and a Christian character must be established by the indwelling grace of 
God. 

Rev. O. J. Ordal resigned from the presidency of the College Feb. first, 1928 
after six years of faithful services at the institution, in order to accept a call to 
Our Sayior’s congregation at South Bellingham, Wash., Rey. Ordal worked hard 
for the institution during the six years he was connected with it, and our dis- 
trict appreciates the untiring efforts of Rev. Ordal in behalf of the College. 


C. E. E. 


Several institutions under the direction of the Committee on C. E. E. have 
been conducted in various parts of our district during the year. Greater stress 
must be placed upon the Christian training of our children and young people 
who will become the Church of to-morrow. Every pastor should diligently in- 
struct the young people in the Christian doctrines preparatory to confirmation. 
After confirmation a faithful follow-up work should be carried on by enlisting 
the newly confirmed and other young people in the Bible classes, Luther League 
work, Teachers’ training classes and regular church attendance. 

The Committee on OC. E. E. will recommend the election of a Field superin- 
tendent whose duty will be to conduct Teachers’ institutes in the district.

President’s Report 


To the American Lutheran Conference: 

Grace and Peace in the Name of our Lord! 

As a brief greeting, I desire to call to your attention St. Mark's words in 
the 11th chapter, the 22nd verse: “And Jesus answering saith unto them, 
Have faith in God.” 


The Christian Church, of which we are a part, however small, has ample 
cause to remind itself of these blessed words. Our power and our strength are 
inevitably dependent upon our faith in God. The many problems and per- 
plexities that vex us as pastors and as congregations, would not seem so moun- 
tainous if we placed our entire dependence upon our heavenly Father. I am. 
reminded of this, since frequently pastors and congregations wonder if they 
could improve their efficiency in the work in the Kingdom through organization. 
Of course I do not belittle the importance of organization, nor the results that 
follow upon efficient, enthusiastic, outward work; but all our elaborate ma- 
chinery and running to and fro are of no abiding worth unless we have faith in 
God. I have stated repeatedly that congregational constitutions, for instance, 
are never the panacea for our recurring problems. Å simple constitution may 
serve perfectly as a bond to unite a congregation in a common faith. Where 
there is faith and trust there will naturally be hope and enthusiasm. If we be- 
lieve that we are God’s chosen means for the spreading of the Gospel of His 
Kingdom, it will give strength to our arms and courage to our hearts. 


It seems, to me at least, fitting to introduce a very brief report with these 
words. Our district is the Benjamin of our Church. Whether that can be 
said in respect to the attitude our Church at large holds towards us is not for 
me to say; but in point of years and size it certainly may be said. We are scat- 
tered; and the bulk of our congregations are just finding themselves and becom- 
ing established. To me it seems that our little district, more so than any of the 
others, needs to uncover whatever sources of hope or inspiration for work may 
be accessible for us. It is my earnest prayer that we may return to our own 
work with the burning prayer upon our hearts that God may help us.to have 
faith in Him. When the days look dark for us as congregations, when our 
problems overwhelm us, may God help us to hear our Master’s words: “Have 
faith in God.” 


Since our last meeting in Red Wing, Minn., not so many changes have taken 
place. All of our congregations are now supplied with pastors. 

1. Rev. Melvin Hauge has been inducted as pastor at Canby, Minn. 

2. Rev. Reuben Aga is our pastor at Redwood Falls, Minn. 

3. Rev. Lyle Halvorsen has been called as the regular pastor of St. Louis 
Park English Lutheran Church, and has been serving there since last fall. 

4. Rev. Harold Hanson was inducted as pastor of Lake Harriet English 
Lutheran, Minneapolis. 

5. Rev. P. Arthur Johnson was ordained by myself and properly inducted 
as pastor of our congregations at River Falls and Ellsworth, Wis. 

6. Rev. Melvin Moe has been called and inducted as pastor of Olivet Lu- 
theran Church, Fargo, N. D. 
He Rev. N. O. Peterson of Clear Lake, Iowa, has been called to the Mor- 
ris, Minn., parish, but has not yet been inducted. 

8. Rev. T. A. Hoff, of our Savior's Church, Minneapolis, has accepted the 
call to become Dean of Religion at Luther College. As his successor, has been 
called Rev. H. A. Preus, who is expected to take up his work in September.

THE FUTURE 


As is probably known to most of the members of this conference, the Church 
Council has unanimously resolved to recommend that the name of our Church 
be changed so as to eliminate the word “Norwegian.” It has come to my 
attention that some take it for granted that if this resolution be passed by the 
church, then the American Lutheran Conference would become superfluous. 
I feel that even at this meeting this matter should be brought to our attention. 
We should give it careful and prayerful consideration. 


This I know, that there are congregations who would affiliate with our 
conference in case no change is made in the name of our Church. May I 
state at this time, that even though the action upon this proposal of the Coun- 
cil be favorable at this convention, such change will not become operative until 
the Church shall have approved the action two years hence. It might also be 
said that at that time the final action requires a two-thirds majority vote of 
the convention. 


But looking at the question in the supposition that the name of our Church 
will be changed so as to eliminate any racial designation, the question arises 
in my mind: Was it primarily the fact that our Church carried a foreign name 
that created the American Lutheran Conference? For my part, I wish to say 
that there were two fundamental considerations that actuated me in urging the 
erection of our district: (1) I am convinced that a more or less bilingual group 
does not offer a satisfactory church home for English-speaking, American-mind- 
ed congregations. These have common tasks and common problems, and they 
need no counsel and work together. (2) At the creation of our church body 
in 1917, an English Association was provided for. It was given a general presi- 
dent and field superintendent who had access to the deliberations of the Church 
Council, thus representing our needs and problems in that official body. There 
seems to be confusion in the minds of some people as to the old English Associ- 
ation and the American Lutheran Conference. When the Association was dis- 
established, some of us, myself included, urged the erection of our district also 
for the purpose of having full and equal representation in the Church Council. 

I shall not argue the matter in this brief report, but I desire to call to our 
attention that we have two striking illustrations in American Lutheran church 
history, in the Joint Synod of Ohio and in the Missouri Synod. The first of 
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these, which is the oldest existing general synod in our country, at one time 
had an English district which largely passed into a state of innocuous desuetude. 
The other, namely the Missouri Synod, numbers among its 23 districts, an Eng- 
lish district. This district is the outgrowth of very small beginnings. Today it 
is the largest district of the Missouri Synod, and embraces congregations from 
Maine to California. It is the district which is most largely responsible for the 
remarkable growth of the Missouri Synod during the last fifteen years. At all 
events, brethren, we will continue the next two years, and it is only by the ac- 
tion of the Church itself that we may be dissolved. 

In this connection, may I express a personal word for which I alone am ac- 
countable: The Church Council was not actuated in its action by arguments 
advanced by our Conference officers. Further, I may say: I do not consider it 
my duty to agitate for the elimination of a foreign language in existing congre- 
gations or districts. 

Let us confine our work and efforts to our own conference congregations 
and such mission fields as we may be able to develop. The time is soon at 
hand when we can arrange for profitable and interesting conference and dis- 
trict meetings. 


FINANCES - 


I am humiliated that we, as a district, are finding considerable difficulty in 
meeting our apportionments for the work of our Church at large. Of course 
we who are members of the district, know that the bulk of our congregations 
are just becoming established. They are doing work in the most expensive 
places and are laboring under many difficulties. Nevertheless, I would earnestly 
plead with pastors and delegates that they use their best influences, wherever 
possible, in the creation of interest in, and work for the Kingdom in a larger 
way. 

Generally speaking, we have reason to be grateful to God for the loyalty to, 
and the interest in, the Lord’s work, as we find it in our congregations. I am 
proud of our clergy. Many of them are real heroes in the front line trenches. 
Many of them are working in exceedingly difficult places, but are bravely and 
cheerfully pressing onward. I believe that it could.be shown that proportionate 
to our local burdens and problems, our American Conference congregations are 
measuring up quite satisfactorily to the usual standard obtaining in our Church. 
May God bless our deliberations here, to the greater glory of God.

REPORT FROM BETHANY OLD PEOPLE’S HOME 


Matt. 25:40: “Inasmuch as ye did it unto one of these my brethren, even 
these least, ye did it unto me.” ; 

Through its Charity Department the Church has also this year tried to com- 
ply with the orders of Christ in carrying out its rescue work. In studying 
this chapter of Matthew, one is impressed with the fact that Christ is going 
to judge us according to our attitude towards those in special need of our 
ministry. Ås the doors are opened to us in extending His Kingdom also in this 
activity and for promoting His Kingdom on earth, we may question ourselves 
if we really mean anything in earnest for those in need of the Christian ministry 
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of mercy. The mission of Jesus is clearly explained in Luke 19:10: "The Son 
of Man is come to seek and to save that which was lost.” There were many 
voices calling Him. Our Savior heard one voice above them all, the cry 
of the lost. It was easy to stir the sympathy of Jesus. A sick child, a lame 
hand, a blind eye, a poor widow, or any soul in distress aroused the sympathy 
of our Lord. The heart that holds sympathy holds love. Jesus lived His 
mission on earth. May the same be said of us. 

As to the work at Bethany Home there is not much to report. We have 
since last September cared for about 21 inmates. This is crowding our capacity 
very much, and not satisfactory to the inmates. The inmates should have a 
room to themselves so as to have privacy. We therefore trust that something 
may soon come out of the plans laid to acquire room enough. Three inmates 
have died since our last report and one more is on the sick list and not expected 
to live much longer. Several applications have to be on the waiting list. 

The Board has carried on negotiations with the Town Council at Camrose 
relative to site for the Home there. We had hoped that things would have 
been in shape to report favorably to this meeting, but we can only submit the 
following resolution passed by the Council on May 21: “That a letter be written 
advising the Board of Charities of the Norwegian Lutheran Church that the 
Council of the Town of Camrose is willing to submit for the consideration 
of the burgesses a proposition to construct an Old People’s Home with an 
initial building costing at least $40,000.00, with free site and exemption from 
taxation.” We have asked for a free site of four acres and free taxation. This 
has to be passed by a two-thirds majority vote of the taxpayers. 

If this should be voted down by the people of Camrose it would be well 
for this meeting to give the Board some kind of instructions on how to handle 
the future need of the Home. 


Home Finding 


We have since our last report placed four children for adoption and are 
expecting to place two more one of these first days. We have also been called 
on by government officials for advice in handling some of the serious problems.

IMMIGRANTARBEIDET BLANDT DE NORSKE NYKOMMERE I 
WINNIPEG 


Det er nu ni maaneder siden Den Norsk Lutherske Kirke i Amerika tok op 
dette arbeide. Gud har veret med og velsignet gjerningen. Sely om det ikke 
er saa meget av det aandelige arbeide som jeg har faat tid til at utrette, saa 
har jeg dog faat git dem et formaningsord om at holde sig ner til Gud og til 
den lutherske kirke, og saa har jeg git dem traktaten "Gaa og se om det staar 
vel til med dine brødre.” Alt dette har de sat stor pris paa. 

Mit arbeide sidste høst og i vinter har været at reise rundt i menighetene 
og faa plads og arbeide for dem som skulde komme fra Norge dette aar. Dette 
arbeide var av stor betydning for mig i vaar da immigrantene begyndte at 
komme. Det er ikke saa liketil naar man har en stor flok foran sig som ønsker 
beskjæftigelse saa snart som mulig, dersom dette ikke er ordnet paa forhaand. 
Men naar de kom, hadde jeg arbeide for dem, saa de kunde faa gaa ut saa 
snart jeg fik ordnet med deres billetter. Saaledes slap de at opholde sig i 
Winnipeg i lange tider for at vente paa arbeide. 

Om der dette aar ikke er kommet saa mange som i 1927, saa har der i det 
hele tat kommet bedre mænd og kvinder, som finder sig vel tilfreds med for- 
holdene i Canada og er vel likt av de folk de er kommet til. Og det er den type 
som vi kan haabe vil bli til støtte for vor kirke her i Canada. 

Fra lste januar til første mai har der kommet til kontoret ved Union Sta- 
tion 761 mænd og kvinder. En del av disse har hat gjennemgangsbilletter til 
steder som de selv har valgt at reise til. Nu, hvad mai og juni vil bringe er 
je godt at si paa forhaand. Men jeg tror neppe jeg kan fylde alle de pladser 
jeg har. 
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Neste aar kan vi vente en større immigration fra Norge. De som kommu- 
nene sendte over i 1927, ødela saa at si immigrationen iaar; det var jo for det 
meste fabrikarbeidere som kom, og kanske mesteparten av disse var bolsje- 
viker. Men jeg tror neppe vi har faat en eneste av denne type dette aar. 

_ Mrs. Langley har skaffet 44 nykommerpiker beskjeftigelse siden vi flyttet 
til Winnipeg (nemlig i september). Det har tat en stor del av hendes tid at 
vere dem behjælpelig; men da de ofte ikke kan et eneste engelsk ord, har de 
ofte sat stor pris paa en ledsagerinde i byen Winnipeg. 

Immigrantpresten har det travelt fra morgen til aften med at ordne med og 
veilede nykommere, utfærdige rapporter osv. 

Dette falder naturligvis lettere eftersom man kommer mer og mer ind i 
arbeidet. 

Den 30te april kom et par som var forlovet fra Norge og ønsket at bli vidd. 
Efter at alt var ordnet blev de vidd paa immigrantkontoret i overvær av kon- 
torets personale. Selv om sidstnævnte forstod litet eller intet av det som blev 
sagt, sa de efter alt var over: "It was just fine. Just like in The Church of 
England.” 

En del som er blit holdt tilbake i Halifax paa grund av finansielle omstæn- 
digheter, har jeg ydet hjælp ved at sikre dem plads og arbeide. Ellers vilde 
de sikkert ha været sendt til Norge igjen. 

Denne rapport er altsaa kun fra lsie januar til Iste mai. 

Til trods for alle mangler ved mit arbeide er det min bøn at Gud vil "velsigne 
det som er gjort og at immigrantarbeidet i Winnipeg fremdeles maa bli vel- 
signet for vor Norsk Lutherske Kirke i Amerika.

Resolved that the Norwegian Lutheran Church gives due recognition to the 
position taken by the Minister of Church and Education in Norway, regarding 
the ordination of a candidate who is an outspoken modernist. We heartily 
commend his firm stand for Orthodoxy and sound doctrine. Our Church notes 
with much satisfaction and gratitude the beneficial influence exerted by Me- 
nighets Fakultetet over the life and doctrine of the Church of Norway. Inas- 
much as that institution is supported by free will contributions and a great 
many of our people gladly contribute to worthy causes in the old homeland, 
we would urge our members to show their good will by supporting this work as 
far as possible.

Sec. 22. The Zion Society. 

The Zion Society celebrates this year its 50th anniversary. 'The Church 
takes occasion to express its congratulation and prayers for the future success 
of its important work among the Children of Israel. 

Sec. 23. The Calling of Pastors. 


We earnestly admonish our pastors and congregations that they prayerfully 
call to mind the divinity of the pastoral call; both pastors and congregations 
and others concerned must remember that in these matters they stand on Holy 
ground. 

Sec. 24. Committee on Work for Union with Other Bodies. 

The Church Council recommends that, in view of the fact that the mem- 
bership on the Committee on Union with other bodies, which was elected some 
years'ago, has been decreased by death, it is suggested that a new committee of 
nine be elected at this Convention. "This committee shall have power to meet 
similar committees of other Lutheran Church Bodies in America, and endeavor 
to come to complete understanding and agreement regarding doctrine and 
practice, and to make such proposals to future Conventions of our Church as 
the committee may find expedient and to the best interests of the Church.”

Note also three resolutions defining how 
elections must be made so as to avoid arbitrary lengthening or shortening of 
terms for those elected under the syste of the triennium. 
B. Adopted by 1928 Convention 
1. By Committee No. 1 
In order that uniformity in all Departments may be secured both as to the 
membership in the Board and as to the time and term for which elected, the 
Committee moves the adoption of the following proposed resolutions in the 
Secretaries’ report. 
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1) That the term of membership in all Boards be six years. 

2) That an equal number, as far as possible, be elected at every biennial 
convention. 

3) That all elections made in 1926 be counted as made for six and not 
for four years. 

4) That the date for ending term of office for those serving until 1929 be 
set at June 30th, 1929; and that the ones elected in.1928 to take their places 
become members of the respective boards on that date. 

5) That the Committee on Election for 1928 be instructed to nominate for 
each board composed of six members, two members to serve for a term of six 
years, term expires 1934; and one member for one year from 1929, term 
expires 1930.

2. By Board of Pensions 

All other matters pertaining to the Fund shall be administered by Board of 
Pensions (hereafter referred to as the Board), consisting of seven members, 
of which the treasurer of the Fund shall be ex-officio a member. The other six 
members shall be elected for a term of six years, excepting that at the synodical 
convention in 1928, one member shall be elected for a term of one (1) year 
and two for five (5) years, all of whom shall take office in June, 1929; that at 
the synodical convention in 1930 one shall be elected for six (6) years; in 1932 
one shall be elected for four (4) years and two for six (6) years, and thereafter, 
two members shall be elected for six (6) years at every biennial convention. 

In the case of a vacancy, the Board shall temporarily fill the vacancy until 
the Church fills the vacancy by election. 

3. By Convention 

Since the mode of distribution adopted by the Committee does not conform 
to the resolutions adopted in 1926, as given on page 50 of report for that year, 
and with the resolutions referred to the Committee by the Convention,—said 
resolutions given on pages 26-27 and 86—and since this involves possibility 
of duplicates, be it resolved that the Convention authorize the President and 
General Secretary to arrange the lists. 


Change of Name 


(We give here for the reader’s information chapter VII of the Constitution.) 


A proposed amendment shall be submitted to the Church at its Convention. 
If the Convention approves of the amendment by a majority vote, the amend- 
ment shall be published that it may be further considered before the next con- 
vention. At this convention the amendment shall be voted on, but is adopted 
only by a two-thirds vote.

REPORT FROM BOARD OF EDUCATION 


To the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: : 

In compliance with the requirements of the Church the Board of Education 
herewith has the honor to submit a report upon the work of the educational 
forces in the service of the Church. 

1. When we consider the great number of young men and women whom the 
Church through its academies and colleges has been able also during the past 
year to reach with its message of salvation, it should be our first thought to ex- 
press thanks to God whose providence has placed this blessed privilege in our 
hands. The attendance at our educational institutions reached a total of 4,221. 

2. Since the last Convention of our Church, the Lord has called to His re- 
ward the venerable, Dr. P. J. Eikeland. With singular fidelity, with Christian de- 
votion, and with exceptional efficiency this modest and unassuming man gave his 
services to St. Olaf College during the major portion of his earthly life. 

3. In regard to the work at Luther Theological Seminary the members of 
the Convention will find information in the subjoined report of its president, Dr. 
M. O. Bøckman. The Board of Education, however, finds it necessary to bring 
the following items to the attention of the Church: A 

(1) The Board desires to record here its realization of the loss that befell 
Luther Theological Seminary in the death of Dr. E. Hove. His thorough and ac- 
curate scholarship, his loyalty and devotion to the old Gospel truth, and his gen- 
eral influence for constructive purposes in theological and ministerial training 
were sources of strength to our Church. May God comfort his family; and may 
He raise up men to pick up the standard and go forward. 

(2) It has proved impossible to find satisfactory residence facilities for the 
professor elected at the last Convention. It is therefore urgent that some action 
be taken that will give authority to the Board of Trustees to meet this situation. 

(3) In order to enable our Seminary to render such service in the field of 
theological training as the conditions of our times demand, the Board jointly 
with the Church Council and the theological faculty has found it necessary to 
recommend that the Convention this year elect an additional theological pro- 
fessor. 

4. It is well-known that the salaries paid the professors at our colleges are 
seriously inadequate to meet the requirements in their positions. It is therefore 
a matter of urgent importance that some action be taken to provide at least some 
measure of improvement in the situation. After a careful survey the Board 
recommends that the Church adopt the following schedule for these salaries, 
leaving as heretofore with the Board of Education the authority to make adjust- 
ments within the limits laid down.

In case of administrative officials other than presidents, the compensation to 
be adjusted as may seem best in each case. 


5. For several years the friends of Red Wing Seminary have urged the ex- 
pansion of the institution into a junior college. While the Board has felt that 
expansion as far as possible should be avoided in all our institutions under the 
financial pressure that has obtained during the past several years, it has found 
after serious deliberations that the following action seemed most advisable. We 
copy the record of the meeting of March 16-17, 1927: 

“1, The Board of Education does not consider itself authorized without the 
sanction of the General Convention of the Church to establish permanently a 
Junior College at Red Wing Seminary. 
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2. To meet the present emergency, however, the Board hereby authorizes the 
administration of the Seminary to form and conduct Freshman classes for the 
school year 1927-28 and for that year only. 

3. The question of permanently conducting a Junior College at Red Wing 
shall, in connection with the report and recommendation of the Educational Sur- 
vey Committee, be submitted for action to the Convention of the Church in 1928. 

4. It is understood that in organizing this work the faculty of the Seminary 
shall so order its operation that the financial cost shall not exceed the amount 
provided in the current budget granted by the Church to this institution; and 
furthermore that the faculty hold forth no promises to prospective students as to 
permanent continuance of Junior College work. 

De) akt is understood that the Board of Education does not by this action bind 
itself to any particular attitude in this question after the expiration of the year 
designated, and that it will then feel entirely free to take such action in the 
premises as the circumstances may at that time.seem to require.” 


The information must be added that the Chamber of Commerce of the city of 
Red Wing has shown great interest and cooperation in this matter. This body 
has conducted a campaign to raise funds for the purpose and have filed with the 
Board of Trustees of our Church a guarantee of $5,000 annually for five years. 
This, of course, on condition that Junior College work be maintained at the 
Seminary. As a result of all these deliberations and actions, the Board of Edu- 
eation hereby recommends to the Church that Red Wing Seminary be authorized 
to establish Junior College work; provided that the continuance of this work in 
the future be dependent upon such circumstances as from time to time may de- 
velop. 

6. After several years of quiet and informal conversation with officials of 
the Synod of Ohio, an arrangement was effected early in 1927 whereby Spokane 
College received the active cooperation of this Lutheran synod. The members of 
our Convention will be pleased to learn that the brethren of the Ohio Synod as- 
sisted with the contribution of $3,700 during 1927 and'are advancing the same 
amount this year. For several years Spokane College has had in its faculty 
Rev. Prof. William Schmidt, from our Ohio brethren. It was a loss to 
Spokane when he last winter resigned to accept the presidency of Luther Semin- 
ary (Ohio Synod) in St. Paul, Minn. The Board desires here to record its ap- 
preciation of his efficient services. The College has been fortunate, however, in 
securing a fine and capable successor, the Reverend Walter Hellman, who also 
has an excellent standing among the Lutherans of the Ohio Synod in the Spokane 
territory. 

The Convention will no doubt find it consistent with its interests and pleas- 
ure to express its approval of this cooperative arrangement. The Board would 
recommend that the Convention authorize the Board to enlarge, so far as found 
desirable and practicable, the influence and rights of the Ohio Synod in the 
management of the College on such terms as may be found beneficial to both 
parties 

Prof. H. P. Olson, during his presidency, rendered fine service to Spokane 
College. Under many difficulties, particularly of the financial variety, he was 
successful in maintaining the credit and good standing of the College among the 
business interests of Spokane, often at personal sacrifice. When President Olson 
has tendered his resignation, the Board hereby places on record its appreciation 
of his valuable services. - 

The Board considers itself fortunate in the fact that Rev. Carl L. Foss ac- 
cepted the presidency and began his duties in this office in Aug., 1927. 

7. Dr. G. O. Solberg has resigned from the presidency of Augustana college, 
Sioux Falls, to accept the deanship of the Chicago Lutheran Bible School. The 
College has prospered greatly under his administration and will suffer a loss 
in his departure. The Board herewith records its appreciation of his efficient 
and loyal work in our educational field and prays that God may prosper him 
richly in his new field. 

President Edward R. Rorem has resigned from the presidency of our Madi- 
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son Normal School to accept the pastoral call at Slater, Iowa. The Board takes 
this occasion to record its recognition of his services at the Normal School and 
to express the hope and prayer that the Lord may continue His blessings upon 
his labors in his new field. As to his successor at the Madison Normal School 
the Board has not so far been in position to take action. 

Rev. O. J. Ordal, after many years of energetic and successful work, has re- 
signed from the presidency of Pacific Lutheran College to accept a pastoral call 
in our Church. With endowment pledges amounting to over two hundred and 
ninety thousand dollars, the institution faces a very promising future. Dr. O. A. 
Tingelstad has resigned from his professorship at Luther College to accept the 
presidency of Pacific Lutheran College. May the Lord greatly prosper him in his 
new field. 

8. The Church will rejoice to receive the report that the Young People’s 
Luther League has given a substantial donation in promotion of theological 
study. The following communication from Rev. N. M. Ylvisaker will show the 
details in this connection: 

“Minneapolis, Minn., 
Oct. 25, 1927. 
Prof. L. A. Vigness, 
Executive Secretary, Board of Education, 
Minneapolis, Minn: 
Dear Prof. Vigness: : 


At the annual meeting of the National Board of the Young People’s Luther 
League, it was resolved that a fund of $14,000.00 be turned over to the Church 
for scholarship to be administered by the Board of Education in compliance with 
the original resolutions pertaining thereto . . . of minutes of meeting October 1st, 
1924. . . .Of the proceeds of this fund $300.00 shall annually be added to the 
fund until this shall have reached the sum of $20,000.00. From this time on, 
there shall be added annually to the fund 10 per cent of the accrued interest. 

Be it further resolved that the name of this fund shall be ‘The Young Peo- 
ple’s Luther League Scholarship Fund for Theological Students.’ 

On resolution it was decided that the number and size of the scholarships 
shall be determined by the Board of Education in accordance with previously 
adopted resolutions. 

It was recommended to the Board of Education that the first scholarships be 
awarded so as to apply to the school year 1927-28.

It was voted that the Board accept this generous gift with the terms specified 
and that the secretary be instructed, on behalf of the Board and of the cause of 
Christian education, to extend to Secretary Ylvisaker and through him to the 
Young People's Luther League an expression of thanks for this very substantial 
aid to this great cause. 

It may be added that the Board has adopted rules for the administration of | 
this fund and that under these rules four graduates from our colleges will each 
be granted $100 to be paid them at the time of entering the Seminary this fall. 

The Convention will no doubt express its gratitude to the Young People's Lu- 
ther League for this fine gift. ; 

9. The cost of education has mounted up to such figures tbat it is difficult 
for the great majority of graduates from our colleges to think of continuing their 
studies in the Theological Seminary. Our Church has recognized this situation 
by the fact that it has for a number of years refunded to our college graduates 
in our Theological Seminary the amounts paid by them in tuition during their 
junior and senior years at the colleges. From various sources the Board has 
been urged to recommend that this refund be increased to include also the tuition 
paid during the sophomore year. The Board has accordingly passed a resolution 
to that effect and hereby recommends to the Convention that it authorize this

increase in the amount to be refunded. It is further recommended that this act 
go into effect with the junior class of 1927-28. 

10. Under the rules established by the Church the terms of the presidents 
of colleges are six years and those of presidents of secondary schools are three 
years. These terms expire in 1929. Inasmuch as the Church will have no Con- 
vention in 1929, the Board recommends that this Convention, temporarily sus- 
pending the rule, extend the terms of the presidents till 1930 and that the regular 
system of terms take its beginning from this year. This will affect the follow- 


me men: President M. O. Bøckman, 
President Oscar L. Olson, 
President L. W. Boe, 
President H. E. Jorgensen. 


It is in this connection also recommended that Professor T. A. Hoff’s position 
at Luther College be made permanent; similarly that of Dr. A. M. Holmquist at 
St. Olaf College. : 

11. The tendency at our colleges has been toward the gradual elimination of 
preparatory departments. In line with this trend and at a joint session of the 
Board of Education and the Educational Survey Committee, the following reso- 
lution was adopted: 

“Tt is the sense of this meeting that the preparatory department at Luther 
College be discontinued.” 

This matter is herewith submitted to the Convention for its action. 

12. Our secondary schools have labored earnestly also during the past year. 
Aside from the preparatory department at Augustana College there are fourteen 
of these institutions in operation. It is interesting to note that while the stu- 
dent attendance in these fourteen schools in 1926-27 was 1,674, it was in 1927-28, 
1,819. This shows an increase of 145. 

The Christian influence brought to bear upon these 1819 young people in their 
most plastic and responsive age will bring forth blessed fruit as time goes on. 

The Church will know how to appreciate this work conducted as it is for the 
most part under great hardships. 

13. The following tables give the facts in regard to the teaching force and 
the student attendance at the educational institutions. In regard to the teach- 
ing staff it is proper to note that, in a number of cases, the teacher is employed 
only for part-time work. It is to be noted also that the table includes all stu- 
dents who have been enrolled in the institutions in the course of the year.

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14. Our educational institutions are, at the time of this writing, complet- 
ing the first decennium since the union of the three synodical bodies in 1917. 
We thus find ourselves at a milepost where we feel an invitation to stop a mom- 
ent and take a swift survey of the road over which we have travelled during 
this period. Whatever else the survey may bring to our minds, it will surely re- 
mind us that the Lord hath borne us on eagle’s wings (Hx. 19:4) through some 
parts of this great and terrible wilderness (Deut. 1:19). When we began this 
journey in 1917, the great war was sending forth streams of human blood and 
filing the world with agonies. When the sword had been put into its sheath, 
the radically disturbed economic conditions brought many afflictions upon us also 
as a Church. From these we still suffer. And yet how thankful we must be to 
God who has given us strength to carry on His work.

15. For many years it has been felt that the antiquated constitution of St. 
Olaf College should be given a revision such as to make it meet more fully the 
requirements that present themselves to a college administration in our day. The 
revised form, which has been approved by the faculty of the college and by the 
Board of Education, is hereby submitted as appended to this report. 


Along with this is also submitted a revised form of the articles of incorpora- 
tion of St. Olaf College; also approved by the Board of Education. 


16. Inasmuch as the rules (Ann. Rep. 1917, pg. 546-548) adopted in 1917 for 
the government of the Board of Education were based on a system of triennial 
conventions ; and inasmuch as the articles of incorporation and the constitution 
of the Church have later been so amended as to institute a system of biennial 
conventions, it appears necessary that paragraphs 3700, 28; QT MOE ecb 
amended by striking the word, “treaarlige” (triennial), and inserting the word, 
"toaarlige” (biennial). Paragraph 6 should be amended by striking out all the 
words in the second and third lines and substituting the following: “Ved valget i 
1928 bestemmes at alle medlemmers termin utløper i 1930; ved valget under 


aarsmøtet i 1980 vælges to paa 2 aar, to paa 4 aar, og to paa 6 aar. Derefter 
vælges to paa hvert toaarlige møte.”

In these times of advancing general enlightment 
and, along with it, the widespread failure to correlate the facts of secular knowl- 
edge with the facts of Divine revelation, the Church must feel a highly-increased 
demand upon its active attention to the necessity of meeting this urgent situa- 
tion. The great need of our time is a training for young people that will de- 
termine in their minds a world-view from the standpoint of the Christian faith. 
In the face of the modern apostasy this is certainly a major part of the mission 
entrusted to the Church of Christ.

3. No contract shall be made by the Board of Trustees until at least one- 
half of the cost has been paid in cash, the balance of the cost to be in the form

4. The Board of Trustees is authorized to raise the necessary funds dur-

De 11 som studerte “in absentia”, var alle teologiske kandidater fra Luther 
Teologiske Seminar. Hospitanten var pastor Ernst H. Haacke fra Minneapolis. 


Av det samlede antal studenter var 108 graduenter fra et college. 

Av 3dje aarsklasse tok 16 det saakaldte “Diploma Course” og 24 "the Degree 
Course”, 13 det engelske kursus og 27 “the Bilingual Course”. Hele klassen tok 
dog — paa 4 nær — nytestamentlig eksegese i norsk, likeledes i grundsproget 
— paa 12 nær. 

Lærerpersonalet var i det forløpne aar indskrænket med to professorer, 
idet dr. E. Hove, som bekjendt, paa grund av sygdom hadde maattet nedlægge 
sit embede ved slutningen av forrige skoleaar, og dr. M. Stolee hadde sit sab- 
batsaar. Herren kaldte vor ven og sin trofaste og rikt begavede tjener, pro- 
fessor Hove, hjem til sig den 17de december. Det var med vemod vi stod ved 
hans baare, men dog med dyptfølt taknemmelighet for hvad Herren hadde git 
seminariet ved denne vor medarbeider, og for at han hadde skjænket sin saare 
trætte tjener den evige sabbatshvile. — Dr. Stolee dygtiggjør sig til sin gjerning 
i seminariet ved studium ved Drew Seminary, N. J. 


I overensstemmelse med skoledirektionens ønske overtok dr. Tanner profes- 
sor Hoves arbeide i dogmatik og i nytestamentlig eksegese. Dr. Bruces isago- 
giske samt sproglige og eksegetiske timer i det nye testamente har ogsaa ydet 
et betydelig bidrag til undervisningen i den del av de hellige skrifter. Like- 
ledes har studentene ved skoledirektionens foranstaltning i sidste semester 
faat nyte godt av professor ved St. Paul Luth. Bible Inst., dr. C. J. Soder- 
grens værdifulde veiledning i disciplinen, “the English Bible.” Bibelstudiet 
er jo og bør jo altid være hoveddisciplinen i en presteskole og maa, om nogen- 
sinde, være det i vor tid. 


Dr. Stolees arbeide har saavidt mulig været overtat av de øvrige professorer. 

; Paa begjæring av en del studenter der av hensyn til sin fremtidige embeds- 

virksomhet var bange for sin svakhet i norsk, har pastor R. Malmin efter fa- 

kultetets anmodning med skoledirektionens tilladelse git en del undervisning i 
norsk sprog. Undervisning i græsk for begyndere er git av student Otte. 
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Studentenes forskjellige foreninger har som sedvanlig været i virksombet, til 
styrkelse av samfundet med Herren og til utdannelse for deres fremtidige arbeide 
for Guds rike. Flere foredrag ved mænd utenfor seminariet har saaledes 
været holdt under foreningenes auspicier. Og flittig har studentene gjort bruk 
av den anledning tvillingbyenes menigheter har git dem til praktisk øvelse i 
menighetsarbeidet. 

Studentenes Glee Club foretok fra 19de til 28de november en turne i Min- 
nesota, Syd Dakota og Iowa og besøkte derunder seks av vore kirkeskoler. 
Den lededes av student Oscar. Syverson som dirigent samt av professorene 
Brandt og Bruce, hver sin del av turen. Overalt blev den vel mottat. Den 
væsentlige del av turents pekuniære overskud gaves til kassen for trængende 
studerende. — Flere av professorene har ogsaa i dette skoleaar besøkt vore 
colleges og derved styrket baandet mellem seminariet og disse. Dr. Bruce 
gjestet saaledes Luther College, professor Wee St. Olaf og dr. Weswig Augustana 
og Concordia colleges.

Siden Luther Teologiske Seminars begyndelse i 1917 har Herren kaldt bort 
fra arbeidet fire av dets professorer. I 10 aar er det skedd. Professor til en 
presteskole findes ikke naarsombelst. Det vet enhver som har nogen forstaaelse 
av hvilke krav der bør stilles til en mand der skal beklæde et saadant embede. 
Det tykkes mig derfor at hvad Herren har gjort i de 10 aar er et alvorlig 
kald til vort samfund at ta det spørsmaal op til praktisk behandling som jeg 
ofte har forelagt eder, om ikke noget bør gjøres for paa en forsvarlig maate 
at bli istand til at rekruttere lærerpersonalet ved seminariet naar det maatte 
trænges. 

I anledning av professor Hoves bortgang og den derved tapte lærerkraft 
ved seminariet kaldte samfundets formand i avvikte mars et møte av kirke- 
raadet og det teologiske fakultet samt av skoledirektionens eksekutivsekretær, 
dr. L. A. Vigness, for at behandle spørsmaalet om kaldelse av en teologisk 
professor til at fylde dr. Hoves plads. 
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Møtet besluttet enstemmig at anbefale til samfundets aarsmøte kaldelse av 
en saadan professor med nytestamentlig eksegese som hovedfag. 

Kommende skoleaar er professor Wees sabbatsaar. Vicebestyrerens embeds- 
tid utløper iaar. 

Som samfundet vil erindre fattet det 1926 i anledning av en henvendelse 
fra en komite bestaaende av repræsentanter for seminariets fakultet, skoledirek- 
tionen, kirkeraadet og Board of Trustees, angaande bedre arbeidsbekvemmelig- 
heter for seminariet, følgende beslutninger: 

“(a) That the Church endorse the proposal to Ker a separate building 
suitable for administrative and library purposes as soon as the necessary funds 
are available. 

“(b) That the Board of Trustees and Theological Faculty be authorized 
and directed to engage an architect, prepare plans, and do such preparatory 
work as may be required, and that these plans be submitted for approval to the 
Church Council and Board of Education. 

*(c) That the Theological Faculty and the Board of Education be author- 
ized and asked to organize a campaign to raise the funds for this purpose, the 
time for which campaign to be determined by the next general convention. 

“(d) That the Board of Trustees be authorized to let the contracts for the 
erection of the building as soon as the funds are available. (. ... . The 
Board of Education hereby re-submits the recommendation with the further 
addition) that the Church appropriate one thousand ($1,000.00) dollars or 
as much thereof as may be required to cover the cost of the proposed prelim- 
inary plans.” 

(Se aarsber. for 1926, side 259, 260, 262.) 

Vedkommende komite har utført hvad der saaledes blev den paalagt, og 
vedlægger som bilag resultatet av sine forhandlinger. Det er vort haab at sam- 
fundet vil ta denne sak under velvillig overveielse, saa at seminariet kan faa 
de arbeidsbekvemmeligheter saa snart det er mulig for samfundet at gi dem. 

I sammenhæng dermed tillater jeg mig i overensstemmelse med bygnings- 
komiteens mening at foreslaa at de paa seminargrunden beliggende missionær- 
boliger om mulig flyttes og at grunden overlates til bruk for seminariet. Den 
vil trænges til en legemlig øvelsesplads for studentene. Da ingen saadan gives, 
har de maattet leie en utenfor seminargrunden. Det er jo ikke som de bør 
være. 

Da min embedstid som bestyrer av seminariet utløper 1929, og dets bilove, 
kap. II, 15 kræver at bestyreren vælges av samfundet ved dets generalmøte, som 
jo ikke holdes før 1930, anser jeg det, ogsaa av rent saklige grunde, for min 
pligt at gjenta hvad jeg 1925 forela samfundet: ‘“Bestyrerembedet kræver nu 
saa meget arbeide og saadanne kvalifikationer av den som indehar det at jeg av 
hensyn til skolens bedste mener at burde nedlægge det og at anmode vor kirke 
om at overgi det i bedre hænder. Idet jeg gjør dette er det mig en hjertelig 
trang næst Gud at takke kirken for den kjærlighet og overbærenhet den har 
vist mig i de aar jeg har sittet ved styret av Luther Teologiske Seminar, som 
ogsaa specielt mine medlærere og skolens studenter for den venlighet og ær- 
bødighet hvormed de altid har møtt mig, og den broderlige støtte de bestandig 
har ydet mig i min ansvarsfulde stilling som seminariets hode. Herren lønne 
alle av sin rike naade! 

Med hensyn til mit embede som teologisk professor ved skolen mener jeg, 
likeledes av hensyn til seminariets bedste, at burde ogsaa stille dette embede 
til kirkens disposition. 

Herren være priset for sin naade mot seminariet i det forløpne aar. Han 
være for Kristi skyld med det i de aar som kommer. Han skjænke skolen sine 
gaver of hjælpe den til altid at komme sit kald i hu, at utdanne vidner for 
den herre Krist til mange sjæles frelse. Tidene er og vil bli onde, men Herren 
vet det, og han vil ikke glemme Luther Teologiske Seminar.

Abs Committee begs leave to submit for the consideration of this Conven- 
tion the following recommendations: 


1. First of all this Church Convention feels constrained to give vent to its 
feeling of deepest gratitude to Almighty God who also in our humble efforts for 
en education in so manifold ways has shown His guiding and protecting 

and. 


2. Our Church will also anew acknowledge its great depth of respect and 
gratitude to the many thousands of men and women from every corner of this 
great and broad land of ours, who, often with great sacrifice to themselves, so . 
liberally and continually have provided means for the building and maintenance 
of our Christian schools. And the Church hopes and prayers that our people 
never will fail in their loyalty to this most important branch of its endeavors. 

3. In view of the fact that teachers and students are what really constitute 
a school, it is the desire of this Convention to express its high esteem for the 
large staff of able and consecrated teachers in all our schools for the great 
service they, from year to year, so unselfishly, and frequently under trying and 
embarrassing conditions, have rendered our Church; and we feel it is a holy 
duty on the part of the Church to provide these worthy servants a salary in 
Tenk with the requirements of our time and the self-respect of a great 

urch. 

It also affords us a great pleasure to express our joy and satisfaction be- 
cause of the many thousands of fine young people who seek our own schools 
in preference to other schools and for their praiseworthy conduct and activi- 
ties at school and out of school. Worthy of special mention is the great and 
substantial sum of $14,000.00 which the Young People’s Luther League has 
presented to the Church as a scholarship fund for theological students. Their 
annual conventions form a new and promising feature in our Church. They 
have been an inspiration to themselves and us, and a beacon light to many other 
young people who are tossed about with so many temptations, with so many 
a conflict, and so many a doubt. 

4. It gives this Convention a singular pleasure to call attention to the fact 
that at the end of the present school year, Dr. Prof. F. Melius Christianson has 
served twenty-five years as teacher of music and choir director at St. Olaf 
College. This unassuming and wonderfully gifted Christian gentleman has 
won undying renown both for himself and the St. Olaf Choir and incidentally 
called attention both to St. Olaf College and our Church throughout the 
whole land. Our Church would do honor to itself if it in some fit manner 
give utterance to the honor and gratitude due this remarkable man and his 
remarkable work. 

5. The Church also wants to express its thanks and deep respect to Prof. 
H. H. Elstad, who retires after forty-one years of continued efficiency and un- 
selfish work at Red Wing Seminary. May God let His face shine upon this 
faithful servant in his declining years. 

6. In the midst of our joy with the living, it is our sad duty to chronicle 
the loss by death of several notable servants of our Church. 

We mention first Dr. Prof. E. Hove. This modest and quiet man distin- 
guished as much with the great learning as with his never failing loyalty to 
God’s work and the doctrines and traditions of our Lutheran Church, and with 
marked ability as preacher and teacher has left a lasting impression upon our 
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Church, and as we bless his memory we can only pray God to grant us more 
men of the type of this sainted scholar. 

7. In the lamented death of Dr. Prof. P. J. Eikeland, for many years the 
beloved teacher at St. Olaf College, our Church has suffered another loss. 
Eikeland was a man of a deep meditating spirit. In his younger days, in par- 
ticular, his inquiring mind was much occupied and much worried concerning 
the great questions of God and man, the here and the hereafter, and this in con- 
nection with his native modesty and feeling of own unworthiness brought him 
often to the brink of despair. 

As Pontus Vickener, so Prof. Eikeland also stood with “Tanker og fraagor 
for menneskesonnens aasyn,” but he finally heard a voice of Jesus say: "Come 
unto Me and rest.” And he looked to Jesus and he found in Him his Star, his 
Sun; and in that light of life he walked until his traveling days were done. He 
was an Israelite in whom there was no guile. 

8. Three weeks ago a man of great prominence in our Lutheran Church 
died. He was more than ninety-one years old. 

We refer to Dr. Prof. F. A. Schmidt. 

In view of this man’s commanding place in the history of the Lutheran 
Church of our land and particularly in view of the services he had rendered 
our Norwegian Lutheran Church, we would very much fail in our duty if we 
excluded this man from our little galaxy of illustrious men. From 1861 to 1913, 
52 years, he gave to our Norwegian Church the benefit of his great theological 
learning and magnetic personality. 

In his days of health and strength, he was as brilliant as a teacher, as he 
was a most fearless and energetic defender of what he thoroughly believed 
was in strictest harmony with God’s Word and genuine Lutheran doctrine. And 
he was not wanting in the finer things of the spirit. If you ever were per- 
mitted to enter into the sanctuary of his inner life, you would discover a man 
of childlike faith and great modesty. He died in the full assurance of the cleans- 
ing power of the blood of Jesus Christ. 

Remember them who have spoken the Word of God and after considering 
their death, follow their faith. (Heb. 13:7.) 

9. The Church gratefully remembers the long and able services of 
Dr. G. O. Brohough who died June 5, 1928, after forty-nine years of work at 
Red Wing Seminary. Dr. Brohough has been an inspiration to many genera- 
tions of students, especially in instilling patriotism and love of letters. 

10. Whereas no satisfactory arrangements have yet been made for resi- 
dence facilities for Professor Dr. Jacob Tanner and whereas this Convention 
has decided to elect an additional theological professor: 

Therefore be it resolved, that the Board of Trustees be authorized to pro- 
vide suitable residence facilities for Rev. Dr. Tanner and the theological pro- 
fessor elect. 

11. Whereas the friends of Red Wing Seminary have for some time urged 
the expansion of Red Wing Seminary into a Junior College, and whereas this 
past year’s experience in Junior College work at the Red Wing Seminary has 
been very encouraging, and whereas the City of Red Wing has manifested its 
interest in the establishing of a Junior College at Red Wing Seminary, by a 
goodly financial pledge for the establishing of a Junior College at Red Wing 
Seminary, 

Therefore, be it resolved that Red Wing Seminary be authorized to estab- 
lish Junior College work at Red Wing Seminary. 

12. Salary Schedule. Proposal of Board of Education. 


13. Whereas the Ohio Synod of Ohio and our Norwegian Lutheran Church 
of America have carried on, relative to Spokane College, acceptable coopera- 
tion, and whereas the relations have been mutually very helpful and far reach- 
ing for economy and mutual understanding, 


Therefore, be it resolved (1) That the Convention most heartily approves 
of said cooperation and recommends it continuance. 
(2) That the Ohio Synod be given representation on the faculty of Spokane 


College, and in the management of Spokane College commensurate with its 
financial cooperation and responsibilities assumed. 
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14. Whereas our academiees are furnishing most desirable students for our 
colleges because of this Christian influence, 

_ Therefore, be it resolved that the scholarships offered by our colleges be 
increased from two to four from each of our academies. 

_ 15. Whereas the Church recognizes that more encouragement should be 
given to young men laboring under the call to the Christian ministry in our 
Church, therefore, be it resolved: That the Church adopt the recommendations 
of the Board of Education in the matter of refund of college tuition to theologi- 
cal students as per Sec. 9 of the report of Board of Education which follows: 

The cost of education has mounted up to such figures that it is difficult for 
the great majority of graduates from our colleges to think of continuing their 
studies in the Theological Seminary. Our Church has recognized this situation 
by the fact that it has for a number of years refunded to our college graduates 
in our Theological Seminary the amounts paid by them in tuition during their 
junior and senior years at the colleges. From various sources the Board has 
been urged to recommend that this refund be increased to include also the tui- 
tion paid during the sophomore year. 

The Board has accordingly passed resolutions to that effect and hereby 
recommends to the Convention that it authorize this increase in the amount to 
be refunded. It is further recommended that this act go into effect with the 
junior class of 1927-28. 

16. The Church recommends to the St. Olaf Corporation to make such 
change in its articles of incorporation as to make the trustees of the St. Olaf 
College Corporation members of the St. Olaf Corporation instead of the Trus- 
tees of the Church. 

17. Whereas, the Canada District lies in a country foreign to the educa- 
tional system of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, and the great 
bulk of the congregations of said district lie from five to fifteen hundred miles 
away from the nearest college of our Church, and 

Whereas ,the Canada District has unanimously at two succeeding annual 
meetings decided that it was necessary to have a Junior College in this district, 
at Outlook College owned and operated by the district, 

Be it therefore resolved, that Outlook College be listed among the Junior 
Colleges of our Church. 

18. In recognition of the long, faithful, efficient and self-sacrificing ser- 
vices of the beloved president of our Theological Seminary, Dr. M. O. Bøck- 
man, and in consideration of the dignity and general esteem his name will 
lend to that institution, and in consideration of the very valuable services he 
yet, by the grace of God, can render, 

Be it resolved, that this Convention asks Dr. M. O. Bøckman to continue 
as president of the Seminary and as theological professor, and further that 
the Board of Education be instructed to release him as far as possible from 
routine work and matters of discipline. 

19. Resolved that the term of office of presidents of the education institu- 
tions, whose terms expired in 1929 be extended one year.

Report from Church Council, Theological Faculty and Board of Education 
Tuesday Afternoon, June 5 

The following report was read before the Convention: 

Pursuant to the resolution of the Convention to the effect that an additional 
Professor of Theology be elected for our Seminary; and in compliance with the 
provisions of the Constitution of the Seminary, the Church Council, the Theo- 
logical Faculty, and the Board of Education held a meeting at the Curtis Hotel 
at one o’clock today, to consider the selection of candidates to recommend to 
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the Convention. After due deliberation this joint body has the honor to pre- 
sent the following name:

The following were nominated from the floor:

These appointments shall be made by the 
Board of Education on the recommendation of the Theological Faculty for a 
term of one year at the time, and shall entail no promises or obligations on the 
part of the Church or the Seminary as to subsequent election to full theological 
professorships. 

c) The Theological Faculty conjointly with the Church Council and the 
Board of Education shall arrange the courses of study at the Seminary in ap- 
propriate related groups or departments, assigning specific chairs to the indi- 
vidual members of the Faculty, in order to encourage specialization in major 
fields of theology and secure the highest possible efficiency in the teaching 
work of the staff. Any person elected to a professorship at the Seminary in 
ES future be elected for a spcific chair for which he possesses special 

tness.

COLLEGE CORPORATIONS 
Luther College Corporation Minutes 


The Luther College Corporation met at Central Lutheran Church, Minne- 
apolis, Minnesota, June 2, 1928, at 11:05 A. M. President Oscar. L. Olson of 
Luther College called the meeting to order. He explained that the terms of 
officers of the Luther College Corporation would expire in 1929, at which 
time there would be no regular meeting of the Corporation; also that the 
Board of Trustees of Luther College had prepared a revision of the Articles 
of Incorporation to bring these articles into harmony with the regulations of 
the Church; also that the Board of Education recommended that action on 
this revision be postponed till 1930. 

President Olson called Dr. J. A. Aasgaard to the chair. The minutes of 
the meeting of June 5, 1926, were read by the secretary. Dr. Aasgaard report- 
ed that the Board of Education recommended that the Corporation at this 
meeting pass a resolution to continue in office till 1930 the officers of the Cor- 
poration whose terms would expire in 1929, 
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Secretary O. A. Tingelstad, being about to move to Pacific Lutheran Col- 
lege, tendered his resignation, to become effective at the close of this meeting. 
On motion, the resignation was accepted. Dr. Aasgaard bade the secretary God- 
speed in his new work. President Olson explained that the vacancy might be 
filled either by nomination and election at this meeting, or, in the absence of 
such Corporation action, by the Luther College Board of Trustees. Moved, 
seconded, and carried, that the Corporation take no action to fill the vacancy. 

On motion, it was resolved that all officers whose terms would expire in 
1929 hold office till the regular Corporation meeting in 1930. 

President Olson made a statement about the proposed discontinuation of 
the Preparatory Department at Luther College. At President Olson’s sug- 
gestion, it was, on motion, resolved, that this matter be referred to the Board 
of Education with power to act. 3 
_ At Dr. Aasgaard's suggestion, it was resolved that the Corporation, when 
it adjourn, adjourn to meet again at the call of the chair near the close of this 
Church Convention. 

President Olson asked the Board of Trustees of Luther College to meet at 
Central Lutheran Church at 2 o’clock that afternoon. 

On motion, the meeting adjourned at 11:20 A. M.

St. Olaf College Corporation Minutes 


The ministers, delegates and others entitled to vote at the regular session 
of The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America and duly and regularly con- 
vened at such a session held at Central Lutheran Church, in the city of Minne- 
apolis, Minnesota, on the 5th day of June, A. D., 1928, at four o’clock P. M., 
were duly convened as a membership meeting of St. Olaf College—O. O. Er- 
ling, president of the College Corporation acting as Chairman, and L. W. Boe, 
secretary of said Corporation, acting as Secretary. 

It was stated by the Secretary that the term of office of all the members 
of the Board of Trustees would expire, according to the Articles of Incorpora- 
tion now in force, in 1929, when there is no general meeting of the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church of America and, therefore, no meeting of the membership of 
the St. Olaf College Corporation. Attorney Rue gave his opinion that accord- 
ing to law the present trustees would automatically hold office until their suc- 
cessors had been elected and had qualified. On motion it was decided to put 
off election of trustees for the term beginning in 1929 until the meeting in 
1930, and they were confirmed in office until that date. 
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The following amendments of the Articles of Incorporation and Constitu- 
tion or by-laws for St. Olaf College were read and made a part of the record: 


PROPOSED ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION FOR ST. OLAF COLLEGE 


1. This certifies that we, the undersigned, have associated ourselves together 
for the purpose of establishing an institution of learning in the city of North- 
field, Rice County, Minnesota, under the corporate name of St. Olaf College. 


2. The general purpose and scope of this Corporation shall be the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of an institution of learning of collegiate rank, in 
which higher education shall be given under the influence of the Christian Faith 
as taught in the Bvangelical Lutheran Church. For this purpose the Corpora- 
tion shall provide teachers, suitable grounds and buildings, libraries, apparatus 
and equipment; prescribe courses of study and discipline; grant such literary 
honors and academic degrees as are usually granted by similar institutions; 
acquire, own, hold, use, enjoy, sell and encumber, real and personal property, 
and in general, do all things necessary and incidental to the successful conduct 
of the institution consistent with law; adopt a constitution or by-laws for the 
College and establish the rules and regulations necessary and proper to carry 
into effect its powers herein set forth and as authorized by law. 

8. The members of this Corporation are the pastors of the congregations 
belonging to and affiliated with the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, and 
the delegates duly chosen in accordance with the discipline and usage of said 
Church to the general meeting of said Church and entitled to vote at such meet- 
ings: The members of this Corporation shall remain members thereof until 
the convening of a succeeding general meeting of the Norwegian Lutheran Church 
of America, when they shall give place to the pastors and delegates entitled to 
vote at the succeeding general meeting of the Church in accordance with the 
discipline and usage of said Church. The general officers of the Chureh and the 
members of the Board of Education and of the Board of Trustees of said Church, 
the President, the Treasurer, and the Business Manager of this College, shall 
be members of this Corporation while filling said respective offices. 

4. No contribution shall be required as a condition for membership and 

there shall be no capital stock. 
. 5. The meeting of the members of this Corporation shall be held at the 
same place as the general meeting of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of Amer- 
ica and on the Tuesday next following the time of convening of said general 
meeting of said Church. Due notice by the officers of the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of America as to its general meeting shall constitute due and sufficient 
notice of the convening of this Corporation. 

6. The management of the business and affairs of this Corporation shall be 
vested in a Board of Trustees of seven members, five members elected for a 
term of six years by the members of the Corporation and from the membership 
. of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, and shall hold office until their 
successors are elected and shall have qualified, and shall be elected in such a 
manner that the term of not more than two members shall expire every even 
numbered year; and the President and the Treasurer of the College, who shall 
ex-officio be members of the Board. The President of the College shall be elect- 
ed for a term of six years by the members of the Corporation from the member- 
ship of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America upon the nomination by the 
Board of” Directors described in the constitution or by-laws and the Board of 
Trustees, and shall hold office until his successor is elected and has qualified. 
The Treasurer shall be elected for a term of six years, by the Board of Trustees, 
upon nomination by the President of the College, from the membership of the 
Norwegian Lutheran Church of America and shall hold office until his succes- 
sor is elected and has qualified. Any vacancy in said Board of Trustees shall 
be filled by the Board until the next meeting of the Corporation. The-officers of 
the Corporation and the members of the Board of Trustees during the first 
year of its existence are as follows: B. J. Muus of Wanamingo, Goodhue County, 
President; Harold Thorson of Northfield, Rice County, Secretary; O. K. Fin- 
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seth of Holden, Goodhue County; K. P. Hougen of Holden, Goodhue County, 
and Osmund Osmundson of Wheeling, Rice County. 

7. 'The internal affairs of the College and the supervision of the curriculum 
and instruction, may be vested in a Board of such membership and with such 
powers as may be prescribed by the constitution or by-laws, or by the resolu- 
tions adopted by the Corporation. 


P 8. The officers of this Corporation and of the Board of Trustees shall be 
a Chairman, a Vice Chairman, a Secretary, and a Treasurer. The office of 
Secretary of the Board may be held by a person other than a member of the 
Board of Trustees. The Chairman, the Vice Chairman and the Secretary shall 
hold office for two years and until their successors are elected and shall have 
qualified. The Treasurer shall hold office for a term of six years and until 
his successor is elected and has qualified. The Board of Trustees shall meet 
forthwith after the meeting of the members of the Corporation at which trus- 
tees have been elected for the purpose of electing officers. 


9. All deeds of conveyances of real estate, or interest therein, for the benefit 
of St. Olaf College and conveyed by the Corporation or its Board of Trustees, 
shall be executed by the Chairman of the Board of Trustees and the Treasurer, 
or such other person or persons as may be duly authorized by the Board of 
Trustees. 


PROPOSED CONSTITUTION OR BY-LAWS FOR ST. OLAF COLLEGE 
ARTICLE I 
Purpose and Scope 


See. 1. St. Olaf College is established and maintained for the purpose of 
giving young men and women a higher education in harmony with the Christian 
Faith as taught in the Evangelical Lutheran Church. The teaching and govern- 
ment shall aim to fit the student for active Christian service and in particular 
to encourage and prepare men for the study of theology. 

See. 2. This institution shall offer courses leading to the Bachelor’s degree, 
covering the subjects which are usually given in a standard Liberal Arts Col- 
lege and including regular instruction in the Christian religion. Subject to 
approval by the Board of Directors and the Board of Trustees, graduate work 
may be offered as the Faculty shall decide. 

Sec. 3. The usual honorary degrees and degrees in course shall be conferred, 
on the nomination of the Faculty and the Board of Directors and the authori- 
zation of the Board of Trustees. 


ARTICLE II. 
Administration 


Sec. 4. The College shall be governed in accordance with ‘its Articles of 
Incorporation, its Constitution or by-laws and the resolutions which may be 
adopted by the Corporation. The administrative power shall reside in the 
Board of Trustees described in the Articles of Incorporation, a Board of Direc- 
tors, and the officers and committees that may be elected by the members of the 
Corporation. 

Sec. 5. The Board of Directors shall consist of seven members elected by 
the members of the Corporation for a term of six years from the membership 
of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America and in such a manner that the 
term of at least two members of the Board shall expire every even numbered 
year. Any vacancy in the Board shall be filled by the Board until the next 
meeting of the members of the Corporation. 

Sec. 6. The duties of the Board of Trustees shall be to administer the af- 
fairs of the College in accordance with the powers and duties defined in the Ar- 
ticles of Incorporation and the Constitution or by-laws, and to exercise the 
other functions properly delegated to it by the Corporation. 

Sec. 7. Upon recommendation by the President of the College, the Board 
of Directors shall elect the members of the teaching staff, the officers and 
assistants, and shall adopt the regulations which may be necessary for the ef- 
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ficient organization and conduct of the College. It shall act on any recommen- 
dation or complaint presented to it by the President or the Faculty and shall 
inspect the work of the College and submit reports and recommendations to the 
meeting of the Corporation. 


ARTICLE III. 
Officers of Administration: Election and Duties 


Sec. 8. The officers of administration shall be: President, Registrar, Li- 
brarian, Business Manager, Treasurer, and any other officers so designated by 
the Board of Directors. “ : 

Sec. 9. The President shall be elected in the manner prescribed by the Articles 
of Incorporation. In case of protracted absence on the part of the President, 
or of vacancy in office, the Board of Directors shall make temporary provision 
to care for the duties of the office. 

See. 10. Upon recommendation by the President of the College, the Board 
of Trustees shall elect the Business Manager, and the Board of Directors shall 
elect the Registrar, the Librarian, and the other administrative officers deemed 
necessary, for such terms as they may decide. : 

See. 11. The President shall be the executive head of the College and chair- 
man of the Faculty. He shall make an annual report to the Boards and to 
the Corporation concerning the work and the needs of the College. He shall 
also make such other reports as the Boards may request or circumstances de- 
mand. 

Sec. 12. The Treasurer and the Business Manager shall, in co-operation with 
the President, have charge of the finances and the property of the College. The 
Treasurer shall make an annual report of the finances of the College to the 
Board of Trustees and the Corporation. 

Sec. 18. The other officers of administration shall perform the duties which 
usually pertain to their respective offices. 


ARTICLE IV. 
The Faculty: Election, Power, and Duties 


Sec. 14. The teaching staff shall consist of Professors, Associate Professors, 
Assistant Professors, Instructors and Assistants. 

Sec. 15. The election of teachers, their tenure of office and salary, their 
particular duties and rank, shall be determined by the Board of Directors, upon 
recommendation by the President. They shall be elected from the membership 
of the Lutheran Church, unless circumstances will justify a temporary excep- 
tion. , 

Sec. 16. The Faculty of the College shall consist of the President, the offi- 
cers of administration, teachers of professorial rank and such others as the 
Board of Directors may designate. 

Sec. 17. The Faculty of the College shall, with the approval of the Board 
of Directors, establish the departments of instruction, decide upon courses 
of study, determine the requirements for admission to the College and for 
graduation. It shall establish the regulations and elect, or cause to be selected, 
the committees that may be required for the efficient operation of the College. 

Sec. 18. The President may suspend a teacher, in case he deems it neces- 
sary, and shall report this action to the Board of Directors. The teacher may 
appeal his case to this Board, whose decision in the matter shall be final. 

Sec. 19. In case of complaints against the President, any charge made shall 
be presented directly to the Board of Directors and the Board of Trustees in 
writing, properly signed. His case may be appealed to the meeting of the mem- 
bers of the Corporation for final decision. 

Sec. 20. The Faculty shall have the power to suspend or expel students 
whenever it finds such action conducive to the welfare of the College. 
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ARTICLE V. 
Amendments 


Sec. 21. This constitution may be amended at a meeting of the members of 
the Corporation by a majority vote of those present and voting, provided that 
the amendment has been read at the last preceding meeting of the members of 
the Corporation, or has been approved by the Board of Directors and the Board 
of Trustees and published in the official papers of the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of America at least three months in advance of such meeting. 


MINORITY RECOMMENDATION 


It is recommended that Sec. 6 read as follows: 

“Upon recomendation by the President of the College, the Board of Directors 
shall nominate the members of the teaching staff designated for permanent ap- 
pointment and shall present their names to the meeting of the members of the 
Corporation for final approval; they shall appoint the teachers serving for one 
year and the officers and assistants for whose appointment no other provision 
has been made; they shall adopt the regulations that may be necessary for the 
efficient organization and administration of the College.” 

That Sec. 14 read as follows: 

“The Board of Directors shall, upon recommendation by the President, nom- 
inate permanent teachers, appoint teachers for a term of one year, determine 
their salaries, specify their particular duties, and establish their rank. ‘The 
teachers shall be elected or appointed from the membership of the Lutheran 
Church. In case of necessity an exception may be made in a temporary appoint- 
ment. In case of emergency, the President shall have power to make temporary 
appointments.” : 

That Sec. 17 read as follows: 

“In case the President deems it necessary, he may suspend a teacher and 
shall report such action to the Board of Directors. The teacher may appeal his 
case to the Board and, in the case of a permanently appointed teacher, to the 
meeting of the members of the Corporation.”

Turmo, Rev. A. J. Bergsaker, Mr. Alvin Isakson, Mr. K. O. Lokken. 

The meeting took up the election of President of Augustana College, seeing 
Dr. C. O. Solberg had resigned, and a vacancy had to be filled. Three candidates 
were proposed: Rey. O. J. H. Preus, Prof. Martin Hegland, Prof. P. M. Glasoe. 
Rey. Preus received the majority of votes and on motion his election was made 
unanimous. 

Moved that the matter of improvements in Gym be referred to the Board 
of Directors with recommendation that they take such steps as they find best 
under the circumstances. Carried. 

Rev. A. J. Bergsaker, Rev. H. Solum, and Rev. H. A. Okdale were elected a 
committee to notify Rey. Preus of his election to the presidency of Augustana 
College. 

The association adopted the following resolution: 

Resolved that we request the Board of Education to endeavor to have ap- 
propriated to the Augustana College whatever we may be able to raise above the 
first 85% of the Educational Budget within the association. Rev. A. J. Berg- 
saker, Judge Lewis Larson and Prof. G. H. Gilbertson were elected to appear 
before the Board with this resolution. 

It was also decided to ask the association to raise $12,000 besides the Edu- 
cational budget allocated to the district. 

å The Board of Directors were authorized to extend a call to Prof. Martin 
Hegland in case Rey. Preus does not accept the call to the presidency of Augus- 
tana College. 

It was decided to have the minutes of the association printed in the Annual 
Report. 

"he Augustana College Association wishes to join its Board in expressing its 
sincere appreciation for the many years of efficient and faithful service which 
Dr. Solberg has rendered to Augustana College and its constituency, praying 
that the Lord will abundantly bless him in the responsible position which he 
has decided to accept.

T. A. Johnson, 
Resolutions Committee. 
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LETTER OF TRANSMITTAL 


To the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America in Biennial Convention As- 
sembled : 


We take pleasure in submitting herewith the report of the Educational Sur- 
vey Committee appointed by the Board of Education pursuant to a resolution 
passed by the General Convention of the Church in 1926 authorizing the ap- 
pointment of such a committee. 

The Committee, after a careful consideration of its mission as expressed by 
the Church, came to the conclusion that there can be no satisfactory solution 
of the secondary school problem without relating it definitely to and making 
it a part of the general educational program of the Church. The junior college 
movement, which was especially mentioned in the resolution above referred to, 
has been given careful attention by the Committee in connection with the 
secondary school problem. 

The Committee further recognized the fact that an educational program 
must rest upon a sound financial basis. We must square our educational ideals 
with our ability and willingness to pay. Time and conditions change in Church 
as well as in State. An educational program, therefore, while it must rest 
upon well established principles and ideals and have the correct historical 
background, must be forward-looking and progressive. There is a growing con- 
viction that the educational work of the Church in the local congregations as 
well as in the general body must receive increased attention, more adequate 
support, and a larger degree of careful direction. : 

Our changing civilization clearly makes new and far-reaching demands on 
education. However God’s truths and eternal values never change. Hence the 
fundamental objectives of our educational work remain essentially the same. 
In the light of what we have accomplished in the past and in harmony with 
the ideals and principles of the Church, the Committee sets forth in the fol- 
lowing report a forward-looking program for the Church. This program must 
of necessity be flexible and appeal to our people both as adequate and possible 
of realization. This program will enlarge with our growing conviction that 
education is a major function of the Church and an increasing willingness on 
our part to contribute to its necessary financial support. This program will 
prosper as we gradually forget old Synodical alinements and as we, with one 
accord, hopefully, joyfully, and unselfishly unite in a common cause. 

The success of our educational program will depend to a large degree upon 
our administrative skill. One important subject considered by the Committee 
was the ownership and administration of our schools. As already stated, no 
program of education is secure unless it rests upon a sound, practical, and fea- 
sible fiscal policy. The financial ability of our Church should be ascertained 
and the extent of our activities should be proportionate to the financial support 
we as a Church are able to afford them. 


In the final analysis we shall be free as we come to know the truth. Line 
upon line, precept upon precept, we must lead our people forth to a clearer 
and more definite knowledge of our schools, their needs, and our educational 
program. A crystallized educational consciousness is our salvation in this 
field. One of the outstanding weaknesses in our present Church organization is 
the failure to provide adequately for leadership among our clergy and our 
laity, but this leadership must be both discovered and directed. Due to our 
failure to properly enlighten the people with respect to our educational policy 
and program, many pastors, either because they do not know the situation or 
are indifferent to it, are lukewarm, if not actively hostile, to some of our edu- 
cational activities. The work of the Executive Secretary of the Board of Edu- 
cation is in the judgment of the Committee one of the most challenging tasks 
in our Church today. To find the right man for this position and give him 
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the right organization and support is of vital importance to the success of our 
educational activities. 

Finally the problems of the Church are the opportunities of our people. 
Our Church life is so even and so orderly, its vitality so marked and its ac- 
complishments so obvious that there is no reason for doubt or discouragement, 
even tho some problem may loom so large for the time being as to seem al- 
most insoluble. 

The Committee has held three joint sessions with the Board of Education, 
at which the principal problems attacked have been thoroly discussed and con- 
sidered. For obvious reasons which are set forth in the statement of the Board 
of Education which follows, the Board does not join the Survey Committee 
in making this report and the recommendations it contains. 

The report is divided into two parts, the first dealing with preliminary mat- 
ters and the second presenting the findings and recommendations of the Com- 
mittee, all of which is respectfully submitted for your careful and serious con- 
sideration.

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ORIENTATION 


Authorization of Survey 


The General Convention of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America held 
in June, 1926, authorized an educational survey by passing the following reso- 
lution; 

“While the Church recognizes that the successful endowment ap- 
peal for its senior colleges has helped to shape more definitely than here- 
tofore its educational policy as far as such colleges are concerned, it is 
aware of the fact that its secondary school problems, complicated by the 
junior college movement, remains largely unsolved. 

Be it therefore resolved, that an Educational Survey Committee con- 
sisting of nine members, be appointed by the Board of. Education, for 
the purpose of: (a) making a general survey of our educational institu- 
tions; (b) investigating carefully our secondary school problem, especial- 
ly as affected by the junior college movement; (c) formulating, jointly 
with the Board of Education, so far as possible a definite educational 
policy for our Church, to be reported to the general convention of 1928.” 
(Annual Report, 1926, page 260.) | 


Composition and Organization of Committee 


Pursuant to the above resolution the Board of Education appointed the fol- 
lowing committee: Prof. OC. C. Swain, president, State Teachers’ College, May- 
ville, N. D.; Dr. L. W. Boe, president, St. Olaf College, Northfield, Minn.; Dr. 
Oscar L. Olson, president, Luther College, Decorah, Iowa; Dr. G. M. Bruce, 
professor, Luther Theological Seminary, St. Paul, Minn.; Prof. J. O. Tweten, 
president, Luther Academy, Albert Lea, Minn.; Rev. O. O. Sovde, Scandinavia, 
Wis.; Rev. A. M. Mannes, Volga, S. D.; Attorney C. G. Dosland, Moorhead, 
Minn.; and Editor B. K. Saevre, Glenwood, Minn. Rev. Mannes resigned as 
member of the Committee last January. The Committee organized by electing 
Prof. Swain chairman, Dr. Bruce vice-chairman, and Dr. Olson secretary. 
Dr. Bruce was also elected to prepare the report of the Committee for presen- 
- tation to the General Convention. The Committee has held four general meet- 
ings together with a number of sub-committee meetings. 


Plan and Scope of Survey 


The Church appropriated only $1,000 to defray the expenses of this survey. 
Hence it was impossible for the Committee to make any personal visitation and 
inspection of the various school plants owned or subsidized by the Church. 
This would, of course, have been highly desirable. The Committee has, how- 
ever, gathered considerable data concerning our schools and given careful con- 
sideration to the present status of our educational system, the general and 
specific objectives of our institutions of learning, the needs of the Church, a 
constructive and adequate program to meet these needs, the ability of the 
Church to support an educational program, the question of ownership, admini- 
stration, number, and location of our educational institutions, the number and 
potential wealth of our constituency, and the changing conditions with respect 
to language and Church federation and consolidation, which may affect our 
future educational policy and program.

These papers were mimeographed and mailed out to members of the Com- 
mittee and Board of Education for study and comment. In addition to these 
assignments a number of matters were from time to time submitted to sub- 
committees for special study and report. 


Historical Background 


The history of the educational work of the Norwegian Lutherans in America 
constitutes an interesting and important chapter in American educational his- 
tory. It is impossible, however, in tbis report to do any more than merely in- 
dicate the general trend of development. No sooner had organized Church work 
begun among the Norwegian settlers before they began seriously to consider 
ways and means to provide their young people with facilities for obtaining a 
Christian education. Elementary Christian education was provided for in the 
home instruction, the parochial and vacation schools, and in the catechetical 
instruction preparatory to confirmation. But the need of institutions of higher 
learning was also soon keenly felt and steps were taken quite early to meet 
this urgent need. The first school of higher learning with which the Norwegians 
had any connection was the so-called Illinois State University, founded as an 
academy at Hillsboro, Ill., in 1839. It became a college in 1847 and was moved 
to Springfield in 1852. In 1855 the Lisbon Seminary, Lisbon, Ill., was opened, 
but closed its doors the following year. During the next two decades over 20 
schools were founded, among them being Augsburg Seminary, Luther College, St. 
Olaf College, Luther Seminary, and Red Wing Seminary. Since. 1890 about 
30 more schools have been established. Practically all of these institutions 
were founded by the constituent bodies now composing the Norwegian Lu- 
theran Church of America. Church consolidations and the rise of local high 
schools and consolidated schools, together with a number of other factors, have 
tended to reduce materially the number of academies during the past two or 
three decades. During all of these years of educational activity the Church has 
had two more or less clearly defined objectives in view, in establishing and 
maintaining schools of higher learning, a general objective and a specific one. 
The general purpose is to provide its young men and women with opportunities 
for the acquisition of a broad general culture on a thoroly Christian basis and 
permeated with a true Christian spirit, affording them an education and train- 
ing which would enable them to live exemplary Christian lives and render 
the highest and best type of service to God and humanity in both State and 
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Church. The specific purpose is primarily to provide for the training of well- 
qualified pastors, missionaries and teachers.

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The data of the above tables have been taken from a report prepared by the 
registrar of Luther Theological Seminary on the basis of the records in his 
office. The tables show at a glance the sources of student supply. 
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Problems Considered 


The principal problems considered by the Committee were the following, the 
solution of which in the Committee’s judgment is basic to a sound, adequate, and 
feasible educational policy for our Church. Specific recommendations are given 
under appropriate heads in Part II of this report. 

a) Definite objectives. Success of our educational system demands clear 
and definite objectives. ‘These should ever be kept before the consciousness of 
the officers and leaders in the Church and pressed home to our constituency. 
The Committee has endeavored to formulate these in the light of our past his- 
tory and the present and future requirements. 


b) A unified and progressive program. In order to attain the stated ob- 
jectives a unified and progressive educational program is necessary. Our edu- 
cational program has to a considerable extent been only piecemeal, insufficient 
attention having been given to the different stages in the development of the 
child and youth as progressive links in the unfoldment of the same individual 
life. There should be a unified and progressive intellectual and spiritual devel- 
opment in the life of every child and any adequate system of education will 
make ample provision for the different steps in this development as a unified 
whole. 

c) Ownership and control of educational institutions. The policy of owner- 
ship and control of educational institutions finally adopted by the Church will 
materially affect the successful carrying out of any educational policy. The Com- 
mittee has, therefore, given serious and careful attention to this vital problem, 
but unfortunately has no solution to offer at this time. 


d) Number and location of institutions. The former bodies which now con- 
stitute our Church naturally planted institutions without reference to the loca- 
tion of similar institutions maintained by the other two bodies. Hence we find 
institutions formerly belonging to Hauge’s Synod, the Norwegian Synod, and the 
United Lutheran Church located within competitive proximity of one another. 
In some cases relocation seems imperative. Furthermore, the question of the 
number of institutions which our Church is able to support is pressing for solu- 
tion. The questions involved in determining the number and proper location of 
our educational institutions have been among the most difficult with which 
the Committee has had to deal. 3 


e) Financial Support. The problem of financing our educational program 
is the most difficult one confronting the Church at the present time. How to 
square the needs of our present institutions with the apparent sustaining power 
of the Church has been the most challenging proposition confronting the Com- 
mittee. The solution offered is the best that the Committee is at present able to 
propose. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 


In this part of its report the Committee respectfully submits its findings and 
recommendations. They are based upon such investigations as the time and 
means at the disposal of the Committee permitted, careful consideration of the 
data ascertained, and the needs and best interests of the Church. The Com- 
mittee does not feel constrained to support its recommendations with any ex- 
tended arguments, but deems it advisable to accompany the more important re- 
commendations with a brief motivation in order to intimate in a general way 
the premises upon which they rest and to aid in bringing about an intelligent 
consideration of them. The specific recommendations are presented in such form 
that upon adoption by the Church they become resolutions or decrees of the 
Church itself. It is earnestly recommended that the report be considered in 
whole directly by the Convention, without being partitioned and distributed 
among a number of Convention reference committees, since such committees in 
the very nature of the case can give only superficial and hasty consideration 
to the various proposals made, while back of every recommendation made by 
an investigating commission there is necessarily careful and deliberate consid- 
eration of the facts involved in the cases dealt with and the bearing of these 
facts upon the solutions offered. 
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Educational Objectives 

The Committee holds that the Divine Plan provides for the extension of tne 
Kingdom of God and the sustaining and development of the members thereof 
thru the work of the ministry of teaching and preaching. The rank and file, 
the spiritual priesthood of believers, shall be trained for Christian living and 
general Christian service in the State and the Church, and those members who 
are called to serve as teachers, ministers, missionaries, and leaders in the work 
of the Kingdom are to be specially trained for these specialized forms of service. 
This is in agreement with the traditional position of our Church as shown 
in its confessions, the historical documents relating to the founding and main- 
tenance of our educational institutions, and the unfolding of our educational 
consciousness. The Committee, therefore, recommends the adoption of the fol- 
lowing declaration of general and specific educational objectives: 

The Church recognizes as its general and specific educational objectives the 
following: 

General Objectives 

1. So to nurture, educate, and train the child that it may grow into man- 
hood or womanhood without having known itself to have been anything but the 
child of God, unfolding and firming its spiritual life, helping it to live the 
highest type of Christian life and sharing to the fullest possible extent in the 
privileges and blessings as well as the obligations of the Kingdom of God 
thruout the various stages of its development. 

2. To train the child for the functions and obligations of occupational and 
institutional life, so as to enable it to live and serve as a Christian in the vari- 
ous stations of life, economic, home, church, and citizenship. 


Specific Objectives 
1. To train men for the Christian ministry and men and women as Chris- 
tian missionaries ‘and for Christian social service. 
2. To train men and women for positions of leadership in the congregations 
and the General Church and teachers for the educational work of the Church, 
elementary, secondary, and higher. 


Educational Program 


The successful attainment of these objectives requires a carefully planned, 
thoroly unified, and progressively built-up system of Christian education, pro- 
viding for the Christian education and training of the child from infancy to 
maturity. This system must be properly administered, adequately supported, 
and efficiently manned. Such a system must take into consideration the educa- 
tional situation such as it exists at the present time. We have no parochial 
schools, schools that impart both secular and religious instruction, and are, 
therefore, dependent upon the public schools for the elementary secular 
training of our children. The large majority of our children of high school age 
attend the local high school and only a comparatively small percentage our 
Church academies. Furthermore, an increasingly large number of high school 
graduates among our young people attend state institutions. Yet it must be 
recognized that Christian religious education is a necessary complement of se- 
cular education, an integral part of a well-rounded and complete 
education. It follows, therefore, that the local congregation must supply 
the religious element in education thru suitable agencies and appropriate 
means for all the children of the elementary grade and a very large per- 
centage of the children of high school age, and that the General Church must 
provide in an adequate manner for the religious instruction and guidance of the 
large number of its young men and women attending tax-supported institutions 
of higher learning. In order to provide adequately for its own needs, the Church 
must also maintain secondary and higher schools to secure the necessary SUD- 
ply of properly trained teachers, pastors, missionaries, and leaders, and furnish 
ample opportunity for as many of its young people as desire or may be induced 
to seek their secondary and higher education in institutions maintained by the 
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Church. In view of these facts the Committee recommends the following educa- 
tional program: : 

In order to attain the aforementioned objectives the Church commits itself 
to the following comprehensive and constructive educational program: 

1. A definite congregational program of religious education providing for 
proper administration, adequate equipment, trained teaching force, and neces- 
sary financial support. In this home or congregational program of religious edu- 
cation steps shall be taken to develop and utilize the various educational agen- 
cies, such as the Sunday school, the Week-day school, the Vacation school, 
the Saturday school, the confirmation instruction, and public cate- 
chization at church services in the highest possible degree. The Church ap- 
proves of the congregational and denominational types of Week-day school only, 
since the community type renders it impossible for Lutheran congregations to 
maintain their confessional position and to control the character of the 
teachers employed, the subject matter taught, and the principles and methods 
of teaching. 

2. A definite program of fostering, directing, and financing elementary 
Christian education by the General Church, with an adequate number of prop- 
erly trained and qualified general and district workers. The educational pro- 
gram outlined in this and the preceding section shall be under the direction of 
the Board of Elementary Christian Education. 

8. Adequate provision for the religious instruction and pastoral care of our 
young people at tax-supported institutions of higher learning either in conjunc- 
tion with other Lutheran bodies or alone, as the Board of Education may deem 
most expedient in each particular case. This work shall be established and car- 
ried out under the auspices of the Board of Education. 

4, The Church shall maintain an adequate number of secondary schools of 
the academy-junior college type properly located and efficiently manned and 
equipped. 

5. The Church shall maintain in the highest degree of efficiency its four 
present colleges. 

6. The Church shall maintain its present Theological Seminary in the 
highest degree of efficiency for the training of pastors and missionaries. 


Ownership and Control 


There is at present considerable confusion in the policy of the Church with 
respect to the ownership and control of the educational institutions maintained 
by it. Some institutions are owned and controlled by the General Church, two 
by the South Dakota district, one by a corporation whose constituency is limited 
to the North Dakota and Northern Minnesota districts, while others are main- 
tained by local corporations which, nevertheless, look to the General Church for 
financial and moral support. The Committee is of the opinion that a uniform 
system of ownership and control without any delimitation of territory in favor 
of any particular institution would serve the best interests of both the Church 
and the various educational institutions. It is the unanimous opinion of the 
Committee that the four senior colleges, at least, should sustain the same rela- 
tion to the Church as to ownership, control, territory, and financial support. 
The Committee has not, however, been able to formulate any definite policy with 
respect to the ownership and control of the educational institutions supported 
by the Church. The question of ownership and control, a question of the utmost 
importance to the successful carrying out of any educational program is, there- 
fore, still an open question. 


Number and Location of Educational Institutions 
No problem has given the Committee more concern than the determination 
of the number and location of educational institutions, particularly those of 
the secondary type. It has been the most delicate and vexing problem with 
which the Committee has been called to deal. The number and location of the- 
ological seminaries and colleges, the Committee considered a settled question for 
the present tho there has been some sentiment expressed for the location of a 
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theological seminary in the far west and another in Canada. With our secon: 
dary schools, however, the situation is entirely different. The Committee is cog- 
nizant of the fact that the academies have rendered the Church a service of 
inestimable value in the past, and there is no disposition on its part to deal ar- 
bitrarily with any institution nor propose any unnecessary reduction in numbers. 
On the contrary, the Committee would like to perpetuate as many of the acade- 
mies, raised to the junior-college type, as possible in the highest state of effi- 
ciency. It has had the best interests of the Church and its program of secon- 
dary education in view as well as the financial carrying power of the Church. In 
the judgment of the Committee, it is better to have a limited number of prop- 
erly equipped and adequately supported institutions than many struggling and 
sorely pressed institutions within competitive distance of one another as is the 
ease at the present time. In making its recommendations as to the ultimate 
number, type, and location of secondary institutions to be maintained, the Com- 
mittee has taken into consideration the desirability of granting all the institu- 
tions, at present operating, ample time to adjust themselves to the proposed new 
order of things, wherefore appropriations are recommended for all of them for 
the next biennium. 

Our Lutheran Church has a great and increasingly important educational 
work to perform. It therefore follows that the Church should at all times, in 
rede to the need, make provision for a variety of types in the educational 

eld. 

The latest and most important movement educationally is that of the junior 
college. In view of the far reaching spread of this type of institution it is 
recommended that junior colleges be developed as circumstances warrant and 
as such colleges fill an educational need. Such junior colleges may vary in type 
according to location and according to the special service they may feel called 
on to make to the Church and to the community. It is the opinion of the Com- 
mittee that the time of the academy, as such, is passed, due to the rise of the 
local high school and the educational facilities it affords, and that a junior col- 
lege, embracing the first two years of college work, cannot be successfully main- 
tained by itself in our Church. Hence it is recommended that the secondary 
schools to be maintained by our Church in the future shall be of the academy- 
junior college type, that is, institutions embracing the regular four-year academic 
course and carrying two years of college work, namely, the junior and sopho- 
more years. The junior colleges should not be permitted to expand into senior - 
colleges. 

On the basis of the foregoing premises, the Committee recommends the adop- 
tion of the following resolutions: 

Be it resolved by the Church with respect to secondary schools: 


1. That the following institutions shall be maintained as secondary schools 
of the academy-junior college type. 

Red Wing Seminary, Red Wing, Minn. 

Pacific Lutheran College, Parkland, Wash. 

Clifton Lutheran College, Clifton, Texas. 

Spokane Lutheran College, Spokane, Wash. 

Waldorf Lutheran College, Forest City, Iowa. 

Park Region Luther College, Fergus Falls, Minn. 

The Church recommends, however, that Park Region Luther College and Con- 
cordia College, Moorhead, Minn., seriously consider the advisability of their 
amalgamation as an ultimate policy. 

One school in the Eastern district, the location and the problems involved in 
the school question of the Hastern district to be referred to that district’s meet- 
ing for determination, subject to the approval of the General Church. 

One school in Canada, the location and the problems involved in the school 
question of Canada to be referred to that district’s meeting for determination, 
subject to the approval of the General Church. 

2. That Luther Academy, Albert Lea, Minn., be combined with such institu- 
tion as its corporate body may decide, and that Madison Normal School, Madi- 
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son, Minn., be combined with Augustana College and Academy, Sioux Falls and 
Canton, South Dakota. 

3. That appropriations be made for the support of all the preseneN secon- 
dary schools of the Church for the next biennium in order that they may prop- 
erly adjust themselves to the proposed new order. It shall be the duty of the 
Board of Education to carry out the policy of the Church with respect to the 
secondary schools in such a manner that the number of schools voted in Sec- 
tion I of these resolutions shall have been reached in 1930. 

Financial Support of Educational Institutions 

It is the opinion of the Committee that for the next few years until the 
Church may otherwise decide, the educational budget, exclusive of the appropria- 
tions made for elementary Christian education, should not,exceed $300,000 per 
annum, but owing to the present financial situation it is deemed advisable that 
the budget, for the coming biennium, exclusive of appropriations for elementary 
Christian education, should not exceed the sum of $275,000. In view of the 
promises made to the secondary schools by the Church in 1925 (See Report pp. 
200 and 266), it is the opinion of the Committee that a campaign for raising en- 
dowments for the secondary schools should be put on in 1930. The Committee, 
therefore, recommends the adoption of the following resolutions: 

Be it resolved by the Church with respect to the financial support of the edu- 
cational institutions of the Church, 

1. That a normal budget of $300,000 per annum be established for general 
education, exclusive of elementary Christian education, until the Church may 
otherwise decide. This amount shall not be construed to include such appropri- 
ations as may be made for buildings and liquidation of debts. 

2. That for the next biennium the budget shall not exceed the sum of 
$275,000, exclusive of appropriations made to elementary Christian education. 

3. That this amount shall be apportioned among the different educational 
institutions as follows:

4. That an endowment campaign for secondary education shall be put on by 
the Church in 1930. 


MISCELLANEOUS RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. Board of Education and Executive Secretary 


(a) The Board of Education shall consist of the same number of members 
and they shall be elected in the same manner as at present. (b) The Board 
shall have an executive secretary who shall devote all his time to the duties of 
his office. 
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2. Theological Seminary 


The theological seminary is the chief and highest educational institution of 
our Church. It is the only professional institution maintained by the Church. 
and upon it she depends for her supply of ministers and missionaries and to a 
very large extent for her leadership. It follows, therefore, that it should be 
given first consideration in our program of higher education both in the matter 
of teaching staff and equipment. Hence, the Committee makes the following 
recommendations with respect to the Theological Seminary: 

a) That the building program as authorized by the Church at its general 
meeting in 1926 (Report, pp. 259, 260, and 262) be carried out at the earliest 
possible date in order that the important work of the Seminary be not unduly 
handicapped by lack of adequate buildings and equipment. (Since this matter 
will be presented in appropriate form by the proper body, the Committee pre- 
sents it here simply as its own recommendation as an endorsement of the Semin- 
ary building project.) 

b) The Church shall provide suitable candidates for future theological pro- 
fessorships by encouraging properly qualified graduates of the Seminary to 
pursue post-graduate studies, such men to receive appointments as assistants at 
the Seminary as needed, provided they have had at least three years of actual 
experience in the ministry. These appointments shall be made by the Board of 
Education on the recommendation of the Theological Faculty for a term of 
one year at the time, and shall entail no promises or obligations on the part of 
the Church or the Seminary as to subsequent election to full theological pro- 
fessorships. 

c) The Theological Faculty conjointly with the Church Council and the 
Board of Education shall arrange the courses of study at the Seminary in ap- 
propriate related groups or departments, assigning specific chairs to the indi- 
vidual members of the Faculty, in order to encourage specialization in major 
fields of theology and secure the highest possible efficiency in the teaching work 
of the staff. Any person elected to a professorship at the Seminary in the fu- 
ture shall be elected for a specific chair for which he possesses special fitness. 


3. The Colleges 


a) Until the Church otherwise decides, the attendance of St. Olaf College 
shall be limited to 1,000 students and the attendance at Luther College, Augus- 
tana College, and Concordia College to 500 students. 

b) There shall be established at the colleges of the Church training courses 
for administrative officers, social workers, and directors of religious education. 

c) The Board of Education shall encourage and assist, in such manner as 
it deems advisable, graduates of our colleges to do graduate work in this coun- 
try and abroad, in order that promising and dependable young men and women 
may be trained for teaching positions in our educational institutions. 


4. The Seminary and the Colleges 


The question of establishing a senior college in connection with the Seminary 
in order to provide an adequate pre-theological preparation of candidates for 
the ministry was carefully considered by the Committee. But the Committee 
is of the opinion that the cause and interests of the Church are best served by 
keeping the Seminary and the colleges linked in close co-operative relationship 
to secure an adequate number of properly trained men for the ministry. During 
the past two years conferences have been held by the presidents of the colleges 
and the theological faculty regarding pre-theological training which have re- 
sulted in a closer co-operation between these institutions and a better under- 
standing and appreciation of the problems involved in ministerial supply and 
training. In order to promote still further a closer relation and co-operation be- 
tween the Seminary and the colleges, the Committee favors the establishment of 
exchange lectureships between the Seminary and the colleges. It, therefore, rec- 
ommends the adoption of the following resolutions: å 

a) The Church recognizes the value of conferences between the Seminary 
faculty and the representatives of the colleges with respect to ministerial supply 
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and training and hereby directs the Board of Education, through its chairman 
and secretary, to call such conferences annually at such time and place as may 
be most convenient to all parties concerned. y 

b) The Church approves the idea of establishing exchange lectureships by 
and between the Seminary and the colleges and urges the proper authorities of 
these schools to take the necessary steps to establish such lectureships. 


5. Retirement of Professors 


The Committee has also considered the question of automatic retirement of 
professors upon the attainment of a certain age and is of the opinion that the 
Church should take some action in this matter in justice to the professors, 
schools, and school management concerned. In order to relieve both professors 
and school authorities of embarrassment in these matters and to insure justice 
to those who have faithfully and self-sacrificingly served the Church and its 
schools throughout the active and productive part of their lives, the Committee 
offers the following resolution for adoption: å 

The Board of Education is hereby authorized and divected to prepare and put 
into operation a plan for the automatic retirement of professors and instructors 
at our Church schools upon the attainment of the age of 70 years providing 
for an annual stipend of not to exceed 50% of the average annual salary 
received during the five year period next preceding the year of retirement, pro- 
vided that the party concerned has been serving the Church at any of its schools 
for an aggregate period of at least 25 years. In case such party has served 
less than 25 years in such capacity, his stipend shall be proportionately less. 


6. Disposal of Luther Seminary Property at Hamline 


The Committee is of the opinion that the Seminary property at Hamline 
should be disposed of as soon as possible and that the proceeds be applied to 
the Seminary building fund. It therefore recommends the adoption of the fol- 
lowing resolution: 


Be it resolved by the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America that its Board 
of Trustees be and hereby is duly authorized and directed to sell and dispose of 
the Luther Seminary property, also known as Hamline Seminary and situated 
on the corner of Capitol and Sheldon avenues, St. Paul, Minn., at the highest 
and best price and on the best terms obtainable and to execute the proper legal 
documents of conveyance to the purchaser, the proceeds of said sale to be ap- 
gee to the building fund of Luther Theological Seminary, St. Anthony Park, 
St. Paul.

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REPORT FROM BOARD OF HOME MISSIONS 
AND 
CHURCH EXTENSION 
1927 


THE DEPARTMENT OF HOME MISSIONS: 


The Board of Home Missions held two meetings during the year 1927, one 
on March 29-30 and one on September 21st. The Executive Committee held 
meetings on July 22nd and October 18th. 


THE FIELD az 


The field includes the nine districts, together with the American Lutheran 
Conference. The latter has its own president, officers and Mission Committee. 
The field also includes the following missions: Seamen's, Indian, Eskimo, Im- 
migrant, Deaf & Blind, as well as the Evangelistic work and Church Extension. 

The Book Mission, to which the Home Mission appropriates $500.00 yearly, 
has its own managing board. 


SEAMEN’S MISSIONS 


Our Church conducts the following Seamen's Missions: Wast Boston, Mass., 
Galveston, Texas, San Francisco, Calif., Seattle, Wash., Vancouver, B. C., and 
Ketchikan, Alaska. i 


Ea. Boston, Mass. 


The year 1927 has showed a continual growth in attendance at our Seamen's 
Mission. 14,803 sailors visited our Mission. During the winter months Rev. 
Axel Bergh, the pastor, has had special classes in English for the boys. He has 
also led a male choir made up of sailors. The Christmas cards which were sent 
out last year have brought quite a financial help. We ate very thankful to the 
many friends of this mission who in this manner have come to the assistance 
of the work. Pastor Bergh serves both as mission superintendent and pastor 
for the local congregation. 


Galveston, Texas 


Rev. E. Bonnevie Kluver, Seamen's Pastor, reports that the past year was 
‘one of the poorest years in shipping that Galveston has seen for a long time. 
Still, 85 Norwegian ships, 17 Swedish and 31 Danish ships visited the port of 
Galveston, aS well as a large number of American ships and of other nationali- 
ties. 

Work on the new church was started the first part of this year and the 
church has now been completed. It was dedicated the 25th day of March, 1928. 
This is a very nice building and includes a large reading room for the Seamen. 


San Francisco, Cal. 


Rey. O. Gronsberg is in charge of this Mission. Four services a week have 
been conducted in the chapel. 60 hospital visits were made, where about 2,500 
seamen received spiritual help. 185 visits were made to ships in the harbor. 
The number of sailors visiting the mission was about 146,590, the largest in the 
history of the Mission. With the co-operation of the Lutheran Welfare Agency 
$1,500.00 has been used for rooms and meals for needy Sailors and about $500.00 
has been loaned to poor or destitute seamen. Large sums of money have been 
left with the Mission for safe-keeping. Much money has also been sent to de- 
pendents in the old country. A permanent home is sorely needed for the work. 
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With the help of the people of San Francisco, it is hoped that we may get such 
a place in the not distant future. 


Seattle, Wash. 


Rev. E. B. Slettedahl is the Superintendent of the Seattle Seamen's Mission. 
He reports that the reading room has had approximately 163,000 visitors dur- 
ing the past year. 865 seamen have secured work thru the Mission without any 
employment bureau fee. During the winter months, from October to March, 
free instruction in English was given twice a week by three competent teachers. 
The Women’s Auxiliary of the American Legion provided the teachers. 

This Mission was instrumental in locating 34 seamen who had been reported 
missing or who had not been heard from for a long time. During the year the 
sum of $133,532.59 was received from seamen for safe-keeping. Likewise the 
sum of $139,606.13 was withdrawn, a large part of which was sent to dependents. 
In this manner the mission serves as a bank for the seamen and thereby helps 
them save thousands of dollars that otherwise might have been squandered. 

The reading room or chapel is becoming altogether too small, as the work of 
the mission is steadily growing. We are looking forward to the time when we 
shall be able to move to our new quarters located only a block away from our 
present home. 

God alone knows what has been accomplished in the hearts of the men 
who have visited the mission. But we are happy to say there have been many 
manifestations of the Spirit of God working in our midst and we have seen fruit 
from our labors. God be praised for it all! 


Vancouver, B. C. 

The Seamen’s Mission at Vancouver, under the supervision of Rev. O. Hagoes, 
was opened November 27, 1927. The short time it has been operated it has been 
richly blest by the Lord and the work is progressing nicely. From 70 to 80 men 
have visited. this Mission on week days. On Sundays over 150 have been pres- 
ent. On account of a very hard year for the seamen, we were obliged to pro- 
vide sleeping room for several poor men as well as give them something to eat. 
We have provided 1,140 free meals and more than 3,650 men have had free 
lodging. 

On account of lack of funds we have not been able to take over the rooms 
upstairs, but will do so as soon as the necessary funds are on hand. Then we 
shall be able to accommodate more seamen. 

The Church is indebted to the Committee in charge of this Mission for their 
untiring efforts and for splendid work done during the opening year. 


Fishermen’s Home—Ketchikan, Alaska 


The Mission at Ketchikan consists of a home for fishermen. Rev. J. M. Ads- . 
kim is superintendent of this Mission. He writes: 

“The year 1927 was a good year in spite of the total failure of the trapfishing 
which has affected the business of South Hastern Alaska to a great extent.” 

A great forward step was taken last year when a new addition to the Sea- 
men’s Home was built. It has a fully equipped and furnished 33 room hotel, two 
stores and a restaurant. During the past year $13,899.00 has been handled for 
safe-keeping for the fishermen and $16,409.00 has been sent to various points in 
United States, Canada and Scandinavia by the fishermen. 

Mr. Roy B. Olson who has been serving the congregation at Ketchikan has 
returned to resume his studies at Luther Seminary. Rev, O. Fosso has accepted 
a call as pastor of the church there. He expects to take up his duties within a 
short time. Both the congregation and the Ladies’ Aid have given material aid 
to the work of our Church at the fishermen’s home. For this generous support 
we are very thankful. deig” 

May the Lord continue to add His blessings to all our Seamen's Missions, 
our faithful workers and our sailor boys! May the spiritual blessings brought 
thru this activity to our seafaring men bring forth fruit unto eternal life! 
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Our Church conducts two Immigrant Missions, one at Brooklyn, New York 
and another at Winnipeg, Man., Can. 


Brooklyn, N. Y. 

The Mission at Brooklyn is known as “The Norway House” and is under 
the management of Rev. A. 0. Bjerke. 

The work has also this year been carried on with great blessing both to the 
immigrants as well as to the people to Europe. Among the 6400 immi- 
grants coming from Norway each year, the greater part come thru New York 
and our Immigrant Mission is therefore of great blessing to them. This Chris- 
tian home gives aid in many ways to the great number of newcomers who come 
to stay for a few days and then pass on to their new homes. They are indeed 
thankful for a place where they may feel at home and have safe lodging and 
spiritual care for a time. “4 

Devotions are conducted every evening, and on Thursday»evening a special 
service is held. These meetings are well attended. May the Lord continue to 
bless this mission! 


Winnipeg, Man., Can. 

Just recently the mission at Winnipeg has been established. The tremendous 
influx of our people from Norway into Canada has necessitated this move. Rev. 
T. J. Langley has been appointed to represent our Church in assisting the im- 
migrants to find localities where they may settle and enjoy the advantages of 
the Church. These great multitudes of our people coming to a strange and 
foreign country must be taken care of so they will not be lost for our dear 
Lutheran Church. 


Indian Mission 


Our Indian Mission conducts the work at the Bethany Indian Mission at 
Wittenberg, Wis., and also in the Indian settlement near the city. Prof. Axel 
Jacobson is the superintendent and Rey. T. M. Rykken the pastor. The Mission 
has this year also carried on a blessed work among the Indians entrusted to its 
eare. The work is going forward, especially among the children, who now 
number 135. At Bethany 7 were baptized and a class of 15 confirmed during 
1927. The work among the older Indians in the settlement has also progressed. 
The attendance upon services has been fair. 14 have received infant baptism 
and 4 burials took place. ~ 

We would plead with our many friends who have been so kind as to re- 
member us with generous gifts, that they also remember us the coming year. 
Many children are asking for admission to the Mission School. To meet these 
pressing demands necessitates the hiring of another teacher as well as the pur- 
chasing of more school supplies. Only added contributions will make it pos- 
sible to do this much needed work. 


Eskimo Mission - 


The Eskimo Mission conducts work at Teller, Igloo and Council, Alaska. 

Sister Magdalene Klippen who was stationed at Igloo has returned like- 
wise Sister Mabel Lien and Miss Martha Brennun, who both worked at Teller. 

Sister Anna Huseth and Miss Helen Frost are stationed at Teller. They are 
both doing faithful work among these people of the North. Last fall Rey. Dahle 
and family returned to Igloo to resume the work which they so dearly love. 
Leonard Sulogiack, a young Eskimo boy, has also the past year done some work 
among his people at Council. 

Sister Anna Huseth, who has been in the service longer than any of the 
other workers in the Eskimo Mission, is returning home this summer for a 
much needed rest. She went out to this field in the fall of 1919 and has min- 
istered faithfully to the Eskimos both physically and spiritually. 

Thru the friends of this Mission a fine heating plant as well as electric 
lights have been installed under the supervision and direction of Sister Anna 
Huseth. We want to thank everyone who has made it possible for us to make 
these improvements, thereby furthering the good work. ; 
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AS soon as the necessary funds are available our Ch 
Å urch plans to open a 
new station at Shismareff where we have many Eskimos who have been bap- 
tized by Pastor Brevig and other missionaries. They are praying and waiting 
that we may send them a missionary. 


Deaf and Blind Missions 


Our Church is doing a work among the deaf and blind at three important 
centers, viz., Faribault, Minn., Council Bluffs, Iowa and Sioux Falls, S. D. 


Faribault and Council Bluffs 


Rey. H. O. Bjorlie who is working among these unfortunate people at Fari- 
bault and Council Bluffs reports progress in the work. At Faribault religious 
instruction is given both on Saturdays and Sundays to all ages. The spirit 
among the deaf is exemplary. Pastor Bjorlie confirmed a class of 21 deaf and 
4 blind this year. 

At the Iowa School, Council Bluffs, Iowa, our missionary is privileged to 
visit twice a month and speak to all Protestant groups, numbering about 160. 


Sioux Falls 


f Rey. J. B. Rothnem has charge of the work at Sioux Falls. He meets with 
his classes every Monday during the school year. 18 children and young people 
ranging in age from 10 to 20 years have received instruction. There is also a 
Bible class of ten members. A class of 8 is being prepared for confirmation. 

May God continue to bless the work among these unfortunates. Pray for 
them ! 
The Book Mission 


Rev. Olaf Guldseth is laboring faithfully as the head of this endeavor. The 
work has also this year prospered and, we believe, borne much fruit. Thousands 
of booklets and pamphlets have been distributed. These pieces of religious 
literature have been of great aid to our pastors in their work and have brought 
a great deal of spiritual help and information to the people. We hope many 
more pastors and lay-people will make use of the Book Mission for the spread- 
ing of the Gospel message. 


The Evangelistic Work 


Rev. H. N. Rønning and Rev. T. Tjornhom, Mr. E. L. Scotvold and Mr. K. 
O. Lokken are laboring faitbfully to bring more spiritual life into our congre- 
gations. Their meetings have been well attended and the evangelistic work has 
indeed been a source of blessing to many souls. Many letters have been received 
from pastors where these men have worked, giving thanks to God and to the 
Church for the spiritual help these men have brought them and their people. 

There are so many invitations that it is impossible to take care of them all. 
May God bless this work abundantly to the salvation of many souls and to 
a firmer establishment of His Kingdom. 


The Church Extension Fund 


The Church Extension Fund is a most important factor in our Home Mission 
work, especially is this the case in our work in the cities. It is necessary, 
more than ever, to do effective Home Mission work in the city fields. These are 
the centers of population, and here we have the large numbers of unchurched 
people. It is also true that people are streaming to the cities as never before. 
Here they easily and quickly drift away from Christ and His Church. Here is 
now our most important as well as most difficult Home Mission field. 

The large number of applications, as well as the small contributions to this 
important fund, has again made it very difficult for the Church Extension Fund 
this year. On account of lack of funds it has been impossible for us to come 
to the assistance of several congregations who have been waiting a long time 
for some promised aid thru this Fund. 
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It must be clear to everyone who has some knowledge of the importance 
of Home Mission work for the future welfare of all our other activities, that 
a substantial Church Extension Fund is most necessary. There are so many - 
of our self-supporting congregations that do not contribute to this fund. What 
can be the reason? Is it due to lack of understanding as to the importance and 
use of this fund? Many of our congregations forget to do what the Church has 
decided, namely, to lift an offering for Church Extension every year. We urge 
most earnestly that every pastor and congregation give heed to the synodical 
resolution. 

We would also call to the attention of those congregations who have re- 
ceived loans from the Extension Fund, that they earnestly seek to meet the 
payments on those loans at the time agreed to. These are obligations that should 
be paid promptly. The fact that we are dealing with the Church and have 
the use of the money at a low rate of interest does not mean that we can 
be negligent in this matter. It should be a matter of honor to. redeem our 
pledges promptly. This will release funds that can be turned over to help others 
who need aid most urgently and thus relieve the present demands to some 
extent. Those who may have such loans that are due, will you not kindly come 
to our aid? 

To those who have contributed to this fund we extend our hearty thanks 
and sincere appreciation. May we all have a larger and clearer vision of the 
important part which Church Extension plays in the building of our Church 
and the extension of Christ’s Kingdom!

Committee No. 3, consisting of Pastors J. R. Lavik, Clarence Lee, R. O. 
Oefstedal, O. M. Grimsby, O. Svare, J. T. Borgen, C. S. Thorpe, and Martin 
Anderson, and Delegates Jens Sethney and B. O. Bakken, organized by electing 
Rev. J. R. Lavik Chairman, and Martin Anderson, Secretary. 

The Committee respectfully submits the following report: 


Sec. 1. The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America gives thanks to God 
for His blessing which has rested upon the work of Home Missions, and for 
the many open doors of opportunity for greater service which He has’ set 
before us. For all that He has given us grace to do, and for the prospect of 
greater usefulness we give Him humble thanks. 


The Church also thanks all those charged with the responsibility of super- 
vising the work of Home Missions for their faithful and conscientious work, 
the Home Mission pastors and other workers for their missionary zeal and 
self sacrificing labors, and all who with their prayers and gifts have supported 
this work. 

Sec. 2. The Church rejoices in the blessed work being done in its five Sea- 
men’s missions, and the Fishermen’s mission in Ketchikan, Alaska, and in the 
Immigrants’ mission in Brooklyn and Winnipeg. We thank God for the 
privilege of ministering to many thousands of seafaring men, fishermen, and 
immigrants through these mission stations, ; 

Sec. 3. The Church also rejoices in the fine work being done in the Beth 

Indian Mission, Wittenberg, Wis. Many more children KA asking for adm. 
sion to the Mission School. To admit these children would require adding an- 
other teacher as well as purchasing of more school supplies. Only added con- 
tributions can make it possible to do this. The Church, therefore, calls upon 
the many friends of the Bethany Indian Mission, if possible, to give it increased 
support. 
_ Sec. 4. The Church desires to thank the workers in this far-away mission 
field. The attention of our people is called to the fact that also in this field 
God has opened the door of opportunity for us, and there are those who are 
praying and waiting for the missionary to be sent them. 
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Secu sabe Church renders thanks that through its representatives, 
Påstorsg ils @: Bjorlie and B. J. Rothnem, it is privileged to minister to the 
deaf and the blind, and prays that God will continue to bless the work among 
these upon whom He, in wisdom and love, has laid a heavy cross. 

Sec. 6. The Church again calls to the attention of the pastors and all 
workers in the Church, the excellent booklets which may be obtained through 
the Lutheran Book Mission. As this literature is never sold, but given gratis 
to the asking, the congregations and their auxiliary societies are urged to ‘send 
contributions to the Book Mission. 

Sec. 7. The Church learns with gratitude to God of the interest shown in 
the work done by the four men whom it has called to do evangelistic work, 
and prays that God will use them mightily for stirring the children of God 
to greater devotion and for bringing back those in the far country of sin. 


See. Scar The Church learns with profound regret of the deficit of $23,888.91 
in the Home Mission Budget for the past year and that this makes further 
retrenchments in Home Mission work necessary. The minimum sum of $265, 
457.09 per year for the next biennium (which is $95,603.91 less than the amount 
approved by the Home Mission Board) is entirely inadequate for an aggressive 
Home Mission policy. Instead of expansion of the work it necessitates re- 
trenchment. 

Every district of the Church reports that opportunities are calling on every 
hand. God has placed many open doors before us. There is need of prompt 
action. Usually if the field is not cared for promptly the opportunity is gone 
forever. The Church with a sad heart contemplates the fact, that in the face 
of a great Home Mission opportunity, no forward step can be taken, due to 
lack of funds. Therefore, it appeals to all its congregations to rally with in- 
creased devotion about this cause. Especially it appeals to the 296 congrega- 
tions who made no contributions to the budget for Home Missions last year to 
look carefully into their status to see if their neglect in this regard can be justi- 
fied. There are vacant parishes to be supplied, new fields that should be entered, 
and living conditions should be made better for many of the Home Mission 
pastors already in the service. Therefore let us search our hearts that we may 
not shirk our responsibilities and leave to others our share of this task. Let 
us pray frevently that the time will come soon when the Norwegian Lutheran. 
Church of America may have an aggressive Home Mission policy. 

b) The Church asks the Home Mission Board and the District Home Mission 
Committees to give further study to the matter of discontinuing the support 
in fields that have proved to be unfruitful, and seem to have no future, that 
such support may be given elsewhere. 

c) The Church expresses its appreciation of the many Home Mission congre- 
gations which have made heroic efforts to become self-supporting. 

Sec. 9. a) A most vital factor in Home Missions is the Church Extension 
Fund. Every District Home Mission Committee is asking for loans from this 
Fund. There is a long waiting list and many have waited a long time. 

Therefore the Church expresses its thanks to the congregations who re- 
sponded to the call for a Church Extension offering, so that the sum of $11, 
009.86 was received from this source, a substantial increase over previous years. 
The Church also expresses its gratitude for the sum of $1,654.79 received for 
this purpose through legacies and bequests. 

The Church again calls to the attention of all its congregations the request 
that our annual offering for the Church Extension Fund be given each year, 
either on Sexagesima Sunday, or the ninth Sunday after Trinity, or on_some 
cther day that may be preferred. If the annual offering for the Church Exten- 
sion Fund becomes a general practice throughout the Church, in the course 
of a few years it would grow to a substantial sum. å ; 

b) As soon as conditions permit, the Church shall include in the annual 
budget an appropriation for the Church Extension Fund. 4 

c) The Church earnestly requests that the Church Extension Fund be re- 
membered in the legacies and bequests of its members.

A— ARBEIDET UTE 
Ved Helge Høverstad 


Aaret 1927 vil gaa ind i vor missionshistorie som et merkeaar, og det for 
alle vore tre missionsmarker. 


Kina 


Det at størsteparten av alle missionærer i Kina maatte forlate landet, gjør 
1927 til merkeaar for den mark. 

I aarevis hadde det lydt: Nu vaakner Kina. Sidste aar vaaknet Vesten og 
resten av verden op til det faktum at nu var Kina fuldt vaaken. Det krævde 
sin plads blandt de selvstændige nationer. Væk med de ulike traktater, væk 
med al fremmed diktat og herredømme i vore egne affærer. I dette var og er 
hele Kina enig, trods det at det konservative norden og det mere liberale syden 
har ført og fremdeles ligger i krig med hverandre. 

I januar 1926 kom krigen til Sinyang og fortsatte resten av aaret. Indi- 
mellem slagene og det som krig skulde være, för røverbander omkring og gjorde 
det usikkert for liv og eiendom. Det var vanskelige dage for vore missionærer, 
men de holdt ut paa sine stationer. 

Saa kom 1927. I pakt med den nye tids tanker drog nationalisthæren sei- 
rende nordover. Løsenet var: Kina for kineserne! Væk med de fremmede og 
deres herredømme! Antipatien mot de fremmede blev sterk. Hertil kom den 
antireligiøse bevægelse, bragt dit av russiske kommunister og ådoptert av dan- 
nede kinesere som ved Vestens høiere skoler var blit fritænkere. Det blev dob- 
belt vanskelig for missionærene i indlandet. 
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I slutten av januar kom der bud fra konsulen at alle utlændinger i indlan- 
det, specielt kvinder og barn, maatte komme ind til byene, hvorfra de paa et 
øiebliks varsel kunde komme væk. 

Paa. en speciel konferanse i Hankow i slutten av mars besluttet vore 
missionærer at hvis ikke stillingen bedredes til midten av mai, skulde kvinder 
og barn reise tilbake til Amerika. Stillingen var kritisk. Imidlertid kom 
sammenstøtet i Nanking, hvor en amerikaner dræptes. Det blev radiografert 
til Peking og tilbake til Hankow. Klokken 2 eftermiddag samme dag kom 
konsulens ordre at missionærene maatte komme sig ned til sjøbyene. Man fryg- 
tet for massemyrderi av utlændinger. Flodbaat laa færdig og de fleste av vore 
missionærer maatte i hu og hast reise — ned til Shanghai. Senere kom de 
tilbake til Amerika. Tre og otti voksné og vel saa mange barn kom hjem. 
Dette bragte en svær uforutset utgift paa vor mission, over femti tusen dollars. 
Mere end en tredjedel av det er laan fra forskjellige fonds derute. Somme av 
disse er fonds som vor mission derute bestyrer, men ikke eier. Med Miss Olive 
Christensen, som i februar iaar reiste tilbake for at arbeide i Det lutherske 
hjem i Hankow, er der nu fjorten av vore missionærer i Kina. 

Det er klart og det er stort hvorledes Gud i naade bevarte alle vore mis- 
sionærer igjennem alt, baade de som kom hjem og de som blev tilbake. Tak 
Herren! 


Arbeidet 


Med 18 studenter blev seminaret i Shekow aapnet igjen i oktober 1927, og 
har uforstyrret kunne fortsætte siden. Studentflokken, som viser alvor og in- 
teresse, gir godt haab. Ved denne skole er der iaar seks studenter fra The 
United Lutheran Church forenede lutherske kirkes mission i Nordkina. Denne 
Mission har meldt sig ind i Den lutberske kirke i Kina. 

Miss Olive Hodnefield har begyndt en bibelskole i Fancheng. Ellers er alle 
andre skoler for tiden lukket og blir saa indtil normale tider og forhold igjen 
blir raadende. 4 

Siden missionærene maatte forlate sine stationer er det indfødte arbeidere, 
prester, evangelister, lærere, bibelkvinder, etc., som har utført det arbeide som 
har været gjort ved stationene. En del av vore kvindelige missionærer er nor- 
ske borgere, og de har under hele krisen i Kina hat mere frihet til at reise og 
komme end de som var amerikanske borgere. De er nu tilbake til sine sta- 
tioner. Fra Hankow har vor missions superintendent og andre av vore mænd 
foretat reiser utover vor mark, hat møter med de kristne og de indfødte ar- 
beidere og saaledes ført tilsyn med arbeidet. Disse inspektionsreiser er alt 
hvad den amerikanske konsul hittil har tillatt. 


Stationer og skoler røvet 


En mængde stationer og skoler har lidt overlast, hus er ramponert og indbo 
stjaalet og ødelagt. Missionærene, mange av dem, reiste til Hankow og tok 
med sig kun det nødvendige for en tre dages konferanse. Over hals og hode 
maatte de derfra reise videre. Mange av dem har nu for anden og tredje 
gang mistet alt de hadde. Hvor meget tap de og missionen har lidt, kan endnu 
ikke oplyses. Erstatningsspgrsmaalet er et vanskelig og endnu uløst spørsmaal. 


Krisens resultat og utsigtene nu 


For den kristne kirke påa marken har den været en rensende ild. “Ris- 
kristne” er renset ut, de egte og sande kristne er blit helliget og befæstet. Kirken 
er blit mindre i antal, men større i kraft. Og for missionærene har trængsels- 
tiden heller ikke været frugtløs. Har den tat paa legemets og tankens kræfter 
— og det har den — saa har de ogsaa erfart Aandens og himmelens kræfter. 

Om utsigten for arbeidet fremover er det endnu for tidlig at si meget. 
Ifølge Guds løfter og kirkens historie kan det i sin almindelighet sies: de er 
lyse. Altid var det slik: Efter hver krise og forfølgelse skjøt kirken ny og 
kraftig vekst. Kirken har altid magtet at indordne sig under nye forhold og 
nye tider. Den vil og gjøre det i Kina. Arbeidet maa omlægges en del, for- 
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andring av metoder blir nødvendige; det ser man, men just hvorledes er endnu 
ikke helt klart. 


Det er problemer som kinamissionærer og missionsbestyrelser hjemme endnu 
arbeider med. Gud vil nok lede sit folk til sine planer. 


Vore missionærer samlet til en konferanse i Hankow 18de til 23de januar 
1928 ber om at en del missionærer blir sendt tilbake til høsten. 


Missionens anledning i Kina kommer nok. Derom kan vi være forvisset. 
Med den erfaring og kundskap den kinesiske krise har bragt baade missions- 
kirken, de kinesiske kristne og hedningene med, vil Herrens gjerning igjen 
blomstre i Kina, og det som aldrig før. Det vil vise sig at trods alt og igjen- 
nem alt var Herrens ledende aand og haand, og at krisen bar i sig skjult vel- 
signelse. Maa ogsaa vor kirke være færdig og værdig at gaa ind i det nye 
Kina aed livsens legedom for denne myldrende masse med de mange mulig- 
heter ! 

Madagaskar 


For denne mark er det et merkeaar i en dobbel henseende. 

Først — et maal vi med haab og glæde har set fremover mot er nu praktisk 
talt naadd: Den hele marks besættelse med missionærer, det vil si mandlige 
missionærer; kvindelige arbeidere trænges der endnu. Dette betyr ikke at der 
ikke fremdeles maa sendes en del mandlige nye arbeidere til Madagaskar. Nye 
maa utfylde eftersom pladsene blir tomme. 

Det andet, som gjør aaret til et merkeaar, er arbeidets fremgang — frug- 
tene. Aldrig i denne missionshistorie har noget aar vist saa opmuntrende re- 
sultater. Det sidste aar er der døpt over 700. Paa en station er der døpt 140, 
mere end dobbelt saa mange som aaret forut. Officiel statistik og tilsynsman- 
dens indberetning er, naar dette skrives, endnu ikke mottat. 


Syd-Afrika (Schreuder-missionen) 

Paa aarsmøtet 1926 besluttet samfundet at overta denne mission. I 1927 
blev den legalt overdrat til Den Norsk Lutherske Kirke i Amerika. Derved blir 
aaret et merkeaar for denne mark. Paa bestyrelsens vegne reiste dr. J. R. 
Birkelund derut og fik denne sak ordnet. Angaaende denne sak og denne mark 
forøvrig henvises til hans indberetning og til supt. Johs. Astrups indberetning, 
trykt i “Lutheran Church Herald” for 1ste og i “Lutheraneren” for 30te mai, 
Her skal kun pekes paa følgende. I mange aar har de faa arbeidere der — 9 
i tallet — trofast strævd under mange forsagelser og indskrænkninger. Be- 
styrelsen gaar ut fra at naar nu samfundet har overtat den arbeidsmark, vil 
det selvfølgelig ogsaa paa forsvarlig maate ta sig av den. Den mark trænger 
først flere nye arbeidere. Følgende har antat kald dit: Pastor J. E. Farup 
og doktor Karl R. Lundeberg. Foruten en prest til trænges ogsaa en lærer for 
normalskolen, en agronom og et par sykepleiersker. En del nybyggning maa 
gjøres. Der kræves et adskillig større budget end før. 


Resultater av aarets arbeide 

Fra Kina har vi ikke faat nogen statistik for 1927. Som situationen har 
været gjennem aaret er det forklarlig og — undskyldende. 

At Guds ord, forkyndt av de indfødte arbeidere og av missionærene paa de- 
res besøk til stationene, ogsaa dette aar har baaret frugt er uten tvil. De 
kristnes glæde naar missionærene igjen kunde besøke dem, deres trang og hun- 
ger efter Herrens bord har været opmuntrende. Ogsaa det sidste aar er en 
del døpt. 

Dag Madagaskar: Da vi ikke har mottat nogen statistik eller samlet rapport, 
kan vi ikke gi nogen nærmere oplysning end den som ovenfor er meddelt. 

Fra Syd-Afrika (Schreuder-missionen) rapporteres følgende for 1927: Døpt 
532, konfirmert 194, altersgjester 3,554, gjennemsnit kirkesøkende 3,165 og kate- 
kumener 399. I skolene er der 1,381 barn. Menighetslemmer nu 6,775.

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Den finansielle situation 

Budgettet for hedningemissionen er aar for aar blit beskaaret fra $385,097.00 
i 1925 til $318,819.00 i 1927. Dette gaar ikke rette veien. For dem som paa 
nært hold ser trangen og anledningene, maa det være svært saart at se budgettet 
minke istedenfor vokse. Orker vort folk ikke mere eller er det hjertelag og 
vilje som mangler? ; 

Rigtignok spares der nu en del, siden saa mange av de hjemkomne kina- 
missionærer har tat op arbeide her hjemme; men det opveies igjen ved over- 
tagelsen av Schreuder-missionen i Syd-Afrika, ved tilbakebetaling av laan 
gjort i Kina, ved de mange missionærers hjemkomst og ved de reparationer og 
ekstrautgifter som blir nødvendige naar vi begynder at sende missionærer til- 
bake til Kina. 

Paa Madagaskar er stillingen værst. Saa lys og opmuntrende som stillingen 
ellers er naar de ser paa anledningene og frugtene, saa trist og tung er den 
naar de ser paa de utilstrækkelige stationsbidrag de har. Det bør ikke være 
saa. Vi haaber vort kirkefolk vil vise i gjerning at de bærer missionærene 
og deres gjerning paa hjerte. 

Da vi mennesker ikke ser længer end til nuet er det en vanskelig sak at 
lage budget for et par aar fremover. Efter bedste skjøn vil vi trænge et samlet 
budget paa $370,673.76 for 1929 og $372,783.76 for 1930. Hvad aarsmøtet be- 
vilger er en anden sak. 
Paa ferie, hjem og utreise 

Av kinamissionærer som kom hjem har somme optat prestekald, somme 
lærerposter og andre har tat op andet arbeide. 

For følgende var det deres regulære ferie: Fra Kina: Pastorene H. S. Fauske, 
J. E. Grønli og H. M. Nesse med familier, diakon K. Lillebergen og familie, 
likesaa diakonissene Flora Moe, Bergitha Nelson og Miss Bergliot Evenson. 

Fra Madagaskar er nu hjemme paa regulær ferie pastor Chr. Pederson og 
familie. Paa grund av hustruens sygdom er pastor B. M. Schrøder og familie 
kommet hjem paa ferie et aar før reglær tid, og pastor Olaf Carlson var syk 
og maatte bæres paa baare ombord i Ft. Dauphin. Han risikerte livet ved at 
komme den lange vei hjem for at bli operert. Glædeligvis er han nu noksaa 
bra igjen. Mrs. Schrøder er ogsaa bedre. 

Reist tilbake til Madagaskar i 1927: Pastorene G. Torvik, P. A. Bjelde og 
O. P. Stavaas med familier. Pastor K. Monsons ferie utløp i januar 1928 og 
er han med familie tilbake til sin mark.

Pastor Andrew Burgess, først kaldt som missioner til Kina, men som i 
længere tid hadde opholdt sig paa Madagaskar, antok i aarets løp kald til mis- 
sionær der. Miss Mayme Stevenson fortsatte til Madagaskar efter en tids 
ophold i Paris. Miss Agnes England og Miss Agnette Haugen, som siden ifjor 
har opholdt sig i Paris, fortsætter i sommer til Madagaskar. En teologisk 
kandidat, Fredrick Stang Hallanger, har antat kald som missionær til Mada- 
gaskar og reiser i sommerens løp til Paris for at sætte sig ind i det franske 
sprog.

The Board 


The two-year period since the last General Convention has been the most 
difficult in the history of our Mission, due primarily to the situation in China, 
which necessitated a large exodus of missionaries, and also to the many 
problems in connection with the transfer of the Schreuder Mission. 

The unforeseen expenditures caused the Board to apply to the Board of 
Trustees for a sum not to exceed $35,000, to be advanced if necessary. We are 
glad to state that our surplus for 1926 in the amount of $13,622.82 added to 
the income for 1927 carried us through without exceeding the budget. 

The Board extends its hearty thanks to all congregations, societies and 
individuals, who so faithfully have assisted the work by prayers and gifts. 

According to the Revised Rules for Foreign Missions adopted at the 1926 
Convention, two members of the Board are to be elected at this Convention for 
a period of six years, as the terms of Dr. J. A. O. Stub and Rev. S. O. Sig- 
mond expire. 

Allocation System 

The Board wishes to call attention to the following resolution presented 
by the Finance Committee for the consideration of the Convention: 

“Resolved that the Finance Committee submit to the Church the question 
as to whether it is the will of the Church that the plan of allocating shares 
of the budget to districts, circuits and congregations shall be continued as 
heretofore; or, whether the Church desires that the allocation system be dis- 
continued, that only the total sum needed by each of the activities be placed 
before congregations, and a general appeal made for free-will contributions.” 

So far as Foreign Mission is concerned, “the Board has always held that no 


apportionment should be made to the congregations” (see Annual Reports— 
1919, p. 82; 1923, Eng. Edition, p. 227; also 1926, p. 302). 


Mission Meetings 

Even with the large number of China missionaries at home, it has not been 
possible at times to meet all requests. This applies particularly to the late 
summer and fall months. For some Sundays during these months the Foreign 
Missions has had as many as sixteen representatives in the field, and while 
many of the meetings are announced for the purpose of assisting several or 
all activities of the Church, the Mission has always been willing and glad to 
send its representatives. We wish to emphasize this fact, because it is stated 
time and again that the Foreign Missions is so exclusive that it will not help 
any of the other activities. 


Two large Mission conferences were held during the year,—one at Port- 
land, Oregon, and one at Watertown, S. D. 


C—AMERICAN LUTHERAN MISSION IN SOUTH AFRICA 
(SCHREUDER MISSION) 


Lutheran Mission work in Natal and Zululand dates back to 1844, when the 
Rev. H. P. S. Schreuder arrived in Durban as the first missionary sent out 
from the Norwegian Church. The Mission he started and which thirty years 
later separated into two distinct societies, both conducted from Norway, has 
today a total of more than 20,000 Christians. Schreuder was also instrumental 
in organizing the Lutheran Mission in Madagascar, which now numbers over 
100,000 Christians in its three branches. 

The first baptism took place June 6, 1858,—just seventy years ago, when 
our Church meets in Biennial Convention here in Minneapolis. The seed had 
been planted and watered during fourteen long years, and it was a day of re- 
joicing both on the field and in the homeland when the first fruit of prayer 
and labor had been gathered into the Church.

God has in a wonderful way blessed the labors of many a faithful servant 
in these seventy years, and our Church rejoices because it has been permitted 
to have a small share in this work of bringing souls into Christ's Kingdom. 
For thirty-five years or more the Lutheran Church in America has subsidized 
this mission, and two men, educated in our colleges and seminaries, have for 
more than thirty years proclaimed the good tidings of great joy to the Zulu 
people. 

After several years’ deliberations, is was unanimously resolved at our last 
Convention that our Church takes charge of the Schreuder Mission and as- 
sumes all responsibility-as soon as the transfer of the Mission property can 
be completed. A transfer document was issued in my presence by the Mission 
Board in Oslo in September, 1926, and this Board will continue to function as 
a committee in order to preserve the interest among the old friends of the Mis- 
sion in Norway. 

Beginning January 1, 1927, our Church took charge of the Schreuder Mis- 
sion under the name adopted by the convention, “American Lutheran Mission 
in South Africa (Schreuder Mission).” The transfer of the properties on the 
field had not yet been completed, but information relative to this matter was 
expected within a few weeks. This, however, did not materialize, and as ad- 
ditional problems of various kinds presented themselves for solution, the Board 
deemed it advisable that a representative be sent out to the field to investigate 
and to act for the Board. The undersigned was elected and furnished with 
Powers of Attorney both from the Mission Board and from the Board of 
Leuistees. 

I spent two months on the field and visited all our main stations and a num- 
ber of outstations. Special meetings were held with evangelists and teachers, 
in addition to meetings with congregations, young people’s societies, schools, 
etc. A 4-day conference was held with our missionaries and all the native 
pastors (jointly and separately) to discuss problems and to take such actions * 
as deemed best for the advancement of the work. 

All the white missionaries are working hard, and it is not an 8-hour day, 
either. At Untunjambili, where the superintendent, Rev. Johannes Astrup, is 
located, it is absolutely impossible for one man to do what really is work for 
three or four men. In addition to the large mission station, with a number of 
widely separated outstations and an inadequate staff of native workers, he has 
an evangelist school to teach and a farm of three thousand acres to look after. 
Last, but by no means least, he is superintendent of the Mission, and as such 
he must necessarily spend a considerable part of his time away from his own 
station and other work. The work suffers and Rev. Astrup suffers. The Church 
cannot defend letting this state of affairs continue. If our work shall prosper, 
it is now absolutely necessary that Rev. Astrup be released as head of one 
particular station, and that he devotes his full time to superintend the Mis- 
sion, to travel about among stations and outstations, to guide, encourage and 
advise the workers. Rev. Astrup is exceptionally well-qualified for this work. 
He understands the natives and the natives love and respect him. 


There is considerable unrest among the natives in Africa, and not least in 
South Africa. Here, perhaps more than in any other continent, are found the 
materials for an interracial conflict between the white and the non-white worlds. 
The post-war world-wide movement for “self determination” found an echo 
here. A race consciousness is awakening and a nationalist movement attempts 
to link together all the black races throughout the continent. 

That the natives have many just grievances no disinterested person can 
deny. The native worker has in too many cases been underpaid, and the white 
man’s exploitation has caused distrust, dissatisfaction and antipathy in the 
black man’s heart and mind. 


A summary of the causes that are uniting natives in a common expression 
of their grievances may be found in a paper read before the Natal Missionary 
Conference by Mr. Jabavu, a South African native professor of Bantu lan- 
guages at the South African Native College, Fort Hare. 


He classifies the cause of unrest under 14 heads:

1. The economic pinch, bearing most hardly upon the native who has no 
effective means of securing alleviation. 

2. Successive droughts and the failure of crops, rendering native cultivation 
unprofitable and unpopular, whilst the provision of facilities for scientific agri- 
cultural training are disproportionate to the native’s share in taxation. 

3. Legislation, adopted without due reference to, or regard for, the opinion 
of natives whom it affects. 

4. Differentiation of punishment for black and white offenders by the De- 
partment of Justice. 

5. The ban of social inferiority under which natives are placed in their daily 
intercourse with persons of the white race. 

6. Indignities and disadvantages from which people of color suffer on rail- 
way travel. 

7. Bad conditions of native housing. 


8. Insecurity of land tenure. 


These eight points constitute the most serious grievances, but six other items 
are noted as contributing to the unrest: the attitude adopted by some mis- 
sionaries towards native staffs; low standards and inadequacy of educational 
facilities; inequality of opportunity and remuneration for native civil servants; 
the spread of Bolshevism and disruptive social doctrines; professional agita- 
tors, and the return of the Native Labor Battalion from France. 


In addition may be mentioned a heavy taxation, which has been openly 
urged as a means of driving the natives to work on the white man’s plantation 
or in the white man’s mine, and the so-called Color Bar Act of 1926 which at- 
tempts to keep the Zulu in a permanent inferior position in the labor world, 
and prohibits him from working at any trade for the white man. An industrial 
system that allocates employment on the basis not of capacity but of color is 
not only economically unsound but is morally indefensible. 


Hosts of new small sects have invaded South Africa. The idea of inde- 
pendent national churches has gained a hold on the natives, and the slogan, 
“Away from the white man,” is harped on incessantly by their leaders. 


Many missions, among them the Norwegian Missionary Society, have 
within the last year lost some of their ablest men and many other converts. 
Our field has not yet been touched to any large extent, and I believe it can 
be kept fairly intact if Rev. Johannes Astrup could devote his whole time as 
superintendent and visit the stations and outstations frequently. 


The oldest of our present stations is Entumeni, founded by Rev. Schreuder 
in 1852. It has a 200-acre farm, surrounded by a mission reserve of 6,000 
acres. It is now served by Rev. Ylvisaker who, with his family, came to South 
Africa from Madagascar about 3 years ago intending to leave for America by 
the first available boat. Mrs. Ylvisaker’s health was such that it was deemed 
imperative for the family to leave Madagascar at once. The American physician 
in Durban advised them to remain for some time in South Africa, as a con- 
tinued voyage was considered dangerous in Mrs. Ylvisaker’s state of health. 
The wonderful South African climate had a beneficial effect on Mrs. Ylvis- 
aker’s condition. Her health improved from week to week, and a final recom- 
mendation approved by the Board resolved in Rev. Ylvisaker’s transfer from 
the Madagascar field to South Africa. As he has not yet learned the Zulu 
language sufficiently to preach in same, the Mission is fortunate in having a 
native pastor at the main station and also several teachers who are well versed 
in English and who can thus interpret for Rev. Ylvisaker. 


‘This district has, in addition, three native pastors working at the many 
large and important outstations. 

I do not wish to pass Entumeni without mentioning the more than forty 
years of faithful and efficient service given this station by the venerable mis- 
sionary, the Rev. H. J. S. Astrup., Rev. Astrup is now residing at Eshowe, 
twelve miles from Entumeni, where he, in spite of his seventy-six years, has 
charge of a small congregation organized by himself many years ago. Next 
August 30th he may celebrate his seventy-sixth birthday. Would it not be 
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appropriate for the Church in convention assembled to send Rev. Astrup its 
greeting and appreciation? It may be the last opportunity. 

At Hlabisa, in North Zululand, Rev. H. Otte is stationed. He has been serv- 
ing this station since he in 1897 returned from America, where he received his 
college- and theological education. He is born and raised in South Africa. This 
field is in some respects more difficult than are the other station districts. A 
part of it is also less healthy, being in the lowlands close to the Indian Ocean; 
and while the mission station itself is located nearly two thousand feet above 
sea level, Rev. Otte has been obliged to spend days and weeks at a time in 
the lowlands, exposed to the malaria infection from which he has suffered 
considerably. Not having had a regular furlough and having lately undergone 
a surgical operation, from which he is recovering very slowly, and in recogni- 
tion of his long service, the Board has now requested him to take a year’s 
complete rest away from the field, in the hope that his strength and old vigor 
may be renewed. 

The fourth mission station, Biyela, is for the present served by a native 
pastor, Philip Xulu. Rev. Norgaard was stationed here until he retired a few 
years ago on account of old age. He is still living in South Africa and preaches 
occasionally. Rev. Xulu is doing faithful work, but is not able to cope with the 
situation alone, largely on account of difficulties which arose at the time of 
Rev. Norgaard’s retirement. The work is also handicapped by lack of suitable 
‘accommodations and buildings. 

The lady missionaries on our field must not be forgotten. In the order 
of the stations mentioned, we have at Untunjambili Miss Henninge Astrup. 
She divides her time between assisting her aged mother, Mrs. Nils Astrup, the 
bishop’s widow, and caring for sick natives. While she has had no special 
training for this work, she has by many years’ experience gained a knowledge 
of simple and safe remedies and has thus been able to give aid in a large num- 
ber of cases, even some of a serious nature. 

Mrs. Johannes Astrup is a very active worker. She is supervising the Girls’ 
Home and meets regularly with the. women in various “kraals.” As Rev. 
Astrup is away from the station a large part of the time, much additional work 
and many duties too varied and numerous to mention fall to her lot. 


I do not wish to omit the bishop’s widow, Mrs. N. Astrup. Her days of 
active service are past, but her labors of bygone days have been blessed and 
are still a blessing. Her life has been about equally divided between Norway 
and South Africa—forty years in Norway and forty-five in South Africa. She 
has one son and three daughters serving the Mission, to which she and her 
departed husband under many hardships—in the earlier days often in danger 
of their lives—willingly and gladly devoted themselves in the service of the 
Master. She has been permitted to live and see large fruits of their labor in 
God’s vineyard and is still in her Master’s work by serving Him with prayer 
night and day. Let us remember her in our prayers and in thanksgiving to 
Almighty God. 


At Entumeni Miss Caroline Astrup is the efficient head of the school and 
of the Girls’ Home. She can look back on 30 years’ faithful labor. Mrs. Falk 
Moe, who some years ago served the Mission, has been reengaged as station- 
and district-nurse. 

The Hlabisa Girls’ Home, has for about two years been supervised by Mrs 
H. Otte. A nurse, Sister Petrine Solvik, sent out from Norway, has just ar- 
rived to take over this work and to take care of sick natives. Stopping at Oslo 
on my return from South Africa, I had the pleasure of being present at a fare- 
pees Puan ned for Aiee Petrine. She is exceptionally well-recommended 

y the Mission friends in Norway and will be an ink i i 

the interest for the Mission. å Oorts Lia ak MR 
. The history of native education in South Africa is the history of South Af- 
rican Missions, for it is due entirely to the efforts of missionaries that natives 
receive any education at all. Nearly all the native schools are connected with 
the various religious bodies. The union government prefers to make grants in 
aid rather than to undertake education itself, It will pay the salaries of all 
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native teachers in mission schools under the following conditions: The Mis- 
sion shall supply the school building. There must be at least twenty-five pupils 
enrolled. The course of study outlined by the Educational Department shall 
be used. A log-book shall be kept showing the activities of the school. The 
standards of the Educational Department are to be strictly adhered to, and an 
inspector of schools will visit the school once or twice a year to offer sugges- 
tions and inspect the work. The Mission may have fifteen minutes for open- 
ing devotionals and thirty additional minutes per day for religious instruction. 
The teachers are to be engaged by the missionary in charge. He is to be the 
head of the school in all its activities. The Educational Department will also 
assist in purchasing equipment upon the recommendation of the school in- 
spector. 


The terms are liberal, very much so when compared with conditions on our 
other fields. 


Wherever it has been possible, our Mission has accepted government aid 
for the schools both at main stations and large outstations, and several years” 
experience has proved this to be a very happy arrangement and a distinct ad- 
vantage. Both Untunjambili and Entumeni rank high in the inspectors’ reports, 
and at Hlabisa a government-aided school was started last February after the 
summer. vacation, in accordance with a resolution unanimously adopted in the 
conference I had last November with all the missionaries. We need more 
qualified native teachers, and to obtain these our Mission has joined the Union 
Lutheran Normal School at Umpumulo. This institution has since 1912 been 
conducted jointly by the Norwegian Missionary Society, the Swedish Church 
Mission and the Berlin Mission, to which now our Mission is added. Young 
Zulumen and women are here educated to become teachers amoung their own 
people. The Board of Directors asks our Church to secure an additional teacher 
for the institution. I hope that a well-qualified man may soon be found for 
this important position. As soon as he has acquired the Zulu language, his 
salary will be paid by the government. This school is the only Lutheran Nor- 
mal school in the province of Natal (including Zululand). 

In addition to white missionaries, the principal need, as far as workers are 
concerned, is native pastors and evangelists. In the past these men have been 
educated by the missionaries, especially by Rev. H. J. S. Astrup at Entumeni. 
The total number of native pastors is eight. Seventy years after the first 
baptism on the field—only eight native pastors! There is a proportionately 
larger number of evangelists, but many of these have had very little training. 

In conference with all the native pastors and the missionaries, it was un- 
animously resolved to join the three above-mentioned societies in cooperative 
work at their theological seminary at Oscarsberg, beginning February this year. 
Three students have already entered and more will be ready when next term 
opens. 

There is also a cooperative evangelist school at another mission station, 
but for several reasons it was deemed advisable to postpone joining in this 
undertaking. 

Another crying need, if a strong native Church is to be built up, is for 
Christian literature. At present there are 244 African languages reduced to 
writing and in them are printed the whole of the Bible or portions. That has 
been almost entirely the achievement of missionary effort. The Bible is the 
text-book and literature of Africa. All other books written or translated and 
published in the Lutheran Church of South Africa could easily be carried in 
a pocket-handkerchief. So much time has been occupied by missionaries in 
direct evangelistic work and in the pressure of daily duties that a very insuf- 
ficient literature has been produced. In joining hands with the three above- 
mentioned societies, also in this enterprise, we may look forward to greater 
achievements. å 

Together with Rev. Johannes Astrup I visited the above-named institu- 
tions and also a number of mission stations of other societies in the Union of 
South Africa and in Rhodesia, both Scandinavian, English, German and 
French. 
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Our Mission, as a whole, has poorer buildings and equipments than most, 
if not all; of these. raus 

Most necessary repairs were ordered at once. The Entumeni Girls’ Home, 
to which the superintendent time and again has called attention in his annual 
reports, I found absolutely dangerous to-life and limb. Here Miss Caroline 
Astrup and twenty girls were trying hard to exist. It is certainly God’s special 
protection that has kept them from harm. A new building is now under way 
to acommodate twenty girls and the matron at a cost of $5,000. 


The Mission has now no debt. All bills for 1927 were paid or provided for 
while I was on the field. The Conference promises that it will not again exceed 
in any way the granted budget, unless special permission in very exceptional 
cases has been given by the Mission Board. The transfer of the property on 
the Mission field from Norway to America was connected with a tremendous 
amount of red tape. It was necessary to obtain advice and assistance from 
both the Norwegian and the American consul in Durban. It took two 
months before it was completed and recorded. The valtie of the mission 
property is, at a conservation estimate, $110,000. 


There is also need for a medical man on our field. The infant mortality is 
extremely high. It ranges from one-third to one-fourth of the children born. 
It might be expected that the adults who grew out of this sifting would be the 
strongest of mankind, but the mortality among them is possibly three or four 
times as great as in America. The causes are many: ignorance, insufficient and 
unsuitable food, bad water, unclean clothing, insanitary houses, dangerous in- 
sects, such as the mosquito carrying the malaria, the tsetse fly carrying the 
sleeping sickness, and last those contagious and infectious diseases which come 
with such virulence upon the people whose blood has not yet been acclimated 
to resist attack. 


The medical missionary by his healing work preaches sermons that will 
translate themselves into any language or, rather, that need no translation, 
since they speak the language of humanity and point to the Master who in- 
spired them. At some of the centers government physicians may be found, 
but as far as the natives are concerned; they are very often of little help. I 
shall refer to the superintendent’s report which appears in Lutheran Church 
Herald of May lst. He writes: “It has also been an ardent wish of mine that 
we might have a medical doctor in our Mission who could start a hospital, 
especially in the northern parts of our field where there is much sickness and 
where there is no hospital within a radius of a couple hundred miles. I sin- 
cerely hope that we will see the day when we have a hospital at Hlabisa under 
an American doctor and a couple of nurses.” 


When we visited the magistrate at Hlabisa and mentioned the possibility of 
a hospital, he expressed his great satisfaction and offered any assistance within 
his power. On my homeward journey I learned that there is a possibility of 
securing some government buildings for hospital purposes, but detailed in- 
formation relative to this has not come to hand at this writing. 


After a careful study of the map of missionary occupation in Natal, it will 
be readily seen that the field of expansion is limited with perhaps one excep- 
tion, but it is absolutely necessary that our forces be strengthened for intensive 
work. We do not need to travel very far from our stations before we may 
witness some of the most sickening and devilish forms of heathenism ever 
seen on this dark continent. There are thousands and thousands of heathens 
all about our stations who have not yet been touched and of whom many only 
have seen the very worst in the “white man’s civilization.” 


From my conversation with missionaries and government officials in 
Rhodesia, I am convinced that our Church will meet with a welcome there and 
within a short time receive recognition and a grant in aid for educational pur- 
poses. I believe an opening may be found between the Zambesi River and 
Belgian Congo—and perhaps even farther south—which, in addition to one or 
two white men, could be manned by natives from our present field. Thus the 
goal set by the late Bishop Astrup would be realized: “The aim of the Zulu 
Mission—the heart of Africa.” 
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Based on my investigations I have made the following recommendations to 
the Board: 


1. As Rev. Astrup, as above stated, should be released from serving any 
one station, one new missionary is needed for Untunjambili, and as Rev. Ylvis- 
aker must return to America next year—at any rate on furlo—another man 
should be placed at Entumeni before he leaves. These two stations must have 
men who have had some experience in pastoral work. The son of Rev. Otte, - 
who graduates from our Theological Seminary this year, should remain here 
for another year, engaged either in pastoral work or in postgraduate study, 
preferably the first. This arrangement meets with the approval of his parents. 

2. One man qualified to teach in the Union Normal School. 

3. One agriculturist (farm manager) to be sent out for the Mission farm 
at Untunjambili. It will, of course, be necessary for him to spend some time 
in an agricultural school in South Africa or on some large mission station 
which has a farm manager, in order to acquaint himself with local conditions. 
He should be ready to take over the work at Untunjambili about the time 
when Rev. Astrup leaves either on furlo or to devote his full time to the Mis- 
sion field at large. In this connection I wish to state that tho Rev. Astrup’s 
furlo is due this year, both he and Mrs. Astrup have declared themselves will- 
ing to remain for a year or two longer until the new workers have become 
somewhat acquainted with the language and the field. 

4. A physician for the field and eventually a hospital, the physician to 
spend about half a year at the London School of Tropical Hygiene and 
Medicine, to qualify for a British diploma with license to practice in South 
Africa. 

5. Two nurses for hospital and dispensary work. 

All these workers to be sent out in 1928 or in the early part of 1929. 


The Mission Board has adopted these recommendations, and efforts are 
being made to secure the designated workers. As the time has been very 
limited, all details can not be given at this writing, but it is hoped that a few 
more weeks will bring definite results to be presented to the Convention. 

We are now responsible both to God and to man for the work on this South 
African field. It is well worth our earnest prayer and efforts. There are many 
of the Christian Zulu congregations that compare favorably with our con- 
gregations here at home. An English business-man in Kranskop, Mr. P. Reid, 
who has shown his warm interest in our Mission in various ways, said to me 
shortly before I left: “In all the years I have been in business here in 'Kran- 
skop, I do not remember a single instance where I have lost a single penny by 
trusting a native from the Untunjambili congregations.” 

The Mission Committee in Oslo and other friends thruout Norway will not 
forget their “first love.” The Secretary-Treasurer of the Committee, Mr. Chr. 
Dons, is bending every effort and using a large part of his time to further 
the Mission. Our black brothers and sisters do not forget us here at home 
on both sides of the Atlantic. In their churches and homes, thanksgiving and 
prayer ascend daily to the Throne of Grace. Two words are predominant in 
their supplications: Norway—America. Thanks and prayer to God for the 
people who are bringing them the Gospel. 

There are yet tens of thousands and, farther north, hundreds of thousands 
waiting to be told the Gospel and to be shown, in the living embodiment of 
loving men and women, the meaning of the Gospel of the grace of God.

The Committee on Foreign Missions consisting of Rev. O. M. Kleven, Del. 
"John Walwick, Rev. O. Mostrom, Del. John M. Jacobsen, Del. Albert Bjertnes, 
Rev. Edw. Nerwig, Del. Carl L. Foss, Rev. Geo. Lane, Rev. J. Thompson met, 
and organized by electing Rev. Kleven Chairman and Rev. O. Mostrom Sec- 
retary. The Committee begs leave to offer the following resolutions: 


Sec. 1. We return thanks to God, the Lord of the harvest, for the bless- 
ings He has bestowed upon our work in foreign fields. In spite of the crisis 
in China the mission work has had a good year, and our missionaries have been 
saved from danger and. death. The mission work in Madagascar and South 
Africa has prospered, and the doors are wide open. Letsus give thanks unto 
God for His goodness. å 

Sec. 2. We wish to extend our hearty thanks to all congregations, societies, 
and individuals, who so faithfully have assisted the work in foreign lands by 
prayers and gifts. We would urge our people to give their continued full 
support to our great work in foreign fields. 

We commend the holding of larger and smaller mission meetings, as a 
valuable aid enlisting a fuller support not only of our Foreign Mission work, but 
of our Church work in general. 

Sec. 3. We are thankful to God that a new door is opening for us in South 
Africa. It is a cause of rejoicing and thanksgiving to God that we are per- 
mitted to aid and further this oldest mission among our people, a mission that 
may become a base of operation for further extension of the Gospel into Af- 
rica, if the Lord points the way. 

Sec. 4. On the sixth day of June this year we celebrated the 70th anni- 
versary of the first convert in this mission. This little seed has indeed de- 
veloped into a mighty tree. This mission field has today a total of more than 
20,000 Christians. ; 

Be it therefore resolved that the Convention urge its congregations to take 
notice of this anniversary in some form or manner this year. 

Sec. 5. Due to the unrest of the natives and the spirit of the times we 
realize the great need of constant supervision of this field. 

Be it therefore resolved that Rev. J. Astrup be relieved of station duty, that 
he may give his full time to this work, and that a farm manager be secured 
to take charge of farm operations. This man would earn his own wages. 

Sec. 6. Rev. H. J. S. Astrup, who has given more than forty years of faith- 
ful and efficient service to the station Entumeni, may celebrate his 76th birth- 
day August 30th, this year. 

Be it resolved that the Church send him a greeting of thanks and good 
wishes for his long day of good work. 

Sec. 7. Deleted. 

Sec. 8. We commend the faithful work of our women workers in this and 
other fields. Especially would we remember Mrs. N. Astrup, who has spent 
54 years in South Africa, and who on Easter day celebrated her 86th birthday. 

She has one son and three daughters serving the mission, to which she 
and her departed husband under many hardships in the earlier days often in 
danger of their lives, willingly and gladly devoted themselves in the service of 
the Master. 

Let us remember her in our prayers and in thanksgiving to God. 

_ Sec, 2. We rejoice in the fact that Christian schools have an open door in 
this mission field. 

We believe that the opportunity of placing a teacher on the teaching staff 
of the Umpumulu Normal School in this field should be accepted. 

Sec. 10. _ We recognize with gratitude the continued interest of the Mission 
Committee in Oslo and its able and faithful secretary and treasurer, Mr. Chr 
Dons in this mission field. , , Å 
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Sec. 11. We wish to express our thanks to our Secretary, Dr. J. R. Birke- 
lund for the efficient manner in which he has handled the transfer of the mission 
property, as well as to the committee in Norway, and it gives us Joy to know 
that this matter is closed. 

Sec. 12. We are glad to note that the Theological Seminary at Shekow, 
China, has been able to continue during the year undisturbed, and that better 
qualified students than ever are in attendance. 

We realize that the burden of the teachers has been heavy, with only three 

teachers at the school. 
Sec. 13. We commend the faithful work of our men and women workers 
in China. Under many hardships, and often in danger of their lives, they will- 
ingly and gladly devote themselves in the service of the Master. Let us re- 
member them in prayers and thanksgiving to God. 

Sec. 14. In view of the personal property losses suffered by our mission- 
aries in China, we believe that we should reimburse them for their losses in 
the late war in China. 

Sec. 15. In spite of the many difficulties in our field in China, there is a 
hopeful note in latest reports from China. We do rejoice in the day that the 
missionaries may go back to their field of labor. God speed the day, may it 
not be far distant.

II. REPORTS 


ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF CHARITIES FOR THE 
YEAR 1927 
To The Norwegian Lutheran Church: 


The Board of Charities has met March 8th and April 1st and 2nd. The 
Executive Committee has met May 25th, June 13th, and December 9th. 

1927 was an uneventful year which made it a good working year. In order to 
do our best and greatest work we must have peace in our hearts, Church, and 
nation. We thank God for the blessings of peace, service-peace. We also thank 
God and His people for the work done in the Department of Charities during 
1927 and the encouragement for future endeavors. 

We speak of so and so many workers in the department, but the longer we 
are in this work the more we are convinced that the number of workers runs 
up into the hundreds of thousands. We are glad to believe that the total number 
of our workers is the total number of members of our Church. We believe that 
they all are helping in some way or another. This belief gives us added en- 
couragement, optimism, and courage to continue in the footsteps of the Prince 
of Peace who gave us His footsteps to follow. 

The amount which our Church people contributed for the work in 1926 was 
$169,209.95 while the amount contributed in 1927 was $195,042.93 or $1,167.02 
less than in 1926. We wish that these figures had been reversed, because we 
wish to go from strength to strength in our Father’s business, but evidently 
something has caused this reduction of our receipts. Perhaps some of our faith- 
ful contributors have been called home. Perhaps some have suffered losses, had 
financial reverses, been out of employment, met unexpected expenses through 
sickness and death in the family so that their service joy in the form of con- 
tributions was, to some extent, curtailed. 

To all such we wish to express our profound sympathy, hoping and praying 
that the times of refreshing may come to them from the presence of the Lord 
so that their cup of service joy may again be filled to overflowing. 

The year has been a splendid service year to all those who are in any way 
connected with the work of the department. The local board members, the 
superintendents, the matrons, the field workers, the city missionaries, and all 
the others who have served in the Father’s Business. 


Even though the lack of funds has sometimes tempted them to grow weary, 
to become despondent, to nurse their own weakness by magnifying their inferi- 
ority complex, yet on the whole they have come through the year strengthened, 
glad, and grateful that the year has been a wonderful realization of the Father’s 
love, care, and faithfulness. After all they are a happy, cheerful, and optimistic 
group, thankful that they may follow the example of their Brother in glorifying 
God on the earth and finishing the work which He gave them to do. 
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For detailed information kindly refer to the tabulated statistics on another 
page of this report. As a rule, figures are not very interesting, but when we stop 
to consider that every figure indicates so many men, women, and boys and girls 
with whom the Church has had contact during the year, individuals who in 
some way or another, have, so to speak, come in contact with the hem of His 
garment, felt His presence, been influenced by His grace and experienced His 
loving attraction, then the figures become interesting. They become the object 
of prayer that the efforts represented by the figures may also represent fruits of 
the efforts of His Church. 

The tabulated statistics for 1927 on another page of this report indicate that 
in 1927 there were 43 fewer inmates under care in our Sunset Homes than in 
1926, 18 children less in our Children’s Homes, 58 children less handled by our 
Home Finding Department and 19 children less in our Day Nurseries while our 
Rescue Homes had 39 adults and 13 children more under care, than the previous 

ear. 
We also wish to call attention to the remarable record of deaths. Among 
the 860 children under care at our 7 Children’s Homes and our Receiving Home, 
there was only one death and there was only a total of 6 deaths among our 
2,000 children under care in the entire Child Welfare Department. 


Bequests 


Bequests to the Church signify profound thought, earnest prayer, and com- 
plete confidence in the Church. It is a supreme pleasure to make the most of 
one’s life by being permitted to spend it in God's service, but to be able to 
continue the service after death through bequests must greatly enhance the 
pleasure of life. During 1927, twenty persons of our Church enjoyed this pleas- 
ure by bequeathing something in their wills to the work of the Department of 
Charities. The total of these twenty bequests amounted to $17,660.21. Some 
of the bequests are designated to certain institutions, activities, or purposes, 
and some are bequeathed to the Board of Charities to be used at the discretion 
of the Board. As a rule, such undesignated bequests are set aside as endow- 
ments, whose earnings only will be used, so that the donor can continue doing 
good for all time through his or her bequest. 


Our Educational Fund 


We wish to express our gratitude to our many friends who, besides con- 
tributing to the budget, have contributed to our educational fund, thus enabling 
us to help as many as ten of the boys and girls that we are supervising, to ac- 
quire a high school education or vocational training during the past year. Many 
of these children came from our Children’s Homes at the age of sixteen or 
seventeen years. The Homes are not in a position to furnish the children with 
high school education. We need to find good people with whom to place these 
children where they can work for their living while attending school. They 
also need a little help for clothing, books, etc., for a little while until they be- 
come self-supporting. 


The Unmarried Mother—Follow Up Work 


Fifty-five unmarried mothers have been helped through the Central Office 
during the past year. The majority are Lutheran girls. They have come to 
the Central Office through the Lutheran Girls’ Home, the maternity homes, the 
Lutheran pastors, and some through County Welfare Boards. 

very effort has been made to help them to readjust themselves as. far as 
their relations to a normal social life is concerned. Jobs have been secured for 
them, and wholesome recreation provided. Out of this group, eight girls have 
been married. Four have married the alleged fathers of their illegitimate chil- 
dren. Thru court action, twelve cases have had paternity established. Thru 
the decrees of the court, the fathers in these cases have been ordered to pay 
from $12.50 to $20.00 per month until the children in question reach the age of 
sixteen years. ‘i 


Outside of the regular work that is being done in and out of State work, 
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nine outstanding cases have been cared for, which have in each case covered a 
period of several weeks intensive work. These exceptional cases have been 
either wholly feeble-minded or morons. Exceedingly careful work had to be 
done in each case in order that right adjustments could be made for the benefit 
of both girl and baby. 

Seventy-five children have been boarded and cared for throughout the certi- 
fied private homes under the Supervision of the Central Office. A part of this 
group consisted of illegitimate children; and the other children had to have 
special care for various reasons. Twenty-two children have been given special 
hospital and medical care. Three children were turned over to us by the State 
Board of Control, each one of these cases required special care. 

Ten girls and boys of high school age were given special training thru the 
efforts of the Central Office. 

Forty-six meetings have been held by the members of the Girls’ Club, a Club 
which is supervised thru the Central Office. This Club has been maintained 
for the purpose of giving all the girls, under the supervision of the Central 
Office, instruction and wholesome recreation.

PROPOSED ADJUSTMENT OF THE DEACONESS RULES 


To the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America. 
In 1926 the Church adopted the following resolutions: . 
“The Church recommends that the Lutheran Deaconess Home together with 
the Executive Secretary of the Board of Charities take under serious advise- 
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ment the matter of adjusting the rules and practice of the sisterhood with the 
view of making this service attractive to American Christian Young Women. 

In conformity with the above resolution, the Board of Trustees of the Lu- 
theran Deaconess Home and Hospital together with Rev. H. B. Kildahl hereby 
submits the following resolutions to the Annual Convention of the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church of America: 


ab 
The Church shall provide a special Board of Directors for The Lutheran 
Deaconess Home and Training School for Christian Workers. 


2. 
The Board of Directors of the Lutheran Deaconess Home should consist of 
both men and women. 


3. = 
After the school begins to function the Church must prepare to support it 
to the extent of 10 cents per confirmed member. Board and room shall be 
furnished to students on the basis of cost and a nominal tuition fee shall be 
charged non-deaconess students, 


4, 
The Training Courses at the Deaconess Home and Training School shall be 
extended so as to admit properly qualified young women for training whether 
they wish to become deaconesses or non-deaconess workers. 


Ds 
The Training Course of the Deaconess Home shall be arranged so as to 
be accredited in its respective state. 


6. 
The Deaconess Home shall seek to establish such cooperation with the edu- 
cational institutions of the Church that as much as possible of the theoretical 
instruction may be given the students at these institutions. 


hs 
Students graduating from the Deaconess Home and Training School may 
choose as to whether they wish to enter the Deaconess Sisterhood or not.

Non-deaconess students shall pay a nominal tuition fee which shall be re-

A sick benefit or pension system shall be created for the benefit of Deaconess- 
es and non-deaconess workers when they become unqualified or incapacitated 
for service because of age, illness, or other causes.

The Deaconess home shall give due regard to the reasonable preference of each 
individual sister in the matter of assigning positions of service.

As far as possible the Deaconess Home shall assume the attitude of friend 
and counselor to the non-deaconess workers in the matter of selecting positions 
and type of service.

The Deaconess Home Building Fund 


Mrs. Delia Ylvisaker was secured as directress for the gathering of the 
fund for one year. She has done splendid work in practically covering the 
Church with her speaking campaign and printed matter. She has organized and 
mobilized the women of the Church for concerted action. The women are re- 
sponding splendidly. A few larger contributions have been received from in- 
dividuals, but the average contribution from the congregations have been so 
small that only $31,455.41 in cash has been received. 


One reason for this is doubtless the fact that so many seem to labor under 
the impression that they are contributing to the erection of a Home for our 47 
sisters, where they may spend their declining years—a sort of an “Old Sisters 
Home.” If that had been the case, it would not be necessary to ask for more 
for the building fund. 


The purpose is to build a Deaconess Home and Training School for Chris- 
tian Workers, whether they expect to be deaconesses or not. Therefore the 
training school must be planned on the same general dimension as our Theo- 
logical Seminary with class rooms, dormitory, chapel, kitchen, dining room, 
reception hall, offices, gymnasium, etc. 

The Church has pledged and covenanted herself to provide a home for 
her deaconesses. Our deaconesses have consecrated their lives to the service 
of the Master. Some of them are growing grey in the service. They have done 
this happily and cheerfully, which they promised to do, when they were con- 
secrated; but they have also expected the Church to do what she has pro- 
mised; namely to provide a home for them and a training school in order to 
perpetuate the work. ; 

Our Church needs such a home and training school because she needs the 
deaconesses in all her institutions and activities both at home and abroad in 
her mission fields and in the parishes as parish workers to supplement the work 
of the pastor, and the Church needs these workers trained as much as she 
needs men trained for the ministry. Therefore she needs the proposed Home 
and Training School and she needs it in a strategic center where sin, vice, 
crime, and suffering abound, which can give the students an abundance of 
practical training while the school gives them the theoretical training. There- 
fore the collection for the building fund must continue until the required sum 
has been gathered.

THE MARTIN LUTHER CHILDREN'S HOME AND THE SKAALEN 
SUNSET HOME 


In 1927 we reported that it was the intention to merge the two above named 
institutions under one Board of Directors and one Superintendent. 'The two 
Homes are about one-half mile apart with their farms joining. 


For the purpose of economy and other good reasons, we have thought such 
merger desirable. 


The opportunity to effect such merger came when the Superintendent of the 
Martin Luther Children's Home resigned in 1926 and the Superintendent of the 
Skaalen Home resigned in 1927. 


Mr. A. S. Bragstad accepted the position of Superintendent for the two 
Homes. A matron is placed at each Home. One farm manager has charge of 
both farms. Both herds are merged at the Skaalen Home because of its superior 
barn facilities. Our pastors at Stoughton attend to the pastoral work of the 
Sunset Home. The Superintendent lives in the residence at Martin Luther and 
the farm manager in the residence at Skaalen. The boys at the Children’s Home 
work on both farms and both Homes share in the proceeds of the merged farm. 
The laundry work of both Homes is done by the new laundry at the Children’s 
Home. 


This arrangement is working out very satisfactorily. We therefore recom- 


mend that the Church sanction the merger of the two Homes under one Board 
of Directors and one Superintendent. 


We also recommend that the Church elect a joint Board of Directors consist- 
ing of nine members, whose term of service be so fixed that the terms of five and 
four members expire simultaneously. 


CITY MISSION WORK IN THE TWIN CITIES 


The City Mission Work in the Twin Cities consists in the following activities: 
Hospital and other institutional visitation. 

Supervision and follow-up work of unmarried mothers. 

Supervision of Boarding Homes for Children. 
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Supervision of half grown children. 

Juvenile Court Work. 

Labor Agency. 

The Home Finding Work in Minnesota. 

This work is increasing to such an extent that a continually increasing 
staff of workers is needed to handle it properly. 

A great deal of the work in all its branches is strictly local and for people 
who are not in any way affiliated with our Church or any church. Therefore 
this work should be done by a local intersynodical society which is supported 
by the different Lutheran Synods and by the local community chest. 

The Lutheran Welfare Society of the Twin Cities is such an intersynodical 
society, which is doing splendid work and growing to such an extent in size and 
activities that it is duplicating practically all the work that we are doing in 
the Twin Cities. By slightly enlarging its working staff the Lutheran Welfare 
Society can handle all the work now done by the society and us, which would 
also eliminate the present duplication of efforts and expense. 

The Lutheran Home Finding Work is also largely intersynodical. There- 
fore an intersynodical agency should handle this work in Minnesota rather than 
one particular synod. Furthermore this work could be greatly facilitated and 
simplified if there were only one Lutheran Home Finding Office in the State of 
Minnesota. 

The Lutheran Welfare Society is doing a great deal of Home Finding Work 
and is the logical agency to take over all Lutheran Home Finding Work in the 
state of Minnesota. 

We have been negotiating with the Lutheran Welfare Society about taking 
over our work in the Twin Cities and recommend that the Church sanction 
such an arrangement and authorize us to arrange the details with the Lutheran 
Welfare Society. 


Day Nurseries and Kindergarten 

These splendid institutions and activities owe their establishment and main- 
tenance largely to the good people who feel that they want to do more than 
the Church asks for in its budget. We are glad to report that the number of such 
people is increasing. 

The Chicago Nursery is a splendid building fully equipped and in charge of 
deaconesses. 

The Brooklyn Nursery is still conducted in the residence located on the 
lots when they were purchased. A new and adequate building is planned for. 
$10,000.00 of the building fund has been collected, but $10,000.00 more must be 
collected before the building can be constructed. 

545—45th Street, Brooklyn, had a total enrollment of 35 children, average 
attendance 15, highest daily attendance 22, number nursery days 265. Two 
mothers’ meetings were held an 35 follow up visits to the homes of the chil- 
dren. The children represented six nationalities and four religions. 

1802-8 North Fairfield Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, had a total enrollment of 
250 children, average attendance 56, highest daily attendance 76, number nur- 
sery days 253, total number of days care 14,865. Ten mothers’ meetings were 
held, average attendance 25, enrollment 40. 20 Neighborhood mothers’ meet- 
ings were held, average attendance 16, enrollment 26. The children represented 
15 nationalities and 9 religions. 

The Day Nursery also acts as an employment agency. 

' The Deaconess Kindergarten is located in the same quarters as the Day 
Nursery, average attendance 23, kindergarten days 212. 


ALLOCATION OF THE BUDGET 


We wish to call the attention of the Church to the recommendation of the 
Finance Committee relative to the question as to whether the present allocation 
system shall be continued or not.

Proposed Budget Needed for the Department of Charities for 1929 and 1930 


It has always been the policy of the Board of Charities to present to the 
Church a budget which approximately represents the actual needs of the de- 
partment in all its activities. 

In acordance with this policy the Board of Charities submits the follow- 
ing budget, hoping that the Church will take a favorable action on it. 

The working budget proposed is considerably larger than that for 1928. The 
reason is not that the proposed budget is too large; but the 1928 budget is too 
inadequate. The Board of Charities would greatly appreciate suggestions as 
to ways and means of raising an adequate budget for its work. 

The reason why the proposed budget for 1929 is larger than that proposed 
for 1930 is largely due to the fact that the items for repairs and improvements 
for the different institutions have been eliminated for some years, hence some 
of the institutions are in such a run-down condition that something must be 
done for them in the immediate future. 

The Board of Charities is petitioning the Church for permission to put on a 
general drive in 1929 to raise the funds needed to put all the institutions in 
first-class condition. If this petition is granted, the amounts asked for for 
repairs and improvements in this budget will be deducted from the amount 
stipulated for that drive. 

The Board of Charities is asking the Church to sanction the transfer 
of its Welfare Work in the Twin Cities to the Lutheran Welfare Society of the 
Twin Cities. If the Church grants this request, our budget will be reduced 
about $8,000.00 for the City Mission and Home Finding Work.

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The Hamline Seminary Building

The Church desires to express its gratitude for the work done 
to “Rescue the Perishing, Care for the Fallen,” being done at our Rescue 
Homes. It desires in particular to thank the Women’s Missionary Federation 
of the S. Dak. District for its endeavor in raising $15,000.00 to pay off the 
indebtedness on the House of Mercy in Sioux Falls, S. Dak., and to take care 
of necessary repairs on same. 

Sec. 8. The Church desires to commend the Home Finding Department 
for its splendid work. Its motto is: Homeless Children for Childless Homes. 
Many Christian homes have been blessed and been a blessing by receiving one 
of these little ones. d 


Sec. 9. We commend the generosity of the good people who have made 
possible the establishment and maintenance of our Day Nurseries, Kindergar- 
dens, our City, Slum and Hospital Missions and the like, and pray God that 
the blessed work may continue. 


Sec. 10. Whereas, the Department of Charities has submitted a detailed 
report on repairs at our Charity Institutions amounting to $148,140.00, and new 
buildings to the amount of $608,800.00, and

_ Therefore, be it resolved, that the local Boards of these several institu- 
tions together with the Board of Trustees of the Church be empowered to 
solicit funds in their own respective communities for such necessary repairs.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


To the Fourth Regular Biennial Convention of the Norwegian Lutheran Church 
of America : 

“Herein is my Father glorified, that ye bear much fruit.” John 15:8. 

The Christian Church does not stand still. Her program is Christ's world 
conquest. Fresh forces for the crusade against the powers of darkness must be 
marshalled, and the borders of His Kingdom who is the Head of the Church must 
be extended. The means placed on the altar of God by our people in accum- 
mulated funds and for current use are not small sums, and are to some extent an 
indication of their faith. It is with deep gratitude to God for His bountiful 
blessings bestowed upon our Church, and in recognition of His divine direction 
and support in her supreme work of evangelization, the Board of Trustees sub- 
mits the following report: 


IN GENERAL 


It has been- the endeavor of the Board to maintain a comprehensive view of 
the total financial affairs of the Church and to make a careful analysis of the 
many problems that must necessarily be encountered in handling the financial 
affairs in connection with the Christian and benevolent responsibilities of our 
Church.

BUDGET DEFICIT 192% 


While it is very gratifying that the people of our Church contributed 
$1,060,806.36 to the regular budget, it is, however, to be regretted that the dis- 
bursements exceed the receipts in the amount of $93,375.63, this shortage being 
as follows:

For this reason the Board of Trustees desires to emphasize that the budgets 
for 1929 and 1930 be adopted as recommended by the Budget Committee. 


It is further recommended that one-fourth of the deficits of each board for 
1927 and any future deficits be included in their respective budgets from year 
to year. 


LOANS AND INVESTMENTS 


The Board of Trustees is glad to report a marked improvement in the invest- 
ment of endowment funds of our Church. 


Through the efforts of our Loan and Investment Committee the delinquent 
loans have been reduced very materially during the past eighteen months. 


Much of the delinquent interest has now been collected, and where it has 
been found impossible to make collection, the loans have been strengthened by 
taking additional security. 


As stated in our last report to the Church, no new loans are taken without 
careful inspection of the premises and a full report by field notes submitted to 
the committee. 

It is gratifying to note that, of the loans made during the past five years, 
there are practically no delinquents. 

In the purchase of bonds, expert advice is always obtained and our ex- 
perience has been very satisfactory, as the bond account at this time shows a 
substantial gain. 

While it is to be regretted that some of the old investments have not netted 
a normal rate of income, the Board is, however, glad to report that this con- 
dition is improving from year to year and that progress is being made in bring- 
ing the investments to a normal yield. 


The Board is of the opinion that the Loan and Investment Committee is mak- 
ing such progress in the reestablishment of the endowment investments as can 
reasonably be expected under the present obtaining financial conditions, and 
that this committee has this matter well in hand. 


BUDGET DEFICITS 
In pursuance of a previous resolution by the Church, a committee was elected 
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by the Board of Trustees and the Finance Committee to take charge of the 
completion of raising the budget indebtedness. 

It is the policy of this committee that this work be completed with the least 
possible expense, relying to a great extent on the individual congregation to 
raise the apportionment submitted. 

While the original plan of the committee was to have this work completed 
between January 22d and April 30th, 1928, it has, however, been found neces- 
Sary to extend the time for this work until all congregations have been given 
a reasonable opportunity to complete the work.

Measures have been taken by several of these institutions to raise funds to 
cover these loans. The Board recommends that these institutions receive the 
proper encouragement in their endeavors to raise these amounts, and that the 
necessary steps be taken to complete this work by all of these institutions as 
soon as possible. 


RELIEF FUND—FIRE SUFFERERS IN NORTHERN MINNESOTA 


An amount of $1,136.39, a surplus of the amount contributed for the fire suf- 
ferers in Northern Minnesota, has been carried by the Treasurer’s Office as ac- 
counts payable. 

The Board recommends that the Church turn this amount over to the Home 
Missions to be used at the discretion of the Home Missions Board. 


RESIDENCES FOR THEOLOGICAL PROFESSORS 


The Board of Education recommends that the Church find ways and means 
to provide a residence for a theological professor at the Seminary. In the event 
that another professor is elected, then two such residences should be procured. 

In view of this recommendation the Board of Trustees refers this matter 
to the Church for action. 


CHURCH PROPERTY AT FAIRCHILD, WISCONSIN 


Requests have come from members of a congregation at Fairchild, Wiscon- 
sin, that the Church quit-claim title to the property of that congregation in order 
that it may be sold. It appears that there is a clause in the deed that this 
property is to be held in trust for the use of the Church. Upon investigation it 
was found that the property is of little value. 


The Board of Trustees recommends that the Church authorize to quit-claim 
title to this property. 


* 
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ESTATE OF HAROLD THORSEN 


The executors named by the late Harold Thorsen in his will have 
completed their work, and have transferred the residue of the estate to St. 
Olaf College, it being the residuary legatee under the will. 

In the opinion of the Board of Trustees, the estate has been very carefully 
and efficiently administered by the executors, Messrs. Henry Sampson of Elbow 
Lake, Minn., Olaf Refling of Drake, North Dakota, and H. Ingvaldson of Fes- 
senden, North Dakota, all members of our Church, and P. O. Holland, Treasurer 
of St. Olaf College; and we might add that the property is now under the direc- 
tion and control of the Board of Trustees of St. Olaf College, and under the 
direct management of P. O. Holland, Treasurer, so the Church can rest assured 
the matter is in good hands. 

The Board of Trustees appointed a committee consisting of OC. S. Orwoll of 
Minneapolis, Minn., and Gilbert Knudson of Jewell, Iowa, both bankers and 
members of the Board of Trustees, to make a careful appraisal of all property, 
both real and personal, transferred to the College and this committee, after care- 
ful investigation and personal inspection of this property, have made the follow- 
ing report as to the assets and liabilities of the estate now in the hands of St. 
Olaf College:

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REPORT OF JOINT SEMINARY BUILDING COMMITTEE 


At the meeting of the Joint Seminary Building Committee, held May 1, 1928, 
the following resolution relative to the building program at Luther Theological 
Seminary was unanimously adopted: 

The Church authorizes the Board of Trustees, the Board of Education and the 
Theological Faculty to adopt a definite building program, to take care of the 
needs of Luther Theological Seminary on the following conditions: 

1. The Board of Trustees, Board of Education and Faculty to approve plans 
and specifications for additional buildings, improvements and equipment, as they 
may be needed, at a cost not to exceed $350,000. 

2. The Board of Trustees is empowered to sign the necessary contract for 
such buildings or improvements as may be approved jointly by it, the Board of 
Education, and the Faculty. 

8. No contract shall be made by the Board of Trustees until at least one- 
half of the cost has been paid in cash, the balance of the cost to be in the form 
of good subscriptions. 

4. The Board of Trustees is authorized to raise the necessary funds during 
the year 1930. 


REPORT OF THE BUDGET BUREAU AND THE BUDGET COMMITTEE 


Having carefully considered the budgets for 1929 and 1930 as presented by 
the budgeting boards, the Budget Committee hereby submits them to the Church 
with the following recommendations: 


Elementary Christian Education 


1. In view of the fact that an increased number of general boards conse- 
quently increases the expense of the Church, and for the reason that two boards 
operating in the same department of activity has a tendency rather to confuse 
than to simplify, and makes it difficult to coordinate our educational plan of 
work, 

Therefore the Board of Trustees respectfully recommends that the resolu- 
tions adopted by the Church establishing the Board of Elementary Christian 
Education be rescinded, and that the work of said Board be assumed by the 
Board of Education. 

The proper religious training of the children is so important and of such å 
fundamental nature in our whole church work that it must necessarily be con- 
sidered an essential part of the work of the district presidents and the district 
organization. It should therefore not be necessary to appoint special field men 
for this work. 

2. That the budget be adopted as summarized, with the proviso that in case 
an amount is appropriated for Elementary Christian Education, then this amount 
be deducted in pro rata amounts from the budgets of the four boards. 


Minimum Budget 


That no board or activity be authorized to use more than 85% of its voted 
budget during the year until an amount in excess of the 85% has been raised. 


Registration Fee 


That $1.00 registration fee be levied at the general conventions, which fee 
will entitle every registered member to a copy of the convention hymnbook, an 
“indberetning” and copy of the convention proceedings (Annual Report) when 
printed after the convention. - 

To the Budget Bureau. 
Brethren : 

The Board of. Elementary Christian Education at its meeting March 19-20, 
1928, decided to ask for an appropriaion of $25,000.00 per annum for 1929 and 
1930. 
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The reasons why the Board asks for such an appropriation are: 

1. It is becoming increasingly clear that many of our congregations, and 
not the least our older congregations, do not have the understanding of the im- 
portance of the Christian instruction of the children, and do not give this work 
the place on its program that is necessary, if we are to build a real Lutheran 
church in the future. 

2. It is also evident that unless these congregations become educated to 
see the fundamental importance of this work and become willing to give this 
work the right place on their program, little or no general improvement can be 
looked for in this field. 

3. If Elementary Christian Education shall be given the place it should 
Have, the congregations must adopt a comprehensive and definite program. This 
program should include better instruction, more instruction, instruction of all 
the children including the high school children, better equipment, and the neces- 
sary appropriations to carry out this program. 

4. Our Church is using a great deal of money to educate the people to un- 
derstand the necessity of the work of Home and Foreign Missions, Charity, and 
Higher Education, in order to make them give these activities the sufficient 
means, but so far we have done next to nothing to educate our congregations to 
see the necessity of a comprehensive and definite program for Elementary Chris- 
tian Education. We can not expect to develop the proper understanding of 
the Christian instruction of the children and to bring the congregations to give 
this work the proper place in their program, if we continue to.stress all other 
activities, while doing practically nothing to bring them to see the importance 
and place of Elementary Christian Education. 

5. It is true that we now for a whole year have had a Synodical Director 
who is giving his whole time to build up Elementary Christian Education in the 
field. But it must be plain to everybody that in a Church body as large as ours, 
it is impossible for one man to cover the field in such a way-that there can be 
a general improvement of the situation. 

6. If the appropriation is given, the Board plans to engage at least four 
more qualified men and assign a certain territory to each man, in order that 
he shall give his whole time to this work in that specific territory. 

. In submitting this budget in behalf of the Board of Elementary Christian 
Education, the Committee respectfully requests the privilege of meeting with the 
Budget Bureau to give any information that the Bureau may desire. 

We sincerely hope that the time has come when the Church is willing to do 

real constructive work in this field and appropriate the money needed for Ele- 


mentary Christian Education.

Gentlemen : 

I am transmitting herewith the Educational Budget proposed for the fiscal 
years 1929 and 1930. May I submit to you the following suggestions: 

1. The Budget is prepared on the asumption that it is the duty of the 
Board of Education to submit the amounts that are really needed, in order to 
provide the proper maintenance and operation at our educational institutions. 
The Budget submitted represents a conservative estimate of these needs. 

2. At the same time the Board is fully aware of the prevailing financial 
pressure. It recognizes the need of limiting the guaranteeed Budget to one mil- 
lion dollars. In this connection it would advise that in case the Convention 
decides to make this limitation the Budget Committee, or Committee No. 6, place 
the appropriation for the following named institutions at the figures attached:

3. It is further suggested that for other adjustments to bring the allow- 
ances within the Budget that may be voted by the Convention, the Convention 
authorize the Board of Education to act in the premises according to its dis- 
cretion. ; 

It is difficult at this time to see how the work can be properly conducted 
with the reductions that seem to be in sight. But the Board together with the 
institutions, will do their very best under the circumstances.

To the Budget Bureau and Committee No. 6, the Norwegian Lutheran Church 
of America. 


Gentlemen and brethren: 


In submitting the Home Mission Budget to you for consideration and action 
allow me to give the following information: 


The original budget for 1929-1930 submitted to the Home Mission Board at 
its meeting on March 14th and 15th amounted to $361,161.00. Each of the nine 
District Home Mission Committees together with the District President sub- 
mited the necessary amounts required for Home Mission work in their respec- 
tive districts, likewise the American Lutheran Conference. 

$361,161.00 is really the amount required if we are to take care of the work 
in the Home Mission field which we now occupy and also new places where God 
has opened doors for our Church. This budget of $361.161.00 was adopted by the 
Home Mission Board with hardly any alterations. 

Knowing the financial situation of our Church and the large deficits which 
we have assumed from year to year, I took upon myself to reduce the budget as 
much as possible, and as far as I could see that it could be done without actually 
and directly harming the Home Mission work. Therefore, we do not present 
to you a budget of $361,161.00 but a budget of $341,962.57, having reduced the 
original budget about $20,000.00. 

If a budget of $1,150,000.00 as recommended by the All-Board meeting to the 
Church be adopted, then the Home Mission Budget will be $312,302.46, provided 
that said sum is collected by the Church. If, on the other hand, a one million 
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dollar budget is adopted, or only one million dollars is collected, then the Home 
Mission Budget will be $271,567.00, which amount is entirely inadequate for our 
Home Mission work. 

It must be apparent to you gentlemen that with $271,567.00 as our budget we 
will not get money enough to even pay the workers in the field, not speaking at 
all about expansion. If the Church loses its grip and its vision in regard to work 
at home so that the Church of God cannot grow, we will certainly diminish and 
lose little by little what we have, and the other activities of course will suffer 
on account of it. It is with sadness at heart that I think of our Home Mis- 
sions, the great opportunties before us, and not having the necessary funds with 
which to grasp the opportunities which God has given us. I plead with you 
brethren for the Home Mission.

PROPOSED BUDGET NEEDED FOR THE DEPARTMENT OF CHARITIES 
FOR 1929 AND 1930 


It has always been the policy of the Board of Charities to present to the 
Church a budget which approximately represents the actual needs of the De- 
partment in all its activities. 

In accordance with this policy the Board of Charities submits the following 
budget, hoping that the Church will take a favorable action on it. E 

The working budget proposed is considerably larger than that for 1928. 
The reason.is not that the proposed budget is too large; but the 1928 budget is 
inadequate. The Board of Charities would greatly appreciate suggestions as to 
ways and means of raising an adequate budget for its work. 

"The reason why the proposed budget for 1929 is larger than that proposed 
for 1930 is largely due to the fact that the items for repairs and improvements 
for the different institutions have been eliminated for some years, hence some 
of the institutions are in such a run-down condition that something must be 
done for them in the immediate future. 

The Board of Charities is petitioning the Church for permission to put on 
a general drive in 1929 to raise the funds needed to put all the institutions in 
first class condition. If this petition is granted, the amounts asked for for 
repairs and improvements in this budget will be deducted from the amount 
stipulated for that drive. 

The Board of Charities is asking the Church to sanction the transfer of its 
Welfare Work in the Twin Cities to the Lutheran Welfare Society of the Twin 
Cities. If the Church grants this request, our budget will be reduced about 
$8,000.00 for the City Mission and Home Finding Work.

REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


To the Fourth Regular Biennial Convention of The Norwegian Lutheran Church 
of America: 


“Son, go work today in my vineyard.” Matt. 21:28. 

The program of work as presented to our people, was received with willing- 
ness which is revealed by their generous support. Hearts were opened to the 
world-wide needs, as presented in the outline of work, and our people have ac- 
cepted the challenge of the unparalleled opportunities by rallying to the support 
of the work at every time of need. 

The Church has reason to express sincere gratitude to God who has given 
our people grace to contribute to His work the following amounts, besides what 
kas been contributed to the endowment funds of our colleges and what has 
been sent directly to the different institutions:

The many willing contributors of these gifts deserve the hearty thanks of 
the Church. 

The pastors have been untiring in their efforts to raise the largest possible 
amounts for the Lord’s work. 

The value of the substantial support given the Finance Committee by the 
general president and the district presidenst can not be overestimated. 

The work of the District and Circuit Financial Secretaries must not be over- 
looked. They are in close touch with the congregations and are the points of 
contact between the Committee and the congregations. The very difficult task 
of apportioning to the circuits the amount allocated the districts, as well as, 
together with the finance committee of the circuits, to allocate the apportion- 
ments of the circuits to the congregations, devolves upon them. They are often 
called upon to assist such congregations as find it difficult to raise their ap- 
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portionments, and the service rendered, without any financial remuneration, is 
of the greatest value in the finance plan of the Church. An effort has also 
been made to have all congregations elect a financial secretary and a finance 
committee in each congregation, which committee is to have charge of the 
finances of the congregation. A card file is kept in the office of the General 
Field Secretary of this working organization. ; på 

It will naturally take time to get the organization to function efficiently, 
but a marked improvement is noted. Our greatest difficulty is to get the finance 
committees of the congregations to carry out the recommendation of the Church 
that an every-member canvass be made and the envelope system introduced, and 
to see to it that the contributions are sent in from the early part of the year. 
While the pastors must necessarily assist in planning and directing this work, 
the plans should be carried out by the finance committee. or a similar com- 
mittee of the congregation. : 

The aim of the Finance Committee is to plan and direct the work of in- 
gathering of funds in keeping with recommendations of the Church. As there 
usually are several projects for which funds must be raised at the same time, 
the Committee has endeavored to arrange the time and territory in such a way 
as to avoid conflict as far as possible. The various organizations and institu- 
tions which are not directly connected with our Church should be encouraged 
to confer with the Finance Committee in order to obtain the best possible results 
for all concerned. ; 

One very important part of the work of the Finance Committee is to dis- 
seminate information regarding the activities of our Church, to stimulate in- 
terest in the work of our Church, and to assist congregations in raising such 
amounts as should reasonably be expected. 


. Field Superintendents 

Rev. J. J. Salhus, Rev. H. 0. Svare and Rev. H. M. Mason have devoted 
their full time in the interest of the general work of our Church under the 
direction of the Finance Committee. 

Rev. A. H. Amundson has given one-third of his time to this work and 
two-thirds of his time to Concordia College. A similar arrangement was also 
made temporarily with Rev. O. C. Hellekson, who is employed by Augustana 
College. 

These men have been directing their efforts especially to assist the district 
and circuit financial secretaries in such congregations as have found it diffi- 
cult to raise their apportionments. The fact that 119 congregations more than 
last year raised the full amount of their apportionments and that there 
were 99 less that did not contribute to Education, 48 less that did not contribute 
to Home Missions, 24 less that did not contribute to Foreign Missions and 96 
less that did not contribute to Charities, shows gratifying results of their 
work. 

These men together with the district presidents have devoted considerable 
time to the Budget Deficit werk, which work we trust will be completed soon 
after the General Convention. 

Women’s Missionary Federation 

The Finance Committee has repeatedly expressed its appreciation of the 
work of this organization, and it is not possible to estimate the value of the 
support the Federation is giving the work of our Church. The fact that dis- 
trict and circuit organizations have been effected lends greater efficiency to 
their work, and the societies of the congregations are in this way brought in 
very close contact with the work of the Church. 

Through the efforts of the Federation, the Thank-Offerings, Mission Boxes, 
Cradle Roll and Self-Denial contributions, as well as what has been remitted 
by societies of the congregations, aggregate an amount of $283,087.94. 

Liberal contributions have also come in from such societies that have not 
as yet affiliated with the Federation. The work of the women of our Church 


must be recognized. The Church owes all these willing workers thanks and 
her most encouraging support. 
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Young People's Luther League 

The youth of the Church to-day is the Church of to-morrow. The Church 
has all reason to feel grateful to God and to those in charge of the work in 
this field. By the grace of God and through untiring efforts and efficient 
leadership, this organization has brought to the support of the Church the 
splendid amount of $32,316.56; of this amount $12,754.08 was received for the 
general budget of our Church. 

While the financial assistance rendered by this organization is sincerely 
appreciated, the deep spirituality evidenced in so many of the endeavors of the 
organization and the growing interest in the activities of our Church mani- 
fested in so many different ways speaks well for what our Church may expect 
from our young people also in the future. 


Publishing of the Apportionments 

The following resolution was adopted by the Church at its last general 
convention: 

“Be it resolved, that the Treasurer in bis report for the Annual Report add 
the following: Before the amount each congregation has contributed is placed 
the sum of the fair share and also the number of confirmed members of such 
congregation, the name ard address of those congregations who have con- 
tributed nothing to the various activities of our Church, also to be added.” 

In this matter the Finance Committee passed the following resolution: 

“Whereas we are convinced that the resolution adopted by the last General 
Convention of our Church (Annual Report 1926, page 402), requiring that 
the rubric showing the allotment submitted to each congregation be published 
in the Annual Report, is detrimental to the best interest of the Church, be it 
resolved that the Finance Committee recommend to the General Convention 
that the matter of printing the apportionments be taken up for renewed con- 
sideration.” 

Allocating the Budget 

The following resolution, adopted by the Finance Committee, is hereby sub- 
mitted for its consideration and action: 

“It was voted that the Finance Committee submit to the Church the ques- 
tion as to whether it is the will of the Church that the plan of allocating shares 
of the Budget to districts, circuits and congregations shall be continued as 
heretofore; or, -whether the Church desires that the allocation system be dis- 
continued, that only the total sum needed by each of the activities be placed 
before congregations, and a general appeal made for free-will contributions.” 


General Status of the Budget 

The Church voted a budget in the amount of $1,153,084.44 for the fiscal year 
January 1 to December 31, 1927. A meeting of the general President of the 
Church, the District Presidents, District Financial Secretaries, Field Superin- 
tendents and the Finance Committee was held and the budget plus a margin of 
15% apportioned to the districts. The congregations responded as follows: 

643 congregations contributed an aggregate amount of $19,743.55 in excess 
of their apportionment. 20 less than last year. 

486 congregations contributed the exact amount apportioned. 119 more than 
last year. 

1,525 congregations contributed in part but did not raise the amount allotted 
in full. 170 more than last. year. 

395 congregations did not contribute to Education. 99 less than last year. 

296 congregations did not contribute to Home Missions. 48 less than last

Committee No. 6, consisting of the following members: Lid. Eloren; JAN: 
Jacobsen, J. H. Myrwang, John L. Wold, L. E. Kleppe, Paul G. Hendricks, T. 8. 
Stockdal, H. C. Halvorson, S. H. Holstad, and R. R. Syrdal, met at the Augs- 
burg Publishing House, May 23, 1928, and organized by electing Rev. Stockdal, 
chairman; Rey. J. H. Myrwang, vice chairman; Rev. Syrdal, secretary, and 
Rev. Kleppe assistant secretary. 

Your Committee, having examined the reports presented by the various boards 
as carefully as possible with the time and means at its disposal, and having in 
mind the general financial situation in the Church, begs leave to report as 


follows: 
GENERAL SURVEY 


Sec. 1. The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America in convention assem- 
bled renders unto God her humble thanks for the means which He through 
her constituent membership, has given the Church with which to carry on her 
work; the amounts for the last fiscal year being as follows:

Sec. 2. The Church takes this means also to express her appreciation and 
sincere thanks to the congregations and individual members, the different 
working units and agencies, such as pastors, secretaries, District Presidents, 
Ladies' Aids, Luther League, Women's Missionary Federation, Boards, Com- 
mittees, as well as the officers of the Church for the efforts that have been put 
forth in an endeavor to raise the funds needed to carry on the work as planned. 

Sec. 3. It is also with deep gratitude she notes that a sum in the amount 
of $87,246.83 has been given her by direct gifts and legacies. The Church 
wishes to commend such manner of giving, and pledges herself to faithful 
guardianship of such gifts, to the end that they may work for the upbuilding and 
advancement of God's Kingdom on Earth. 


See. 4. The Church deplores the fact that there is a deficit amounting to 
$93,375.63 for the last fiscal year. This is due to the fact that a large number 
of our congregations have only raised a part of their fair share of the budget, 
and others have not participated at all. The Church is fully aware that there 
may be extenuating circumstances and valid reasons why some congregations 
find it impossible to take their full share, and is grateful for every earnest 
endeavor made by such congregations to raise what portion they can; but it is 
hardly believable that any considerable number should find it impossible to do 
anything at all. It is therefore in all earnestness and with the deepest sincerity 
the Church reminds these delinquents of their Christian duty and the fraternal 
relation in which they stand to the other congregations of the Church, calling 
to mind the Apostolic admonition. ‘Bear ye one another’s burdens, and thus 
fulfill the law of Christ.” 


Sec. 5. 119 congregations more than last year raised the full amount of 
their apportionments. There were 99 less than the previous year that did not 
contribute to Education, 48 less that did not contribute to Home Missions and 
24 less that did not contribute to Foreign Missions and 96 less that did not 
contribute to Charities. This is evidence that the work of the field organization 
is bearing fruit and once again the Church wishes to emphasize the importance 
of the every-member canvass and use of the envelope system in the congre- 


gations. 
B. THE BUDGET

Sec. 1. la. Whereas, the Board of Trustees, the Budget Bureau and the 
Finance Committee, together with the Boards of Foreign Missions, Education, 
Charities and Home Missions, are submitting an annual budget of $1,150,000 for 
the biennium of 1929 and 1930 allocated as follows:

With the proviso, that the Church guarantees only 85% of said amount or 
$987,499.99 and with the further proviso that the usual 15% margin be omitted 
when allocated among the several congregations of the Church. Your commit- 
tee having in mind the difficult financial conditions in our Church, and having 
made a careful investigation of the budget as submitted by the various boards, 
finds that the budget as submitted will exceed the actual receipts of the last 
fiscal year by over $90,000 (the actual receipts being $1,060,806.36). It is fur- 
ther the opinion of your committee that the 85% proviso as regards the guar- 
anteed amount together with the usual margin will cause confusion and em- 
barassment in the respective departments and make it practically inoperative, 
and that by voting a budget with these provisos, a great reduction in the 
amounts received would be the natural and logical outcome. 

It is further the opinion of your committee that the budget adopted by the 
Church should not exceed the amount the Church may reasonably expect to re- 
ceive and whereas $1,060,806.36 was the amount raised during the last fiscal 
year for the various activities, 

Therefore, be it resolved that the Church do and hereby votes an annual 
budget of one million sixty thousand dollars for the biennium 1929-1930. 

ib. Be it further resolved that the Board of Trustees and Finance Com- 
mittee be and hereby are authorized and directed to continue the practice of 
adding a margin of 15% when allocating the budget, said amount not to be con- 
sidered a part of the budget of the Church, 

le. Be it resolved that the Board of Trustees be directed to make the 
necessary reductions and adjustments to make an approximate reduction of 10% 
in the prorated amounts. 

See. 5. Jon Bjarnason Academy. Deleted. 

Sec. 6. Whereas, the Madison Normal School is no longer funtioning as orig- 
inally intended, but has discontinued the Normal department and is now merely 
an academy, and 

Whereas, it is not just and equitable that one academy receive a larger 
appropriation than another. 

Be it therefore RESOLVED, that Madison Normal School be given an 
appropriation of $3,000.00, and 

Be it further RESOLVED, that if the Board of Education shall find it im- 
possible to continue the school with the aid of such appropriation, the Board 
of Education and the Board of Trustees be and are hereby authorized and di- 
rected to take the necessary steps to either consolidate the school with some other 
church institution or to take such other steps in the matter as the boards may 
deem wise and expedient. 

Sec. 7. Whereas, it is necessary to reduce our educational budget materially, 
and 

Whereas, in line with this, the Church must seriously consider consolidation 
of some of our schools, and the elimination of schools, where that can be done 
without negative results to the work of our Chureh, and whereas the Survey 
Committee has made recommendations along the same lines, 

Therefore be it RESOLVED (A), that an appropriation of $1,500.00 be given 
Luther Academy, Albert Lea, Minnesota, for the year 1929 only, and that the 
Board of Education of our Church be and hereby is instructed to notify the 
Luther Academy Corporation that no appropriation by the Church will be 
granted the Academy for the year 1930, and that the Board of Education also 
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recommends to the Luther Academy Corporation that the Luther Academy be 
consolidated with Waldorf College, Forest City, Iowa. 

Be it further RESOLVED (B), that the Convention approve the recommend- 
ation of the Educational Survey Committee that there shall be only one school 
in the Eastern District and that the location of the school and the problems 
involved in discontinuing or consolidating the existing schools in the District, 
Central Wisconsin College, Gale College, and Pleasant View Luther College, be 
referred to the Eastern District and that the appropriation for one school or 
three schools in said District for the years 1929 and 1980 shall not exceed 
$6,000.00. 

See. 8. Regarding Congregations in Texas, deleted . 

Sec. 9 Survey of Charitable Institutions 

Whereas, the former church bodies which now constitute the Norwegian Lu- 
theran Church of America founded charitable institutions without considering 
the location of similar institutions of these former church bodies, and 

Whereas, it is the opinion of Committee No. 6 that the Church is at the 
present time supporting institutions whose services overlap: 

Therefore, be it RESOLVED ; that, a survey committee consisting of five mem- 
bers be elected by this convention for the purpose of: 

A. Making a general survey of these institutions. - 

B. Investigating whether or not the expense of keeping some of the inmates 
cannot be charged to and paid by tke counties, towns, municipalities or individ- 
uals directly interested in the placing of said persons in the various institutions 
of our Church. 

C. Investigate carefully the advisability of consolidating some of these in- 
stitutions. 

D. Report their findings and recommendations to the next general conven- 
tion. 

Sec. 10 Home Finding Work 


Whereas, the Home Finding work carried on by our Church has grown to 
large proportions, and 

Whereas, said work, due to the present money stringency, is difficult for 
the Church properly to take care of, 

Be it RESOLVED, that we ask the Lutheran Welfare Society of Minneapolis 
to take over this work on the following terms: 

1. The control of said work to be turned over to the Lutheran Welfare So- 
ciety of Minneapolis ; : 

2. The Board of Charities support the work of the Lutheran Welfare Society 
of Minneapolis to the extent of $7,500.00 the first year, $5,000 the second, $4,000.00 
the third, $3,000.00 the fourth, $2,000.00 the fifth, and $1,000.00 the sixth year. 

8. That during the six years in which the Lutheran Welfare Society is as- 
sisted financially by the Church, no collection be permitted in our congregations 
for the support of said work by the Society, except in connection with Luther- 
an Welfare Week. 


Sec. 11 Duplication 


Whereas, it is evident that in many instances the work of Home Mission 
and Charities overlaps and duplicate each other, especially as regards institu- 
tional work, 

Therefore, be it RESOLVED, that the respective departments consider such 
cases carefully and co-ordinate their work in the interest of economy and wher- 
ever possible the local pastors be urged to take over such institutional work 
without extra remeneration from the Home Mission or Charities Departments. 


C. GENERAL RESOLUTIONS 


Sec. 1. Whereas, deficits in the annual budgets are detrimental to all the 
best interests of the Church and must not be continued, therefore, 

Be it hereby RESOLVED, that the Church concurs in the plan of the Board of 
Trustees: and the Finance Committee to continue the present campaign for 
raising the full amount of the old deficit. 
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Inserted in Sec. 1 of General Resolutions by Committee No. 6 
Be it further resolved that one fourth of the deficit of each board for 1927 
and any further deficits be included in their respective budgets from year to 
year beginning with 1931. 


Sec. 2.—Loans and Investments. The Church is glad that the Board of 
Trustees is able to give the following report: 

“Through the efforts of our Loan and Investment Committee the delinquent 
loans have been reduced very materially during the past eighteen months. 

“Much of the delinquent interest has now been collected, and where it has 
been found impossible to make collection the loans have been strengthened by 
taking additional security. 

“As stated in our last report to the Church, no new loans are taken without 
careful inspection of the premises and a full report by field notes submitted 
to the committee. 

“It is gratifying to note that of the loans made during the past five years 
there are practically no delinquents. 

“In the purchase of bonds, expert advice is always obtained and our ex- 
perience has been very satisfactory, as the Bond account at this time shows 
a substantial gain. 

“While it is to be regretted that some of the old investments have not netted 
a normal rate of income, the Board is, however, glad to report that this con- 
dition is improving from year to year and that progress is being made in bring- 
ing the investments to a normal yield. 

“The Board is of the opinion that the Loan and Investment Committee is 
making such progress in the reestablishment of the endowment investments as 
can reasonably be expected under the present obtaining financial conditions, and 
that this committee has this matter well in hand.” 

Sec. 3.—Advances and Loans to Institutions. Whereas, a total amount of 
$218,550.46 has been advanced by the Church to different institutions, the 
Church approves of plans made by the Board of Trustees for refunding this 
money as soon as possible. 

Sec. 4. Being that $1,136.36,'a surplus left from funds given to fire sufferers 
in Northern Minnesota, is carried by the treasurer’s office, 

Be it RESOLVED, that the Church turn this money over to the Church Ex- 
tension Fund. 

Sec. 5. Whereas, it is reported by the Board of Trustees that the Harold 
Thorson Hstate has now been settled, and that the net worth of the estate, 
as of December 31, 1927, amounts to $706,323.88, 

Be it RESOLVED, that the Church expresses her gratitude to the Executors 
of said estate, and appreciates the fact that the future management of the Estate 
has been entrusted to men of sound judgment and recognized ability. 

Sec. 6. In view of the valuable service rendered the Church by the Young 
People’s Luther League, 

Be it RESOLVED, that we commend the youth of the Church for their 
loyalty and devotion to the cause of the Kingdom, and also for the material 
support they so generously have given through the large amount of $32,316.56 
contributed directly to the Church. This speaks well for what the Church may 
expect from her young people also in the future. 

Sec 7.—Publishing Apportionments. Whereas, the Church at its last general 
convention adopted the following resolution, viz., “Be it resolved, that the treas- 
urer in his report for the annual report add the following: before the amount 
each congregation has contributed is placed the sum of the fair share and also 
the number of confirmed members of such congregation, the name and address 
of such congregation, who have contributed nothing to the various activities 
of the Church also be added.” 

Whereas, in this matter the Finance Committee has passed the following 
resolution: 

“Whereas, we are convinced that the resolution adopted by the last general 
convention of our Church (Annual Report, 1926, page 402), requiring that the

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rubric showing the allotment submitted to each congregation be published in the 
Annual Repo:t, is detrimental to the best interest of the Church, be it resolved 
that the Finance Committee recommend to the general convention that the 
matter of printing the apportionments be taken up for renewed consideration.” 

Be it therefore resolved, that the resolution passed at our convention in 1926 
be and is hereby rescinded. 

Sec. 8. Whereas, the Finance Committee wishes to place before the Church 
in convention assembled, the question of whether or not the present system of 
allocating the budget shall be continued, 

Be it RESOLVED, that the Church encourage the practice of free-will con- 
tribution by her people. j 

Be it further RESOLVED, that the present system of allocation be con- 
tinued as a guide to districts, circuits and congregations in determining their 
fair share to the budget. ‘ 

See. 9. Be it further RESOLVED, that all our officials, pastors, congrega- 
tions and people be encouraged to give systematically and proportionately to all 
the general activities of the Church as a part of our Christian stewardship, and 
that any amount received by any Board in excess of the amount appropriated by 
this Convention for said Board shall be set aside as a surplus or reserve fund for 
the exclusive use and benefit of such Board; provided, that unless otherwise 
decided by the Church in convention assembled, such surplus or reserve fund 
shall be applied to a reduction of any deficit now or hereafter accumulated by 
said Board. 

All previous resolutions contrary to, or in conflict with, the above resolution 
are hereby rescinded. 

Sec. 10. Resolved that consideration of the request of the joint Seminary 
Building committee to authorize the Board of Trustees and the board of educa- 
tion to approve plans for additional building and improvements at the Seminary 
and to empower the Board of Trustees to sign the necessary contract for such 
building or improvements and to raise the necessary funds during 1930 be 
postponed and referred to the next general or special convention of the Church. 


Sec. 11.—Registration Fee. Whereas, the Budget Bureau and Budget com- 
mittee has made the following recommendation, “That $1.00 registration fee be 
levied at the general convention, which fee will entitle every registered mem- 
ber to a copy of the convention hymn book, “indberetning” and copy of the con- 
vention proceedings (Annual report) when printed after the convention.”

He also cited from page 159 of the Annual Report for 1920, that an emergency 
increase in th Budgteanrcemnthta02torrf9, frompagecitedg f159ualnn Atheo oalse 
increase in the Budget was granted on account of the post-war conditions, to 
the following amounts: Home Missions $21,643.00; Foreign Missions $17,729.00 ; 
Charities $16,298.10; Education $27,902.38; or a toltal of $83,572.43. 

The fiscal statement for the year showed that the Church that same vear 
raised not only the original budget but also the increase added by the Board 
of Trustees and had a surplus of $12,900.80. At the following General Convel- 
tion the Board of Trustees gave detailed explanation of this action, and suid 
action was approved by the General tConvention. 

Altogether hte Board of Trustees, together with the budgeting bodies of the 
Church, have actually expended $101,578.72 less than the amounts voted by the 
General Conventions for appropriations from 1917 to 1926.

Whereas, it is necessary to procure the consent of the Scandinavian Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church in the United States of America, or its successor in 
interest, to the disposal of said property and the proceeds thereof, 

Be it therefore resolved, That the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America 
authorize and empower its Board of Trustees to execute, acknowledge and de- 
liver in the name of the Church and under its corporate seal, such Deeds of 
Conveyance, releases or relinquishments to the right, title or interest of the 
Church in and to said property and on such terms and conditions as the said 
Board of Trustees may deem proper, and that the proceeds from the sale thereof 
be disposed of by the Board of Trustees as the said Board may in its judgment 
deem proper, having due regard for the trust provisions involved. 


D. Lutheran Brotherhood Building, Bremerton, Wash. 


Whereas, the American Federation of Lutheran Brotherhoods has decided to 
dispose of its Welfare building in Bremerton, Wash., and 

Whereas, Bremerton is the home of the Pacific Fleet of the U. S. Navy, bring- 
ing in excess of 50,000 service men to its port every year, and

Of this number the following were present at the organization meeting: 
Larsen, Rygh, Linnevold, Tolo. The Committee was organized June 5, by the 
election of Rev. N. Astrup Larsen as Chairman, and Rev. G. T. Rygh as Sec- 
retary. 

. The following Resolutions were adopted: 


_ 1. Be it resolved the Biennial Convention commends the successful opera- 
tion of Augsburg Publishing House, including the Lutheran Publishing House, 
Decorah, Iowa, during the past fiscal year, in the production of a large num- 
ber of titles, the sale of literature in constantly increasing volume, and partic- 
ularly in the increase of new subscriptions to the periodicals of the Church 
body to the number of 6,996, as also in the profits amounting to the sum of 
$23,938.62. 

2. The Biennial Convention highly appreciates the efforts of Augsburg 
Publishing House to disseminate good and wholesome reading matter. In or- 
der, however, to further assist the publishing house in its endeavors to spread 
worthy literature, the Convention desires to suggest to the Board of Publication 
the desirability to appoint a literary critic, whose duty it shall be to pass upon 
the fitness and availability of all literature offered for sale by Augsburg Pub. 
House and the Luth. Pub. House to serve as advisor and counsellor in the selec- 
tion of books and other literature to be offered for sale and distribution by 
Augsburg Publishing House, and to furnish careful and critical reviews 
of books and other reading matter for the columns of our Church Papers and 
the press in general. 

3. The quarterly publication “Teologisk Tidsskrift” is hereby discontinued 
on the ground of its constantly and rapidly decreasing list of subscribers, and 
the pecuniary loss attendant upon the decrease in circulation. 

4. The Board of Publication is hereby directed to begin the issuance of an 
English Lutheran Theological Quarterly, provided, however, that occasioal 
articles in languages other than English may be inserted in the columns of the 
quarterly. 

5. The Board of Publication is hereby directed to publish the new 
standard version of Luther’s Small Catechism, when adopted in its final form 
by our Church body, in various inexpensive editions, in order that the Cate- 
chism may secure the greatest possible circulation and distribution among our 
people and also beyond the bounds of our Church body.

In compliance with suggestions from a committee appointed by convention 
resolution in 1923, then Pension Roll is omitted, but may be seen in the office 
of the Pension Board. 


Term of Office for Board Members 


The following amendment to the rules is recommended for adoption: 

WHERBAS, the term of office of three members of the Board of Pensions 
expires in 1929 (Anderson, Strom, Hofto), at which time there is no synodical 
convention, and 

WHEREAS, since the change from a triennial convention period to a bi- 
ennial convention period it is desirable to have the terms of office expire dur- 
ing a convention year, and that two members of said Board be elected at each 
synodical convention, and that the rules and regulations of the Pension Fund 
should be amended accordingly. 

BE IT THEREFORE RESOLVED, That Section 49, under the heading of 
ADMINISTRATION, of the RULES OF THE PENSION FUND be amended 
so as to read as follows: 


“All other matters pertaining to the Fund shall be administered by a Board 
of Pensions consisting of seven (7) members, of which the Treasurer of the 
Fund shall be ex-officio a member. The other six (6) members shall be elected 
for a term of six years, excepting that at the synodical convention-in 1928, one 
member shall be elected for a term of one (1) year and two for five (5) years, 
all of whom shall take office in June, 1929; that at the synodical convention 
in 1980 one shall be elected for six (6) years; in 1932 one shall be elected for 
four (4) years and two for six (6) years, and thereafter, two members shall be 
elected for six (6) years at every biennial convention. In case of a vacancy, 
the Board shall temporarily fill the vacancy until the Church fills the vacancy 
by election.” 

Reserve Fund Notes 

According to resolutions passed by former conventions, Reserve Rund Notes 
must be paid in full within five years from date of issue. In order to save 
the membership of those who have not paid these notes in full when due, the 
Board has permitted them to be paid in annual instalments of 10 per cent of 
the principal, subject to approval by the Church. 

Action is requested on this matter. 


Foreword to the New Plan 


Pursuant to instructions by the General Convention in 1926, your Board is 
herewith submitting a plan for a revised Pension Fund, of which all our minis- 
ters, teachers and others in the service of the Church may become members as 
long as they are in active service, regardless of whether they are members of the 
present Fund or not. 

The plan has been worked out under expert actuarial guidance, has utilized 
the experience of other pension funds and taken into consideration conditions 
peculiar to our Church. 

The plan has also been laid before the Church Council and received its ap- 
proval and recommendation. 

The Present Plan 


Our ten years of experience with our present Pension Fund have shown us 
that it is impossible to carry out the original plan of increasing the Permanent 
Fund to so large amounts that it will yield sufficient revenue for pensions to a 
steadily increasing number of pensioners. i i å 

Already the two former Church bodies that had pension funds in operation 
before the Union, had begun to find that out. For while they started paying the 
maximum pension of $500, they had to come down to $400. 

Our Church kept up the $400 for three years, then went down to $360, and 
the last years to $320, and it is the direct gifts to the current year’s pension that 
has made it possible to keep the payments up to $320 a year. But in spite of 
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the increase of these contributions, the additions to the Permanent Fund and 
the increase of the annual dues by the members of the Fund, the amount of 
pension being paid is going down on account of the rapid increase of the number 
of pensioners. 

We started in 1917 with 80. During these ten years the number has in- 
creased to 247 and, according to our actuary’s projections, will continue to go up 
until by 1947 there will be 600. 

This experience of the impossibility of increasing endowment funds for pen- 
sion purposes, So as to keep pace with the growing pension roll, is not peculiar 
to our Pension Fund, but is common to all pension funds that, like ours, have 
been based on the endowment plan. It has therefore caused many churches and 
other pension-paying organizations to change their original endowment plans 
into reserve plans similar to the one we are submitting. 


The New Plan 2 


The central idea in this revised plan is that it provides for the setting aside 
to each member’s credit of a certain sum of money each year during his active 
service, to which both he and the Church or his congregations contribute. The 
total of these credits with interest additions will then be available to provide 
with absolute certainty the expected annuity payments for him when he retires 
from active service, either on account of old age or disability. Should he die 
before retirement and leave a widow and minor children, the money will be 
used for their support. 

Those who become members of this plan from the beginning of their active 
service will need no help for their pension from endowment funds or special 
collections, and finally the plan will entirely do away with the need for such col- 
lections. It is built on sound principles. It will solve the pension problem for 
the future and solve it right. 


Accrued Liability for Pricr Service 

The current payments above referred to, do not provide annuity credits 
based upon service rendered prior to the inauguration of the new plan. This 
constitutes what is called the accrued liability problem, which is financed sepa- 
rately by raising sums of money to be used, principal and interest, for that 
specific purpose. F 

The Episcopal Church raised a fund of more than 8 million dollars for this 
purpose, and the Northern Presbyterian Church completed a campaign last year 
for more than 15 million dollars for accrued liabilities. 


The Laymen’s Movement 


In the other churches it is the laymen who have taken hold of their ministers’ 
pension problems, induced their churches to adopt reserve plans for future sery- 
ice and collected the money necessary for pension credits on account of past 
service. 

In the beginning of the year 1925 some laymen of our Church met and ex- 
pressed themselves in favor of starting a laymen’s movement for our Pension 
Fund. When this was called to the attention of the General Convention of the 
same year, it passed the following resolution: 

“The Church learns with interest that some of its prominent laymen have 
taken initial steps to consider ways and means for the increase of its Pension 
Fund. The Church appreciates this noble sentiment, welcomes and blesses the 
venture and hopes and prays for its success.” $ 

The movement was, however, suspended on account of the impending cam- 
paign for school endowments. 

A large number of our laymen who have studied the new plan are recom- 
mending it for adoption and offering their services in carrying it out. 


The Church Will Profit 


The average annual income for a minister in our Church from all sources is 
less than two thousand dollars. Out of this he must pay his automobile ex- 
penses, ranging from three to six hundred dollars a year, debt from his school- 
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days, and the support of his family. The men on the smaller salaries, and they 
are in the majority, can therefore hardly lay anything aside for old age or 
their dependents, and the specter of poverty and of becoming dependent on char- 
ity stare them in the face. 

If the revised plan can be adopted and carried into operation, it will mean 
a comfortable old age for the men and women who have spent their lives in lay- 
ing the foundations of our Church. Their ranks are, however, constantly being 
depleted and must be replenished with young men. We expect the best young 
men at our schools to become ministers. Let us encourage them by showing 
that our Church is willing to look after the old age of the men it uses up in its 
service. The sight of a host of old ministers without support would be no en- 
couragement. The revised plan should, therefore, also mean better recruits for 
the ministry and better service for the Church. 


Collection of the 8 Per Cent 


The amount, equivalent to 8 per cent of the salaries, which the plan calls 
for, must be provided for in the general budget of the Church for those who are 
receiving their salaries from the general church body. These amounts would 
total about 50 thousand dollars. 

The amounts equivalent to 8 per cent of the salaries of our about 1,040 
pastors may also be included in the budget and paid by the congregations the 
same way as their other contributions to the activities of the Church. Based on 
the average salary of two thousand dollars, these amounts would total about 
167 thousand dollars. 

If not included in the budget, each charge must send in to the general 
treasury of the Church an amount equivalent to 8 per cent of their pastor’s 
salary for his pension credits. 


Summary of the New Plan 


The plan proposes to revise the present pension system as follows: 

1. To make certain that present pensioners shall receive not less than the 
320 dollars a year now being paid. 

2. To make certain that no future pensioners shall receive less than the 
320 dollars a year now being paid. 

3. To provide for a certain pension upon total permanent disability. 

4. To provide an immediate payment to the widow upon the death of her 
husband if in active service. 

5. To make certain that payments in the future will be made to widows. 

6. To make certain that payments in the future will be made to children 
under 16 years of age. 

7. To make certain that payments will be made during old age to those who 
retire. 

8. To permit those who withdraw from active service in the Church to 
withdraw their own payments and interest in cash upon giving up all rights to 
other payments. 

It proposes to accomplish this: 

By regular payments by the minister, teacher or other members. 

By regular payments by the Church body or by congregations—as may be 
decided .upon. 

By crediting all payments by the minister to his individual account with 
interest. Å 

By crediting the remainder of the Church or congregation contributions, 
after providing for other benefits, to the individual account of the minister with 
interest. 
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By crediting individual ministers with as much additional as they choose 
to pay including any part of the 200 dollars which they have already paid in. 


By raising through a campaign enough money, as has been done by other 
denominations, to put the whole plan, including pensions for service prior to the 
adoption of the new plan on a permanently sound and adequate basis.

Outline of Amended Rules of the Pension Fund proposed to be adopted by the 
General Convention of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America in 1928 and 
to take effect as of January 1, 1929. 


1. Pension Fund. The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America (hereafter 
referred to as the Norwegian Lutheran Church), shall maintain and conduct a 
Pension Fund for the benefit of its ministers as hereafter outlined, and referred 
to as the Fund. 


2. Administration. All Funds shall be administered by the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Norwegian Lutheran Church and invested in accordance with the 
laws of the State of Minnesota governing the investment of trust funds. 


All other matters pertaining to the Fund shall be administered by a Board of 
Pensions (hereafter referred to as the Board), consisting of seven members, 
of which the treasurer of the Fund shall be ex-officio a member. The other six 
members shall be elected for a term of six years, excepting that at the synodi- 
cal convention in 1928, one member shall be elected for a term of one (1) year 
and two for five (5) years, all of whom shall take office in June, 1929; that at 
the synodical convention in 1930 one shall be elected for six (6) years; in 1932 
one shall be elected for four (4) years and two for six (6) years, and thereafter, 
two members shall be elected for six (6) years at every biennial convention. 

In the case of a vacancy, the Board shall temporarily fill the vacancy until 
the Church fills the vacancy by election. 


3. Membership. The members herein designated ministers shall include 
persons who are members of the Norwegian Lutheran Church and who are: 


(a) Ministers in actual service as regular pastors of congregations. 

(b) Ministers serving at institutions that are owned or supported by the 
Norwegian Lutheran Church or who are in the service of the Norwegian Lu- 
theran Church in some other capacity. 

(c) Professors and teachers in schools owned or supported by the Norwe- 
gian Lutheran Church who have served consecutively for three years in its 
schools and are members of a congregation belonging to the Norwegian Luther- 
an Church. 


(d) Foreign missionaries, men and women, who are serving as pastors, 
teachers and physicians. 


(e) Permanently appointed managers of institutions owned and operated 
by the Norwegian Lutheran Church. 


(f) Editors of the Norwegian Lutheran Church papers who devote all their 
time to this work. 


(g) The officers designated as treasurer and auditor in the articles of Cor- 
poration of the Norwegian Lutheran Church. 
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(h) The secretaries of the general executive boards. 
, (i) Regularly elected or appointed evangelists and teachers giving full 
time service to the Church. 


4. Definition of Salary. The word “salary” as herein used means fixed 
salary and an addition in the case of ministers who have free house equivalent 
to 15 per cent of the fixed salary. 


5. Contribution by the Minister. The minister shall contribute an amount 
equivalent to 24% per cent of his current salary. 


6. Application of the Minister’s Contributions. All contributions by each 
minister shall be credited to his individual account and increased by interest 
additions. The accumulations shall be applied towards providing an age annuity 
upon retirement; or in the event of prior death towards providing a widow’s 
annuity or other specified benefits; or be paid upon demand as hereinafter pro- 
vided. In no case shall the minister and his beneficiary receive less in benefits 
than the amount of the accumulations of the minister’s contributions and in- 
terest. 


7. Contribution by the Church. The contributions by the congregations, or 
other salary-paying organizations (hereafter referred to as the Church), shall 
be amounts equivalent to 8 per cent of the minister’s salary. 


8. Application of Church’s Contributions. The Church’s contributions re- 
ceived during a year shall be allocated to those entitled to participate as of the 
beginning of the next year as follows: 


a. Age Annuities. (1) The balance available after providing for the other 
items hereinafter specified shall be allocated to the ministers who have qualified 
to receive a share. 

(2) This allocation provides proportionately larger annuities to the men on 
the smaller salaries and shall be in accordance with the following rule: To 
each minister shall be allocated each year 30 (thirty) dollars plus 25 per cent 
(25%) of the sum actually paid into the Fund during the year as the Church’s 
contribution on account of the minister’s salary. 

(8) Upon retirement from the active service of the ministry on and after 
attaining the minimum retirement age of sixty-five years, all accumulations to 
the credit of the minister, including his own contributions and the allocations, 
shall be applied as the actuarial equivalent to provide an annuity on the life of 
the member. If the minister shall have a wife living at the time of entering 
upon retirement annuity, then upon the death of either, two-thirds (%) of the 
annuity shall continue to the survivor. If the minister has no wife living, his 
annuity shall be two-thirds (%) of what it would have been if he had had a 
wife living. 

(4) If the minister shall reenter active service, the annuity payments shall 
be discontinued and contributions shall be resumed. Three or more consecu- 
tive months of salary relationship shall be deemed active service. 


b. Disability Annuities. (1) To set aside on a reserve basis a sufficient 
amount to waive the payment of the contributions by the minister and the 
Church and to provide annuities payable during disability to such active minis- 
ters as are under the minimum retirement age (65) and as many become totally 
and permanently disabled within the year. 

(2) Should disability annuitants attain the minimum retirement age (65), the 
total accumulations from all sources, including the waived contributions to the 
eredit of the minister, shall be applied to provide an age annuity, but in no case 
“shall the annuity payable thereafter be less than the disability annuity being 
paid. 

(3) The amount of the disability annuity shall be twenty-five per cent 
(25%) of the average salary of the minister during the past years of service up 
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to three, but not less than the minimum pension being paid that year. 

(4) The Board shall have the right to increase the disability annuities as 
the experience and the resources may justify. 

(5) Disability must be certified to by a competent physician as well as by 
the minister and is subject to the approval of the Board, with the right to call 
for proof of continued disability from time to time, but at intervals of not less. 
than one year. 

(6) If a disabled minister becomes sufficiently able to resume ministerial 
work, his disability annuity may be reduced or terminated by the Board at its 
diseretion. After the disability annuity has been terminated and he has entered 
into a salary relationship, he shall resume his contributions to the Fund. 


c. Death Benefits. To set aside on a reserve basis a sufficient amount to 
provide for the payment of $1,000 to the widow (or minor, children if there be 
no widow), upon the death of the minister during the current year, while in 
active service. 


d. Widow’s Annuity. (1) To set aside on a reserve basis a sufficient 
awount to build up, if needed, to a minimum of $300 the annuity to the widow, if 
any, in the event of the minister’s death before drawing an age annuity. 


(2) If the widow shall remarry, her annuity shall terminate when the sum’ 
of the annuity payments to her deceased husband and herself shall equal the 
accumulation from the minister’s contributions and interest when the first an- 
nuity was entered upon. 


(3) No widow’s annuity shall be granted in any case where at the time of 
marriage the minister was more than 64 years of age, or was receiving a dis- 
ability annuity. ; 

e. Minor Children’s Annuities. (1) To set aside on a reserve basis a suf- 
ficient amount to provide annuities of $100 each to the minor children, under 
the age of 16 of each minister, dying within the year, whether such member 
were in active relationship or receiving an age or disability. annuity. ; 


(2) The total amount of the widow’s annuity and the minor children’s an- 
nuities shall not exceed the amount that the minister was receiving or would 
have been entitled to upon retirement. 


f. Administrative Expenses. To pay administrative expenses not otherwise 
provided for by other sources of income. 


g. Maintain Reserves. To bring up to, if necessary, and maintain the re- 
serve accumulations at such amounts as may be required according to the tables 
of mortality and disability and rates of interest adopted from time to 
time by the Board as standards, together with such additional amount as may be 
deemed wise to hold, as surplus for contingencies. 


9. Right of Minister to Participate in Allocations and Benefits. a. The 
right of the minister to participate in the full yearly allocations and the full 
death and disability benefits, shall be contingent upon both the minister and his 
church having made their contributions in full during the year closing. 


b. If the minister and his church shall fail to make their contributions in 
full during the year, the allocation under the section 8-a shall be made pro-rata, 
and the benefits payable upon death or disability during the ensuing year shall 
be reduced pro-rata. 


Cc. In any case when the minister and his church shall have failed to make 
contributions in full, the minimum annuity to such minister and beneficiaries 
shall be reduced in the proportion that the amount of the deficiencies in such 


payments and interest bears to the present value of the minimum annuity when 
entered upon. 


10. Withdrawal Benefits. A minister terminating service in the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church, without entering upon a disability or old age annuity shall 


upon release of all other claims be entitled to withdraw the accumulations from 
his own payments with interest additions. 
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11. Time of Payment of Contributions. The contributions by the minister 
and by the Church shall be paid either monthly, quarterly, semi-annually or an- 
nually in advance. In case of any change in salary during a period for which 
remittance has been made, adjustment shall be made in the succeeding remit- 
tance. 


12. Annuity Payments. All annuity payments shall be made in monthly in- 
stalments in advance. 


13. Additional Optional Payments and Disposition of Entrance Fees. In 
any case where the full contribution for the year is paid by the minister 
and the church, the minister may pay into the fund such additional amounts as 
he may elect, which payments shall be accumulated with interest, with the right 
on the part of the minister or beneficiary to withdraw the accumulation in whole 
or in part in cash or to apply the same to the payment of contributions, or to 
provide such additional benefit as the minister or beneficiary may elect. All 
payments upon principal on account of entrance fees shall be refunded and all 
notes given for entrance fees shall be cancelled and returned to ministers as of 
January 1, 1929, provided any minister may leave amounts so paid to accumu- 
late as herein provided. 


14. Interest Credited at Net Rate Earned. Interest shall be credited on 
amounts credited or accumulated at the net rate earned, as determined by the 
Board. 


15. Financing Annuity Credits on Account of Prior Service. Provision shall 
be made for the raising of an Accrued Liability Fund to (a) supplement present 
resources available for paying the pensions heretofore granted so that they 
would be not less than the amount now being paid and with a view to increasing 
such pensions as far as the funds will permit; and (b) to supplement payments 
of annuities to equalize as far as possible for service prior to January 1, 1929, 
as if these rules had been in force during such service. 


We also recommend the adoption of the following resolution: 


We endorse the resolution passed by the 1925 Convention of our Chureh and 
found on page 419 of the Convention report, reading: “The Church learns with 
- interest that some of its prominent laymen have taken initial steps to consider 
ways and means for the increase of its Pension Fund. The Church appreciates 
this noble sentiment, welcomes and blesses the venture and hopes and prays for 
its success.” 5 

The Laymen’s Committee of One Hundred is given authority and blessing 
by the Church to organize and conduct a campaign for gifts to the Accrued 
Liability Fund as outlined in section 15.

Sec. 1. Term of Office for Board Members: Whereas, the term of office of 
three members of the Board of Pensions expires in 1929 (Anderson, Strom 
Hofto), at which time there is no synodical Convention, and i 
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Whereas, since the change from a triennial convention period to a bi- 
ennial convention period it is desirable to have the terms of office expire 
during a convention year, and that two members of said Board be elected at 
each synodical Convention, and that the rules and regulations of the Pension 
Fund should be amended accordingly, 

Be it therefore resolved, that Section 49, under the heading of Administra- 
tion, of the Rules of the Pension Fund be amended so as to read as follows: 

“All other matters pertaining to the Fund shall be administered by a Board 
of Pensions consisting of seven (7) members, of which the Treasurer of the 
Fund shall be ex-officio a member. The other six (6) members shall be elect- 
ed for a term of six years, excepting that at the synodical Convention in 1928; 
one member shall be elected for a term of one (1) year and two for five (5) 
years, all of whom shall take office in June, 1929; that at the synodical Con- 
vention in 1930 one shall be elected for six (6) years; in 1932 one shall be elect- 
ed for four (4) years and two for six (6) years, and thereafter two members 
shall be elected for six (6) years at every Biennial Convention. 

In case of a vacancy the Board shall temporarily fill the vacancy until the 
Church fills the vacancy by election. 


Sec. 2. Reserve Fund Notes: Whereas, according to resolutions passed at 
former Conventions, Reserve Fund Notes must be paid in full within five years 
from date of issue, and 

Whereas, in order to save the membership of those who have not paid 
these notes in full when due, the Boardd of Pensions has permitted them to be 
paid in installments, ten per cent of the principal, subject to approval by the 
Church, å 

Be it therefore resolved, that the actions of the Board in said matter be, 
and the same hereby is, approved. 


Sec. 3. Laymen’s Committee Continued: Resolved, that the Laymen’s Com- 
mittee in co-operation with the Board of Pensions and the officers of the Church 
obtain the sentiment of the congregations, with their suggestions and recom- 
mendations, relative to the Pension Plan proposed for adoption by the Board of 
Pensions, and to report its recommendations relative thereto at the next Gen- 
eral Convention. 


Sec. 4. Pensioners Petition: Resolved, that the petition previously directed 
to the church and published in Lutheraneren May 20, 1928 by those now re- 
ceiving pensions from the Pension Fund, wherein such pensioners petition for 
increased pensions, be presented to this Convention. 

Resolved, that for the purpose of increasing current pensions to $500 
per year if possible and doing away with solicitations for the Pension Fund 
separately from the Budget, the Budget shall include $77,500 for the year 
1929 and $85,000 for the year 1930, and that if separate solicitations for the 
Pension Fund are to be continued, there be included in the Budget for the 
same purpose the sum of $40,000 for 1929 and $50,000 for 1930.

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ANNUAL REPORT FROM THE BOARD OF ELEMENTARY CHRISTIAN 
EDUCATION 


The Board of Elementary Christian Education held eight regular meetings 
during the past year, and many special committee meetings to discuss ways and 
means of promoting the cause of religious education in our Church. All Board 
members have spoken the cause at teachers’ institutes, congregational, circuit 
and district meetings. As the interest in Christian education increases, the 
work of our Executive Secretary, Dr. Tanner, becomes more onerous, and a 
great deal of his time is taken up with correspondence, conferences with dis- 
trict and circuit officers and filling speaking appointments. 


Our Synodical Director, Rev. J. N. Andersen, has had a very busy year. 
During the year he traveled over 37,000 miles and gave a large number of ser- 
mons and addresses to Sunday schools and congregations, and at institutes, 
district and circuit meetings and meetings of the W. M. Federation. He has 
addressed the Sunday schools, visited classes and assisted teachers and officers 
in grading and organizing their work. In his sermons to the congregations he 
has emphasized the importance of Christian education, Christian homes, and 
stressed the co-operation of parents wiht the teaching agencies in the congrega- 
tion. At teachers’ conferences and institutes he has impressed upon the teach- 
ers the need of personal consecration and the best possible preparation, and the 
necessity of organizing training classes for present and future teachers. At eve- 
ning sessions he has discussed various problems in religious education. 

The Inter-synodical committee on preparing a uniform English translation 
of Luther’s Catechism has had several meetings and completed its translation. 
The translation has been printed in pamphlet form and published in our Church 
papers. It will be submitted to our General Convention for consideration. 

During the last year there was an increase in the number of teachers’ insti- 
tutes. Where successful institutes have been held pastors, teachers and parents 
have become very enthusiastic in their praise of such conferences as excellent 
forums for discussing and solving the problems connected with religious edu- 
eation. Forty-two such institutes have been reported to our Executive Secre- 
tary, but because of the fact that many congregations and circuits have financed 
their own institutes several have failed to send any official report. 


Our plan of organization calls for a Board of Hlementary Christian Educa- 
tion in every congregation and in every circuit. Where such boards have not 
yet been elected, those in authority should exert their influence for the election 
of such boards. One of the duties of the Circuit Board is to arrange for teachers’ 
institutes within the circuit, and with the proper co-operation of pastors and 
teachers, it should be possible to conduct a successful institute in all the cir- 
cuits of our Church at least once a year. It is the duty of the District Board to 
co-operate with the Circuit Boards in planning institute programs, and the cir- 
cuit officers should feel free to call upon district officers for suggestions and 
help. 

Our Synodical Director reports a marked increase in teachers’ training 
classes. Because of the high standard of efficiency required in public school 
education and. because of the ever increasing problems in teaching Christianity, 
the need for trained teachers in our congregational schools becomes more and 
more imperative. In order to attain a maximum efficiency every Sunday school 
should provide some special training for teachers in service and also prepare 
teachers for the future. 

A Sunday School Standard of efficiency has been prepared and adopted by 
our Board, and all Sunday school officers who are interested in knowing the 
requirements of an efficient Sunday school should write to our Executive Secre- 
tary for free copies of our standard. 

We are glad to report that an increasing number of our congregations are 
making use of the opportunity given for conducting Week-day schools of Chris- 
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tian education. 'The additional time offered for religious instruction in the 
Week-day school and the instruction received there from trained teachers are 
of such great significance that where the opportunity is given all congregations 
should use their privilege and make the most of it. Of course, the only type 
of Week-day school that we can recommend is the congregational and de- 
nominational types. 

Where the Week-day school is impossible, the old time Vacation school and 
Saturday school should be made use of to supplement Sunday school instruc- 
tion. ° 

Small congregations are invited to apply for help from our Aid Fund to 
carry on religious instruction. During the last year twenty-eight congregations 
received help to conduct 500 days of school for 667 children at an expense of 
$1.24 for each child. 

We also have a special legacy of $2,000.00 to aid Parochial or Day schools, 
and one congregation received help from this fund last year. Our Endowment 
Fund for Elementary Christian Education was increased by $600.00 last year, 
making it a total of $24,468.00. In making legacies to our Church let us remem- 
ber that the proper Christian instruction of our children is basic to the building 
up of a spiritually strong and aggressive church of the future. 

We are glad to report that all our Sunday school papers with the exception 
of “Barnevennen” have had a large increase in circulation. The present cir- 
culation is as follows: “Barnevennen” 4,513; “Children’s Friend” 45,404; “Little 
Folks” 21,179; “Our Young People” 24,565 and “The Lutheran Teacher” 5,038. 
The Lutheran Teacher offers so much practical help for teachers and officers 
that all our Sunday schools should give every teacher and officer a free copy of 
the paper. 

Augsburg Publishing House is in a position to provide the books, supplies 
and papers needed in our schools of elementary Christian education, and we urge 
our people to use our own books and publications and to order what they need 
from our own Publishing House. 

During the last year our Board published the fourth quarter of “Manual of 
Bible Teachings,” and “Ten Studies in the Catechism,” by Dr. J. Tanner, and 
“The Sunday School Standard.” A committee from our Board together with a 
committee from the Board of Publication is now working on a new hymn book 
for our congregational schools. 


Now what about the future? Has not the time come when we must look 
the future squarely in the face, and make plans accordingly? Your Board has 
heretofore asked for insignificant appropriations for the fundamental work of 
elementary Christian education in our Church. The Board realizes that the 
time has come when our actions must speak at least as loud as our words. 


We have two tremendous problems to contend with. The first is the grow- 
ing worldliness of our homes and the lukewarmness and often total indifference 
to the Christian nurture and training of the children. The second is a well- 
organized, well-trained, active and aggressive attack on the fundamental princi- 
ples upon which our Church is built, a mighty tidal wave of infidelity and skep- 
ticism deluging our whole land, undermining faith and morals, and sweeping 
our youth into corruption, crime and ruin. The challenge comes to our Chureh 
with a clarion voice: What can we, what must we, what will we do? 


The excellent work done by Rev. J. N. Andersen the last year proves con- 
clusively that the time has come for us to put on an intensive and well organized 
campaign of education to arouse and educate our people as to what is at 
stake. Our congregations must be made aware of their great home program of 
Christian education. Of the many parts of this program, we shall mention the 
following: å 

1 ao. provide better trained teachers for all Christian instruction of the chil- 
dren. This means training courses for teachers in service and for future 
teachers. 

2. To provide the necessary teaching facilities and equipment. 

8. To make use of and coordinate the different teaching agencies, such as the 
Sunday school, the Week-day school, the Vacation school, the Saturday school, 
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and confirmation instruction in order to secure more time for the instruction 
of the children. 


4. To provide Christian instruction for all the children both in the grades 
and the high school. 


5. To secure the necessary funds for this work as a part of the annual local 
budget of the congregation. 


An educational campaign of this magnitude to be carried out effectively would 
require one man in each district giving his whole time to the work. Such a field 
man should travel from charge to charge to inform and inspire the congrega- 
tions, organize teachers’ training classes, assist at institutes, help to grade and 
organize the schools and help to establish new schools of Christian instruction. 

If we could put four new men into the field next year and assign to each man 
a definite territory, it would mean a mighty impetus to the cause of Christian 
education in our Church. 

The Board of Elementary Christian Education therefore submits a request 
to the General Convention of our Church this year for an appropriation of 
$25,000.00 annually for the next two years for elementary Christian education. 

Your Board at a meeting March 19th, 1928, adopted the following resolution 
as an expression of what in its judgment should be the policy of our Church 
with respect to Elementary Christian Education: 

1. The development of the Sunday school to the highest degree of efficiency. 
_ 2. The fullest possible development and utilization of the Week-day school, 
wherever this is legally and physically possible, making ample provisions for 
the religious instruction of pupils both in the grades and the high school. 

8. We approve the congregational and denominational types of the Week-day 
school only, since the community type renders it impossible for Lutheran con- 
gregations to maintain their confessional position and to control the character 
of teachers employed, the subject matter taught, and the principles and methods 
of teaching.. 

4. The fullest possible development and utilization of the Vacation school, 
Saturday school, and public catechization at church services wherever feasible. 
We favor subsidy by the general Church for small and poor congregations, to 
enable them to maintain Vacation schools. 

5. Raising the standard and duration of confirmation instruction. 

6. A definite congregational program of religious education, providing for 
proper administration, adequate equipment, trained teaching force, and adequate 
financial support. 

7. A definite program of fostering, directing, and financing elementary Chris- 
tian education by the general Church, with an adequate number of properly 
trained and qualified general and district workers. 

8. Adequate provision at our Church schools for the training of teachers and 
leaders in the field of elementary Christian education. 


9. A unified and progressive program of Christian education frem infancy to 
maturity.

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HI. COMMITTEE REPORTS AND RESOLUTIONS 


N. B. Resolutions are printed as adopted. Substitute Motions are given under 
“Consideration of Reports.” 


The Committee on Elementary Christian Education met and organized by 
electing Rev. M. Lyle Halvorsen as Chairman and the Rev. Geo. Shurson as 
Secretary. The following resolutions were ordered presented to the Conven- 
tion: 

Sec. 1. This Convention expresses its deep gratitude to God for the efficient 
work performed by the Board of Elementary Christian Education and for the 
excellent work which has been done by the field workers in this service. 

The Convention also expresses its gratitude for the splendid work carried 
on by the teachers and officers in our Sunday schools, weekday schools and 
vacation schools. 

The Convention would further urge upon our congregations to do all in 
their power to promote the greater home program as outlined by our Board 
of Elementary Christian Education as found in the printed,report. 

Sec. 2. The Convention recommends for use the books and publications pro- 
vided by the Board of Elementary Christian Education, and also the new Popu- 
lar Exposition of Luther’s Catechism by Rev. O. L. Grefthen, and the recent 
book by Prof. K. Lokensgaard, “Outlines of the Catechism.” 

The Convention rejoices in the fact that a new hymn book for use in our 
congregational schools is now in preparation. We would respectfully urge 
the committee in charge to consider the advisability of inserting the words 
of the hymns between the notes. 


Revised Report of Committee No. 9 


In regard to the new version of Luther’s Small Catechism, edition of 1531, 
recently published by an Intersynodical Committee, in which Committee the 
Norwegian Lutheran Church of America has two representative members, 
your Committee begs to submit the following Resolutions: 

1. Be it resolved, that the Biennial Convention of the Norwegian 

Lutheran Church of America hereby accepts the version submitted by the 
Inter-synodical Committee with the following provisos: 
a) Strike the headline, “The Introduction,” and set the words, “I am 
the Lord Thy God,” on the same line and introductory to the First Command- 
ment. Reason: They are a vital part of the Commandment, since they give 
the motive for obedience. 

b) Retain the threat in the Second Commandment. Reason: The threat 
is an integral element in the Commandment giving a vital reason for obedience. 

c) Fourth Commandment. Retain the promise. 

d) Fifth Commandment. Instead of saying, “That we bring no bodily 
harm,” substitute these words: “that we cause no'bodily injury or suffering 
(Schaden noch Leid) to our neighbor.” 

io Sixth Commandment. Strike the adverb "always”—not found in origi- 
nal text. 

f) Seventh Commandment. Change “nor bring them into our possession” 
to “nor gain possession of them.” Better English translation. 

g) Eighth Commandment. Omit “deceitfully’ as redundant. Omit also 
"backbite” as pleonastic. “Sondern” is very strong and emphasizes the con- 
trast; "but rather” might be a better rendition of the word. 

h) Tenth Commandment. Retain the words, “nor his ox nor his ass.” 
The excision of these words is not justifiable. The word “cattle” is inadequate 
and not admissible. Instead of “drive away” use the word “alienate.” Omit 
“or cattle,” and translate “his wife or servants.” Instead of the phrase, “use 
our endeavors that they may remain and discharge their duty to him,” use this 
ee “but urge them to remain and do their duty,’ which is a better trans- 
ation, 
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fa 61) Declaration. Instead of “in no wise disobey,” use this version: “do noth- 
ing against His commandments,” which is a closer and better translation. 

j) First Article. Instead of the word, “unto,” use “to.” 

k) The Introduction to the Lord’s Prayer. We proposed the following 
translation: “God would thereby tenderly invite us to believe that He is truly 
our Father, and that we are truly His Children, so that we may pray to Him 
with perfect confidence, even as little children,” etc. Omit “dear” before “chil- 
dren,” as the word so used is idiomatic German but not English. 

1) First Petition. Instead of “directs” use the word “teaches,” “leret” is the 
original word. 

m) Third Petition. Instead of “every wicked plan and evil purpose,” trans- 
late: “every evil counsel and purpose.” Closer translation and better English. 

n) Fifth Petition. Instead of “here we pray,” use “We pray in this peti- 
tion.” Better translation. 

o) On Baptism. Strike the word “mere” and use the word “merely,” 
In answer to the question, "What is this word of God?” use the American Re- 
vised Version. Question 111. Instead of “bring to pass,” use the word “do” 
in both cases. A closer rendition of the original. 

p) Of Confession. Instead of "What sins ought we to confess,” translate, 
“What sins should we confess.” Strike “ought we” also in the answer and 
read: “Should we.” Better translation. Strike the word ‘dissolute’ and use 
the word “unchaste” or “impure.” “Unchaste” expresses unzuchtig precisely. 
Instead of “pointed out,” use the the word “shown.” 

q) “What is the Sacrament of the Altar?” Strike the word, “true,” in the 
answer to the question. 

With the above emendations the Biennial Convention of the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church of America accepts the version of Luther’s Small Catechism 
submitted by the Inter-synodical Committee. 

Sec. 4. In view of the fact that the elementary Christian education con- 
cerns the very life of our Church, as attested by our general President and the 
district presidents in their reports, and because of the marked success that 
has already been attained, and in order to carry out the policy of Christian edu- 
cation as recommended by the Educational Survey Committee (See Report, 
sec. 1 and 2, page 76 in printed report), the Board of Christian Education is 
requested to continue its campaign of education and carry out the program 
recommended in its report. ; 

The Church appropriates the sum of $7,500 to be divided equally in the 
four budgetting rubrics; and it was further decided that it receives in addition 
to this the interest on the $24,467.98 endowment.

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Reflections on the Tenth Anniversary 
DEN EE LUTHERSKE KIRKE I AMERIKA NEDGJENNEM AARENE 


Dr. H. G. Stub 


Kjære kristenforsamling, især I prester og repræsentanter for menighetene 
i Den Norsk Lutherske Kirke i Amerika! Vær hilset i Jesu navn! 

Det er mindene om Guds naadige førelser med kirkefolket av norsk æt i 
Amerika, førelser som har naadd sit høidepunkt i den velsignelsesrike sammen- 
slutning av tre norsk lutherske samfund til Den Norsk Lutherske Kirke med 
dens resultater — det er disse som denne eftermiddag skal træ os i møte paa 
forskjellig maate og bære vor feststemning. 

Mig er det overdrat at gi en fremstilling av "Den norsk lutberske kirke i 
Amerika nedgjennem aarene,” hvilket selvfølgelig ikke kan indskrænkes til de ti 
sidste aar, men først og fremst kræver et tilbakeblik over det byggemateriale av — 
hvilket den norsk lutherske kirke bestaar. Den som mangler forstaaelse for det, 
vil aldrig kunne fatte hvorledes der overhodet kunde bli en norsk luthersk kirke 
herover. 

Der er ogsaa en særegen grund for at gaa tilbake netop nu. For 75 aar siden 
blev den integrerende del av Den Norsk Lutherske Kirke, som bar navnet Synoden 
for den norsk lutherske kirke i Amerika, organisert. Sandheten kræver at vi 
ialfald med disse faa ord paa den ene side avviser de uberettigede forsøk som 
gjøres av et litet oppositionssamfund for at berøve den retmæssige sin eierret. 
Paa den anden side hævder den historiske sandhet at Synoden for den norsk 
lutherske kirke i Amerika, som en integrerende del av Den Norsk Lutherske 
Kirke i Amerika, kan føre sin historie, sine principper og sin praksis gjennem 75 
aar tilbake til 1853. 

Baade den Forenede Kirke og Hauges Synode, de to andre integrerende dele 
av Den Norsk Lutherske Kirke, vil ha samme ret til at mindes sine fødselsaar 
og naar det rette tidspunkt er kommet, henlede samfundets opmerksomhet paa 
det. 

Som gode lutheranere prøver vi altid at se alle ting, verdenshistorien, kir- 
kens historie, de enkelte kristne samfunds historie, likesom den enkeltes historie 
i Guds ords lys. 

Det Guds ord i hvis lys vi vil se Den Norsk Lutherske Kirkes historie gjen- 
nem aarene, saaledes som nævnt, er dette ord av kirkens herre: “Himmerikes 
rike er likt et senepskorn som et menneske tok og saadde i sin aker; det er 
mindre end alt anden frø; men naar det vokser til, er det større end alle maturter 
og blit til et træ, saa himmelens fugler kommer og bygger rede i dets grener” 
(Matt113, 311032): 

Under dette skjønne billede av det lille senepskorn, som blir til et træ hvori 
himmelens fugler bygger rede, har vor frelser git os himmerikes rike, naadens 
rikes uanselige begyndelse, dets vekst, dets utbredelse og den velsignelse det 
byr paa fra Jerusalem gjennem Asien, Europa, Afrika, Amerika, indtil jordens 
ender til den dag idag. 

Himmerikes rike paa jorden er et usynlig rike, fordi det som gjør et men- 
neske til medlem eller borger i eller av dette rike, nemlig den levende tro paa 
Jesus Kristus som dets frelser, er usynlig. Men paa samme tid staar det fast 
at himmerikes rike er tilstede i hver eneste stedsmenighet, hver eneste lokal me- 
nighet som har saa meget av den saliggjørende sandhet, av naadens midler at 
Guds barn kan fødes der. Og hvad der gjælder en kristen menighet, gjælder et 
oe ag Der er himmerikes rike paa jorden gjennem de troende som 

ndes i det. 
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å I vort. gamle fædreland Norge var og er reformationskirken den lutherske 

ble > miks rike gjennem de troende som var og er der. 

g i lære og liv, til trods for de baand som kirken lider 

under ordet og sakramentene, var der og er der, og derfor var og er himmerikes 

rike der gjennem dem som ved orå og sakramenter er blit sande kristne og 
bevarte som saadanne. 

_ Fra dette land, fra dette folk med den kristne lutherske kirke og himmerikes 
rike eller sande kristne i sin midte bgyndte for 100 aar siden en utvandring til 
den nye verden, til Amerika, en utvandring hvis minde blev feiret i 1925. Men 
denne utvandring var ubetydelig og uten direkte indflydelse paa vor kirkes begyn- 
delse. Det var først i 1836, 1837 og 40 til 1850 utvandringen tiltok, saa der ved en- 
den av 50-aarene var ca. 18,000 av norsk æt i de Forenede Stater. Ved enden av 
60-aarene hadde man det dobbelte antal. Ved enden av 70-aarene rundt 60,000. 
Ved enden av 80-aarene 100,000, og ved vort aarhundredes begyndelse henimot én 
million. Det er ogsaa betegnende at i 40- og 50-aarene grundlagdes de nybygder 
som kom til at øve den største indflydelse paa grundlæggelsen av Den Norsk Lu- 
therske Kirke i videre forstand. 

Det skal ogsaa sies at netop blandt dem som utvandret i disse aar, var en del 
av Norges bedste mænd og kvinder, dypt interessert for kirke og kristendom, 
hærdede i kampen for tilværelsen med sten og fjeld eller havets bølger. Det var 
for det meste bønder, mangfoldige av dem husmænd fra dalene og fjeldene, eller 
fiskere og sjøfolk fra kysten. For dem var bibel, katekisme, forklaring og 
salmebok de kjæreste ting de bragte med fra det gamle land. 

Der berettes om de gamle grækere at de naar de vandret ut fra moderlandet 
for at grunde kolonier, tok med sig litt av fædrelandets jord og grov den ned paa 
det nye hjemsted som et tegn paa at de ikke vilde bryte med hjemlandets religion, 
sprog, seder og skikker. Saaledes kan det sies om mangfoldige av vore fædre, 
pionérene, at de fremfor alt vilde bevare det bedste de hadde tat med sig fra - 
sit hjemland — den lutherske kirke med ordet og sakramentene, den lutherske 
tro. 

Til trods for skrøpelighetene maa det sies at det var dette slags indvandrere 
som dannet vore lutherske menigheter og samfund. 

Men blandt disse kristne mennesker som alle vilde være lutheranere, var 
der jo saa megen og saa langvarig kirkestrid. Den begyndte allerede i 1843 
mellem Elling Eielson og pastor Clausen. Ved en opbyggelse som Clausen holdt 
blev Eielsen opfordret til at ta del. Men han vilde ikke. Efter opbyggelsen - 
hadde disse to mænd en alvorlig samtale, men deres veier skiltes. At den yp- 
perlige organisator av menigheter, pastor Wilhelm Dietrichson, grundvigianeren, 
den stive statskirkeprest, til trods for at han var drivkraften i det oprop som 
utgik fra prestene Clausen, H. A. Stub og ham selv om menighetenes forening 
ti! samfund, ikke kunde vinde deres tillid som med mistanke saa paa dem der 
var knyttet til statskirken, sier sig selv. Den allerede i 1843 begyndte uenighet 
fortsatte under forskjellige navn om forskjellige lærdomme mellem forskjellige 
samfund og personer. En delvis forening mellem nogen fandt sted. Men det 
maa sies at det var først efter den langvarige strid om utvælgelsen (fra 1880 
til 1917) en enighetens tid oprandt. 

Aarsakene til al denne uenighet maa for en stor del føres tilbake til de re- 
ligiøse, de kirkelige forhold i Norge, hvor de retninger som ber i Amerika støtte 
mot hverandre, allerede paa forskjellig vis hadde hat mangen dyst. Men stats- 
sirken holdt dem sammen, saa det ikke blev dannet særegne kirkesamfund. Men 
herover blev de forskjellige retninger til forskjellige menigheter og samfund. 
Der bør ogsaa nævnes at en del av indvandrerne kom i nærmere berøring med 
engelsk lutherske samfund, som den gang hadde et mere eller mindre reformert 
anstrøk. Synoden for den norsk lutherske kirke, som i en lang række av aar 
var det ledende samfund, kom meget tidlig i forbindelse med en ortodoks tysk 
luthersk synode, Missourisynoden, der øvde en mægtig indflydelse, ikke mindst 
ved at i en række av aar fik de vordende prester i Synoden sin utdannelse ved 
Concordia Teologiske Seminar i St. Louis. Synoden hadde ogsaa ledere som 
H. A. Preus, V. Koren, Jacob Aal Ottesen, Bernt Julius Muus, i længere tid 
ogsaa den nylig avdøde dr. F. A. Schmidt, og pastor P. A. Rasmussen. Som 
en der senere i første rekke maa nævnes fra den Forenede Kirke staar formand 
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Høyme, en ivrig ven av forening. Som motsætning professorene Georg Sverdrup 
og Sven Oftedal. 

Kanske vi ogsaa burde nævne den bekjendte norske individualisme som et 
moment i stridens historie. En ting maa vi imidlertid ikke glemme, at midt 
under den megen strid blev der av de forskjellige samfund utført et stort fre- 
dens arbeide — menigheter blev dannet, prester utdannet og utsendt, høiere skoler 
bygget og vedlikeholdt, et indre og ydre missionsarbeide drevet og barmhjertig- 
betshjem opført. Naar man derfor under mine tidligere besøk i Norge med en 
viss overlegenhet kunde tale om kirkestriden i Amerika som om vi ikke gjorde 
andet end at føre strid, pleide jeg at si: "Saken er den at her i Norge hører I 
kun kanonenes torden, men I ser ikke det store fredens arbeide som samtidig 
utføres.” 

Hvad der fremfor noget andet maa nævnes som en hovedgrund til at de under 
Gud maatte bli forening av de ledende norsk lutherske samfund, til trods for 
mange skrøpeligheter, er dette: Aldrig var der blandt det norsk lutherske kirke- 
folk, delt i forskjellige samfund, strid om den hellige skrifts inspiration og ube- 
tingede autoritet. Aldrig om verdens og menneskets skabelse ved Guds almagts 
ord. Aldrig om treenigheten. Aldrig om Kristi guddom, om hans fødsel av Fa- 
deren fra evighet, eller hans undfangelse av den Helligaand og fødsel av jomfru 
Maria i tidens fylde. Aldrig om hans legemlige opstandelse fra de døde. Aldrig 
om hans stedfortrædende forsonergjerning. Aldrig om hans gjenkomst for at 
dømme levende og døde. Aldrig om den Helligaand som den tredje person i gud- 
dommen. Aldrig om omvendelsens og troens nødvendighet til salighet. Aldrig 
om retfærdiggjørelsen av naade ved troen som den Helligaands gjerning. Aldrig 
om daabens og alterens sakramenter. 

Derfor maatte der, naar de spørsmaal hvorom der hadde været strid, blev 
tilstrækkelig forklart og man lærte at forstaa hverandre, til trods for en noget 
forskjellig uttryksmaate, bli forstaaelse mellem samfundene. Der maatte komme 
erklæring derom og til slut forening, sammenslutning. 

Det blev mer og mer erkjendt at det var synd for dem som fandt at de var 
enige i alle for forening væsentlige ting at staa adskilt og derfor maatte paa 
forskjellig maate gaa iveien for hverandre i det kirkelige arbeide. 

Ingen kan med rette si at disse tre samfunds forening var et hastverks- 
arbeide. Trangen til forening var gjennem aarene kommet frem paa forskjellig 
maate, f. eks. gjennem en række av saakaldte frikonferanser. Men i 1905, efter 
' initiativ fra Hauges Synode, begyndte de forhandlinger som førte til det hvorom 
tusener hadde bønfaldt vor fader i himlene. Resultatene av disse forhandlinger 
gjennem en hel række møter av komiteer fra de tre samfund, fra 1905 til 1912, 
om absolutionen, om lægmandsvirksomheten, om kaldet, om omvendelsen, og 
specielt om utvælgelsen i "Opgjør,” antoges av de tre samfund. Da der imid- 
lertid angaaende uttryksmaaten paa et par steder i "Opgjør” blev uenighet inden 
Synoden, blev der holdt en række møter mellem en majoritet og en minoritet 
indtil 1917, da en brøkdel forlot samfundet og dannet et oppositionssamfund, 
til trods for at synergisme og unionisme sammen med kalvinisme saa bestemt 
som mulig var forkastet. Det standpunkt som Den Norsk Lutherske Kirke i 
Amerika i "fælles rapport og "Opgjør” hadde kundgjort for verden, blev ogsaa 
fra andre lutherske hold, svenske, tyske, engelske, undtagen fra Synodalkon- 
ferensen, anerkjendt som egte luthersk. 

Tilbake stod nu kun den officielle sammenslutningsfest. 

Under Guds naadige førelser blev den 9de juni 1917 den største dag i Den 
Norsk Lutherske Kirkes historie. Aldrig glemmer de som tok del i eller var 
vidne til den dags begivenheter det festlige tog: Hauges Synode, Synoden for den 
norsk lutherske kirke, den Forenede Kirke, repræsentert ved sine prester og 
menighetenes delegater marsjerende som brødre der har fundet hverandre. gjen- 
nem St. Pauls gater under stjernebanneret ind i det store auditorium, hilset 
av tusener av foreningens lykkelige venner. Og da disse tusener under horr- 
musik istemte oldkirkens herlige lovsang “Te Deum,” “O store Gud, vi lover 
dig !” da var det for dem der elsket Herren og hans kirke som om de blev løftet 
ind i en høiere verden. 

En herlig bekjendelse blev den dag avlagt for verden: det skilte har bøid 
sig sammen. Og hvorfor? Var det maaske blot for at danne et stort ydre 
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samfund? Nei, og atter nei. Det var i dypeste grund for i størst mulig grad 
at bane vei for himmerikes rike, for naadens rike paa jorden. Det var med 
tanken paa Jesu yppersteprestelige bøn: "Jeg ber ikke for disse alene (nemlig 
apostlene), men ogsaa for dem som ved deres ord skal tro paa mig, at de alle 
maa være ett, likesom du, Fader, i mig, og jeg i dig, at ogsaa de maa være ett i 
os, forat verden maa tro at du har utsendt mig.” 

Har vi ikke ret til at tro at Jesu herlige lignelse om senepskornet som blev 
til et træ, i hvis grener himmelens fugler bygger rede, ogsaa blev virkeliggjort 
gjennem de troende fra de tre samfund, som netop gjennem foreningen vilde av- 
lægge sin bekjendelse om den Aandens enhet som har til sit maal at bringe verden 
til at tro paa Jesus Kristus, den av Gud utsendte frelser. 

Himmerikes rike vandt en stor seier, idet den store hindring for himmerikes 
rike som bestaar deri at norske lutheranere som var enig i de store hovedsand- 
heter, allikevel stod som motstandere og rivaler med vaaben i haand, var ryddet 
av veien, og kjærligheten, fuldkommenhetens baand paa enhetens grund ikke 
alene slynget sig om de nu forenede, men ogsaa blev en dragende magt for dem 
som stod utenfor. 

I nær forbindelse med samfundenes forening staar forening av en hel del 
menigheter som tidligere tilhørte forskjellige samfund. Hvilken velsignelse 
for to eller tre smaa menigheter som finansielt førte en kummerlig tilværelse og 
hvis betjening med ord og sakramenter var yderst sparsom at kunne gaa sammen 
som troesbrødre med én prest, én kirke og med den erklæring for verden at der 
paa det sted ikke mere var tre slags norske lutheranere, men kun ett slags 
lutheranere knyttet til ett luthersk samfund. 

Foreningen har ogsaa gjennem aarene været en løftestang for aandelig liv 
ved den gjensidige kristelige paavirkning, ved evangelistvirksomheten, ved den 
opbyggelige maate hvorpaa vore samfunds- og distriktsmøter aapnes, ved alle 
missionsmøter og bibeltimer ved vore skoler og rundt om i menighetene, og ikke 
at forglemme de alvorlige vidnesbyrd som troende prester avlægger i sine me- 
nigheter om synd og naade, og den lægmandsvirksomhet som de tre samfund i 
fællesskap har anbefalt. Alt det nævnte har hat til sit maal at vække, styrke 
og lede et alvorlig kristenliv og et Gud velbehagelig menighets- og samfundsliv. 
At det skorter paa hvad det burde være, medgir vi; men at gjennem foreningen 
de forskjellige naadegaver er kommet mere til sin ret og at man gjensidig har 
prøvd at hjælpe hverandre til et bibelsk sundt syn paa hvad et kristenliv og dets 
forhold til verden bør være, derom har vi ingen grund til at tvile. 

Et mere intens arbeide for de missioner som de tre samfund drev hver for 
sig, hjemmemissionen blandt vore egne paa land og paa sjø, hedningemissionen 
paa Madagaskar, i Zulu og i Kina, barmhjertighetsarbeidet i alle dets forgre- 
ninger er frugten av foreningen. Hvad har ikke vore skoler, vort teologiske 
seminar, vore colleges, nogen av vore akademier og barnenes kristelige under- 
visning, især gjennem det arbeide som er utført av bestyrelsen for den elementære 
kristelige undervisning, vundet gjennem foreningen? Paa samme tid som hvert 
samfund takker Gud for skolene i “de gode gamle dage” og mindes med be- 
undring fædrenes opofrelser for dem, saa vil nok alle vore skoler takke Gud for 
foreningen som har gjort det mulig for dem at hævde sig under den haarde kamp 
de har at bestaa. 

Vort folks syn for hvad der kan og bør ventes av vort samfund for Guds 
rikes sak er blit løftet høiere og høiere. 

Gjennem foreningen har kvindene opnaadd en anledning til arbeide for kir- 
kens, for samfundets sak som aldrig før, og Kvindernes Missionsforbund sammen 
med de kvindeforeninger som ikke tilhører forbundet, har sidste aar skaffet 
samfundet over $280,000 dollars ved siden av al den velsignelse deres møter 
har bragt samfundet i det hele. 

“Det unge folks forbund” er gjennem sine mange mindre møter, men ikke 
mindst gjennem sine store stevner med sit feltrop: "Kristus først” blit en aande- 
lig kraft som de enkelte samfunds ungdomsforeninger aldrig vilde blit. 

Det hører ogsaa med til Den Norsk Lutberske Kirkes historie det at vort 
kirkefolk gjennem foreningen kom ut av den isolerte stilling de enkelte samfund 
hadde indtat, blev bragt i nærmere berøring med andre lutherske samfund og 
uten nogen organisk forening, i fellesskap, men uten nogen unionisme, fik være 
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med i utførelsen av vigtige missioner især under, men ogsaa efter verdens- 
krigen. 

The National Lutheran Commission blev dannet for at vore lutherske sol- 
dater som var kaldt til at utkjæmpe Amerikas sak i Frankrike mot Tyskland 
og la sit liv der, om det krævdes, kunde bli ledsaget paa reisen og under op- . 
holdet i Frankrike av lutherske feltprester som kunde gi soldatene det som 
er vor trøst i liv og død. Det var gjennem den indflydelse Den Norsk Lutherske 
Kirke hadde vundet og paa grund av senator Knut Nelsons kraftige optræden 
begjæringen om at faa sende feltprester, som tidligere var blit negtet av krigs- 
minister Baker, blev os indrømmet. Aldrig vilde noget enkelt av vore samfund 
kunnet opnaa et saadant resultat. 

Vort samfund kom ogsaa til at indta en fremtrædende plads i det saakaldte 
National Lutheran Council, hvis formaal var at komme vore nødlidende troes- 
brødre i de av verdenskrigen hjemsøkte land til hjælp, saa de ikke skulde sulte 
ihjel eller maatte opgi sine barmhjertighetshjem og missioner i hedningeland. 
De to første aar av councils historie var vort samfunds formand ogsaa formand 
for council. Senere blev den rikt utrustede dr. Lauritz Larsen den ledende 
mand, indtil han som følge av det oprivende redningsarbeide i Rusland paadrog 
sig en sygdom som endte hans liv. Dr. Morehead og dr. L. W. Boe, som med- 
lemmer av eksekutivkomiteen, repræsenterer nu de lutherske synoder i Amerika. 
Over syv millioner dollars er indsamlet og utdelt til enkeltpersoner, institutioner 
og missioner. Tusenvis av liv er reddet, barmhjertighetshjem og missioner 
bevart for vor lutherske kirke. Mon ikke igjennem dette barmhjertighetsarbeide 
veien er blit aapnet til bimmerikes rike for mangfoldige, likesom Jesu under- 
gjerninger for at avhjælpe timelig nød hadde til sit sidste maal at gjøre dem 
der mottok hjælpen, til himmelborgere, hvis de ikke var det, eller befæste dem 
som var det, i forvissningen om at den kristne kjærlighet lever end paa jorden. 

Vort samfund vil visselig i fremtiden være med i det velsignede arbeide at 
hjælpe vore troesbrødre i Hurope, især i Rusland, hvor det trænges saa saart. 

Ikke alene paa dette barmhjertighetens omraade, men ogsaa paa bekjendel- 
sens og troens omraade har Den Norsk Lutherske Kirke været med for at 
samle og styrke de virkelige lutheranere i alle land. Derfor var vort samfund 
repræsentert ved den første lutherske verdenskonferans i Eisenach, Tyskland, 
i 1923. Dette var en frikonferans i hvilken de erklæringer som blev avgit med 

. hensyn til den hellige skrift, den lutherske bekjendelse, specielt Luthers lille 
katekismus, maatte glæde alle lutheranere. At vort samfund vil la sig repræ- 
sentere ved den anden lutherske frikonferans i Kjøbenhavn næste sommer, tør 
vel være hævet over enhver tvil. 

Gjennem de sidste 10 aar er forholdet overfor en række av andre lutherske 
synoder blit inderligere end før, og den tid tør ikke være fjern da der tør bli 
et for alle parter velsignet samarbeide, selv om der av nærliggende grunde ialfald 
ikke paa lang tid vil bli nogen organisk forening. De lutherske samfund træn- 
ger hverandre. 

Under og efter verdenskrigen er der skedd et stort omslag fra norsk til en- 
gelsk. Mens i tidligere dage arbeidsmarken var befolket av norsk st er den nu 
mer og mer blit "alle folk” der hvor man virker. Mangfoldige menigheter i vort 
samfund tæller nu medlemmer av forskjellige nationaliteter. Vor kirke er 
mer og mer blit en amerikansk luthersk kirke. I en hel del menigheter for- 
kyndes Jesu Kristi evangelium kun i det engelske sprog. For med Jesu Kristi 
evangelium at naa de store skarer, ikke blot av tredje og fjerde generation, 
som har vanskelig for at forstaa «en norsk præken, men ogsaa folk av alle na- 
tionaliteter, er i de senere aar en række av store kirker blit bygget, f. eks. i . 
Albert Lea, i Fargo, i Minneapolis, i Chicago, og flere vil bli bygget i en nær 
fremtid — alt sammen med tanke paa at himmerikes rike maa bli et træ i 
hvilket himmelens fugler kan bygge sine reder, d. v. s. folk av alle nationer 
finde et kirkehjem og deres sjæle vindes for kirkens herre. 

Det hører med til vor kirkes historie at nævne de alvorlige bestræbelser som 
er blit gjort for at gjøre vor kirke til en syngende kirke og faa ind i folks be- 
vissthet at den herligste sang paa jorden er den kirkelige sang til Herrens pris 
saaledes som de møter os hos de lutherske sangmestere. 

Fremfor alt har St. Olaf lutherske kor været en fortrinlig talsmand, ikke 
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blot for vort samfund, men for den lutherske kirke i det hele. Ved sin sang 
i Amerikas store musikcentrer og for de kyndigste kritikere har det vundet det 
skudsmaal som en uttrykker sig, at “det er flere mil forut for et hvilketsomhelst 
andet kor i Amerika.” Det har været en inspiration for en mangfoldighet av 
kor i by og bygd, ikke blot i vort samfund, men ogsaa i andre, ikke-lutherske 
samfund. Mon ikke dette arbeide at synge Herrens pris ind i hjertene tør tjene 
himmerikes rike paa jorden? 

Som et vidnesbyrd om hvorledes Den Norsk Lutherske Kirke nedgjennem 
aarene bedømmes, skal jeg tillate mig at anføre litt av en redaktionsartikkel i 
“Minneapolis Tidende” for nogen dage siden under overskriften: Kirkens gjer- 
ning.” “Disse kirkens samfundsutvikling er i stor ustrækning det norske folks 
historie i Amerika. Fremover gik det bestandig. Med skker haand er samfun- 
det blit ledet fremover i disse aar. Kirkens gjerning blandt utflytterfolket kan 
neppe overvurderes. Uten kirken og dens gjøremaal vilde der neppe være noget 
aandsliv blandt folket.” Et saadant vidnesbyrd av en norsk-amerikansk blad- 
mand av rang, tør veie mere end alle forsøk paa at gi vor kirke en underordnet 
rang i utviklingen. 

Meget er os git av Gud. Meget vil derfor ogsaa kræves av os. Begge disse 
ting blir vi alvorlig mindet om idag, da vi baade skuer tilbake og fremad. For 
os som kristne, som lutheranere, sømmer det sig først at stille os ansigt til an- 
sigt med hvad Gud har git og med hvad vi har ydet. Og da maa vi nok falde 
i knæ og bekjende at vi ikke kan svare ett til tusen. Derfor stiger idag fra 
vore hjerter den bøn op til naadens trone: Herre, vor Gud, for Jesu skyld, 
forlat os alle vore overtrædelses- og alle vore forsømmelsessynder. Men dertil 
føier sig takkebønnen for forladelse i Jesu navn og for al velsignelse med hvil- 
ken han har overøst os, til trods for vore synder og skrøpeligheter i utførelse 
av hans vilje. 

Idag vil vi anrope Herren om at den Helligaand saaledes maatte regjere vore 
hjerter at vi altid kommer i hu at alt hvad vi er og alt hvad vi har, ethvert 
fremskridt, skylder vi ham og at det er vort store privilegium at tjene ham, 
hans kirke og vore dyrtkjøpte medmennesker i alt og med alt. 

Vort kjære samfund bærer vi idag frem for dig, 0 Gud, i vore bønner og ber 
dig for Jesu skyld at det gjennem de kommende dage maatte staa urokkelig fast 
paa den eneste grundvold som holder, paa Jesus Kristus og hans forløsergjerning, 
saaledes som han møter os med den i sin ubedragelige aabenbaring til men- 
neskens barn. Styrk og bevar os i striden mot alle nedbrytende kræfter, mot alle 
nye og dog saa gamle forsøk paa at ta fra os det gamle evangelium og gi os et 
nyt saakaldt evangelium. Gi os visdom og kraft til at vidne mot kjærligheten 
til denne verden, som vil ta margen ut av kjærligheten til dig, og mot al men- 
neskedyrkelse, som vil ta margen ut av den dyrkelse som ene tilkommer dig. 
Herre, vor Gud, gi naade til at vort samfunds lemmer mer og mer maatte bli en 
jordbund for det vidunderlige træ i hvis grener himmelens fugler kan bygge 
sine reder! 


SAMLINGSTANKEN SOM VIRKELIGGJORT I 1917 
Ved past. C. J. Eastvold paa Den Norsk Lutherske Kirkes aarsmøte 1928 


I behandlingen av ovenstaaende tema blir det vor opgave at opsøke og utpeke 
enhetspunkter iblandt det norske folk hvori betingelsene findes for en saadan 
samling som den der fandt sted i 1917. 

Til en ret forstaaelse av vor kirkes historie og utvikling i dette land maa vi 
gaa tilbake til Norge og undersøke de kirkelige forhold paa den tid da utvan- 
dringen begyndte. 

Trods den selvstændighetsfølelse som er egen for den norske race, saa er de 
dog ikke blinde for betydningen av at staa sammen. Det hadde de lært i sine 
tunge kampe for national uavhengighet og borgerlig frihet. Bidsvoldsmændenes 
valgsprog: *Enig og tro til Dovre falder,” fandt sin gjenklang i de norske dale 
og bygder. Fælles kamp og seier efterlot iblandt det norske folk en sterk samlet 
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national følelse og kjærlighet til fædrelandet. Det er en fælles arv som nord- 
mændene har tat med sig og tjener som et bindeledd mellem dem i de frem- 
mede land hvor de har faret hen. Det falder ikke let for en nordmand at 
glemme sin mor. 

I kirkelig henseende stod det norske folk, paa faa undtagelser, samlet i en 
luthersk kirke. I den kirke var de døpt, undervist og konfirmert; ved dens 
altere hadde de knælt sammen, avlagt sin bekjendelse og mottat det hellige al- 
terens sakramente. De talte det samme sprog og var alle arvtagere av den 
samme kultur, seder og skikker. Paa disse merker kjendte de norske immi- 
granter i Amerika hverandre igjen. Det var bindeledd som drog dem sammen 
i settlementer paa de store amerikanske vidder. De elsket fædrelandet og holdt 
det i ære med dets institutioner, kirken ikke undtagen. 

Grunden til at de ikke fra først av blev staaende sammen i en kirkelig en- 
het, kan vi delvis finde deri at de manglet den rette slags kirkelige ledere; men. 
ikke det alene, de manglet erfaring i et saa vigtig grundlæggende arbeide. De 
befandt sig her i landet under helt andre forhold. De hadde ikke statsmagten 
til at holde dem sammen. De maatte bane sin egen vei. 

Den fornemste grund for opdelingen i flere forskjellige grupper og samfund 
maa vi dog søke i de ulike aandsretninger og kristendomssyn som de hadde med 
sig fra Norge. Den store landsvækkelse som utgik fra lægmanden Hans Nielsen 
Hauge, grep om sig paa alle omraader — religiøst, socialt og borgerlig. Ved 
første blik kunde det se ut som om den bar med sig et sønderrivende element. 
Nærmere set finder vi dog i den bevægelse et sterkt samlingsmoment. Vækkel- 
sen var nemlig ikke nedrivende og ødelæggende, men gjenfødende og opbyggende. 
Den kom som et kraftig rop til det hele folk om at vaakne op og vende om til 
Gud for at de kunde frelses. Vækkeropet var ikke et sværmerisk skrik, men 
en røst fra Gud øst av skriften som den eneste fuldkomne sandhetskilde, og 
netop deri eier den sine opbyggende og samlende kræfter. Vækkelsen vendte sig 
til personene og tok sigte paa hjertelivet. De vakte tok fat paa granskningen 
av ordet, hvor de søkte veiledning og lys i frelsessaken. Det bar stor frugt, 
hadde store virkninger og øvde en mægtig indflydelse i vide kredser. Læsning 
og selvstændig tænkning tok til i den grad at de vakte fik navnet *læsere.” 

Ved siden av bibelen var det norske folk velsignet med mange gode bøker, 
skrevet av fromme lutheranere. I disse skrifter fandt de søkende sjæle aande- 
lig veiledning og føde. De fik en bedre forstaaelse av Guds ord og kom til en 
dypere erkjendelse av den lutherske bekjendelse. Deri ligger grundlaget for 
en samlet luthersk kirke, hvorpaa den alene kan hvile og bestaa. 

I den rike skat av lutherske salmer fandt disse folk et uttryk for sit eget 
hjertes trang og haab. Disse salmer blev sunget i hjemmene og i forsamlingene, 
til megen opbyggelse og aandelig vederkvægelse. De gjentok dem saa ofte at 
de kunde dem utenad og sang dem i kjøkkenet, i stalden, paa veien og paa 
akeren. Det blev en sangens tid uten like. Gud gi at disse sangens døtre 
maatte opflammes paany! Pontoppidans forklaring tjente som en paalidelig 
veileder og autoritet paa bekjendelsens omraade. Med denne forberedelse be- 
gyndte emigrationen fra Norge hundrede aar siden. Iblandt disse kom der en 
stor skare av solide mænd og kvinder med stor utrustning baade fysisk og 
aandelig. Der var skikkelser iblandt dem som vi maa erindre med stor ær- 
bødighet og respekt, hvis sidestykke er vanskelig at finde. De var kvinder og 
mænd med fast og klar overbevisning. De visste hvor de stod og var villige til 
at bekjende og kjæmpe for sin tro. Mange sekter stod rede til at ta dem ind 
i sit skjød; men de hadde sin tro med sig og der vilde de staa. Fattige og faa 
slog de sine pæler ned og bygget sine hjem og sine kirker. Det var ikke spørs- 
maalet for disse immigranter at komme bort fra den lutherske kirke, men at 
faa bevare sin kostbare arv for sig og sine efterkommere. I fællesarven og den 
fundamentale overensstemmelse i bekjendelsen findes tilstrækkelige samlings- 
punkter til fælles kirkelig virke. Det kunde imidlertid ikke disse fædre se med 
engang. Istedenfor enighet bar det løst til kamp om mange ting som ikke ligger 
i vor opgave at gaa ind paa nærmere. 

Samlingskræftene var dog ikke døde. Igjen og igjen kom spørsmaalet frem 
ved upartiske fromme mænd og kvinder: Hvorfor skal vi som har saa meget 
fælles, staa adskilt og saaledes svække Guds rikes arbeide? Br det ret av os 
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at føre vore efterkommere ind i en adskilt, oprevet kirke? Ansvaret herover 
begyndte at føles tungt for mange. De fortsatte kampe drev de enkelte atter 
og atter til at ransake skriftene. Paa regnveirsdagene satte bøndene sig ned i 
sin lille stue og læste i sin bibel, Luther, Johan Arndt, Francke, Linderot, 
Møller, Norborg, Seriver, Pontoppidan og flere. Om disse vidners troværdighet 
var der ingen delte meninger. Det var samlingsrøster som hørtes sterkere og 
sterkere. Naboer og venner bgyndte at drøfte disse spørsmaal ved givne lei- 
ligheter i mindre og større grupper. Samfundsgrænsene blev lavere. De unge 
fandt veien til hverandre og egteskapsforbindlser blev stiftet mellem medlemmer 
fra de forskjellige samfund. Alt bidrog til at forandre stemningen. 

: I stridens hete faar man mange slag og saar. Det vundne resultat er oftest 
litet opmuntrende. Foreningstankene la sine frø ned i alle de norske samfunds- 
lag i Amerika. For at aapne veien for denne voksende stemning, grep enkelte 
mænd anledningen og indbød til offentlige frikonferanser til behandling av disse 
vigtige spørsmaal. Samlingstanken slog saaledes dypere røtter og der gjordes 
fordringer paa officielle forhandlinger om saken samfundene imellem. Komiteer 
blev valgt med den opgave for øie. Samlingstanken møtte motstand og hin- 
dringer fra mange hold, men gik dog seirende frem med det resultat at tre 
forskjellige samfundsgrupper slog sig sammen og organiserte den norsk lu- 
therske kirke i Amerika 1890. 

Det nye samfund fik ingen stille seilas til at begynde med. Det brøt løst 
med nye kampe, og rivninger fandt sted. Men stormen la sig og samfundet 
begyndte snart at skyte en frodig vekst. Det tok ikke længe før de noget 
forskjellige elementer smeltet sammen til en enhet ved den frie evangeliske 
retning som blev dominerende i den Forenede Kirke. Dette første heldige re- 
sultat av samlingstanken satte et stort eksempel og blev saaledes en sterk 
opmuntring og tilskyndelse til videre bestræbelser for forening. ~ 

Det hører det menneskelige til at oprette anordninger og binde sig og andre 
ved bud og befalinger som Herren har fritat dem fra. Den farisæiske aand lever 
og virker fremdeles. Imot den retning løfter den lutherske bekjendelse det 
store skriftprincip og erklærer: “Og til kirkens sande enhet er det nok at man 
stemmer overens om evangeliets lære og sakramentenes forvaltning,” eller efter 
det tyske: “At man endrægtig forkynder evangeliet efter dets rene mening og 
meddeler sakramentene efter det guddommelige ord.” 

Nogen mere fortræffelige ord kunde ikke ha været sagt til realisation av den 
kirkelige samlingstanke iblandt vort kirkefolk. Enighet derom rydder mange 
hindringer av veien for samfundssammenslutning. 

Efter dannelsen av den Forenede Kirke hengik ca. 15 aar uten at noget gjen- 
sidig skridt blev tat til fortsat arbeide for videre forening. Men samlingstanken 
holdt sig fremdeles i live og øvde sin indflydelse baade offentlig og privat, indtil 
den formet sig i en ny henvendelse ved en beslutning paa Hauges Synodes aars- 
møte den 17de juni 1905. Første punkt i resolutionen lød som følger: "Hauges 
Synode nedsætter en komite paa fem medlemmer til at møte med en lignende 
komite fra den Forenede Kirke, den Norske Synode og Frikirken,” nemlig for 
at forhandle om forening. Komiteen blev valgt og samfundets formand sendte 
straks indbydelsen til de tre nævnte samfunds formænd og erholdt velvillig svar 
fra de to førstnævnte samfunds formænd. Fra Frikirken fik han svar at de 
ikke var færdige til at forhandle om sammenslutning, men at de var villige 
til at forhandle om samarbeide med det formaal for Øie. 

Fælleskomiteen holdt sit første møte i Minneapolis den 17de januar 1906. 
Møtet aapnedes med skriftlæsning og bøn. En broderlig aand og venlig stem- 
ning var kjendelig ved dette første sammenstøt og gav opmuntring og forhaab- 
ning til den store sak som var dem forelagt til forhandling. Efter indledende 
bemerkninger blev de nødvendige embedsmænd valgt. Man enedes derpaa om 
forhandlingsgjenstande samt tid og sted for næste møte, og skiltes dermed som 
venner og i god stemning for at møtes igjen til forhandling om vigtige emner. 
Dermed hadde de historiske forhandlinger tat sin begyndelse. Fra nævnte be- 
gyndelse fortsatte fælleskomiteen sine forhandlinger med to aarlige møter i 
over ti aar. I den tid var vort kirkefolks opmerksomhet vendt paa forenings- 
komiteens arbeide. 

Forhandlingenes gang gav baade frygt og haab, glæde og sorg. Undertiden 
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saa det ut som om bestræbelsene skulde strande. Men trods alle hindringer var 
man ikke villig til at gi op. Sakens storhet og betydning gav fornyede impulser. 
Det var som sjømandens kamp med bølgene. Han ser mot land og tar nye tak. 
Det var ansvarsfulde aar. Hvem skal bære skylden om forhandlingene skulde 
strande? Et øieblik saa det omtrent haabløst ut. Men samlingstanken holdt 
sig ved like. Den vilde frem til maalet, som de nu allerede længe hadde set hen 
til med glæde og haab. Ved hjælp av en ny komite blev de sidste hindringer 
bilagt ved det saakaldte "Madison opgjør.” Den oprindelige foreningskomite 
gik derpaa videre med ordningen av den mere praktiske side som maatte til for 
sammenslutning. : ; 

Den gjensidige tillid, som var undergravet og ødelagt ved mangeaarige stri- 
digheter, kom gradvis til live, vistnok ikke i fuldkommen grad og har vel 
neppe naadd saa langt endnu; men saa meget tillid var opnaadd i 1917 at den 
store majoritet av de konfererende «samfund kunde tilstemme foreningsartiklene 
og organisere sig til ett samfund. Det som paa forhaand stod for mange saa 
utænkelig, ja umulig, er nu en historisk virkelighet. 

Ser vi tilbake paa samlingstankens utvikling og gang, gaar det klart nok 
frem at samlingen i 1917 ikke er frugten av nogen enkelte eller nogen faas ar- 
beide og kløkt, men at den har sin dypeste rot i den arv som immigrantene tok 
med sig fra fædrehjemmet og arbeidet sig frem igjennem kirkefolkets erkjen- 
delse. Vi maa derfor se paa sammenslutningen i 1917 som et resultat av en 
kirkelig folkebevægelse ledet av Herren. Ham tilkommer derfor al æren 0g 
takken i al evighet. 

Saa la os ogsaa lægge os paa hjerte, mine troessøskende og venner, at vi er 
et samfund av mennesker. Klinte og hvete staar sammen. Sande troende og 
navnkristne har sine navn med i vor kirkes analer. Tidsaanden bærer van- 
troens gift i sig. De onde kræfter er i arbeide omkring i vore menigheter og 
virker vantro og aandelig død. 

Skal vort kjære samfund bestaa, maa det fremdeles hvile paa det grundlag 
som er lagt og arbeide i harmoni med de frie evangeliske principper, som er 
den lutherske kirkes særskilte eiendom. Kirkens kraft bestaar ikke i talrike 
menigheter, brilliante kirker, lærde prester og lærere, men i levende for- 
bindelse med Jesus, vort liv. *Bli i mig, saa blir jeg i eder! Likesom grenen ikke 
kan bære frugt av sig selv, men bare naar den blir i vintræet, saaledes heller 
ikke I uten I blir i mig” (Joh. 15, 4). 

Kun da naar vi selv blir levende stener opbygget til et aandelig tempel i 
Herren, kan vi vente at opnaa den store jubelfest og kirkens store og endelige 
samlingsdag. Det unde os Gud i Jesu navn! 


HAS THE UNION OF LUTHERAN SYNODS IN 1917 BEEN JUSTIFIED? 


A little more than a decade has passed since that memorable day in June, 
1917, when the Hauge Synod, the Norwegian Synod, and the United Church were 
merged into the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America. I have been requested 
to speak today, not only in commemoration of that event, but to answer, if pos- 
sible, the sober question of whether or not the events and developments of these 
more than ten years, have justified the union. The 9th day of June, 1917, was 
for us who took part an experience that can not be repeated, because conditions 
do not obtain that can make such a repetition possible. We were on a Mount 
of Transfiguration. We had a vision that sometimes in the midst of the troubles 
and difficulties of these years has seemed to us to have been but a dream. Be- 
cause of this, I have chosen as a text for what I am going to say, the story of 
the Transfiguration of Jesus, as it is recorded for us in Matthew in the 17th 
chapter, the 1st to the 21st verses. 


The Transfiguration of Jesus did not take place in the early part of His 
ministry. It was toward the end. This experience. was not made possible for 
all His followers, but only for a few. Nay, not even all the Apostles had the 
opportunity to see and experience it, only Peter, Jacob and John. Our Lord 
took these three aside, up on a high. mountain. There He was changed before 
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their eyes. His face shone as the sun. His clothes became as white as snow. 
Moses and Elijah appeared and spoke with Him. 

Up until this event ithe Apostles had been with Jesus; walked with Him and 
had worked with Him. They had learned to know Him intimately. From the 
first day of their acquaintance with Him, they had undoubtedly learned to love 
and revere Him. They had come to depend upon Him, as children depend upon 
their parents. He had become for them a greater than John the Baptist, whose 
leadership they had followed until they met Jesus. They had found Him a 
prophet, a worker of miracles, a divine power, the Messiah who should come. 
Still, they knew Him not. They knew the person Jesus. They undoubtedly ac- 
cepted Him as more than an ordinary prophet, because they had heard His won- 
derful words and had seen His wonderful works. As He spoke, no man had 
spoken. Miracles and wonderful works had manifested forth His glory. Their 
faith in Him had grown until it trembled on the verge of knowledge. Then 
came this wonderful vision and they saw Him as He was. Not only that, but 
they received a confirmation of their vision in the presence of those two out- 
standing witnesses of the Old Dispensation, Moses and Elijah, and they had a 
confirmation in the voice from out the cloud saying, “This is my beloved Son, 
in whom I am well pleased.” Their faith had passed to knowledge and they 
could forever afterwards say, “I know in whom I believe.” 

In the troublesome times and experiences that came to these three Apostles 
after this event, I am certain they many a time thought back and asked them- 
selves if what they had seen that day was but a dream, if the promises and 
vision of that day would ever be fulfilled. We remember so well the words of 
one of the disciples after the Crucifixion on the way to Emmaus, “We had hoped 
that he was the one who should come.” The immediate result of the vision was 
that Peter, who usually spoke the impulsive thought of the disciples, said to 
Jesus, “Lord, it is good for us to be here.” And in order to make this enjoyment 
permanent, he continued, “Let us make here three tabernacles, one for Thee, one 
for Moses, and one for Elijah.” As he spoke a cloud came over them, and from 
out of it they heard a voice. In fear they fell on their faces. It was the voice 
of God giving final testimony as to His Son. Then Jesus touched them and when 
they looked up, He was alone. The vision was over. 

It is of especial interest to us to follow them as they wended their way down 
the mountain-side into the valley. We shall not enter into the more intimate 
conversation between Jesus and the three Apostles as they walked on their way. 
We are more concerned with their experiences at the foot of the mountain. The 
Evangelist Mark tells the story with a little more detail than Matthew, so we 
shall follow him here. 

“And when they came to the disciples, they saw a great multitude about 
them,” excitedly arguing and discussing. In their midst was a man with his son, 
who was possessed of the devil. And when they saw Jesus coming, the crowd 
excitedly turned to Him. He asked the scribes who were scoffing at the dis- 
ciples, on account of their helplessness, "What question ye with them?’ Before 
they could answer, the father said to Him, “Lord, I brought unto thee my son 
who hath a dumb spirit.” He told Jesus of how his son had been troubled and 
how he had come to the disciples for help and had found none. The disciples 
too were perplexed, because, in so many cases of need and suffering, they had 
been able, in the Name of Jesus, to work miraculous cures. Here they stood 
helpless. Jesus answered, “Oh faithless generation, how long shall I be with 
you; how long shall I suffer you?” Then He ordered the people to bring the boy 
to Him. He said to the father, ‘All things are possible to him that believeth.” 
“T believe; help thou mine unbelief,” was the father’s answer. Then Jesus com- 
manded the evil spirit to come out of him and the boy was healed. Later the 
disciples asked Him in private, "Why could not we drive out this evil spirit?” 
Jesus answered them and said, “Because of your unbelief.” “This kind can 
not be driven out except by prayer and fasting.” By which Jesus meant to say 
that when it came to the final and ultimate victory over the devil and his power, 
it could only be brought about by one who had given the greatest sacrifice of 
earnest prayer and who had completely renounced himself from the world. 

Our story from the Gospel is finished. I do not apologize for taking so much 
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of the brief time allotted to me to tell the story. In so many ways it illustrates 
the history of the eleven years since the union. In this story of the Transfigura- 
tion we find manifested the powers of light and of darkness. We find victory 
and defeat, faith and unbelief, one pitted against the other. It tells of the de- 
feat of men, even of the disciples, of Christ. But in the story stands out the 
victory of our Lord and Master, Jesus Christ, and His triumph over the power 
of the devil. I am certain that I voice the thoughts of many who took part in 
the meeting on the morning of the 9th of June, 1917, when I say that it was a 
Mount of Transfiguration for us. On that day we were lifted up, out from the 
ordinary doubts and troubles of that day into the clear light of God, where we 
could see things as they were and where we had a vision of the possibilities 
that lay before us as a Church and as a people. 

For more than three score years and ten our fathers had wrought and strug- 
gled to lay the foundations of their life in America. They. came into no settled 
country, with land already tilled and homes built. Space will not permit my 
telling the story of the pioneer, his victory and his many defeats. Words can 
not picture for us the price paid in pain and toil and sacrifices for the things 
that are ours today. As strangers they came into a strange land and carved out 
for themselves an empire, the foundations of which lay oftimes in suffering and 
in blood. But it was not all tragedy. The joy of accomplishment was theirs, too. 
As wave after wave of immigrants came rolling over the western prairies from 
the East, there arose cities, villages and homes. The wild prairies were broken 
up. The forests were felled. And soon the day came when it could truly be 
said that these western prairies blossomed as a rose. They did not simply build 
homes and houses for themselves. They hungered for more than bread. Schools, 
institutions of merey, and churches were built, and through these instrumen- 
talities they transmuted and changed the material results of their labors into 
intellectual and spiritual values. As a nation we are the inheritors of the ages; 
as a Church of the middle West we are the inheritors of the pioneer; and truly 
ours is a goodly heritage. All honor to Him who gave it! 

It was inevitable that in the winning of the West there should often appear 
strife and discord. Into this free land there poured from the shores across the 
sea, men of all classes, opinions and tendencies. There were no restraints. All 
the tendencies which had been suppressed in the older countries blossomed forth 
here into full fruition. This was especially true of our Norwegian people. It 
was manifested along every line and in every activity. As we today look back 
upon this time, we wonder that it was possible to gather any group sufficiently 
large to accomplish anything worth while. Added to this tendency of breaking 
up into groups, we of Norse descent have a heritage of individualism, that so 
often in our history as a people has precluded us from doing the bigger things. 
But our people have done big things in America and the biggest thing is the 
Church. He who would estimate what the Norwegians in America have done 
these hundred years, must do so in terms of the Lutheran Church. Many a 
visitor from Norway has gone back with the feeling that little had been accomp- 
lished by his brethren in America. Only in these last years, when they looked 
for an expression of their aspirations and ideals in the Church, have the people 
of Norway understood and found cause to take pride in the accomplishment of 
their race. But even in this, their greatest accomplishment, we stood divided, 
not only divided, but hostile, as only brothers can when they disagree. We have 
repeated in America the history of Norway. We have literally fought our way 
together, as the Norse of old. Thank God there were forces, greater than we 
appreciated and understood, finding us together, drawing us toward that organic 
union which we are celebrating today. We had a common faith taught us as 
children (vor barnelerdom) and we were of one blood. It may seem strange 
to say it, but the very battles we have had with one another were a sign of 
brotherhood. You can only fight those who are near. Our common Christian 
faith and our common blood won the victory. And when the day of victory 
came, we marched together into one body. 

I still see before me that great auditorium in St. Paul filled to capacity with 
the thousands who had come from all over this broad land to weep and to re- 
joice. I still see the hundreds of empty seats waiting for the representatives of 
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ie Church and our people. And then they came! First a thin line, then in 
increasing numbers, until that great room was filled. The Te Deum still rings 
In our ears. Not on this side of Jordan will we hear again such song. It 
was the voice of a people singing their “Praise God,” for He had been good, 
His mercy had endured. What thankfulness there was and praise, that God 
in His infinite mercy had led us on our way to a union with one another, a 
union founded on His truth. What a vision there lay before us, of larger work 
and larger service for Him who had done it all! The pioneer, like Moses of 
old, had marched through the desert places and now stood on the border of 
the promised land. In the main, it was not his lot to enter in. But he had a 
vision of this promised land of larger fellowship and larger work. The full 
promise and realization of it was his gift to his children. 

And now that we have been in this union nearly eleven years, it is pertinent 
to ask ourselves the question, Have the expectations, the hopes and the vision of 
that day been realized, or do we now stand disillusioned, regretting the step 
that was taken? å 

First among the expectations I place that intangible thing of Christian 
brotherhood and fellowship. With our Lutheran tradition and practices, as 
far as unionism is concerned, and our Norse inheritance of individualism, it is 
either full brotherhood or open hostility. There is no middle ground. Has it 
meant nothing to us that for the first time in our Norwegian-American history 
we could say with all truth, “My people all?” Have the friendships and the as- 
sociations of these years meant nothing to us? Entirely aside from the possi- 
bility of greater accomplishment, the feeling of oneness with those of our own 
blood and of the same household of faith, has been worth while. The Centennial 
of the Norwegian people in America would not have been possible in 1925 had 
not the union taken place in 1917. 

But this is too intangible a result to satisfy the judgment of many who are 
thinking back today. We want our answer in concrete and definite terms. The 
Master said of old to His disciples, “Look unto the fields how they stand 
white unto the harvest.” He is telling us that today, because we still stand 
before an unfinished task. But, thank God, in our day, in spite of all its sin and 
evil, Jesus can say: This day is this scripture fulfilled in your ears, for the 
Spirit of the Lord is upon me, because he hath anointed me to preach the 
Gospel to the poor, he hath sent. me to heal the brokenhearted, to preach. de- 
liverance to the captives and recovering of sight to the blind, to set at liberty 
them that are bruised, to preach the acceptable year of the Lord. 

There has been growth one way or another in every field of activity. The 
Lord has prospered and established the work of our hands upon us. Time 
will not permit anything but a cursory mention of the different fields. 

In Home Mission work we have followed our people to the distant corners 
of this land. We have gone with them as they have moved from the country 
to the city. Without noticing it, we have almost revolutionized our methods, 
because of the changing problems presented to us for solution. An adjustment 
in point of view and methods has taken place in this work that gives promise 
for the future growth of our Church. 

In Foreign Mission work we have gone on, in spite of almost insurmounta- 
ble difficulties. Does any thinking man imagine that we could have met the 
crisis on our Foreign Mission fields better with the Church divided than united? 
Let no man take discouragement from the present difficulties in China. Have 
we not prayed and worked for the day when there should be a native Church? 
The dross is being burned out of our Foreign Mission activities. ‘Today we 
can only stand on the sidelines and pray that soon the day for work will come 
again. Pray God we shall have the grace to learn from the present difficulties, 
to go in and in all humility preach Christ and Him only. 

In our Charity work, as well as in our Home Mission work, we have grown 
and almost completely revolutionized our methods. We have been getting ready 
for the time when we must do our work as the Lord’s Messenger of Mercy 
with greater efficiency than heretofore has been the case. 
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In higher education, in spite of opinions to the contrary, we have made 
tremendous strides. We have so often been taken up with the difficulties of 
our secondary schools that we have forgotten the tremendous development in 
our Senior and Junior Colleges. Would a divided Church have been able today 
to raise, in addition to all its other ingatherings, nearly $3,000,000.00 for endow- 
ment? Our institutions have grown in size, in influence and in recognition, far 
beyond the appreciation of the average men. One generation after the other 
of our own sons and daughters has been sent out into this great land to fill a 
larger place in American life. A revolution has also taken place in our work 
for elementary Christian education. We have finally found a form under which 
it can be done, and it is for us to give to this activity our united support in 
order to solve this most perplexing problem as successfully as it ever will be 
possible in a land where Church and State are separate... 

Our Young People’s work has grown by leaps and bounds. Who was not 
thrilled when he saw at the Seattle Convention last year nearly 2,000 of our 
young people sitting for days, praying, planning and looking forward to work 
in God's Kingdom? ‘Things have been accomplished by our Young People's 
Leagues, which thirty or forty years ago would have been a large undertaking 
for a whole church body. 

From a small beginning the Women’s Missionary Federation has grown in 
power and influence and in ability to take over larger work in the Church. Dur- 
ing these years the foundation has been laid for the greater activity and partici- 
pation in our Church work on the part of our women who always have been 
the most active in our local congregations. The young people’s work and the 
women’s movement constitute a real promise of better days for our Church. In 
our local congregation we have entered into a period of church building, which 
bids fair to leave us within a few years with the finest and the best churches 
in the middle West. 

Yes, our work has increased manifold and with it the giving of our people. 
We have been along and played our honorable part in the world’s work dur- 
ing and after the war. We literally poured out our thousands to help our 
soldier boys during the war, and after it, our brethren beyond the seas. It has 
been my lot to travel in many foreign lands. I wish it were possible for me to- 
day to make you hear the voices that rise in thanksgiving to God for the help 
that came from the Lutherans in America in a time of distress. Could a divided 
Church and people have played such a part? I answer, *No.” And all this has 
been done in the face of the world’s greatest war and in spite of the greatest 
economic crisis that ever came to our middle West. It has been done in the 
midst of failures and bankruptcies, in spite of poor crops and high prices. Not 
only this, but the work has been carried on in the face of a philosophy and 
world view more malignantly antagonistic to the Church and Christianity than 
in any other period in the world’s history. It has been carried on in the face of 
a defeatest cry from within. Like a rock our people have stood these ten years 
and have said, there shall be no retreat, no backward step. And thank God, we 
are still standing there today. 

It might have been wiser at the time of the union, instead of just moving 
our households together, as we did, had we reduced our programs and co-or- 
dinated our activities. Who can not be wise today? We could then have had 
the joy and inspiration of a growing program. Instead, we moved our house- 
holds together and put our shoulders to the load. Is there any reasonable man 
who thinks a divided Church, with its debts unpaid, could have faced the war 
and the consequent economic difficulties and still have done its work? We 
speak about our deficit today. Would any man be justified in thinking that we 
could have paid the million and a half of indebtedness in 1917 without the in- 
spiration of the coming union? 

And now I wish to discuss one of the expectations in which so many think 
we really have been disappointed. It was to be cheaper. The burden, as we call 
giving to God’s Kingdom, was to be lightened. Here at least we have been 
disappointed and disillusioned. If it were right to compare what we actually 
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give today with what we gave in 1917, then of course, we have been disappoint- 
ed in our expectations. Would any reasonable man be justified in thinking that 
the three synods would have stood still these ten years? If the love of God's 
Kingdom had not eonstrained us to sacrifice, the old Adam in us would have 
driven us on to lengths unthought of. I maintain, and that with justice, that 
what we give today, is more reasonable, less than what we would have given 
had we been divided. I am Saying this under the assumption that none of the 
synods would have failed because of their large programs and the competi- 
tion and difficulties under which they would have had to work. If there be 
any comfort in it for us, it is cheaper than it would have been otherwise. I do 
not speak in these terms because of lack of appreciation that we, as a Church, 
are dangerously near the breaking-point in our Church program, nor be- 
cause I personally do not appreciate the difficulties of the average man in car- 
rying his share of the burdens of the day. The time has come when we shall 
have to face facts and put our house in order. Changing times demand new 
methods, modified programs, and sometimes new - institutions. The old must 
disappear. True Lutheranism believes only in an unchanging Word. It should 
not be a static Church. The time has come when our purpose as a Church, 
the salvation of souls and testimony as to God’s Word, must so dominate our 
methods that we are willing to cast aside anything that does not further these 
purposes. To tell the honest truth, we need more money today, not less. But 
we must so arrange our program that the poor shall not be compelled to give 
beyond their ability, as has been true in so many cases hitherto, but the rich 
must give more. The Lord’s work and His Kingdom must participate in the in- 
creasing wealth of our country. _ Otherwise, the day will come when our very 
blessings will become for us a curse. 

These ten years have not by any means solved all our problems. There may 
have been expectations to that effect on the day of union in 1917. Rather our 
problems loom larger than ever before. I can but name some of them. Perhaps, 
because the Church has called me into educational work, I am liable to see the 
problems solved in terms of Christian education. In 1929 the Lutheran Church 
of the world will meet in Copenhagen to consider the serious problems con- 
fronting it. The Executive Committee of the Lutheran World Convention asked 
itself, at its last meeting, the question as to what constitutes the most serious 
problem confronting the Lutheran Church today. In every land there seems to 
be but one question, How is the present generation going to transmit to the 
next the Faith of the Fathers? It deliberately chose the year 1929, the 400th 
anniversary of the publication of Luther’s Small Catechism, with no other pur- 
pose than to make Christian education, both elementary and higher, the out- 
standing subject for consideration. It is not merely our problem in this coun- 
try. With the disestablishment of the Church in many of our Lutheran lands, 
with the consequent disorganization after the war, with the Catholics on one side 
- and the Bolshevists on the other, our European brethren are confronted with a 
most serious situation. It is our most difficult problem, too. Would a divided 
Church and people have been in better position to solve it than one united? I 
thank God for the union and these ten years of co-operation and Christian fel- 
lowship, which have strengthened us for the tasks that lie before us. 

We have the problem of the support of the aged and incapacitated minis- 
ters and teachers. No Church will rise above its ministry. In this day, when it 
is almost a crime for a pastor or a teacher to be old or even middle-aged, some- 
thing must be done for these servants of the Church. Men will simply not dare 
to enter into the ministry or the teaching profession, to give the best years of 
their lives, if there is not some prospect of help or support when old age or 
sickness comes. 

We are having our difficulties in China. We have our academies. We have 
our deficit, both in the general budget of our Church and in our many institu- 
tions. We have the language question, yes, I will even mention it here, the ques- 
tion of the name of our Church. I could mention many more, but this list of un- 
solved problems is large enough and serious enough to paralyze us. I well remem- 
ber an old pastor telling us, when we were students, about his moving to what at 
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that time was the wild prairies of North Dakota. He had lived in Iowa. He 
and his good wife worried themselves almost sick about the awful blizzards they 
would meet in North Dakota. “But,” he said, “when we came up there, we 
found that they never had more than one blizzard a day.” That any man could 
stand. His trouble was that he tried to crowd the blizzards of a whole winter 
into a single day. Who could stand that? Let us have faith and patience. Let us 
take hold of our problems, one at a time. They can be solved, for God still 
rules in the heavens and He has promised that the gates of hell shall not pre- 
vail. This very union has been God's way of preparing and strengthening us for 
the greater tasks before us. : 

Then in the midst of our difficulties and troubles we sit back and dream of 
the “good old days.” Have they not always been better? Do you remember 
when our fathers spoke of their good old days, and their fathers of theirs? I 
know that my children will some day speak of the present as their “good old 
days.” Once in a while I wonder when and where it all began. 

We are having our deficits.and they are large enough to humble us and rob us 
of our strength. Much has been done and is being done in the Name of our 
Lord and Master, more than in any other generation. There is a restless ac- 
tivity sweeping us along both within the Church and without, that makes us 
long sometimes for the peace and quiet of other days. Would a divided Church 
and people have evaded this spirit of our times? We stop in the midst of all 
our doing and try to estimate our work. How often we have to admit that, with 
all our work in Jesus’ Name, we have failed to do the one big thing we Chris- 
tians are called to do. We have not been able to cast out, nor to fight success- 
fully, the evil, malignant spirit of our age. How the scribes of our day laugh 
and scoff at the helplessness of the disciples of Christ! Has there ever been a 
time in our history when there has been such open, evil, wicked, bold, and 
subtle attacks made on our Christian faith? Why do we so often stand de- 
feated, so helpless, over against this evil? There are two reasons why the mir- 
acle of casting out the devil, told in the story of the Transfiguration, can not 
take place today. On the one side Jesus said that the people of that time were 
a “faithless generation.” Does that describe our day? Our very knowledge 
blinds us. But another reason was given by Christ to His more intimate circle 
of disciples. He said to them as they asked Him, why they could not cast out 
the evil spirit, “This kind can come forth by nothing but by prayer and fasting.” 
Did He mean by these words that all they had to do was to get up and read 
their prayers and begin to go througb the forms of self denial? No, He meant 
infinitely more. Prayer in its essence is not the mere enumeration of our wants. 
Fasting is not merely a denial of the wants of the body. Prayer is the giving-in 
of our will to God’s. We know the prayer of Jesus in the Garden of Gethsemane, 
“Not my will, but Thine be done.” It is a complete surrender of all that we are 
and have to God. Fasting, on the other hand, is a complete renunciation of the 
world. How we have failed when we measure ourselves by these standards! 
That is the reason why during these years we have failed in our fight against ~ 
the evil spirit of our time. Lack of willingness to sacrifice and worldiness are 
the two outstanding and besetting sins of the disciples of Christ today. We have 
no doubt that Christ could come, as He did of old, and call out the evil spirit. 
We know that He will come in His own good time. But what about us? Is the 
Christian Church to stand in the meantime defeated? Must we continue to bear 
the jeers and scoffs of the scribes of our-day? Just so long as these two sins of 
selfishness and worldliness fill such a large place in the life of the average 
Christian, there will be no casting out of the evil spirit. Christ is still with us 
in. His Word and Sacraments. His promise is still good. Did He not say, “I am 
with you always, even unto the end of the world?” Did He not say, “Whatsoever 
ye ask for in my name, that I will give unto you?” Let us ask for more con- 
secration, greater faith, and more willingness to do His will. 

But after all, the justification for the union in 1917 does not lie in the ten 
or eleven years that have passed. It lies rather in the future before us. Had 
the union of 1917 been contrary to God’s will, we would not today be conscious 
of having His blessing upon our work. ‘The enumeration of successful accom- 
plishments along different lines may be a cause for satisfaction and thanks- 
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giving, as the enumeration of defeats may cause us in humility to confess our 
Sins, our weaknesses, and our impotence. Have the years since 1917 demon- 
strated that the union was in accordance with His will? If we answer, “Yes,” 
we must go forward. If we answer, “No,” it should be dissolved, the sooner 
the better. We who were twenty years or over in 1917 may at times long back 
to the fleshpots of what in many respects was but a land of dreams. But in 
spite of this longing, if we are conscious that the union was God’s will, we must 
go forward toward that promised land of full brotherhood and fellowship in 
order that our children may enjoy it more than we. We can enjoy the good 
things of this promised land today, unless we, because of our perverted wills, 
make up our minds not to do so. 

The union was consummated, not because any of the three synods had 
changed their views on theological questions, or had lost respect for the ten- 
dencies which they represented, but simply because our common Christian faith 
and our common blood compelled it. Rather, it is for us to confess, that it 
should have come years before, but we would not. As we stand at the border-line 
dividing these years from the future, does not the thought intrude itself that we, 
with our experiences, should be the Apostles of a greater union in the Lutheran 
Church of America and help do for it what was done for the Norwegian Luther- 
an synods? We may not look for organic union, except with the other Nor- 
wegian Lutheran bodies, but we should definitely put on our program better un- 
derstanding, greater co-operation and, if possible, closer federation with the 
other Lutheran synods of this land. I may also include with it the Lutherans 
beyond the sea. Why has the Lord brought us so far? Was this the ultimate? 
True, the other Lutherans are not of our blood, but we are fast becoming so in 
the amalgamation of races which is taking place here in America. We have 
a common faith, in spite of differences that some magnify because of smaller 
differences in tradition and practice. We can not escape the logic of the situa- 
tion. For ten years we have been associated in the National Lutheran Council 
with other Lutheran synods in relief work and in other external matters. Can 
we deny the leading of God in this common service? If we do, we deny one of 
the most glorious chapters in our Lutheran history. So conscious have many of 
our people become of Lutheran solidarity, that it is difficult for the leaders to 
restrain them from expressing their loyalty to the whole Lutheran Church in 
terms that are almost disloyal to the individual synods. One group has stood 
out, namely, Missouri and affiliated synods, but even there the leaven of a 
Common Faith is working, in spite of almost conscious effort to the contrary. 
Else how can we explain one informal conference after the other? They meet 
and disagree and meet again. ‘The thought of one Lutheran Church can not be 
denied, because this common faith demands a common expression. The Luther- 
an Church has a mission. It has a message which the world needs to hear 
today. It is the message of the old Gospel, that there is salvation in none other 
than Jesus Christ and Him crucified. and that we are justified by faith alone. 
The modernist stands on the one side and would rob us of the evangelical con- 
tent of this message. The fundamentalist on the other would rob us of the 
evangelical spirit in which it is to be preached. But the world will not listen 
to our message as long as we Lutherans stand bickering with one another over 
differences which we with the most meticulous study can not convince ourselves 
of. It should be a matter of concern for each Lutheran synod to remove that 
which stands as a stumbling block for closer affiliation. Then each synod 
should humbly, and as before God, ask itself why it is necessary for it to stand 
apart and if the differences are adiafora, or founded on the Word of God. 

The day is coming when this country, into whose consciousness we hitherto 
have failed to enter, will listen to our message, not necessarily to become Lu- 
therans and members of our Church, but to come to a greater faith in Jesus 
Christ and His Word. God speed that day! There are practical reasons for go- 
ing forward along this line. We are not, in my estimation, going to solve the 
language question except in co-operation with the other Lutherans who have 
the same problem. The amalgamation of races which is going on in every com- 
munity makes its own demands and creates its own development. The very 
fight which lies before us, of preserving, in the face of a materialistic philosophy, 
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a fundamental Gospel Christianity, compels us to get together, at least in un- 
derstanding and full recognition of brotherhood. 

There is work to do. The problems calling for solution loom so large that, had 
not the union taken place in 1917, it would have been a necessity today. So 
in answer to the question with which I started out—Has the Union of Lutheran 
Synods in 1917 Been Justified—these eleven years unqualifiedly answer in the 
affirmative. So today let us, as one people and one Church, join in and sing 
with the Psalmist of old—Bless the Lord, oh my soul, and forget not all his 
benefits.”

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FÆLLESFORMANDENS INDBERETNING 


Den Norsk Lutherske Kirke i Amerika blev organisert i 1917 og kunde alt- 
saa ifjor ha feiret ti-aarsdagen for sin stiftelse. Da der imidlertid ifjor intet 
fællesmøte blev holdt, fik begivenheten kun ganske kort omtale ved de forskjel- 
lige distriktsmøter. Det er passende og rigtig at vi skulde erindre denne be- 
givenhet, som ved Guds naade gjennem foreningen har bragt os velsignelse 
og store anledninger. Foruten at være det 10de aar av de tre forrige kirkesam- 
funds forening er dette aar ogsaa det 75de aar siden Synoden for den norsk 
lutherske kirke blev stiftet. Dette samfund blev ett av de tre parter som utgjør 
Den Norsk Lutherske Kirke i Amerika. Den Norsk Lutherske Kirke i Amerika 
er arvtager av disse 75 aars hæderlige og velsignede historie. Det er passende 
at vi nu nævner denne begivenhet og bringr den i erindring saavelsom de 75 
aar av norsk lutherdom blandt os som et folk, enten det var i den Norske 
Synode eller i de andre kirkesamfund som nu utgjør vor kirke. 


Andre som 
vil ta del i denne 10-aarsfest er pastor ©. J. Bastvold, tidligere formand for 
Hauges Synode og senere i 10 aar formand for Søndre Minnesota distrikt av 
vor kirke, og dr. L. W. Boe, som tok en ledende del i organisationsarbeidet under 
foreningen. Naar vi holder mindefest er det med en dyp følelse av taknemme- 
lighet mot Gud for hans ledelse og førelse, ikke alene i disse 10 aar, men ogsaa 
med tilbakeblik paa disse 75 eller flere aar i hvilke hans aand har ledet og 
ført vort folk. Foruten at takke Gud vil vi ogsaa altid mindes vore fædre, som 
bygget paa grundvolden saa trofast og som gjennem pionerdagenes møie og 
lidelser altid søkte at beholde Guds sande ord og lære for sig og sine barn. 
Vi ærer disse mænd bedst ved at forbli tro mot vor Gud og mot vor kirke. 
Denne anledning er bestemt av Gud, ikke alene til at se tilbake paa fortiden, 
men ogsaa til med haab og mod at se fremtiden i møte, idet vi sætter vor for- 
trøstning til vore fædres Gud, som ogsaa er vor Gud, at han vil være med os i 
de kommende dage. Det er vor bøn at vi ogsaa ved hans naade vil vedbli at 
bygge paa det aandelige tempel hvis hjørnesten er Jesus Kristus selv. 

Vi vet ikke hvad fremtiden vil bringe os som individer eller som organisa- 
tion, men vi vil med glæde og tillid lægge vor fremtid i den levende Guds hæn- 
der, og vi vil love ham lydighet og troskap og stole paa at hans naade vil gi 
os styrke til at holde dette løfte. 

De næste ti aar vil fordre meget av os. De vil maaske fordre at vi bringer 
vor kirkes budskap i meget større utstrækning end før, ikke alene til folk 
av vor egen stamme, men ogsaa til mange andre som vi kommer i berøring med. 
I det ustadige og skiftende liv som foregaar i Amerika idag, maa vi forbli tro 
mot vor kirke og dens bekjendelse og dens bedste traditioner, saa vi bringer ind 
i det amerikanske aandelige liv den surdeig som Gud har betrodd os: hans 
ord og sakramentene. Dette arvegods har vi faat av vore fædre. Et stort ar- . 
beide venter os i de kommende aar. Stemmer vil rope: Her er Kristus og der 
er Kristus! Bedaarende og tilsynelatende skjønne former for gudsdyrkelse og 
religiøsitet til trænge sig ind paa os. Ropet høres overalt om at forkaste det 
gamle og ta imot det moderne og nye efter den gamle sofisme, at forstand og 
fornuft staar over aabenbaringen i Guds rike. Der er ingen sikker rettesnor 
uten Guds ord. Ledet av Aanden selv holder kirken sig fast til læren om in- 
spirationen. Den fandt dette fremstillet i profetenes, apostlenes, ja Herrens 
egne ord. Deres ord kaldes Guds ord. Det uendelige store ord: "levende ord,” 
brukes om skriften. Uagtet al motstand, ja til trods for alle paafund av tanke 
og fornuft, klynger kirken sig til den sandhet og til den lære at Bibelen er 
Guds beaandede livets ord. Sandt, nøiagtig, sikkert og paalidelig, enten det 
vidner om selve frelsens kjendsgjerninger eller det oplyser om historiens og 
verdens begivenheter. Vi holder os til dette ord og dette ord alene til at lede 
og styre os i vor kirke i de kommende aar. Vi har ingen anden fører; vi kjender 
ingen anden stjerne efter hvilken vi kan sætte vor kurs. De som anerkjender 
Bibelen som Guds inspirerte. aabenbarte, ufeilbare ord og som den eneste ufeil- 
bare autoritet i alt som angaar liv og tro, og vor evangelisk lutherske kirkes 
bekjendelsesskrifter som en tro og rigtig fremstilling og forklaring av Guds 
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ords rene lære, indbyr vi til at arbeide sammen med os i sandhetens fællesskap 
til Jesu Kristi og hans faders ære. Dette syn paa og dette forhold til Guds 
ord har vi faat av vore fædre ved Guds naade, og med Guds hjælp under den 
Helligaands veiledning vil vi være tro i denne overbevisning. 

Gud velsigne Den Norsk Lutherske Kirke og gjøre denne kirke til et virk- 
somt og nyttig redskap til at bygge hans rike til hans ære og sjæles frelse! 


Det kristelige skolevæsen 


Vore skoler indberetter at arbeidet har været utført heldig og omhyggelig. 
De fleste av vore skoler viser en forøket søkning, og fra alle kommer beretninger 
om interesse i aandelige og kirkelige gjøremaal av et stort antal av deres stu- 
denter. Studenterforbundet, som er en avdeling av Ungdomsforbundet, holder 
sit regelmæssige møte hvert aar i en av vore skoler, og den største del av tiden 
benyttes til at behandle kristelige og aandelige emner. Professorer fra vort 
seminar har besøkt vore colleges og fremstillet for dem prestegjerningen. Disse 
besøk har møtt hjertelig bifald, og det bør ordnes saa at disse besøk kan fort- 
sættes. I vort seminar finder vi at saagodtsom alle studenter er graduenter 
fra vore colleges. Kirken mottar en stadig strøm av vel utdannede unge mænd 
som har følt Herrens kald til at tjene ham i prestegjerningen. Vi takker Gud 
for disse unge mænd, og vor bøn er at han vil bevare dem i hengivenhet og 
troskap mot ham ved den Helligaand gjennem naadens midler. 

Board of Education anbefaler at graduenter fra vore colleges som begynder 
paa presteskolen, skulde faa sig tilbakebetalt et aars skolepenger mere end de 
nu faar, altsaa i alt tilbakebetaling av skolepengene for tre aar ved et av vore 
colleges. Dette vil gjennemføre den tanke som vor kirke altid har bat: at lette 
byrden saa meget som mulig for dem som vil træ ind i prestegjerningen. Disse 
skolepenger blir tilbakebetalt studentene for et aar ad gangen mens de er ved 
seminariet. 

Med sorg melder vi at professor E. Hove, D. D., avgik ved døden den 18de 
december 1927. Da seminariet for et aar siden holdt sit slutningsprogram, blev 
prof. Hove hædret av sine venner i anledning av hans virksomhet som teologisk 
professor i 25 aar og som prest i 40 aar. Luther College tildelte ham ved den 
anledning doktorgraden. Vi takker Gud for den tjeneste vor avdøde bror 
fik naade til at yde sin kirke i de mange aar. Gud velsigne hans minde! 

Fakultetet, kirkeraadet og Board of Education har sammen anmodet aars- 
møtet om at vælge en ny teologisk professor. Hvis dette bifaldes av aarsmøtet, 
vil det bli nødvendig for førnævnte bestyrelser i fællesskap at foreslaa en 
kandidat til denne stilling. 

Seminariet kommer ogsaa til aarsmøtet med en fornyet bøn om at der vil 
bli tat hensyn til nødvendigheten av at de faar en ny bygning som kan brukes 
til bibliotek, klasseværelser og andet nødvendig bruk. 


Dr. M. O. Bøckman kom tilbake fra Norge sidste sommer fra et aars ophold 
der til hvile og studium, og gjenoptok sit arbeide som professor og bestyrer. 
Vi takker Gud for den indflydelse dr. Bøckman har hat ved sit liv og sin 
lærervirksomhet og ber at Gud endnu maa forunde ham kraft til at fortsætte 
med sit arbeide. Som det vil sees i hans rapport, gjør han opmerksom paa at 
hans termin som bestyrer utløper i 1929 og henstiller til fællesmøtet at fatte 
en bestemmelse. I denne forbindelse har Board of Education ikke tat nogen 
anden bestemmelse end at foreslaa at embedsterminen for alle bestyrere som 
utløper i 1929 forlænges til 1930. 

Med hensyn til vor kirkes skoleprogram blev det bestemt paa sidste fælles- 
møte at der skulde vælges en komite for at studere stillingen hvad vore skoler 
angaar (Committee on Survey) og rapportere til dette fællesmøte. Board of 
Education anvendte megen omhu paa at gjøre denne komite saa repræsentativ 
som mulig. Komiteens rapport forelægges fællesmøtet til omhyggelig overveielse 
og avgjørelse. Det var oprindelig bestemt at Board of Education skulde rap- 
portere sammen med denne Survey Committee, men “boardet” kom til den over- 
bevisning at skolene vilde vere bedst tjent med at bestyrelsen ikke deltok i 
komiteens rapport, fordi det vilde bli “boardet’s pligt at iverksætte de beslut- 
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ninger som kirken vilde anta, og rapporten burde være en uavhængig fremstil- 
ling fra en komite utenfor “boardet” om hvorledes de ser stillingen. 

Vi først og fremst takker Gud og dernæst de mange som tok del i at samle 
et grundfond for Pacific Lutheran College i Parkland, Washington. Mange av 
vore prester og professorer sammen med skolens venner paa kysten, samlet en 
subskription paa $290,000.00 til skolens grundfond. Men mens disse penger 
kommer ind, behøver denne skole hjælp av vor kirke, saa at den kan yde det 
bidrag til at bygge vor kirke paa vestkysten som en saadan skole har saa rik an- 
ledning til. Dr. O. A. Tingelstad har opgit sin stilling som professor ved Luther 
College for at bli bestyrer av denne skole, og vi vil paa det hjerteligste under- 
støtte og hjælpe ham i hans arbeide for vor kirke ved Pacific Lutherske College. 

Dr. C. O. Solberg har resignert som bestyrer av Augustana College i Sioux 
Falls og er kaldt til dekanus ved Chicago lutherske bibelskole. Dr. Solberg har 
arbeidet med troskap og held i at organisere et college i Syd Dakota. 

i Dr. L. W. Boe, bestyrer av St. Olaf College, undergik en alvorlig operation 
sidste sommer, men Gud sparte hans liv, og efter en kort hviletid paa vestkysten 
kom han tilbake og optok sit arbeide i begyndelsen av aaret. Gud gi ham den 
styrke og helbred som behøves i hans ansvarsfulde stilling. 

Vor kirke paaskjønner det stadige trofaste arbeide som utføres av vore 
lærere i akademier, colleger og seminar—ingen nævnt og ingen glemt. Vi vet 
at deres opofrelse er saa meget større, fordi der i mange tilfælde behøvdes større 
finansiel indtægt. Kirken burde tænke paa muligheten av at forhøie lønnen 
for vore lærere i mange tilfælder; det er kun ved kirkens bestemmelse deres 
løn kan bli forhøiet. 

Ved Spokane College har vore brødre i Ohio-synoden de to sidste aar an- 
vendt en sum av $3,700 om aaret til hjælp for skolen. Vi skatter høit denne 
anerkjendelse og understøttelse av skolen, ydet av vore troesbrødre, og haaber 
inderlig at vi maa bli istand til at fortsætte i dette missionsforetagende for at 
bygge vor kirke ogsaa paa det sted. 


Barmhjertighetsarbeidet 


- Board of Charities har utført sit arbeide samvittighetsfuldt med de midler 
de har hat at raade over. Med de mange institutioner, som stadig trænger 
reparation og utbedringer, er det undertiden vanskelig at faa pengene til at 
strække til, saa man kan faa gjennemføre sine planer og gjøre arbeidet som det 
burde gjøres. 

I det sidste aar er vor kirke blit opmerksom paa nødvendigheten av at bygge 
og organisere en anstalt til at utdanne diakonisser og kvindelige arbeidere 
i vor kirke. Mrs. I. D. Ylvisaker har staat i spidsen for en indsamling av 
penger hertil. Med dr. Hendersons subskription av $25,000 dollars er der blit 
samlet mellem $65,000 og $75,000. Vore menigheter er blit gjort opmerksom 
paa denne sak, og vi haaber at de vil bli interessert og med sine gaver hjælpe 
til at vi kan faa en anstalt i vor kirke for vore kvinder som vil utdanne sig 
for arbeide i menighetene og samfundet. Diakonissehospitalet er ved dets be- 
styrer, Mr. E. E. Hansons omhyggelige og dygtige arbeide og ved direktionens 
hjælp kommet i en stilling hvor det kan greie sine renter, forpligtelser og daglige 
utgifter. 

Board of Charities kommer til dette aarsmøte med det forslag at det "welfare 
work” som nu utføres fra vort kontor i Minneapolis, overdrages til den lutherske 
indremission i denne by. Dette arbeide bestaar væsentlig i at anbringe barn i 
hjem, ta sig av de ulykkelige og i det hele av de forhold som altid forekommer 
i de store byer. Grunden til dette forslag er at en stor del av det arbeide vi har 
maattet utføre, har ofte været for medlemmer av andre samfund. I dette ar- 
beide kan man ikke negte at hjælpe de fattige og trængende, og dog synes det 
som om de forskjellige samfund burde ta del i dette arbeide i fællesskap. Av 
denne grund foreslaar “boardet” at denne del av arbeidet overdrages til den lu- 
therske indremission, som bestaar av medlemmer av de forskjellige samfund. 
Dette medfører ikke at nogen institution eller eiendom som tilhører kirken, over- 
drages til dem, men kun det almindelige arbeide som f. eks. at ta imot barn fra 
Juvenile Court og sørge for de ulykkelige som blir henvist til vor kirkes formyn- 
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derskap og forsørgelse. For næste aar foreslaar “boardet” at vor kirke bestem- 
mer en fastsat sum til dette arbeide, men om to eller tre aar vil dette ophøre, 
da selskapet understøttes av medlemmer, ved private gaver og ved byen Minne- 
apolis's Community Chest. 


Kvindernes Missionsforbund, Ungdomsforbundet, Choral Union 
og det Norske Ungdomsforbund 


har alle paa sin maate tat sin del i kirkens arbeide. Kvindernes Missionsforbund 
og Luther League med deres større antal og organisation, har været meget virk- 
som blandt sine medlemmer i at skape interesse for kirkens forskjellige arbeids- 
grener. Vi ønsker at uttrykke vor paaskjønnelse og tak til dem alle og til deres 
respektive medlemmer for den interesse og troskap de har vist i de forløpne aar. 
Gud velsigne dem og styrke dem i ethvert arbeide ved sin .Helligaand ! 


Indremissionen 


Iaar utgaar fra vort seminar en klasse paa firti unge mænd. Mange av dem 
har antat kald til indremissionens arbeide. Vi ser med glæde at der blandt os er 
en voksende interesse for vor indremission. Man begynder mer og mer at indse 
at skal vor kirke bestaa og gaa frem, maa denne gren av vort arbeide skjænkes 
stadig og voksende opmerksomhet. Arbeidet i byene og de større landsbyer 
stiller større og større krav. Vort folk flytter ind her, og skal de bevares for 
vor kirke, maa vore menigheter der ha stadig og regelmæssig prestelig betjening. 
Den store opgave er at sikre de fornødne midler som vil til om dette for vor 
kirkes bestaaen saa nødvendige arbeide skal kunne drives. Skal kirkens øvrige 
arbeidsgrener vokse sig sterke, maa dette arbeide pleies og næres. Og maatte 
der ogsaa skjænkes den tilbørlige interesse for indremissionens arbeidsgren, 
Church Extension. Mange av vore menigheter optar offer for Church Extension 
enten søndag seksagesima eller niende søndag efter trefoldighet. Dersom hver 
eneste menighet i vor kirke vilde gjøre dette til en fast regel, kunde vi gjøre 
meget mere for at støtte smaa, men fremadstræbende menigheter hvor vi nu 
nødes til at forsømme dem fordi de fornødne midler savnes. La os erindre 
hvilken praktisk betydning Church Extension har for kirken, og merke os de 
anstrengelser andre synoder, ja andre ikke-lutherske kirkesamfund gjør for at 
vinde fremgang i dette arbeide. Det vilde dog være at beklage om denne del av 
landet som fra begyndelsen blev bebodd av et saa stort antal lutheranere og saa 
mange av disse av vor kirke, skulde gaa tapt for vor kirke fordi vi forsømte vor 
pligt i dette stykke. Bevæggrunden er ikke at vi vil samle et stort antal, men 
den overbevisning at Gud av sin store naade har betrodd os sit sandhets ord og 
sakramenter, og at det budskap om synd og naade vor kirke har at bringe, netop 
er hvad vor tid saavelsom alle tider mest trænger. Det er vor gudgivne pligt at 
være tro vægtere paa Sions mur. Gud gi vor kirke vidt utsyn og større kraft 
til at drive vor indremission. 


Hedningemissionen 


Det foregaaende aar har ikke set nogen særlig forandring i stillingen paa 
vor missionsmark i Kina. Nogen faa missionærer opholder sig fremdeles derute, 
rede til at hjælpe og drive arbeidet hvor anledning tilbyr sig. Nogen av de 
kvindelige arbeidere er blit igjen paa visse stationer og har kunnet gjøre et vel- 
signet arbeide. Men hvad det angaar at sende ut et større antal missionærer, saa 
staar det i Guds haand, og vi kan kun bede at han vil vise os veien i denne van- 
skelige situation der stiller saa store krav til vor tro og taalmodighet. For nær- 
værende ser det ut som om Kina igjen skal bli midtpunktet i en alvorlig verdens- 
bevægelse. Vi har vanskelig for at følge planen i den almægtiges ledelse av de 
forskjellige nationers skjæbne, men vi tror og vet at han holder folkene i sin 
haand og leder kongers hjerter som vandbækker — han bøier dem hvorhen 
han vil. 

Mens tilsynelatende døren netop nu er stængt for os i Kina, aapner en anden 
sig i Syd-Afrika. Dr. Birkelund tilbragte som vort hedningemissionsstyres ut- 
sending nogen tid paa Zulu missionsmark. Han inspicerte og undersøkte hele vor 
missionsmark og tok de nødvendige skridt til at faa det norske Schreuder-mis- 
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sionsselskaps eiendom overført til vor kirke. Han har git vort “board” en ind- 
gaaende beretning om stillingen og dens krav. “Boardet” har allerede kaldt 
pastor J. E. Farup med hustru i Reeder, N. Dak., og missionær J. E. Grønli med 
hustru. De har i Guds navn antat kaldet og vil reise til høsten. Dr. K. 0. 
Lundeberg, som paa grund av de strenge kolonilove ikke fik anledning til at virke 
som lægemissionær paa Madagaskar, har antat kald til at opta gjerningen paa 
den sydafrikanske missionsmark. 

Vi glæder os og takker Gud som har undt os at hjælpe og fremme dette 
det ældste missionsarbeide sat i gang av vort folk, og overta denne mission, som 
kan bli utgangspunktet for videre fremtrængen i Syd-Afrika med evangeliet, om 
Guds finger skulde peke i den retning. 

De missionærer som ifjor avreiste til Madagaskar er kommet vel frem og har 
optat arbeidet. Iaar har en av vore kandidater, Frederick Stang Hallanger, til- 
budt sin tjeneste og er antat som ny missionær for Madagaskar. Gud velsigne 
ham og gi ham frimodighet, visdom og naade til at bringe evangeliet til dem 
som endnu ikke har hørt det, det evangelium som er en Guds kraft til frelse 
for hver den som tror.

foreslaar at arbeidet utvides. De forelægger en vel gjennemtænkt plan efter nøie 
at ha overveid stillingens krav. Vort kirkemøte bør omhyggelig sætte sig ind i 
de fremsatte forslag. Det tør vel være at det hele program ikke kan følges nu 
med engang. Men her fremstilles dog for os arbeidsmuligheter som fortjener 
vor bedste opmerksomhet. Selve kirkens liv beror paa at vi tar vare paa ung- 
dommens undervisning i kristendom. Vi prester og menighetsfolk trænger at op- 
muntre hverandre til at nytte enhver anledning som frembyr sig til at bringe 
vor ungdom gudsordets frelsende sandhet før de onde dage kommer, hvorom de 
vil si: De behager mig ikke. Men la os takke den algode Gud for den stigende 
interesse som vises dette arbeide. 

Board of Elementary Christian Education har, som besluttet av et tidligere 
kirkemøte, latt sig repræsentere paa en fælleskomite til at faa i stand en av alle 
lutherske synoder anerkjendt oversættelse av Luthers lille katekismus. Paa 
fælleskomiteen har alle lutherske synoder undtagen de av synodalkonferensen væ- 
ret repræsentert. Arbeidet er nu gjort, og den nye oversættelse har været trykt 
i vore kirkeblade og anbefales vore prester og menigheter til alvorlig studium 
og overveielse. Fælleskomiteen vil være taknemmelig for kritik og vink og ta 
dem under alvorlig overveielse. Hvad sakens endelige avgjørelse angaar, saa 
vilde det vel være bedst, siden saa mange synoder er repræsentert, om der be- 
sluttes at naar komiteen er blit enig om en tekst, denne da trykkes som en 
standard engelsk oversættelse av vor katekismus. 


Pensionsfondet 


Pensionsfondets sekretær har paa grundlag av beslutninger fattet av aars- 
møtet for to aar siden utarbeidet en plan for passende pensioner. Han har 
vundet ett hundrede lægmænds interesse for denne sak og ber om at den maa bli 
tat op til behandling fredag eftermiddag naar disse mænd kan være tilstede. 
En forstandig endelig løsning paa dette problem vil ha stor betydning for vor 
kirkes fremtidige virke. Den nu fremsatte plan anbefales til vort kirkemøtes 
velvillige overveielse. Kirkeraadet har godkjendt planen, men anser sig ikke at 
ha tilstrækkelig sakkyndighet til at kunne anbefale en bestemt tid for planens 
iverksættelse. Den sak faar kirken selv avgjøre. 

Bokmissionen 

Vor bokmission har ogsaa iaar utdelt et stort antal traktater og smaaskrifter. 
Det fortjener særlig omtale at bokmissionen gjør forberedelser til at utgi den 
engelske oversættelse av Luthers lille katekismus i traktatform. Det vil i 
sandbet være et værdig bidrag til hgitideligholdelsen av katekismens firehun- 
dreaarsjubilæum. Utdeling av katekismen som missionstraktat vil derved bli 
mulig, og dette komiteens tiltak skulde vor kirke derfor støtte av hele sit hjerte. 
Komiteen arbeider jo med midler som kommer ind ved frivillige bidrag, og gav- 
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mild understøttelse vil sætte den istand til at gjøre effektivt arbeide med at ut- 
dele saadanne smaaskrifter hvermed evangeliet og den saliggjørende sandhet 
kan faa størst mulig utbredelse. 


National Lutheran Council 


I det sidste aar har vor kasserer ved specielle ofringer mottat omtrent $7,000 
som blev oversendt National Lutheran Council til hjælpearbeide. Det skulde ha 
været mere, men med overskud i kassen og gaver fra andre samfund blev ar- 
beidet fortsat sidste aar. Men dette aar er der intet overskud i National Lu- 
theran Councils kassebeholdning, og hvad arbeide der skal gjøres, maa gjøres 
ved ydelser som gives dette aar. Med hensyn til dette, saa la mig indstændig be 
aarsmøtet at det vil anta den plan som blev anvendt sidste aar: at anmode 
hver menighet om at opta et offer eller en kollekt en av de sidste søndage i juni 
til dette arbeide. N. L. C. er ved sin konstitution, som blev omhyggelig revidert 
for to aar siden, en fælles repræsentant som utfører for de lutberske synoder 
det arbeide som hver synode gir den myndighet til at utføre. Den tiltar sig 
ingen myndighet eller organisationsprincip til at virke som føderation av de 
forskjellige samfund. Den er kun et redskap der kan utføre et arbeide som ingen 
synode enkeltvis kan gjøre. Jeg vil faa lov i korthet at gi en beretning om dette 
arbeide, som nu mest utføres i Rusland. Den lutherske kirke i Rusland tæller 
over en million sjæle med mindre end hundrede prester. For tre aar siden blev 
der oprettet en presteskole i Leningrad. Dette aar graduerer 16 unge mænd. 
Ikke mange blandt et saa stort folkeantal, og dog er det en begyndelse. Denne 
institution, som staar som et vidne i et land hvor Gud og Kristus offentlig for- 
negtes, maa gaa til grunde hvis ikke vi lutheranere i Amerika vil understøtte 
den. Den er styrt og ledet av mænd som staar fast og sikkert paa vor kirkes 
bekjendelse, gammeldags konservative lutheranere. De penger som behøves til 
dette arbeide vil være tilnærmelsesvis mindst $20,000. I 12 av de mindre land 
i Europa, hvor lutheranerne er svake, dels fordi de er faa, dels paa grund av 
fattigdom efter krigen, behøves omtrent $25,000. Det vilde være en ulykke om 
de paa grund av manglende midler til at fortsætte arbeidet skulde bli tvunget 
ind i den forening av kirke og stat som i den del av Europa vilde bety at det 
protestantiske and evangeliske vidnesbyrd vilde dø ut. De magter som arbeider 
mot dem er de samme som vil arbeide mot os. Som reformationens kirke skulde 
vi ikke la reformationens sandhet dø ut blandt disse kjæmpende folk. Der er 
hverken tid eller sted til at gi en oversigt over den heltemodige og opofrende stil- 
ling som har været indtat av mange prester og lærere i disse sydeuropæiske land. 

Foruten: disse to poster vil der iaar utkræves hjælp i Indien, Kina og Afrika 
for missioner, hvis drift vil litt efter litt ophgre; det blir formindsket med en 
tredjedel hvert aar i de næste tre aar. Dette er lutherske missioner som vilde 
ha blit overgit til det reformerte missionsselskap hvis ikke amerikanske luthe- 
ranere hadde understøttet dem. Det hele beløp som bedes om fra alle vore lu- 
therske synoder som er interessert i N. L. C. arbeide er henimot $100,000. Vor 
part, regnet efter vort medlemsantal, er omtrent $17,750. Hjælp og støtte har 
kun været git til vore lutherske brødre: Som eksempel paa den forsigtighet der 
øves av N. L. C. repræsentanter, maa jeg faa lov til at omtale en ting der vil 
være av interesse. En stor gruppe av galisiere i Rusland erklærte sit ønske om 
at forene sig med den protestantiske kirke og erklærte at de behøvde hjælp til 
dette. Det var ikke klart for N. L. C. repræsentanter at dette var en luthersk 
bevægelse, men heller en almindelig protestantisk bevægelse. Alt hvad de gjorde 
var at sende dem Luthers katekisme og det nye testamente til utdeling. Intet 
forsøk blev gjort til at støtte denne bevægelse med pengehjælp. Jeg omtaler 
dette for at vise at de mænd hvem det er paalagt at repræsentere de lutherske 
synoder, altid tar hensyn til det standpunkt disse synoder har tat hvad disse 
ting angaar. 

Den lutherske verdenskonferans 


Eksekutivkomiteen for den lutherske verdenskonferans, som bestaar av seks 
medlemmer, av hvilke to, dr. Morehead og dr. Boe, repræsenterer de amerikanske 
lutheranere, har besluttet at sammenkalde denne almindelige konferans i den 
sidste del av juni 1929 i Kjøbenhavn. Det er seks aar siden det første møte av 
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denne slags blev holdt. Dette møte er sammenkaldt specielt med hensyn til at 
det er 400 aar siden Luthers lille katekismus utkom. Fra tid til anden er der 
dem som har samvittighetsskrupler fordi vi tar del i et saadant konvent. Det 
er kiart forstaat og bestemt ordnet at denne konferans ikke har nogen lovgivende 
myndighet. Det er en fri konferans av lutheranere, repræsenterende deres re- 
spektive synoder, som er samlet for at avlægge vidnesbyrd om sin overbevisning 
og sin tro. Hvis der er noget som behøves i Buropa idag, saa er det et vidnes- 
byrd om den sandhet som vor kirke eier. Sammen med os i sidste konferans, og 
uten tvil ogsaa i denne, er repræsentanter fra konservative synoder som Ohio- 
synoden og andre. Den lutherske kirkes konservative synoder har et stort bi- 
drag at gi til en saadan konferans, og det anbefales av vort kirkeraad at vi 
skulde være repræsentert ved denne konferans. For at der skal være en større 
repræsentation, vilde jeg personlig foreslaa, siden vi har ret til seks. delegater, 
at vi kunde vælge seks repræsentanter og istedenfor at gi en større pengesum 
til en eller to, muligens bevilge $2.500 til disse seks. Det vil ikke betale alle 
utgifter, men det vil ialfald være et uttryk for kirkens villighet til at hjælpe 
til en saadan repræsentation. Det er ikke hensigten ved et saadant valg av re- 
præsentanter at begrænse deltagelsen i konferansen til disse; vi haaber at man- 
ge prester og lægmænd vil benytte anledningen til at være tilstede. Da alle for- 
handlinger og alle taler av en tolk vil bli oversat til engelsk og maaske til dansk, 
vil der ikke være nogen vanskelighet i at følge med i forhandlingene. At be- 
grænse sig til en bestemt repræsentation er nødvendig, fordi der vilde bli van- 
skelig især blandt de europæiske deltagere hvis der ikke var nogen ansvarlig 
delegation. Ellers opfordres medlemmer av vor kirke til at benytte denne an- 
ledning til at besøke sit fædreland og paa samme tid være tilstede ved denne 
konferans. 


Kirken i Norge 


Det vakte stor glæde og opmuntring hos os da bladene bragte den efterret- 
ning at ministeren for kirke- og undervisningsvæsenet i Norge hadde nedlagt en 
bestemt protest mot ordinationen av en kandidat som negtet Jesu Kristi guddom 
saavelsom andre grundsandheter i vor bekjendelse. Kongeriket Norges grundlov 
bestemmer at dets prester skal bekjende sig til den evangelisk lutherske kirkes 
lære og bekjendelse. Der var ikke noget spørsmaal om at denne kandidats be- 
kjendelse, endog efter hans egen fremstilling, ikke var overensstemmende med 
den av os antagne bekjendelse. Det er i sandhet et haabefuldt tegn naar de 
hvem omsorg for kirken er betrodd, i et land hvor stat og kirke er nøie for- 
bundet, føler dette alvorlige ansvar med hensyn til tro og bekjendelse. Det er 
vor bøn og vort ønske for vore brødre i fædrelandet at Gud maa gi kraft og over- 
bevisning til alle som har myndighet i kirken, saa at de ikke skal skamme sig 
ved Jesu Kristi evangelium og at de vil i sandhet bekjende i ord og handling 
Jesus Kristus som den levende Guds søn, kommet. i kjødet til menneskenes frelse. 

For et aar siden fik jeg en indtrængende indbydelse fra en komite bestaaende 
av repræsentanter av kirken og især av Nordmands-Forbundet til at besøke 
Norge sommeren 1927. Jeg foreslog at saadant besøk skulde utsættes til efter 
dette aarsmøte, men blev underrettet av medlemmer av komiteen om at dette 
vilde være umulig, da alle arrangementer hadde blit ordnet for dette besøk paa 
denne tid. Efter at ha samraadt mig med repræsentative mænd i vort samfund 
og med forskjellige bestyrelser, paatok jeg mig det ansvar at motta indbydelsen 
og tilbragte tre maaneder hovedsakelig i Norge. I forbindelse med dette besøk 
blev jeg anmodet av hedningemissionsbestyrelsen om at reise til Paris for at se 
hvad der kunde gjøres for at en missionslæge kunde faa lov til at praktisere paa 
Madagaskar, og ogsaa om at konferere med embedsmænd i Det norske missions- 
selskap i Stavanger. Av vor indremissionsbestyrelse blev jeg anmodet om at 
forhandle med bestyrelsen for sjømandsmissionen i Bergen om gjøremaal som vi 
har fælles. 

To maaneder tilbragte jeg med at præke i forskjellige dele av landet. Ved 
Guds naade forsøkte jeg at gjøre det klart for folket der at det som hadde været 
vor styrke og fremgang som et folk i dette land, var fastholden ved Guds ord, 
katekismen, bibelhistorien og forklaringen, som vore fædre hadde bragt med sig 
da de kom til Amerika. At samle vort folk i dette land var bygget paa Guds 
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ord og barnelærdommen som grundvold, og hvad vi hadde at vise som et folk, var 
utført av kirken og dens ledende indflydelse. Vort arbeide idag var at holde fast 
ved denne bekjendelse som vi hadde faat fra vore fædre, og især at denne be- 
kjeudelse blev levende tilegnet i den enkeltes liv. 

Mange hilsener blev mottat fra prester, biskoper og foreninger. Tonen og 
indholdet av alle disse hilsener aandet en dyp og varm sympati for vort folk i 
dette land. Jeg følte at al den venlighet og gjestfrihet de viste, var ikke av 
hensyn til min person, men paa grund av den kirke som jeg repræsenterte. 
Deres store interesse for vort arbeide og vort folk kan neppe forstaaes før man 
kommer i personlig berøring med dem. Biskop Lunde sendte hilsener til kirken . 
og nedbad over os Guds rike velsignelse og naade i de kommende aar. Det nor- 
ske indremissionsselskap ved sin sekretær, pastor Wisløff, sendte hilsen med 
disse ord: .““Hold fast ved det du har; la ingen ta din krone.” Han fremholdt 
at vi maatte holde fast ved Guds ord, holde fast ved den sandhet vi hadde mot- 
tat, og holde fast ved den i en levende tro, indtil vi opnaar kronen i det evige 
liv. Menighetsfakultetet, Bibelskolen, Det norske missionsselskap i Stavanger, 
Sjømandsmissionen i Bergen, Oslo Indremission saavelsom mange andre fore- 
ninger bad mig bringe deres hilsen i vor fælles tro paa Jesus Kristus. De for- 
sikret mig at naar de ber for sig selv, ber de ogsaa for vort folk og vor kirke. 
Jeg ønsker ved denne anledning at uttale min taknemmelighet til de mange i 
Norge som for eders skyld mottok mig som en ven og bror. Av embedsmændene, 
prestene og medlemmene av kirken mottok vi den hjerteligste gjestfrihet og ven- 
lighet. Det har git mig i mit arbeide en bedre forstaaelse av deres opgaver saa- 
velsom nogen av de vi har faat gjennem vore fædre, fra vore fædres land. Jeg 
ønsker ogsaa at uttale min tak til viceformand, pastor T. F. Gullixson, og di- 
striktsformændene, som gjorde det mulig at arbeidet uhindret utførtes under 
mit fravær. | 

Dette mit besøk i Norge blev muliggjort ved Den Norske Amerikalinjes og 
bestyrelsen for statsbanenes venlighet. 

Vi har den glæde ved dette aarsmøte at pastor N. B. Thvedt fra Oslo er til- 
stede. Han kommer som repræsentant for Nordmands-Forbundet for at tå del 
i de norske festligheter i Winnipeg. Han var tidligere prest i vor norsk luther- 
ske kirke i mange aar, og det er med stor glæde vi ønsker ham velkommen blandt 
os som en repræsentant for vor moderkirke. 

Naar jeg tænker paa det indtryk jeg fik av mine fædres land er der en in- 
stitution som jeg føler burde erindres av og til av dem som sender gaver til 
Norge. Den anstalt som jeg tænker paa er Menighetsfakultetet, og jeg vil her 
gjøre opmerksom paa det arbeide det gjør. Nu for tiden er der næsten 300 stu- 
denter ved Menighetsfakultetet, mens der er mindre end 100 ved universitetet. 
Det er ofte at vore medlemmer i taknemmelighet og paaskjønnelse sender gaver 
til forskjellige øiemed i Norge. Den institution som vil bringe størst velsignelse 
og gavn for det hele folk er i denne tid det konservative Menighetsfakultet, som 
sender ut prester og prædikanter over hele landet. La os erindre det i vore 
bønner og med vore gaver. 


Mindedage 


Tre mindedage av interesse for vort folk vil forekomme inden de næste to 
aar. Den første er 400-aarsdagen for Luthers lille katekismus. Aaret 1929 burde 
specielt vies den kristelige barneopdragelse. La denne bli fremholdt i skrift og 
tale, i prækener og fremfor alt i vore bønner, at Gud vil fornye og styrke i os 
forsættet om at holde fast ved den kristelige barneopdragelse. Da vor kirke 
bekjender at daaben er det naademiddel gjennem hvilket barnet trær ind i 
Guds rike, vil vor kirke staa eller falde i forhold til den omhu og troskap vi 
holder fast den kristelige barneopdragelse. Daaben lægger det ansvar paa os at 
vi maa lære dem at holde alle disse ting som han har befalt os. Forhaabentlig 
vil kredsmøter, distriktsmøter, prestekonferanser, saavelsom vore kirkeblade ikke 
undlate indtrængende at fremholde for det amerikanske folk den store nødven- 
vere at lære de unge Guds vei, saa at de, naar de blir ældre, ikke vil for- 
ate den. 

I 1930 kommer en av vore andre store reformationsdage, 400-aarsdagen for 
den Augsburgske Konfession. Denne bekjendelse vidner om forskjellen mellem 
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reformationens evangeliske kirke og den romersk katolske kirke. Den Augsburg- 
ske Konfession har været det kjendetegn som har udmerket vor lutherske kirke 
nedgjennem tiden. Den viser tydelig grunden til vor adskillelse baade fra den 
romersk-katolske og de reformerte kirker, og paa samme tid hævder den i sin 
renhet evangeliets sande og klare tone, saaledes som det findes i Guds ord. 
Teologer utenfor vor kirke har erklært den for at være den ædleste bekjendelse 
som kirken har med undtagelse av de tre ekumeniske bekjendelser, og at det er 
den eneste bekjendelse hvorpaa en sand kirkelig forening kunde komme istand. 
For os lutheranere gir denne anledning ved præken og lære at kunne vise klart 
hvad vor kirke staar for og hvilken skat av sandhet vi har i denne herlige 
bekjendelse. ; 

En tredje mindedag som vil bli høitideligholdt i 1930 er 900-aarsdagen for 
kristendommens indførelse i Norge. Det er sandt at i nogen dele av landet 
kom kristendommen noget tidligere, men aaret 1030 er det anerkjendte aar for 
denne vigtige begivenhet. Det var det aar da Olav den hellige faldt ved Stik- 
lestad, og det blev vendepunktet i Norges nationale liv fra hedendom til kristen- 
dom. Fra vore fædre som kom over havet, har vi mottat denne herlige arv av 
kristen sandhet, saaledes som den er kommt nedigjennem tiderne. Det er søm- 
melig og passende at vi høitideligholder denne begivenhet. Den er av mere end 
national betydning, den er en av de store begivenheter i vor aandelige og kirke- 
lige historie. Det er passende at vi anvender tid ved vort næste fællesmøte til 
at høitideligholde denne begivenhet. 

Ved siden av denne historiske begivenhet vil dette aar være av en eiendom- 
melig betydning for vore fædres land, da det er hensigten at indvie paany dom- 
kirken i Trondhjem, som er restaurert, den kirke som gjennem aarhundredene 
har været et symbol ikke alene for Norges nationale, men ogsaa aandelige liv. 
Vi vilde være utaknemmelig og ikke benytte vor anledning hvis vi ikke paa 
rogen maate betegnet vor enhet med dem i den fælles tro som vi har arvet fra 
de hellige og paa en ydre maate viste vor taknemmelighet mot Gud for det her- 
lige arvegods som gjennem vore fædre blev bragt over havet til os i dette land. 
Der er en betydningsfuld anledning aapen for vort folk til at ta del i restaura- 
tionen. Et stort alter som skal brukes av menigheten hver søndag, vil bli an- 
bragt i midten av den store domkirke. Dette alter vil koste omtrent $25,000. 
Der kunde ikke være nogen mere passende erindring eller gave fra vort folk til 
deres store nationale kirke end at sætte dette alter i menighetens midte. Da den 
29de juli, som er aarsdagen for Hellig Olavs død, iaar falder paa en søndag, 
vil jeg foreslaa at et offer eller en kollekt blir optat i alle vore kirker iaar for 
at brukes til dette formaal, og at saadant offer blir sendt til vor kasserer, pastor 
H. O. Shurson. Eftersom vi mer og mer gaar over til engelsk arbeide og blir 
mere indforlivet i amerikanske forhold, vil vi paa samme tid gjerne opretholde 
den forbindelse og bevare de minder som peker tilbake paa den klippe av hvil- 
ken vi er hugget. 

Zionsforeningen 


som utfører kristelig arbeide blandt jødene, feirer iaar sit 50-aarsjubilæum. 
Denne forening bestaar for en stor del av medlemmer av vort samfund. Den har 
gjort et velsignet og godt arbeide i alle disse aar og har været et middel hvor- 
ved vi har kunnet utføre Herrens befaling om at vi ikke maatte glemme hans 
eget folk.

Bibelselskapene 


I de sidste to aar har vi bidrat til amerikanske og kanadiske bibelselskaper 
en sum av $1,800, av hvilke $1.500 er git til det amerikanske og $300 til det 
kanadiske, eller britiske, bibelselskaper. Disse foreninger utgir Guds ord uten 
kommentar eller forklaring og søker at utdele bibler over hele verden. Og som 
den kirke der har den aapne bibel, er det vor bøn og vort haab at Guds ord maa 
mangfoldiggjøres blandt jordens nationer. Fra det hellige og inspirerte ord kom- 
mer det eneste lys som kan lede os her paa jorden og føre os ind i det evige liv.

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Kaldelse av prester 


I min indberetning ifjor blev distriktene gjort opmerksom paa spørsmaalet 
om prestenes løn. Og i korthet nævntes vanskeligheten i at finde steder til 
at arbeide for ældre mænd. La mig denne gang be menighetene vel overveie 
fremgangsmaaten ved at kalde prester i ledige menigheter. At kalde prest er den 
alvorligste pligt som er betrodd en menighet. Der er mange sjæle i menigheten 
hvis evige velfærd avhænger av at de faar en sand og trofast hyrde for sine 
sjæle. Det er sandt at Gud gir sin aand og at Gud frelser os gjennem Jesus 
Kristus, men han bar dog betrodd menneskene at bringe dette budskap og at 
føre sjælene ind til riket. En menighet skulde foreta sig prestekaldelse som 
det alvorligste arbeide der er betrodd den. Der burde være opfordring til megen 
bøn baade av den enkelte og av menigheten naar denne sak skal overveies. 
Tankene skulde især samle sig om de vigtigste egenskaper og hvad der mest 
behøves i det embede en evangeliets tjener har at utføre. Naar man har denne 
alvorlige og vigtige bakgrund for kaldet, vil maaske nogen av de mindre vig- 
tige egenskaper, som man ofte tænker paa og forlanger, ikke bli fundet fuldt saa 
nødvendige. Naar en prest som faar et kald tænker paa den omtanke og de 
bønner som har gaat forut for et saadant kald, vil han paa sin side faa en dyp 
følelse av ansvar om at dette er en ting som man ikke let kan paata sig. Vi 
maa ikke i denne travle og materialistiske tid la valg og kald av prest gaa ned 
til det lave standpunkt at det ialfald tilsynelatende blir en forretningssak. Det 
er i sandhet nødvendig for en mand at tro at Gud har sat ham paa hans plads 
og at det ikke er hans egen fordel eller ønske som har bragt ham til at anta 
eller avslaa et bestemt kald. Hvad vil det gavne en menighet om den sikrer sig 
en hel del ydre egenskaper med henblik paa organisation, dygtighet og andre 
ting, som i sig selv er gode og heldige, hvis gaven fra Gud til at fremstille Guds 
ord med dets overbevisende sandhet til baade fromme og syndere, mangler i det 
prestelige embede? Vi takker Gud for de mange gode og trofaste prester han 
har git os og for de menigheter som forstaar det alvor og det ansvar menighe- 
ten har like overfor presten og kaldelsen av prest. Paa samme tid vil vi advare 
dem som tar disse ting let og ser paa de ydre ting som de vigtigste, enten de er 
prester eller menigheter, at de maa en dag avlægge regnskap for sin husholdning 
til ham som kjender menneskenes hjerter. 


Kirkeraadet 


For nogen aar siden blev der valgt en komite for forening med andre sam- 
fund. Da denne komite er blit formindsket ved dødsfald, foreslaar kirkeraadet 
at en ny komite paa ni vælges ved dette fællesmøte. “Denne komite skal ha magt 
til at møte med lignende komiteer av andre lutherske kirkesamfund i Amerika 
og forsøke at komme til forstaaelse og enighet angaaende lære og liv og til et 
senere fællesmøte av vor kirke indkomme med forslag, eftersom komiteen finder 
det passende og til størst fordel for kirken.” 

Det er endvidere anbefalt at en komite av tre utnævnes for at foreslaa for 
fremtidige fællesmøter saker som kan være av praktisk værd i samarbeidet med 
de synoder med hvem vi har stiftet nadversamfund og prækestolbytte. 

I betragtning av at størstedelen av kirkens forretninger nu utføres ved de. 
to-aarlige fællesmøter, saa blir det ikke saa meget at utføre ved distriktsmøtene; 
derfor henstilles det at Board of Trustees og kirkeraadet tar under overveielse 
og forelægger for et fremtidig fællesmøte saadanne praktiske problemer og for- 
retninger som skulde overføres til distriktsmøtene og distriktene. Imidlertid 
skulde det overveies om i de aar intet fællesmøte holdes, hvert distrikt skulde faa 
sig forelagt en for det særlig utarbeidet rapport. 

: Ved det sidste fællesmøte blev det spørsmaalet om kirkens navn hen- 
vist til kirkeraadet og dette blev paalagt at rapportere til dette fællesmøte. 
I overensstemmelse med denne beslutning har kirkeraadet fulgt denne opfor- 
dring og en rapport er indlevert som tillæg til denne indberetning.

Locken ved dette 
møte. 

Pastor C. J. Eastvold som tjente som formand for Søndre Minnesota distrikt 
fra foreningen og indtil sidste sommer, i juni 1927, resignerte som formand av 
dette distrikt. Han utførte sin tjeneste dygtig og trofast i disse ti aar. Med 
hans troskap og kjærlighet til foreningen og det nye samfund, da det var kom- 
met i stand, ved hans kristelige personlighet, visdom og erfaring vil han altid 
bli betragtet som en hvem vi skylder taknemmelighet for sin del i opnaaelsen av 
de gode følger av foreningen. Han har tat op arbeide som prest i Syd Dakota, 
og vi ønsker ham mange aars velsignet arbeide for Herren i dette aller vigtig- 
ste arbeide i kirken: omsorg for sjæle i menigheten.

Erlæggelsen av disse penger vil be- 
rettige medlemmene til at faa salmebok, de forskjellige rapporter og fuldstæn- 
dig referat av fællesmøtets forhandlinger tilsendt i posten saa snart referatet 
er trykt.

Vi har for første gang den glæde som almindeligt fællesmøte at samles i 
en av vore egne kirker. Central Lutheran Church blev indvidd palmesgndag 
og har for tiden et indskrevet medlemsantal av omtrent 2,000, hvor de oprin- 
delige medlemmer for ni aar 'siden var otte familier. Presten og menigheten har 
med fremsyn og mod som ikke er mange git, gjort et stort og nødvendigt arbeide 
for indremissionen. Vi ønsker at uttrykke vor paaskjønnelse av at de har latt 
os bruke deres kirke, og især vor inderlige sympati og bøn om at Gud maa 
velsigne dem i det arbeide de gjør i denne by. 

Blandt de mange kirker i denne by som gjør godt og trofast arbeide er der en 
anden kirke som burde omtales paa grund av dens eiendommelige stilling. Det 
er Mindekirken, som udelukkende er bestemt til bruken av det norske sprog. 
Denne kirke har ogsaa i forhold til sin størrelse og arbeidsmark arbeidet med 
stort held, og presten, pastor Chr.

Tillæg til fællesformandens indberetning 


BREV FRA DR. H. G. STUB I ANLEDNING NAVNEFORANDRING 
Kjære brødre! 


Ved vort samfunds aarsmøte i 1926 blev spørsmaalet om forandring av sam- 
fundets navn overdrat til kirkeraadet, som iaar kommer med sin indstilling 
til aarsmøtet. 


Efter kirkeraadets indbydelse var jeg som vanlig tilstede og tok del i for- 
handlingene. Jeg skulde nok ha ønsket at denne sak kunne blit utsat, men da 
den blev bragt op igjen venter man i samfundet paa en avgjørelse. 


Der kan kun være en mening om det at en forandring av samfundets navn 
ikke er og ikke kan være en samvittighetssak for nogen, men er en middelting. 
Hvis forslaget hadde gaat ut paa at stryke ordet "Luthersk” vilde det blit en 
bekjendelsessak, og hvis et saadant forslag var blit antat vilde selvfølgelig sam- 
fundet blit sprængt. 

Vor historie viser at det at ha eller ikke ha ordet “Norsk” i samfundets navn 
umulig kan være en samvittighetssak. I aaret 1918 — aaret efter foreningen, da 
sindene i vort land var i et saadant oprør at næsten intet utenlandsk navn blev 
taalt og vort kirkesamfund som andre samfund var utsat for den mistanke, at 
det ikke helt ut var loyalt paa grund av ordet “Norsk” i sit navn, fattet sam- 
fundet den beslutning at la ordet “Norsk” gaa ut av sit navn. Kun fire stemte 
imot. Hadde det været en samvittighetssak hadde samfundet aldrig kunnet 
gaa med paa det. Bevæggrunden til forslaget var simpelthen hensynet til sam- 
fundets vel under de særlige omstændigheter. Da reaktionen kom i 1920 be- 
sluttedes at ingen navneforandring finder sted. Imidlertid har der været i 
samfundet en sterk bevægelse for forandring av navn paa grund av amerika- 
niseringen av vort folk. 

Ved kirkeraadsmøtet var vi selvfølgelig enig om det at det er kirkens og der- 
for ogsaa vort kirkesamfunds opgave og mission i verden at bringe Jesu Kristi 
evangelium til saa mange udødelige med Jesu blod dyrt kjøpte sjæle som vi 
kan naa, prøve at samle dem i menighetene og saa bevæge menighetene til at 
slutte sig til vort samfund for det store fælles arbeide. Alt som paa nogen 
maate stod i veien forat dette maal kunde naaes maatte man prøve at faa bort. 
Saa blev spørsmaalet: Hvilke hindringer for dette maal kan nævnes? Som en 
stor hindring for det ovenfor nævnte formaal, og som en kilde til stadig, sti- 
gende misnøie baade blandt prester og menigheter nævntes av kirkeraadets 
medlemmer, baade av formændene og av lægmedlemmene, samfundets navn. 
Selv de av kirkeraadets medlemmer som maa betegnes som meget mere norske 
end amerikanere hvad sprog angaar, erklærte bestemt at stemningen i deres 
omgivelser og ellers var for forandring av samfundets navn. Samfundets vekst 
og vel var for en ikke ringe del avhængig av navneforandringen, fordi vor 
kirke paa grund av sit navn blev betragtet som en "foreign church.” 

Nu har jeg altid hævdet at kirkeraadet, bestaaende av 21 mænd: fællesfor- 
mand, ti distriktsformænd og ti lægmænd, er den mest repræsentative organisa- 
tion inden samfundet. Samfundet selv har vist kirkeraadet den tillid at over- 
dra til det at komme med en indstilling i denne sak. Kirkeraadet er efter 
samvittighetsfuld undersøkelse kommet til det resultat av det nuværende navn 
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er en hindring for vort samfunds vekst i fremtiden og en kilde til stadig mis- 
nøie i mangfoldige menigheter. Maatte ikke jeg da anse det som uret av mig 
at holde fast paa et ord i samfundets navn som visselig er os et kjært ord, 
men som dog er en middelting og derfor maa underordnes hensynet til kirkens 
vel? Jeg vilde ikke kunne forsvare for min Gud og min samvittighet kramp- 
agtig at holde fast paa noget, som en samling av samfundets mest betrodde 
mænd med sit utstrakte kjendskap til prester og menigheter har betegnet som 
en hindring for kirkens arbeide. Efter sakens utredning bad kirkeraadet mig 
om at ledsage dets indstilling med resultatet av min overveielse, hvilket jeg 
herved har gjort. 

Det er overflødig at bemerke at det har kostet mig selv megen overveielse 
at maatte gi mit syn paa saken saaledes som jeg har gjort. Jeg vil be alle 
brødre om nøie at prøve det som her er sagt. Først i 1930 vil den endelige av- 
gjørelse kunne træffes. 

Det bør ogsaa tilføies at en forandring av samfundets navn ikke bør ha 
nogen indflydelse paa bruken av sprog i nogen menighet» Hver eneste menig- 
het maa selv bestemme, hvad der efter dens bedste skjøn og broderlig hensyn til 
alle sider tjener alle dens medlemmer bedst. Kjærligheten til vort norske sprog 
og Norge, likesom til al god norsk literatur utgit her eller i Norge bør være 
aldeles uavhengig av det, om ordet “Norsk” staar eller ikke staar i vort sam- 
funds navn. 

Herren gi os alle det sind, at vi kun vil søke at gjøre det som efter vor over- 
bevisning vil være til kirkens gavn.

Til Den Norsk Lutherske Kirke i Amerika ! 


Paa det sidste fællesmøte blev der besluttet at henvise spørsmaalet an- 
gaaende navneforandring til kirkeraadet, med den bestemmelse at kirkeraadet 
skulde indberette til det næste fællesmøte (se side 54, Aarsberetning 1926). I 
overensstemmelse med denne beslutning tok kirkeraadet op denne sak til be- 
handling paa møte holdt i Minneapolis den 23de mars 1928. Efter alvorlig over- 
veielse med hensyn til hvad var til kirkesamfundets bedste interesse, uttalte 
hvert medlem av kirkeraadet, baade formændene og lægmedlemmene, uten hensyn 
til hvad deres egen sympati og følelse var i denne sak, at de var av den mening 
at tiden var nu kommet at denne forandring skulde ske. Det blev derfor en- 
stemmig besluttet at anbefale til fællesmøtet iaar at Art. 1, Par. 1, av kon- 
stitutionen blir herved amendert og forandret saa at det herefter læses: "Dette 
kirkesamfunds navn skal være (her indføres det navn som antages i tilfælde 
forandring bestemmes)” og endvidere at denne beslutning stemmes over ved 
dette fællesmøte, og i tilfælde av at det blir antat, at det da henvises til næste 
fællesmøte av kirken to aar fra nu. Da maa det antages med to-tredjedels 
majoritet i tilfælde at saadan forandring skal ske. Denne beslutning uttaler 
ingen forandring i vor kjærlighet eller vor sympati like overfor vore fædres land 
og vore fædres folk, og vi vil paa det indstændigste anmode, under forhandlingen 
av denne sak, at alle som tar del, har kun en interesse først og fremst, og det 
er spørsmaalet om hvad bedst fremmer Guds rike iblandt os. Hvor kjær og hvor 
sterk den stemning er som vilde bevæge os til at beholde et navn som ellers er 
saa kjært, saa er vi overbevist om at i vort indremissionsarbeide idag, og i mange 
selvstændige menigheter, er det nødvendig for os at bruke et navn for vort 
samfund saa at det ikke skal betragtes av mange som en fremmed kirke i 
dette land.

Prester og menigheter i Canada distrikt av Den Norsk Lutberske Kirke i 
Amerika, naade of fred! i 


_Hvormed skal jeg komme frem for Herren, bøie mig ned for Gud i det høie? 
Mika 6, 6. Dette er det brændende spørgsmaal for enhver som søker Gud, for 
enhver som vil tjene Herren; for prester og for menighetslemmer, for distrikter 
og for det hele samfund. Hvad venter Herren av os som staar i hans tjeneste? 
Hvad kræver han av os? Profeten gir Herrens svar i disse ord: Han har kund- 
gjort dig, o menneske, hvad godt er; og hvad kræver Herren av dig, uten at 
du skal øve ret og gjerne vise kjærlighet og vandre ydmygelig med din Gud? 
Vort folk, vore prester og vore menigheter har faat Herrens svar, han har 
kundgjort os hvad godt er, og han har paamindet os og formanet os til at 
Øve ret og gjerne vise kjærlighet og vandre ydmygelig med vor Gud. Vi er for- 
manet ved Guds miskund at fremstille vore legemer som et levende, hellig, Gud 
velbehagelig offer — dette er vor aandelige gudstjeneste. Vi er det folk, de tjenere 
som Herren har overgit sit gods og til hvem han har sagt: "Kjøpslaar indtil jeg 
kommer.” Vi er det folk til hvem Herren har leiet sin vingaard og til hvem han 
nu sender sine tjenere for at ta imot den frugt som ham tilkon mer. Vi kjender 
vel vor stilling som husholdere over Guds gaver og at det kræves av husholdere 
at de findes tro. Naar nu prester og menigheter spør: - Hvoried skal jeg 
komme frem for Herren, bøie mig ned for Gud i det høie? Saa har vor Herre 
Jesus Kristus svaret paa spørgsmaalet i lignelsen om talentene naar de to som 
hadde fordoblet det som var dem betroet blir rost som gode og tro tjenere 
som skal gaa ind til deres Herres glæde medens den som intet medbragte blir 
kastet ut som unyttig. 5 

Herren venter at vi skal arbeide. Tro og flittige arbeidere venter han. 
Han venter at vi har interesse for Guds rike og at vi arbeider for riket, at vi 
arbeider for at gjøre alle folk til Jesu disciple. Dette er kirkens opgave og 
dette er det Jesus venter av os. Mange vil erindre at i det lokale hvor vort 
distrikt ifjor holdt sit aarsmøte hang et motto hvorpaa der stod: “A working 
Church is a Living Church”, og at mange i hellig iver for sandheten talte om at 
det burde vendes opned saa at det kom til at lyde: “A Living Church is a Work- 
ing Church”. Men er det sidste sandt saa er dermed dødsdommen faldt over 
mange menigheter som Herren fældte over menigheten i Sardes, at du bar 
navn av at leve, og du er død. Bliv vaagen og styrk det andet, som var paa 
vei til at dø! Ti jeg har ikke fundet dine gjerninger fuldkommende for min 
Gud. Kom derfor i hu hvorledes du har lært og hørt, og tag vate paa det og 
omvend dig. Aab. 3, 1-3. Den daarlige og late tjener som intet hadde gjort og 
som derfor intet hadde at komme frem for Herren med, mente at han hadde 
sine gode grunde og kom med sine undskyldninger, men efter sin egen mund blir 
han fundet skyldig og dømt. Naar flere menigheter har forenet sig til et sam- 
fund for sammen at gjøre den gjerning de har faat at gjøre for Herren, saa er 
de alle ansvarlige og alle pligtige til at ta sin andel av arbeidet og Herren venter 
det. Det at de to tjenere arbeider og fordobler sine talenter er rosværdig, men 
det undskylder ikke den late for at han intet gjør. Den som arbeider faar løn 
og samler frugt til evig liv. Dette er et velsignet arbeide og den som elsker 
Herren glæder sig i at faa være med i arbeidet, likesom kvindene der fulgte Je- 
sus glædet sig i at faa tjene Herren med sit gods. Naar Kristi kjærlighet tvinger, 
da er det let at tjene Herren ogsaa ved at bringe ham frugtene av nogle dages 
arbeide i form av en pengegave som et offer til at fremme hans ære. Glem der- 
for ikke at gjøre vel og at meddele, ti saadanne offere behage Gud. Ogsaa vore 
maa lære at gjøre gode gjerninger, alt eftersom der er trang til, forat de ikke 
skal være uten frugt. Titus 3, 14. 

Naar der er menigheter som aar efter aar kommer frem for Herren, bøier 
sig ned for Gud i det høie med tomme hænder, naar de paa samme tid har fuldt 
op av alt hvad de begjærer for sig selv, er de da ikke uten frugt for Gud? 
Maatte vi faa vore øine salvede med øiensalve saa baade prester og menigheter 
maa se hvad Gud venter av os; og naar vi i samraad med hverandre, veiledet av 
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Guds Aand, beslutter i fælleskap at gjøre det Herren vil vi skal gjøre at vi da 
maa føle at arbeidet er vort og at Herren venter av os at vi gjør det. Og naar vi 
saa møter for Herrens aasyn og kan si at vi har fuldkommet den gjerning 
han gav os at gjøre, da kan vi glade og med tak til Gud sætte op vort motto: 
“Wn levende menighet er en arbeidende menighet.” : 

Da distriktet iaar ikke har tid til indgaaende behandling av særlige saker 
som vedrører dets arbeide, saa skal kun en kort oversigt gis overm arbeidet i det 
forløpne aar og over de saker som maa behandles under dette distriktsmøte. 


Indremissionen 


Indremissionsmarken er væsentlig den samme som ifjor. 26 prestekald har 
faat missionsbidrag og en “Mission Rider” har arbeidet, mest paa nye strøk. 
Paa grund av det daarlige aar i Saskatchewan og Manitoba ber missionskaldene 
om samme missionsbidrag som før. To nye missionskald er oprettet: Robin 
Hood og Moose Jaw og endnu et bør oprettes i en nær fremtid i Assiniboia. To 
nye kald blir lagt til Canada distrikt: Port Arthur og Rainy River, Ont. Disse 
har før tilhørt Nordre Minnesota distrikt. 

Det er en tung gjerning vore indremissionsprester har at utføre i de vid- 
strakte missionskald. Ofte maa de selv gaa ut og indsamle den løn som er dem 
lovt av menighetene, hvilket gjør at de føler sig, og vel ogsaa av enkelte blir 
betragtet, som betlere; dette burde ikke saa være. De av menighetene dertil 
valgte embedsmænd, bør se til at presten faar sin løn i rette tid. Arbeidet er 
Herrens og han har kaldt os til tjenesten, det er saligt at tjene Gud. Vi skal 
høste i sin tid om vi ikke gaar træt. 


Emigrations- og kolonisationsarbeidet 

Vor emigrationsprest i Winnipeg, pastor T. J. Langley har siden i septem- 
ber 1927 besøkt mange menigheter for at finde arbeide og hjem for nykommere og 
er blit møtt med velvilje over alt, saa han er sikret plads for et langt større 
antal end de som iaar kommer fra Norge. Naar de ankommer til Winnipeg er 
han paa stationen og veileder dem og sender dem til det sted de efter hans raad 
vælger at gaa. 

Pastor B. M. Hofrenning, North Battleford, Sask., Can., har lovet at hjælpe 
saadanne som ønsker at faa land i den norske koloni langs den nye jernbane 
som nu bygges mellem Medstead og Shellbrook. Vi haaber at faa flere norske 
menigheter i dette strøk. Peace River er ogsaa et meget søkt sted av norske 
kolonister; de som reiser dertil vil faa veiledning av past. P. Ellingson, Valhalla, 
Center, Alta., Can. 


Skolene 


Camrose College har hat et godt skoleaar under bestyrer C. Rønnings ledelse 
og mange unge har der nydt godt av kristelige læreres indflydelse. 

Outlook College, som er distriktets skole, har dette skoleaar hat den største 
søkning siden skolens oprettelse, idet 125 elever har frekventeret skolen. Dette 
skyldes meget bestyreren, prof. K. Bergsagels, dygtige ledelse. Denne skolé 
har nu en lys fremtid dersom den gamle gjæld kunde avkastes. Lederen for 
den paagaaende indsamling, past. H. O. Grønlid, blev ved døden tat bort fra 
arbeidet førend det ret var kommet igang og siden er der litet blit gjort. 
Videre bestemmelser maa fattes. Et stort gode for skolen er at den har faat 
egen brønd saa den nu har en rikelig forsyning av vand. 


Barmhjertighetsarbeidet 

Underhandlinger med bystyret i Camrose, Alta., om fri byggetomt og skatte- 
frihet for alderdomshjemmet som skal bygges der har ikke ført til noget til- 
fredsstillende resultat. Skulde byen skatlægge hjemmet vilde det bli en noksaa 
tung byrde. Bethania alderdomshjem har fortsat sin gjerning i den gamle byg- 
ning i Bawlf, Alta., og beslutningen om at indrette Mrs. Hansons hus til bolig 
for mænd er efterkommet, og derved blev skaffet plads for seks flere indboere. 
En ny “furnace” maatte indsættes i hjemmet da den gamle var utbrændt. 

"Home-finding” virksomheten har vundet frem til klarere forstaaelse ved 
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past. N. R. T. Braas virksomhet og det grundlæggende arbeide er gjort som 
vil bii til veisignelse baade for barnløse hjem og for de barn de tar sig av. 
Det er med bedrøvelse vi maa berette at past. Braa har resigneret som bestyrer 
for alderdomshjemmet og sekretær for “home-finding’ saavelsom for det hele 
barmhjertighetsarbeide inden distriktet; han har været en særdeles duelig mand 
for denne gjerning og har været ærlig og tro i tjenesten, og vi skylder ham tak 
for det arbeide han har utført. 


“Hyrden” 


Det er glædelig at kunne berette at bladet har nu faat saa mange abonnen- 
ter at om de nu indbetaler sin aarlige dollar saa vil bladet kunne bere sig. 
Men det er saa let at glemme dette og saaledes blir mange staaende til rest for 
flere aar, saa litt ekstra hjelp vil nok endnu trenges. Vi skylder tak til alle 
som har kommet Hyrden ihu med gaver, 


Budgettet 


Med hensyn til budgettet vil jeg faa minde om de beslutninger som distriktet 
fattet ifjor (se aarsberetningen for 1927, side 299). Mange menigheter var sene 
med at sende ind sine bidrag for 1927; dette vil undgaaes om vi gjør som blev 
besluttet ifjor, nemlig sender ind bidragene de 3 første maaneder av aaret. Der 
mangler endnu noget paa det beløp som Canada distrikt skulde samle for 1927.

Kvitteringene viser at vi staar langt tilbake. .Hvor langt anderledes vilde 
det ikke se ut om alle tok fat med lyst; da vilde sten lægges paa sten indtil 
toppen var naaet; ogsaa i dette arbeide bør foreningene i menigheten hjælpe til.

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I. Executive Secretary’s Report 


In making this brief report to the Church about the Young People’s Luther 
League, its activities and its progress, we are glad to be able to say that the 
young people’s work is continuing to make satisfactory progress. In many 
ways, the past year may be looked upon as our most successful year. The 
young people are, we believe, coming to regard the work of this department 
with ever greater favor. They are beginning to realize more the worth of this 
movement. They are learning to appreciate the fact that the Church is thus 
making special efforts in their behalf. In this manner we are succeeding in 
creating more and more not only a definite league consciousness; but what is 
more, we are helping thru this work to develop a more definite Church con- 
sciousness, and this augurs well for the future. The young people are beginning 
to appreciate more the program and the aim of their Church, and thru under- 
standing better what the Church stands for and is trying to accomplish, they 
are becoming more interested in rallying to its support. 

The success of the Seattle Convention, held in June last year, which besides 
offering the educational advantages of travel and fellowship, developed into one 
of our greatest young people’s conventions, and one of the largest Church con- 
ventions held on the West Coast, helped greatly in establishing our young 
people in the conviction that they were being recognized and that this depart- 
ment was destined to do a great work for the Church. It brought together 
almost twenty-five hundred of our best young people. F 

The Church should be proud of the record they left in the West in Chris- 
tian conduct and consecration. The Church should also be grateful to these 
young people and to the various organizations and speakers which appeared 
at this Convention for the admirable way in which they contributed towards 
the avowed purpose of this meeting in establishing the cause of the Church 
more firmly in this far-away district of the Church. Other conventions and 
meetings in other sections of the Church, young people’s meetings, student con- 
ventions and Choral Union Sangerfests, have together helped to create greater 
interest in the cause of the Church thruout the country. 

Financially, our League has made considerable progress the past year. In- 
deed, this year has been our most satisfactory year financially. Not only is this 
the case with the proceeds received for our 1927 project, but it is true in the 
case of the totals received, also in support of the departmental work of the 
Church. The treasurer’s report for 1927 shows that a total of $33,246.64 (this 
includes unpaid pledges in the amount of $329.00), was received during the year. 
This total is distributed as follows:

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A study of the above tables will reveal an increase not only in the grand 
totals, but there has also been a steady increase as indicated in the contribu- 
tions received to all the various departments of Church work. The figures here 
represented do not, it should be remembered, include the sums given direct thru 
the agency of the congregational treasuries. Nor does it include those very 
sizable sums which were subscribed by our young people toward the three 
million dollar school endowment funds recently collected. It includes only those 
amounts directly receipted for by the terasurer of our organization. 


At present the Y. P. L. L. is thru its general officers working to complete 
the plans adopted for the publishing of a first-class Young People’s Magazine. 
One of the great needs of this department is more and better reading and study 
material for our leagues. The idea of this magazine does not have to be en- 
larged upon here, because it has already been brought to the attention both of 
our young people and of our Church. Briefly our plans include an enlarge- 
ment of the present thirty-two page issue of the Lutheran Church Herald once 
a month, a specially illustrated, attractive cover design to be changed with each 
issue, the magazine itself to be well illustrated, and to contain editorials, fea- 
ture articles, serial and short stories, missionary stories and articles, outlines 
for Bible study, discussions and outlines of Senior and Junior Topics, methods 
and plans for both the devotional and the social meetings, model programs, 
helps for the local league work, and possibly too a page devoted to the Sunday 
school lesson and to Sunday school plans and methods. We shall attempt to 
enlist the cooperation of the very best qualified writers in our Church, so that 
this magazine when issued may be representative of the best the Church has 
to offer. We hope to make it an attractive and a readable and workable 
magazine. We plan to make it as good a magazine as there is in the young 
people’s field today. 

The first issue of this magazine is to appear in January, 1929. It will be 
published monthly after this date. 

Dr. Martin Hegland has been elected editor of the Young People’s Magazine 
issue of the Lutheran Church Herald; Rev. Martin Norstad, associate editor; 
and Rev. N. M. Ylvisaker, managing editor. They will cooperate with the 
editor-in-chief of the Herald in the editing and publishing of this magazine. 

The past year several very worthwhile books and pamphlets have been 
published. “Christ First”, a three hundred page report of the Seattle Conven- 
tion, was published in September. The entire edition was immediately sold 
out. A very scholarly book on “The Youth Movement in the American Luthe- 
ran Church” by Mr. G. E. Jenny, is being published by Augsburg Publishing 
House at the suggestion and with the support of the National Office of the 
Y. P. L. L. This will make invaluable historical records available to pastors 
and leaguers. It is the only complete record of its kind about Lutheran Young 
People’s work. The material it contains has been carefully revised by the 
responsible officers of each of the Lutheran Young People’s organizations, and 
should therefore prove to be thoroly reliable. A number of pamphlets, in- 
eluding program helps, project plans, helps for senior and junior leagues, topic 
pamphlets, an authorized installation service, travel literature, etc., have been 
prepared, published, and distributed to all the leagues in the Church. This 
in addition to the regular helps contained each week in the Lutheran Church 
Herald. K 

The Lutheran Students’ Union has continued to function as a splendid or- 
ganization and is doing much to create greater interest among our student 
youth in matters of religion. A very splendid convention was held at Luther 
College in March. One of the attractive features added to the programs was 
that of the conference sessions. These were arranged as general and sectional 
conferences and helped to make the appeal of the convention more personal. 
The meeting went on record as urging a more intensive program of religious 
work among the students of the Church, adopting a general program of evan- 
gelistic work by student teams to be at the disposal of such congregations as 
might desire such cooperation, and offering part support to a missionary in the 
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Zulu mission in addition to support already given missionary representatives 
in China and Madagascar. 

In June, 1929, our fifth International Convention is to be held at Duluth, 
Minnesota. Arrangements are already under way for this meeting, which is 
expected to be a most important one in the history of our league. At the 
suggestion of Dr. J. A. Aasgaard, president of our Church, the undersigned is 
making arrangements for an extended travel trip of Europe to follow upon the 
Duluth Convention, so that our young people and Church people at large, may 
have the travel advantages offered members of other Church bodies. It is 
expected that our first European party will be a large one, if present indica- 
tions are any criterion. 

In the ten years of its existence the Young People’s Luther League has had 
an encouraging growth. From an unorganized and disorganized group of young 
people, the League has stepped out as one of the best organized departments 
in our Church. International in scope it does its organized work thru its 
International officers, thru ten district leagues and about eighty-five circuit 
leagues. A Lutheran Students’ Union with 4000 members and a Choral Union 
embracing all church choirs and choruses in our Church completes the organiza- 
tion efforts of the League. The membership has in these years grown from 
a few hundred leagues to some over 1600 with an individual membership of 
approximately one hundred thousand.
